All  Alberts  Troppes 
followed  this  new  leader,  who  ftcmd 
to  be  {ttA  to  them  from  Heaven ;  and 
as  if  they  bad  at  the  feme  time  been 
in(pir'4  with  frelh  Vigour,  they 
charged  the  Barbarians  io  rudely, 
that  eighteen  thoufand  lay  dead  itport 
the  place,  the  reft  thought  of  npthitig 
but  Flight. 

While  the*Arms  of  Sfgijmundhad. 
this  happy  fncccfsiti  Hungary,  his 
affairs  profper'd  no  lefs  in  other  pla- 
ces. The  mjfltts,  weak'nd  by  their 
Lodes,  and  either  terrified 'by  |he. 
Threats,  or  gain'd  by. the  Promifes  of 
Emperor,  at  length  returned  to  their 
-duty.  The  Treaty  of  Tramc  put  an 
end  to  all  the  Troubles  <A  Bohemia^ 
and  upon  a  fiidden  the  Imperial  Au- 
thority was  re-eftabliHi'd.  ^ 
-  Alt  things  being  thus  calm'd^  and 
Albert  hiving  disbanded  his  Troops, 
Aubuffon  attended  the  Nobility  that 
went  to  the  Emperour's  Court.  There 
he  wasrecdv'd  as  ope  that  contribu- 
'■'^                 B  J                 ted 
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jcd  highly  to  the  Vi<a^ory  in  Hufih 
piry;  and  that  which  vyas  related  ro 
Sigifmund  touching  tl^e  Valour  of 
fhc  youtig  Frinck  Geniienian,engag'd 
tb^t  Prince  to  give  him  publick  xnark^ 
bfhis  cfteem  and  acknowkdgmenri 
^iit  Juhfoft  ttotonly  aftracftcd  th^ 
praife^  and  favours  of  the  Emperpuj, 
by  his  fiiil  exploits  in  War  :  for  he 
alfogain-d  his  good  will  and  kindnefs 
by  his  carriage  near  his  perfon,  and 
the  care  which  he  took  to  plcafc 
h'm.       •       ^  . 

Sigifmund  \v:i$  endad  with  all  the 
noble  Qualities  of  a  great  Prince.  Bq- 
iides  that  he  was  valiant,  wife,  reli- 
gious ;*he  lov'd  Learning  in  particu- 
lar, and  had  a  great  yalae  for  learned 
men,  vvhdm  he^referr'd  upon  all  ct:- 
cafions,  before  persons  that  bad  no- 
thing to  re^jomnicnd  rhein  but  their 
^irth.  He  was  himfelf  leMrned,  per- 
fedly  well  r^ad  inHiftory.  He  unde?- 
3ftoo9  and  fpoke  the  LatSqe  tongue,  as 
,he  made  it  appear  at  the  Council  of 
Covftaiice^  byjthe  t^ftimony  of  Gerjin 
jCiiancdlpwr  /of  the  Uniyerfity  of 
3^:U'js,whQ  Was  prcfeni;  thcre,and  was 
;    ^  '       charm'4 
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cBarm'd  with  the  faft  fpeech.of  that 
Prince.  For  tfcat  reafon.hc  could  mt 
endure  ignorance  in  his  Courtiers ; 
and  wouid  fay  fometimes^  that  he 
was  afliam'd  of  the  EleiStors,  who 
had  not  the  kaft  tindure  of  Learn- 
ing. 

Though    jiuhujfon    were  endu  d 
with  a  Martial  foul,  and  that  the  love 
of  war  overfwayd  his  Inclinations,  yet 
had  he  a  difpofition  and  ^  Gcnious 
for  Learnitig.  He  had  a  q^ick  and 
piercing  wit  j   a  happy  memory,  and 
a  folid  judgment.  So  that  ii;  was  no 
diiTicuIt  thitig  for  him  to  conform 
himfdf  to  the  humour  of  theEmpcror; 
having  in  a  fhort  time  fitted  himfelf 
for  all  manner  of  addrcfles.  After  he 
had  ftudy'd  the  languages  as  much 
as  was  requifite  for  a  .Souldier  to 
Icnow ;  he  apply 'd  himfelf  to  the  un- 
derftanding  of  all  the  noble  rcienccs. 
He  learnt  the  Mapps,    the .  Marfie- 
maticks,   and  above  all  the  reft,  that 
part  with  concernes  the  Arr  of  war. 
Bit  Hiftory  was  his  Principal  ftudic ; 
He  made  a  kind  of  bufincfs  &  Exer-: 
fife  of  it,  reading  more  to  inftrudl

Afeove  all  things,  he  ex- 
amine t?he  lives  of  great  men,  and 
makiag  advantage  of  their  Vices,  as 
wellasoftbeirVertues,  he  became 
a  Mafkr  ta-himfelf  for  the  governing 
his  own  Matiners, 

Whatever  tove  he  had  for  readings 
mA  what  ever  pleafure  he  took  in  it, 
yet  he  ^fludy'd  the  wor^d  more  then 
l>opks :  ii&d  above  ail  the  world,  and 
;  all  books,  the  Empei^or.  As  he  had  1 
free  accefs  t^  his  perfon,  and  wa% 
with  Wm  every  day,  he  was  able  ^o 
©blerve  rtere  at  hand  hisMaximes^ 
his  words  his  adions,  and'  all  his  bc^ 
haviour,  BatamotUg  all  the  Vertuesof 
i$V^//^i^e/ he  was  taken  with  none 
nfiorfe  then  his  Zsai  for  the  Cfariftian 
Eai^h ; '  of  wittdh  hd  fli^vVl  fo  mai^ 
real  mark«,-'nbt  only  in  the  Councils 
which  he  upheld  by  his  authority  and

iA  Engiand^ti^  F^anc^  not  taking  ef- 
fed,  as  it  was  hop'd,  the  War  broke 
Dur  :agdin^ ^ between  the  two  Kings  : 
So  that  there  happ'nd:  divers  flegcs, 
arid  divers  ^fights,    with  more  heat 
and  animofity.theji  ever.  The  Englsjh 
made  great  ipoii  in  the  Provinces  of 
which  tb^y  were  not  Mafters;and  the 
jT-zi^irA. divided,  among  themfelves, 
committed  as  great  violences  every 
where ;  io  thzx  what  between  a  For- 
raigtt  and  a  Civil  War  joyii'd   toge- 
ther, '.  the  whole  Kingdom  was  full  of 
cdnfafion  and  horrour,

Jdhn  ^^A^mpon  Lord  pf  JBorn,  his

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Counn*German,  and  ChambeiJaio  to 
CkarUstho  feverith,  brought  him  to 
CouTt.  Sq  foon  as  he  came  there,  his 
projiipr  perfon,  his  fparkling  couBte- 
nance,  his  noble  Air  attradled  the

after  into  ^Far/s,  commanded  his  ao-. 
^tendance  Upon  him  ro  Coiirt,with  the 
chief  of.  his  Nobility;  This  Entry  was 
one  of  the  moft  magnifieem:  that  ever 
was  made  :» And  it  may  he  truly  faid 
to  be  tb^  firft  day  thatC^^W^i"  begaq 
to  reafirend  His  Throne.  Several  Ci- 
ties followU  th?  example  of  the  Ca-

pcndcflcie,  not  much  diflering  from  a 
Revolt;  invited  France  by  the  medi- 
ation of  4%//^»^  Dnke  o(  jiuftrsa; 
to  cortieand  defend  the  Rights  of  the 
Bmpire;  There  needeil  no  more  eil- 
courageifient  for  the  Dblphin ,  who 
had  e^oufed  the  Sifter  of  thfe  Dut- 
chefs  of  Anjfria,  t6  thtetA/facia  with 
an  Army.  AuBufon  vf^^  om  oi  the 
young  Lords  that  attended  him,  and 
6ne  who  had  the  greateft  fbare  ih  the 
defeat  of  the  JSwiffes  near  Bajk  :  Butt 
the  Duke  having  reduced  fome  places, 
and  caft  a  terror  upon  others,  march'd 
back  ag^fooher  then  wa?  cxpc^ed; 
e  fom6 
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Bither  becauA  the  Emperour,  uawill- 
ing  t^  draw  upon  himfelf  ill  will, 
for  being  the  occafion  of  the  war,  ki 
fomemeaA^r^difown'd  it;  orbecauie 
the  German  Lord,  who  had  conduc- 
ed xhp  French  Army  imo  Swits^tr^ 
land  y  and  w^  to  have  be^n  their 
guide  through  all  the  narrow  and  diff 
£cult  flre^ghts  of  the  Mountains,  be- 
iing  flain,  there  wa^  no  fafety  in  pro- 
ceeding farther. 

In  the  mean  time  the  Affair  oiMets 
being  brQught  to  an  acconomodation^ 
advantageous  for  the  Btfeigers,  and 
honourable  for  the  Befeiged  j  the 
Embafladors  of  the  GerntanVtmc^% 
>vhom  the  Dolphins  march  had 
alarm'd,  came  to  demand  a  confirma* 
tion  of  the  ancient  Alliances  between 
France  iand  Germany.  Their  de- 
mands were  granted  them;  and  as 
there*  is  a  time  when  the  Spirit  of 
Peace  is  predominant,  the  truce  was 
prolonged  fo?  five  years  between 
Franci  ^nd  England.  The  Court  in 
fuch  a  quiet  calm  began  to  think  of 
nothing  but  divertifement :  and  the 
Marriage  of  Margaret^  Daughter  of 

the 
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the  l^iftg^of  JVa7/V,  mth  Henry  king 
of  Englan^^  occafionM  fuch  cxtrabr- 
dinyy  rejbydngs,  that  they  had  a!-- 
mm  foifgoc  their  laft  troubles.  Ne- 
ver was  a  more  beautiful  Ccurr,  nor 
a  mOr^  nlimerdus/then  thkt  oijslcmcy  : 
For  rjbr  to  fpcak  of  the  feveral  Prin-  * 
ces  and  Priiicefles  that  were  of  Icfler 
dignity,  there  were;  two  ■  Kings,  a  nd 
three  Queens  befidfe.  The  Earl  of 
Si^M^  Who  was  feht;  to  fet(;h  the 
new  Qgceh  of  England ^  had  with 
hiih  the  flower  of  the  Ifinglilh  Nobi^ 
lity.  Scwral  dales  Were  alfo,  fpent 
in  magnificfent  Tiirnamaits ;  where 
the  Kiiig  of  France^  and  the  King  o^ 
45/W/v  iran  together. 

But  Auburn  fo6rt  gifew  Weary  of 
that  which  employ'd  others  fp  raudh 
to  their  defight.  Befides  thiit  htf  na-^ 
turally  loy'd  war,  he  had  Pf  inciples^ 
of  Piety  which  did  toot  eorrefpon^ 
with  a  lassie  and  voluptuous  life.  On 
the  other  fide,  the  vidiories  of  yohn 
Hunniadts  /  taitid  George  CaJIrhte, 
which  they  had  ohtain'd  againf^ 
Amur J^,  intuit' d  hiift  with  a  rtfc w  ^eal^ 
for  Religion  :  and  Vfe  Cruelae^  whicl?

He  could  not  but  with  great  gifief 
of  mind  under^ndxthe  r^ort  whicM 
ran  Pt  that  tirae^  ^  %\^zx  Vla^ifiaui  K  wg 
oiToland^  andCwdinalCfj^r/>r/Vthe 
Popes  Legate^  had  jjeeii  fle^ .tli ve  by 
thofq  Barbarian;.    But  it  w^s  Py^^l 
news  to  him,  that  the  Knights  of 
St.  John  of  Jerufakm,  had  obtam'd 
fcveral  .advantages  againft  xhfi  Sara- 
cem;  and  that  the  Soldanof  Mgypt^ 
had  a  littJe  before?  raipd  his.  ieigQ 
from  before  Rhodes^,     In  the  njidft  of 
thef^  fboughts,  hi?  cooJk  a  r^plution 
to  fight  againft  the  Infid^ls^  ajtid  to 
the  end  he  migh^  be  indifpee^ably  en- 
gag'd^  thereto, ;:be  fram'd  ^  ikfign  at 
the  fame  time  toiembracevihemiiita- 
ry   order  of  St-  Jol?n  of  Jerufakm. 
Heaven,  th^t-Mpit'd  himwithtliefe 
high  thoughts^,  gave  him  thje  power 
to  execute  them  with  fpecd.    fte  de- 
parted for  Rko^^s^vi^x.  all  dv!

Our  new  Knight  hacl  ho  gregt  diffi- 
culty toiundergo  th«  ufual  Examina- 
tions, though  at  that  time  they  were 
much  moire  ftrid  than  afterwards. 
For  all  things  that  render  a  Family 
lUuftrioiig;  were  to  be  found  with  ad- 
vantage in  his :  For  as  to  the  antiqui- 
^  C  3  .       ty 
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ty  of  it,  the  orfginal  of  thfe  Houfe 
oi  Aubufoir^  is  unknovva  a^dfiilcer- 
lain,  as  ot  moil  Families  fn  the  ^orld. 
But  that  which  may  fee  eettainly 
averr'd  is  this;  that  in  the  time  of 
Charkmaine,  the  Anceftors  of  Tierre 
Ty  Aubu^on  ys^fitt  ytx^  famous;  in 
Vrance.  for  the  Kings  of  the  fecond 
face  having fettlM  Countd^ ^govern 
every  Province,  and  thefe  'tofds  al- 
wayes  choofing  the  greateft  Lbrds  of 
their  Province  for  their  Lieutenants,^ 
Jeffrey,  ifirft  Goimt  of  Mdrche,  chofe 
Ills  Lieutenant  out  of  the  Houfe  of 
Atibujjhn,  about  the  year  86o/  Tliis* 
Lieutenant  to  the  Lord,  whofe  name 
weJknow  not »  was  callM  Vicount 
^'Aubtiffon  from  the  namC'  of  the 
principal  Place  which  he  ppflefs'd. 
*  Turf  in,  whb  was  deded  Bifhop  of 
Limoges  in  the  year  898,  and  whom 
Ajrnar  of  Chabdnok  eitolls  lio  lefs 
for  the  Jpleftdor  of  his  ^\ii\  theh^ 
for  the  holinefspf  his  Lift,  was  the 
Son  of  the  firft  Vicount  of  Aabujfon, 
and  Brother  of  .RegindM  the  firft  , 
who  was  Vicoiiiit  under  his  Father, 
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under  Sulpicius  rhc  fecoad,  Earl  o^ 
Marcht:,  Son  of  Jeff^erey. 

The  dignity  olF  Vi^ount  remaitfd 
above  four  hundred  years  in  that  Fa* 
inily  oi  Au6uff(m\  fdcceflively  from 
Jather  to  Son,  tili  that  Raymund  thc^ 
iirfl:  having  no  Children,  fold  it  to 
Hugues  Em  o{  March;  to  the  preju- 
dice of  his  Brother  Ranutfhuf^^Au- 
AujfoH^  whocontimfdthePofterity. 

Piety  and  Liberality,  which  in  thofe 
fim^s  highly  diftiriguifh'd  the  great 
lords  from  thofe  of  mean  extraiflidn,^ 
were  hereditary  vertues  in  this  Fariii- 
iy,  For^  riot  to  fpeaKany  thing  of 
Biiliop  Turp%  fo  magnificent  in  all 
that  concerned  the  worfljip  of  the  Al- 
tar; the  Vicounts©'^u^w*!i/Z)«,  were 
alwaies  very  Rejigioiis,  and  gave  con- 
fiderdble /Donations  to.  feveral  Chur- 
ches and  Abbeys. 

Thefe  Lords  and  their  Defccndants 
fignaliz'd  themfelves  uponf  feveral  Oc-^ 
cafions,  where  theint^reft  of  France 
was  concerned.  Witnefs  Guy  TPAu- 
bfiffon,  who  performed  io  m  my  noble 
A<$S,  in  the  War  with  the  EngUJh  un- 
der Charles  tjie  fifth,  who  havingre- 
C'4  ceiv'd 
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ceiy'd  many  wounds  in  the  defence 
of  his  Caiftlc  of  Monteil,  was  tak'^a 
ifrifcmcr  with  hi§  Wife  and  Children 
by  the  Enemy*  Witnefs  alfo  John 
UX  Jluifujfof^,  Loxd  oi  Borne,  Antho- 
ny T>'  jiuiiuffcpn  Lord  oiViUeneare, 
j^n4  Anthony  '^IS  Aubu^on  Lord  of 
^j^9ft€4k,  ^1^  made  their  jSidelitv  an4 
fj^zeal  for  the  feryice  of  Charles 
the  fcventh  appear ;  whofe  Chamber- 
lajnes  they  \|^e  at  fuch  a  time  wbeQ 
'  aiijl  thie  King?  Oncers  were  Peer?  oi, 
high  quality.    , 

Laftly,  that  which  infinitely  advan- 
ce? ihe  Hoitfc  f>f  Aui^upn,  and  per- 
haps diftinguj^ies  it  from  afl  others^ 
is  rhis,  th*t  being  fo  ianpient,:  it  was 
n^yer  mix'd,  hut  has  ftill  in  the  faijie^ 
Qounty  pceferv'4  the  feme  Eftate  ^ 
fo  that  Fr^«rik^2)Vyfj/4i/^p,  Dukct 
and  Peer,  Marffial  of  France^  and  Col- 
Ipnel  o£  the.Ffench  Guards,  poilefles 
at  this  day  the  Signiory  oi-FudUadf^ 
which  ha^  be?h  time  out  of  mind  in[ 
the  pofleffion  of  the  Vicouats.2)'  Aii-

8uc  to  returns  to  our  Hiflory,  Au^, 

inffou  was     no    foonef  arnVd    at 

^\    \'  '      Modesi 
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Rhodes^  but  he  underflood  ihzt  there 
was  a  peace  going  to  be  made  with 
Amurdt,  and  that  it  was  alinoft  con^ 
eluded  by  the  Soldan  of  ^/f.  In 
regard  he  had  an  extream  pamoo  to 
fight  with  the  enemies  of  Chrift,  this 
news  was  not  overwelcome  to  him, 
only  he  was  m  hopes  that  it  woula 
foon  be  brok'n. 

In  the  mean  time  he  fet  himfelf  to 
ftudy-the  duty  of  a  true  Knight.  Pre- 
fently  he  unddrftood  that  the  Knight? 
of  Khodes  were  to  joyn  together  in 
Valour  and  Piety :  that  a  cowardjy 
Knight,  or  a  Libertine,  wasfomething 
moSftrous  :  that  for  them  to  \i\t  ac- 
cording to  the  intent  of  their  Calling, 
there  was  a  neceflity  for  them  exact- 
ly to  follow  the  maxims  of  the  Go- 
fpe),  and  that  they  were  not  to  draw 
their  Swords,  but  in  the  defence  of 
the  Church,  or  for  th#  relief  of  the 
Faithful:  that /for  that  reafon  they 
wore  their  Crofs  upon  their  Habit, 
and  that  their  Imprefle  was.  For  the 
Faith.  He  oft'n  revolv'd  in  his  mind 
the  vertues  and  the  exploits  of  thofe 
ancient  Knights  that  firllmade  them- 
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fplves  Mailers  oi  Rbo4es,  and  aft.err 
war«Js  fo  couragioufly  withftood  Of- 
ipm:in  the  firft  King  of  the .  Turks. 

But  not>vithftanding  the  peace,  be- 
caufc  it  did  hot  binder  the  roving  of 
Turkifli  Pyrates,  he  feveral  times  pu|: 
ibrth  to  Sea^  aiid  fo  well  acquitted 
ftimfelf  upon  all  occasions  that  pre- . 
ietrted^  thas  be  obtained  the  cpm- 
oiandery  of  Salins^  in  the  firft  years 
cir  his  Service. 

'  Joknde  Lufiic^  who  .at  that  time* 
govcrn'^d  the  Order  of  St.  John  of  Je- 
rujakm^  aod  ;wh6  was  the  firfl  to 
*rjiom  the  publick  vogue  gave  the  ti- 
tle of  Qrdtiimafier^  fooa  conceived 
dl  high  Opinion  of  Monfieur  2)'  Au- 
iujfon^  as  welf  as  James  de.  MsU/,  who 
.  ^^'Si^Grdn^ Trior  of  Auvergne^  znd. 
who  fucceeded  Johndfi  Lufiic in  the 
charge  c^  Qrapd-mafter. 

The  affairs  of  Rhodes  were  calm 
cnqughi .  wheq.the  .death  <JiAmurath^  * 
Qr  rather  tTje  ambition  of  Mahomet 
his  fucceflbr.  rais'd  ftrangp  troi^blcs 
ever  ali  Chriftendom.      . 

Miihomet  the  lecorid   is  (b  often 
niencionM  in  the  ftory,  that  I  am  to 

write, 
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vrrite,  that  it  will  not  beamifs  tode^ 
fcribe  him  before  I  go  any  farther.  He 
was  one  of  thoie  extraordinary  perfo* 
^ges,  who  are  not  only  endow  a  with 
great  Vcrtues,  And  great  Vices  j  but 
43ne  alfd  freight  with  qualities  aK 
together  opj^ofit^.  Never  was  thwe 
a  Prince  morte  wife,  or  more  led  away; 
more  valiant,  nor.  mbre  efTeminatc^ 
more  a  Mafter,  nor  more  a  Slave  to 
his  paffions  then  he.  Though  he 
had  a  Countenance  fomewhat  wild, 
and  fomethiftg  bf  terrible  in  his  eyes, 
he  Could  put  on  a*  mild  and  engaging^ 
Aire  When  he  pleased.  His^Serraglia 
followed  him'  every  where ;  and  he 
gave  himfelf  up  to  his  pleafures  in' 
the'  niidft  of  thft  toyles  q£  war  j  but 
he  was  melanchxily  aiid  cruel  rin  the 
height  of  bis  pleafures,  killing  fome^ 
times  with  his  oWii  hand  biV  Eivou- 
.  rit^s  and  his  Miftrefles  in  the  heat  o£ 
his  debauchery;  fo  foon  he  aker^i- 
frofii  love  to  choler  and  fury.  He  al- 
fo  committed  thcfe  cruelties  Ibme- 
times  in  cold  blood,  more  out  of  Po- 
licy th?n  tranfportatioh.  And  it  is 
reported  of  him,  that  when  he  re^^ 
'  proach- 
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pm^chUti^  Souldiet-S;  ioreSktRinar 
eie^.tiid  flacfcnefemdifcipUrte',-  -^Cf^ 
fftJ«>ajmoftgthem  talciiig  the  bpidneft 
lb  hit!  kim  m  the  teeth  w^i(h  a  youtig 
Gftqati  whom  he  paifioiiately  Iov/4rf 
he cttts^d  her  tp  be  brpught "forth  , 
ami'io  be  l^  them  bebckt  at  kifiire : 
jprib^citpdti  whenth^  Souldier?  dazJU 
Vithtier.boauiy,  agi?€e4  thattbeBm- 
pcroTft  pfaffioii  was  not  without  g^oii 
rcfefofc^  Mahomet  imhfiediately^flri* 
liiiig'O^  hct  dead  with  his  Scimitar,^ 
laid  her  head  at  their  feet,  to  let  thfcm 
midcrilatid  «  that  :PJ9afure  was  i)oc 
iits  Nfaft^n;  and  that  \^atever  proncs, 
Bcjsihe^hfidioit,  he  Ipy'djJOthing  be-:

In-' 
defatigable  he  was  in  war,  a  contem^ 
ner  of  danger,  refoluce  in  bad  for- 
tune, infoknt  or  nK>derace  \n  profpe^ 
ritie,  as  occafion  requjir'd  i  canning' 
to  conceal  his  entprprifes,  and  difco* 
vcrthofeof  his  enemies  :  Artificial 
in  his  management,  making  u(e  of 
theviiefl;  means  to  eompafsbis  ends : 
]bat  ambitious  to  excefs :  accounting 
all  his  conquefts  as  nothing,  and  ft  ill 
every  day  propofing  new  to  bimfel£ 
So  predominant  wa&  the  love  of  ho- 
nour in  him,  and  Akxander  the 
great  fo  much  his  model,that  he  read 
nis  life  continually,  which  he  cau- 
ied  on  purpofe  to  be  tranflated  into 
Arabic,and  he  did  him  the  honour  to 
imitate  him  even  in  his  vices. 

When  Mahomet  had  taken  poflcffi- 
on  of  the  Otteman  Empire,  atter  the 
A^^oi  AmurathhislTxhti^  he  was 
prefently  for  an  univerfal  Monarchy, 
and  firfl;  he  undertook  to  fubdue  the 
Empire  of  the  Greeks,  He  b^ati^ 
his  military  eicpeditfons  with  the 
'  ,    feige 
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feige  of  the  (^apical,  notwithftandiog 
xhfi  peace  which  he  had  made  wjiiH 
Conjtantsne  T^hologtis  ^  Emperoi:  <^ 
CpnftanfiffQfle  j  or  rather  it  wa^  w^ 
der  the  protedion  of  a  peace  folemn^ 
ly  fworn,  that  die  Bar&arian  turji'd 
fai$  armes  upon  that  fide.  ;  , 
In  regard  Confiantine^  had  made  no 

Srovifioa  againft  an.  attempt  which  he 
id  not  miltrufl^  and  fqr  that  the  fucr 
cour  which  he  received  from  the  King 
of  Arragon^  the  Pope,  and  the  Re- 
publick  of  Venice  came  too  late,  he 
could  not  fuftain  the  force  of  fo  great 
an  Army ;  fo  that  the  City  was  car- 
ried by  aflaulr  by  the  Infidels,  not- 
withftanding  the  refiftance  of  the 
Chriftians.  Never  was  {ttn  a  more 
tragical  fpe<3:acle,  than  that  which 
was  then  beheld.  They  made  a  moft 
horrible  flaughter  every  where,-  no- 
thing efcap'd  the  fury  of  the  Souldi* 
ers.  Women  &  Virgins  of  qualiiie 
were  pubfickly  defil'd  ;  and  after- 
wards inhumanly  maflacred.  The 
Images  &  reliques  of  the  Saints  wer^ 
cut  to  pieces.  The  Refemblances  of 
Chrifl;  thrown  to  the  dogs ;  and  thp 
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%  great  Cmfcifix  dragged  about   the 

Srects,  withrnoft  dreadful  acclaiiia- 
tioiisartd  im{>re(iations.  Cofffiantine, 
rather  ehofc  to  dye  iii  the  defence  of 
his  Crown  and  laith ,  then  to  /all 
alive  into  th^  hands  of  the  Barbari-^ 
^  ans.  His  head  was  earried  upon  a 
Lanee  round  about  the  City ;  and  that 
there  might  not  any  footftep  remain 
of  the  family  of  the  Taleohgi^  Maho^ 
met  c'aus'd  the  Princes  and  Princefles 
of  the  Blood-Roy ai  to  be  flain  iii  the 
midft  of  a  magniiiceiit  Banquet; 
whereat  he  treated  the  Principal  Offi- 
cers of  his  Arm  jr. 
-  -  ^  The  taking  of  Gmftantinople  caft  a 
*  terror  upon  all  the  Eafi,  and  obltg'd 
the  Defpote  of  Servia^  the  King  of 
CyfrfUy  and  the  Emperour  of  Tre6i^ 
uiond^  to  fue  for  the  firitndfliip  of  the 
Turk.  Which  they  couJd  not  obtain, 
but  upon  paying  a  certain  Tribute, 
as  the  lilands  of  Scio^  arid  Met  time 
did.  The  Knights  of  Rhodes  would 
not  ftoop  to  any  fuch^  diilionourabie 
'condition  ;  arid  though  Mahomett 
Ambafiador  threatn'd  the  Knights 
With  all  that  could  be  expeded  from' 

aPotetft 
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a  Potciit  and  Vidorious  Prince,  i£ 
they  refused  to  pay  him  aooo.  Dik- 
cats  a  yeiir ,  the  Grand-Madei:  an- 
fwer'd  with  a  generous  Chriftiani- 
ty,  That  the  Order  oi  Rhodes  ac- 
knowledge iione  but  the  Apoilolick 
See»  which  knew  not  what  it  was  to 
pay  Tribute :  and  that  for  his  part 
he  was  refoIV'd  rather  to  dye  a  thoU' 
faiid  deaths,  then  to  fiifTer  in  hi^ 
time,  that  the  Government  which  he 
had  received  free,  ihould  become  tri- 
butary ;  and  that  if  Mahomet  made 
war  againft  the  faith  of  Treaties,  h<i 
hop'd  that  God,  who  is  the  revenger 
of  injuries  and  impieties,  would  de^ 
fend  his  owh  Wotfliip*  againft  ^U  the 
bfuman  Power. 

In  regard  the  Knights  wei-e  fear: 
ful  leaft  fo  fierce  an  Anfwer  might 
ptov^ke  Mahomet,  they  made  it  thei^ 
Dufinefs  to  provide  againft  fo  formi;* 
dable  an  enemy.  But  becaufe  the 
Society  was  then  poor,  and  riot  able 
to  maintain  a  Ipngwat  of  itfelf,  they 
thought  it  their  beft  way  to  engage" 
the  Chriftiari  Priiices  to  their  iide^ 
cipccially  the  King,  of  France,  upon 
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whom  they  lookt  upon  as  the  beft 
friend  of  their  Order.The  Commattder 
TyjtiSuJfon  was  chofen  for  this  Emf- 
baflageout  of  all  the  Commander* 
of  the  French  Nation.  Not  only  be- 
caufe  he  had  a  particular  knowledge 
and  dexterity  in  managing  affairs,  but 
becaufe  he  was  known  to  the  Court 
of  France. 

He  departed  from  Rhodei  at  the 
time  that  James  de  lAtUi  fuccecdcd, 
John  de  Lufiic\  Grand-Mafter  of  the 
Order,  and  arrived  in  France^  a  little 
after  the  Cardinal  d^ Avignon,  whom 
the  Pope  had  fent  thithe!;,to  encite  the 
French  againft  the  Turk,  The  Em- 
baflador  of  Rhodes  was  entertained 
after  an  extraordinary  manner,  either 
becaufe  the  Court  had  a  great  efteem 
for  him,  or  ^jecaufe  they  had  a  de- 
fign  to  keep  him  in  delay.  He  faw 
through  the  gentlenefs  and  carefles 
which  he  received,  which  way  the 
Court  flood  afFedled  toward  the  Ho* 
Jy-war.  The  King  would  not  under* 
take  it  by  any  means,  whethet  he 
thought  his  Kingdom  too  much  ex- 
haufted  to  defray  the  expencc  of  a 

war 
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War  tliat  'might  prove  of  a  long  con- 
tinuaiice ;  tir  whether  he  ihihded  ttd- 
thirigbuthis  Repofe,  after  hispaft 
toiles ,  6t  that  the  Charms  of  the 
fatir  jitgnes  had  cooFd  his  2eai  which 
he  formeriy  had  fdt  the  intereft.  - 
of  the  Church  ;  or  whether  it  werii 
that  be  \^oifld  not  fubmit  to  tihe 
ihclinatibhs  of  his  Son,1  who  wa^ 
retir'd  male-contfeht,  to  Thittp  Duke 
of  Surgundie,  the  moft  zealous  of  aJl 
the  Chrifiian  Princes,  and  one  that 
had  declared  himfelf  fo  riiuch  an  ene- 
my of  the  Turk ,  that  he  folemnt^ 
iwore  to  make  wai:  rfpoh  them. 

The  Cardinal  Legate  who  was  at 
Frenchman,  and  very  underftanding 
iiig  ihaffiirs,  ippH*d  himfelf  wholly 
to  efFedfc  this  Negotiation-  After  y 
many  Conferences  in  vain  with  the 
pubhck  Minifters.  he  treated  it  laft 
ia particular  with  the  Kihg,. riot  be- 
ing able  to  obtain  any  thing:  Califtm 
being  advertised  of  the  Kings  difpbfi- 
tion,  writ  to  him  very  fharp  Letters  j 
threatning  hiin  at  length  with  the 
Thunderbolts  of  Rome^  and  thfc  Md- 
kdicaion  of  Heaven,  if  he  ffefus-t* 
D  1  th$ 
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the  holy  League.  -  Tki^  Letters 
wrought  no  effcia,  if  they  <lid  not 
make  it  worfe.  The.  King  was;  in- 
cefis'd  at  the  Popes  thrjcats,  and  not 
jperfwade^  by  his  reaibn^i  In  fuch  a 
tickliili  conjundure ,  there  appeared 
no  probability  of  hopes  for  the  Com- 
mander 2y jAuAuffbn.  ^However  he 
ceas'd  not  to  ad :  and  Jnjregard  that 
befides  the  charader  of  an  Embafi^* 
dor  he  had  other  good  qualities , 
which  made  him  efteem'd  by  the 
king  and  his  Miniflers,  he  was  heard 
more  favourably  then  the  Legate, 

He  reprcfcnted  at  firfl  that  Chri- 
flendom  was  never  in  more  eminent 
danger,  and  th%t  there  was  nothing 
which  we  had  not  to  fear,  if  the  Pro- 
grcfs  of  the  Infidels  were  not  quickly 
Itopp'd  ;  that  Mahomet  (met  the  ta* 
king  of  Confiantinople  aiai*d  at  no* 
thing  but  i?oi^^;  that  he  was  falFn 
into  Hungaria,  td  enter  into  Germany^ 
witli  a  purpofe  to  make  his  way  that 
way  into  Ita^.  Th?t'  it  was  one  of 
his  maxims,  tthat  as  there  is  but  one 
God  in  Heaven,  fo  ;here  could  not  be 
but  one  Mooarclj-uppn  Earth  :  Hiat 

he 
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he  had  been  jconllrain'd  16  raiTe  his 
/lege  h^iot^iBeigtade  ^  becaufe  he 
had  QOt  taken,  the  right  courfe,  and 
for  that  he  had  beea  wounded  him- 
fclf,  but  that  his  misfortune  had  no 
way  difincdurag'd  him  ;  that  he  was 
one  of  thpfe  great  men  that  make  the 
bcfl  advantage  of  their  terrors  and 
misfortunes ;  or  rather  that  Tie  was 
like  the  fiercer  fort  of  Beafts,  who 
when  they  h^^ve  received  a  ^ound  and 
feel  their  blood  begin  to  flqw,  are  r^e-*' 
vcr  more  furibufliitl  then.  ,!!^'bat  fiacfi 
his  ill  fuccefs.  in  li^/4^y,  he.  had 
drawn  to  his  fide  the  Soldan  of 
Egypt ^  the  Carar^^an^nd  xht  Tartar^ 
and  that  he  would;  return  with  frelh 
forces  to^  the .  ilege  of  the  Belgrade ; 
and  that  his  Generals  who  had  .tak  n 
almoft  all  the  lilcs  in  the  Anhi^ela- 
go  ,  would  foon  pbwre  their  fury  \y^- 
on  Rhodes.  In  morl  that  thofe  two 
Ramparts  of  Chriftendom  being^ 
forc'd,  not  any  of  the  Dominions  of 
the  Chridian  Princes  could  be  fafe, 
either  by  Sea  or  Land. 

Aubu^on ,   afterwards  reprefented 
to  the  King,  that  being  the  eldefl:  Son 
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the  ChuTcti,  he  could  'hot  tbriake 
.their  intereft  without  'difhotiour  *rq 
hirrifelf.  "iTiat  as  for  the  tranfpdn- 
ment  of  the  Pope,  it  vyas  but  a  tran- 
fportnient'of  2eal,  ao^  that  his  good 
intentions  Beferv'd*  the  pardon  of  a 
fevvfliarpexptelTionsr-  He  added,  at 
length,  that  becaufc  there  wfere  in 
JR bodes  more  Knights  6f  ^ the  French, 
theh  of  any  otherNatioris  in  the  world 
the  Monarch  of  FraacelconYd  not  in 

J'aflice  difpcfnce  with  fuccouring  the 
fland,  at  a  time  when  it  lay  only  in 
his  power  to  do  it.  Th^at  Alphonfus 
King  o{  Aragon^  fo  wife  and  \o  brave 
before  lie  caiiie  intoTf^/v,  was  not 
only  effeminated  b^  the  delights  of 
Naples,  but  embroyl'd  with  Pope  Ca- 
ll Atus  ;  who  though  a  native  of  Ar- 
r agon ^  hid  refused  to  give  him  the 
invcfliture  of  the  Kingoom  of  Sicily^ 
^^nd  to  aflure  the  fucceffion  to  Ferdi- 
nand his  natural  fun.  'Yhat  Henry 
King  of  Caftile^  as  poor  fpirited,  and 
more  vitioustheri  his  Father,  had  bu- 
Cnefs  at  home  and  abroad  ;  and  that 
his  Rebellious  fubjeds  found  him  as 
piuch  work,as  the  Moors  oiGrdnadii 

;    ■  '  his 
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Jiis  Neighbours  and  'Enemies.    Tfaas 
Henry  of  England  was  not  Mafter  at 
borne,  and  that  the  Duke  of  Twk 
who  had  ufurp'd;  the  Governmentv; 
minded  nothing  but  to  fuftain  him^ 
feJfagainft  his  Rivals.  -  That  the  Em- 
peror Frederick   Hv^d-an   idle  hfe, 
minding  neither  his  own  honor,  nor 
the  fafety  of  Chriftendom.  ,  That  be- 
sides, the  war  grew  hot  between  the 
Empire  and  Hungary^  and  that  La^ 
^ijlaus  at  the  fame  time  was  to  make 
head  againd  the  Etnperor  and  the 
-Turk.      That  civil  diflcntions   tur- 
mqyi'd'all  Italy,  and  that  the  Kingr 
doms  Q&Sweedland^  ^anemark^Qtt 
full  of  troubles,  Cbriftiern  had  hQcn 
ietupinthe  phceoi  Ckarles,  whofc 
irregularities  and  crimes  had  renderd  . 
him  unworthy  of  the  Crown.    That 
jil^hon[o  King  of  Portugal  4    quiet 
enough  at  home,  wanted  not  a  good 
will,  but  that  all  he  could   do  was 
but  very  little,  if  a  Prince  more  pb- 
rent  then  himfelf  did  not  aflift  him. 
That  thus  France   being  the   only 
Kingdom  in  Eurx>^e  that  enjoy'd  a 
true  peace  J  it  wasoqiy  &om  France. 
D4  that 
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that  they  could  expe<a  relief  fuffici* 
cnt  to  ruinc  the  dclignes  of  thfePoirr,  : 
and  for  that  reafon  parhaps  it  was 
that  Heaven  bad  freed  it  from  the 
power  of  the  Engiifh^  . 

All  thefe  reafons  propounded  aftec 
a   fmart    and   infinuating.  manner , 
made  a  deepampreflfion  upon  Charles's 
thoughts,  'That  Prince  who  was  fa 
f  a.vcrfe  befotje  to  the  HoIy»-war,  began 
to'dedre  it,  and  awaking  from  the 
profound  fleep  wherein .  his  pleafures 
bad  luird  him,  he  only  follow'd  the 
motions  of  his  Piety  andr  Courage, 
JH«  gave  Uberty  to  Cardinal  ©Mv/§;- 
iBuj^^to  leayy  a  tenth  upon,  thfe  Clergy^ 
a©,  defray  the  expence  ofxhc  War ;  he 
•ehrred.inio  a  League  againft  Mako* 
met  mth  Hwgarie,  and  that,  thero 
might  bcnoqueftion  of  his  faithful 
inclinations,  he  confirmed  the  League 
by  the  marriage  of   MagdattMt.  of 
Frmce  his  Daughter  with  King  i&^ 
;  dtfiaus.    As  for  the  Knights^'  he  pro- 
misM  them  all  afBftance,  and  imme- 
diately caus'd  fixtie  thoufand  Crowns 
in  Gold  to  be  paid  to  the  Embafladw 
oi  Rhodes^ 
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Avhuffon  lay'd  but  that  mony  fpc 
proviffons  of  war,  according  to  the 
orders  he  received  ,  and  freighted 
away  Ships  laden  with  Canon,  Armes; 
Powder  and  Lead, '  Then  he  depart* 
ed  himfelf ,  after  he  had  coUeded 
mod  of  the  money,  which  was  due 
to  the  Order  in  fcveral  parts  of  £iif- 
rope. 

The  fuccefs  of  the  Emba/ne,  and 
tl^e  Letter  which  he  prefented  to  the 
Grand  Mader  frpm  the  King  of 
France,  ^made  hini  to  be  acceptably 
received  by  the  Knights  and  all  the 
people.  The  Letter  was  very  gene- 
rous and  very  obliging.  For  the  King 
after  he  had  only  fpok^n  a  word  or 
two  touching  the  gratifying  of  their 
defires,  and  excused  himfelf  for  not 
having  done  more  at  the  prefeiit  }un- 
(Sure  ^  frankly  engaged  himfelf  to 
give  them  farther  aHidance^  and  af^ 
iur*d  them  of  his  friendlhip,  in  very 
civil  and  affedionate  language,  which 
Kings  were  not  wont  to  make  ufe 
of. 

But  whateycrobligation  the  Order 
had  to  Charles  the  feventh,  the  Spa- 

nilh 
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Tiifh  Knii^hts  could  not  forbear  to 
peal'  very  ruddy  with  the  French 
Knights  at  a  general  Chapter,  held 
a  Tittle  after  the  return  of  the  Embaf- 
/ador,  and  which  was  no  lefs  famous 
for  the  attempts  of  Hoftile  Nations 
9r  cilenjicS  of  France,  then  for  the 
number  of  famous  Gommanders  that 
Were  pxefent. 

Safoori  as  the  Ghapter  war  open'd, 
theKnight  ^eLiman,Vroc\xtazot  of  the 
Sbanifh  tongue,  flood  up ,  and  faid 
'aibuidi  that  th6y  ought  not  to  pro- 
ceed any  farther ,  without  decreeing 
one  Article  whidi  he  oiight  to  pro- 
t>ofe,  and  which  was  very  important, 
the  puSlitk  tranijuility.     To  which 

S'ur]f)ofe,  he  required  ,  that  all  the 
ignities  oftheOrdeirfliould  be  equal, 
.and  that  there  fiiould  be  no  d|ftin(3:ion 
of  Languages,  nor  of  precedency,  nor 
in  any  other  marks  of  Honour.  He 
was  feconded  in  his  propofal,  by  the 
Knight  de  Rivalta  -  Procurator  of 
the  Itahan  tongue,  and  the  Procura- 
tors all.  England  and  Germany. 
but  the  French,  who  had  aJwayes 
march 'd  before  other  Nations,  op^ 

pos  d 
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posM  with  all  their  might  the  Pro- 
^ofalof  Ltman,  and  above  all  the 
Commander  ^  Aubuffon,  whd  held  a 
connderal)le  degree  in  the  Aflembly, 
by  vertue  of  his  title  of  Conftable  of 
Rhodes^  and  Procurator  ol  the  Grand- 
Mafter. 

The  zeal  which  he  had  for  the  Ho- 
nour of  his  Country,  made  him  (peak 
louder  and  more  earneft  then  the  reft. 
iTo  Ihcw  how  un)uft  the  Propofition  of 
the  Spaniards  was,  he  declared  in  few 
Words,  that  the  French  being  the  firft 
Founders  of  the  Order  of  St :^ohvi 
iE/*  Jerufalem,  deferv'd  fuch  honour  sis 
ibould  diftinguifh  them  from  other 
Languages  that  were  afibciated  with 
rhem,  and  which  they  had  adopted : 
That  thofe  particular  honours  being 
the  recompence  of  their  vertue,  it 
would  be  injuftice  to  deprive  them  of 
them.  That  their  Predeceflbrs  had 
peaceably  en  joy 'd  them,  without  be- 
ing ever  molefted  or  oppos'd  :  That  . 
antiqujiy  of  Pofle/fion  was  a  good  Ti- 
tle for  precedencie  :  And  that  in  a 
well  regulated  Conftitution  all  Inno- 
vations were  of  dangerous  ,  confe- 
>  g[uence: 
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^u^ettcc  :  After  all,  that  it  was  not  a 
time  then  to  difputeof  fuch  matters^ 
and  that  they  would  incur  tTie  male- 
&di\on  of  the  Church,  according  ta 
the  Popes  Breif  touching  the  celebra- 
tion of  thi^Chapter*  if  they  difcours'd 
o&  any  other  matters,  then  what  eon- 
cern'd  the  general  good  of  Chriftea- 
dom/  \;  V 

The  Spaifiards  and  thdf  acconj- 
ptices  often  interrupted  JluhuffoUy  and 
cndeavoiu'd  to  carry  by,  force,  what 
they  could  not  obtain  by  juifticp.  But 
finding  att  length  that  the  French  par- 
ty was  the  flrongeft,  and  that  they 
#ere  not  all  hearkn'd  to,  they  ;£lung 
ctotof  the,AfIembly,  and  afterwards 
depaned  the  Town,  notvyithftanding 
the  prohibition  of  the  Grand-Mafter  ; 
fo  that  this  Affair,  which,  as  the  Sjj^a- 
niards  pretended  fo  much .  imported 
the  publick  tranquility  ,  ws  but  a 
I  tick  to  divide  and  break  up  the  Af- 
fembly.    . 

But  the  Commander  2)'  Aubu^on, 
had  another  occaiion  to  Hand  up  for 
the  honour  of  France  while,  he  de- 
fended his  :0Wh..    The  news  being 

brought 
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brought  to  the  Grand-Maflcr  that 
Mahomet  was  equipping  out  a  great 
Fleet,  and  that  the  TurKs  raighc  at- 
tacque  the  Ifland  of  Rhodes  ,  tha 
Knight  VtUemarin  a  Sfaniard^  and  a 
perfonof  merit,  but  ambitious,  and 
naturally  turbulent,  proposed  in  Coun- 
cil with  much  heat,  that  he  might 
immediately  give  order  for  all  things 
neceflary  for  the  defence  of  theCity^ 
and  made  a  large  recital  of  what  was 
needful,  with  all  the  marks  of  a  (e* 
dulous  care«  Aubujfon  who  was  Ca« 
flellaine  of  the  City,  and  who  befides 
that)  excicis'd  the  Command  of  Cap- 
tain General  in  the  abfence  of  the 
Marfhal  of  the  Order ,  fearing  lead 
ViUamarin^  whofe  haughty  and  da- 
ring humour  be  knew,  ihould  ufurp 
the  charge  of  Captain  General ,  an- 
fwer'd  him  fternly,  that  there  was 
no  want  of  power ;  that  he  might 
(et  himielf  at  reft  for  that ;  and  that 
he  had  nothing  to  do  to  intrude  him- 
felf  upon  thole  duties  that  did  not 
belong  to  him :  That  it  was  the  Cap- 
tain General  who  w^s  to  take  care  for 
thcfecurityof  the  City;:  That  that 

employ- 
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^mjiloyment  ancierltly  bfelortg'd  tb  the 
Auvergnm  Tongue,  and  that  the 
Spmip  Language  bad  nothing  to  dd 
ivith  it. 

VtUemarin  made  a  femblance  of 
fubmitting  to  his  reafons,  and  ga^e' 
no  reply  at  that  time,  cither  to  con- 
ceal his  defign,  or  to  giveJhimfelf  time 
to  cotifid&r  what  he  had  to  do.     But 
the  next  day,  hating  confulted  the 
Knights  of  his^  own  Nation,  ^^hidi 
were  retiirn  d  tio  i?A()^^«,  whole  beha- 
viour the  Grand-Mafter  had  alfo  par- 
doned, he  appear'd  at  the  head  of 
them  in  Council,  and  with  an  affed:- 
ed  Air  of  modefty ,  faid ,  that  the 
Spamfb  Language  did  hot  pretend 
to  the  charge  of  Captain  General; 
but  that    he,     and  all  the    reft   of 
the  Nation  defir'd   that  they  might 

'  have  the  opportunity  to  perform  their  • 
duties  to  the  utmoil  of  their  power; 
as  well  a^  the  French.  AuifUJ[on,  who 
faw  that  this  manner  of  proceeding? 
Was  only  a  meet  fetch,  and  that  the 
Spaniards^Mn^a  pretence  of  demand- 
ing the  eXercife  of  their  duty,  had  ti 

defign  upon  the  Command  it  felf,  rii-i 

pli'd 
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pirid  with  more  fternnefs  and  ^vigour 
then  before,  that  the  charge  of  Cap- 
tain General  was  annexed  to  the  dig- 
nity of  Marftial  of  the  Order  f  that 
only  belonged  to  the  Auvergnianr 
Language,  of  whom  the  Marftal  was 
the  chief,  to  do  the  duties  of  it}  and 
that  Sfain  had  nothing  to  do  to 
ifieddle  with  France  as  to  that  parti- 
cular. The  Council  adjiidg'd  that 
ViU^marins  warincfs  was  without 
any  ground  ;  and  the  AfTarr  was  de- 
creed in  favoutof  the  French^  to  the 
difgrape  of  the  Spaniards^  who  in 
Tain  protefted  againll  all  that  was 
done,  in  regard  that  their  Protefts 
could  not  be  Regifter'd. 

Notwithftanding  the  advantage 
which  France  had  in  thefe  Contcfts^ 
that  iiinder'd  not,  but  that  Teter 
Raymund  Za^ofta^  a  CaJtiOian^  was 
chofen  Grand^Mafter,  in  the  room  of 
James  de  Mill/,  who  dy'd  at  that 
time ;  the  Spaniards  were  alfo  divi- 
ded into  two  Languages ,  tJhe  one 
Arragonia%  the  other  Cafiillian ;  ih 
favour  of  the  latter  of  which,  there 
Was  a  new  Dignity  created  under  the 

Title 
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Title  of . Chancellor  of  the  Order* 
Yet  neither  the  credit  which  the  S^a- 
niards  h^d  with  the  new  Giratid-Ma* 
ftcr,  nor  the  aniniofities  which  they 
had  conceived  againfl  the  French 
could  hinder,  but  that  the  Comman- 
der Auinffan  had  alwaies  his  ihare  iri 
the  management  of  Affairs,  and  was 
highly  honoured  by  the  Chapter  Ge- 
fieral  which  was  held  at  I^me. 

To  Hnderftand  this  part  of  the  Hi- 
Hory,  h  is  convenient  to  relate  the 
#eafon  which  obliged  the  Grand-Ma- 
fter  to  pafs  into  Italy^  with  the  prin- 
cipal Knights,  at  a  time  when  it  was 
thought  that  they  otightnot  to  have 
been  abfent. 

.  The  Negotiation  of  the  Embafla- 
dor  which  Mahomet  fent  to  Rome; 
to  treat  pf  peace,  or  rather  to  lull 
the  Knights  afleep  white  his  Arms 
were  eihploy'd  in  other  places,  ha- 
ting not  taken  efied):,  the  Grand-Ma- 
fier  thought  it  conveqient  to  lay  up  at 
bank  for  the  War,  arid  began  to  levy 
the  Tax  which  had  b^en  imposM  u^ 
on  all  the  Eftates  of  the  Order. 

The 
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t)Che  mofl  part  of  the  abfetit  Com- 
manders, who  lead  li^es  irregular  e^ 
nough,  and  for  whom  gr^^at  Revenues 
were  not.  large  enough  to  maintain 
their  iiixury^rcfus'd  to  p^y  that  which 
wa^  their  due.  However,  t*  excufe 
themfelves  in.  fome  mcaiure ,  they 
cry'd  qui:  that  the  Tax  was  toohigh^ 
that  Zacgfia  fought  only  to  ruine 
them,  and  enrich  himielf;  and  thdc 
his  Governaienc  grew  every  day  moris 
and  more  tyrannical.  Tl^^yalfodid 
him  ill  offices  to  the  Princes  which 
they  found  enclin'd  to  hear  them. 
The  ttaiidns  and  French  did  ali  they 
could  to  animate  againfl  him  the 
J^viktoi  Venice  and  the  King  of  Na^ 
fies\  but  the  Sjfantards  reader'd  him 
altogether  odious  to  the  King  4of^/'- 
rago%,  already  provok'd  for  that  the 
Council  of  Rhodes  had  tak  n  from 
aa^  Arragpnois  the  Commandery,  of 
Emfofid^  to  put  Zaco^a  in  his  room. 
That  Prince,  who  was  one  of  the 
Greateft  of  his  time,  and  who  want- 
ed not  fbr  credit  at  Rome^  informed 
the  Pope  of  all>  and  adyis'd  him  to 
fend  for  the  (jtatid  Mailer^  aiid  to 
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examine  liow  he  had  carrv'd  hiitiifelf. 
The  Pope  bcliev'd  theKi^g  oirArra- 
gon^  but  to  lave  in  fomc^pneafore  the 
honour  of  the  party  accuS'd,  he  or- 
der d  the  General  Chapf!dr ,  which 
fliould  have  been  fheld  at  Rhodes^  ro 
be  held  ^iJRome^  where  the  affairs  of 
the  Order  might  be  better  confafced 
then  in  at^y  other  place.  Zacoifa^ 
who  was  ignorant  or  th^  evil  defigns 
of  his  encnaics,  Wiiidly  obteys  the  Or- 
ders of  the  Pope,  and  his.  innqcency 
feem'dto  afibrd  him  {Irength  to  un- 
dergo the  toil  of  a  Voyage  in  the  ex- 
tremity of  old  agef. 

In  this  famojus  Aflcmbly  it  was, 
wherein  ^aul  the  fecond  prefided  in 
Perfon,  that  the  Commander  7X  /fu- 
huSpff  was  highly  preferred.  For  be- 
sides that  at  the  opening  of  the  Chap- 
ter, he  was  chofen  for  one  of  the  Pro- 
curators of  the  Treaiury,  he  was  one 
of  the  fixteen  Knights  that  were  af- 
terwards eled:ed,  and  who  according 
to  the  Statutes  of  the  Order,  had  a 
joint  power  to  look  after  the  mod 
important  affairs. 

But  his  principal  bulinefs  was  to 

jufti* 
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5uftifie  the  innocence  of  the  Grand 
Maftef  Zaccifa  ;  to  which  purpofc 
he  plj'd  Cardinal  Vrjini  and  xkt 
Arch-Bifliop  o£  Milan  ^  who  weti 
brought  into  the  Chapter  by  the 
Popes  order,  being  pcrfons  in  whom* 
the  Pope  had  a  great  donfidehce.  Af- 
ter he  had  well  informed  ^them  of  the 
loofe  fifjf  of  the  Knightsyho  refused  to 
pay  the  Tax,  he  eauly  made  them  xm"); 
derftand,  that  the  Complaints  which  * 
they  made  agdihft  the  Grand  Maftct 
had  no  other  foundation  then  the  dff- 
folutenefs  of  his  Enemies.  Biit  to  re^ 
move  out  of  the  Popes  thoughts  all 
apprehenfions  of  any  tyrannical  Go-' 
vetnmcnt  exercis'd  by  the  Grand  Ma^ 
fter,  l^e  engag'd  feveral  of  the  moft 
fober  and  prudent  Knights  to  give 
teftimony  to  the  Pope  of  the  cojiducjifc 
and  management  of  Zacoffa. 

The  Pope  was  aiham'd  that  he  fo 
eafily  believed  the  acdufers  of  Za- 
coSfa ;  and  to  make  him  ifome  kind  of 
publick  fatisfadion,  he  cafefs'd  him, 
and  ihew'd  him  mote  then  otdinary 
favours  before  all  the  world.  But  as 
his  Holincfs^  had  been  informed  by 
E  1  Car- 
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Cardinal  Vr^ni  and  the  Arch-Bifhop 
of .  Milan  of  the  debauchery  of  the 
difobedienc  K^iights,  he  confulted 
with  the  Grand  Mafter  how  to  reduce 
them  to  their  duty.  He  alfomade 
a  Jrpeech  in  Latin  to  the  Knights  that 
were  aflembled  upod  the  obligation 
that  lay  upon  them  all  together;  to 
lead  a  life  not  only  vertuous  and  re- 
gular^  but  holy  and  irreproachable. 
The  zeal  of  the  Pope  rais'd  up  that 
of  the  Chapter.  They^  ferioufly  fell 
to  cpnfidcr  what  way  to  take  to  re- 
medy the  diforders  that  were  crept 
into  the  Order,  and  made  Laws  for 
the  Reformation  of  Manners,  which 
after  they  Had  been  examin  d  by  the 
fixteen  Knights,  and  fome  of  the  Car- 
dinals, were  approved  and  confirm^ 
by  the  Pope  himfelf 

jiuiujfon  was  extreamly  rejoic'd 
that  he  had  not  laboured  in  vain ;  but 
he  had  not  the  fatisfadiion  to  fed  the 
Grand  Mafter  himfelf  put  the  Laws 
in  execution  ;  Zacoifa  dy'd  as  foon 
as  the  Aflembly  was  broke  up.  The 
Pope  was  fo  much  the  more  aggrieved 
at  it,  becaufe  he  lookt  upon  himfelf 
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to  be  in  fome  fort  the  caufe  of  his 
death;  for  it  was  the  general  report 
that  this  jourrtcy  to  Rome  had 
fliorten^d  the,  days  of  that  venerable 
old  man.  He  was 'buried  with  a  mag* 
nificence  extraordinary  in  the  Church 
of  St.  fPtter;,  before  the  Chappel  of 
St.  Gre^opy:  The  Marble  that  was  laid 
over  him,  fuffiqently  tellifies  him  to 
have  been  llfeftrious  ?in  piety,  in  cha- 
rity, 4ncl-itf  wisdom ;  and  his  Epitaph 
might  have  jfet^vM  him  for  an  Apo» 
logy,  hacl  he  had  any  ^  need  of  it  after 
hisdearii-.    --   -    • 

Ba^tiJhi-V/fini,  Prior  of  Romr^ 
was  elected  Grand  Mailer,  before  the 
Knights  were  fcpara ted.  He  departed 
for  Rhodes  ^xcknily  after  his  election, 
tjpon  information  that  his  prefence 
was  abfolutely  necefiary  there.  When 
he  came  there  he  found  the  Treafury 
Rafted,  the  Fortifications  decay'd^ 
good  part  of  the  Ammunition  fpent, 
and  all  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Illand 
alartn'd  at  Mahomet s  preparations. 
the  Barbarian  puft  up  with  his  for- 
mer Conquefts,  advanced  every  day 
like  a  furious  Torrent  that  iinds  no 
.    E  3  re- 
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fefiftince,  or  which  beconieg  more 
impetuous  and  rapid  by  the  refinance 
which  it  meets  witH.  The  death  of 
the  generous  Scandtrbeg  made  him 
more  iftfolcnt  then  ever  j  infomucb, 
that  when  he  heard  thenevv3,  hefaid, 
that  he  Wi?uid  now^  b^e  foon  Mafler  of 
GJiriftendooi,.  finee  i]he  had  loft  her 
Swprd  and  Buckler, 

The  firft  ftep  which  the  Grand 
Mafter  made  to  remedy ,  thefe  difor* 
dcrSj  was  to  recall  all  the  Knights 
which  the  journey  to  i?o«?f  had  icat- 
ter'd,  or  which  the  pleafures  of  Italy ^ 
Af  the  affairs  of  the  Ofder  hinderd 
from  returning. 

The  Commander  Aubu$on,^  who 
was  rccaird  by  name,  came  to  Rhodes 
at  the  fame  time  that  two  Qallies  were 
preparing  to  fuccour  the  Illand  of  JVif- 
,gropG$n ,  into  which  Mahomet  was 
entcrd  by  land  with  an  Army  of 
tAVo  hundred  thoufand  men,  by  the 
help  of  wooden  Bridges  built  upon 
great  Barks  in  the  Strcight  of  Saint; 
s^^.zr/,  while  Bajlhi  l^iabomet,  his  Fa- 
vourite, aflaird  tt  by  Sea  with  a  Is'ji* 
vy  of  two  hundred  SaiJ,

for  employment  upon  this  occafion. 
The  Graop  Mafter  had  already  nam'd

lipns  which  they  had  ma^einto/divefs; 
Tp^tts  oi  Turky,  durhig  his  being  hu- 
fied  in  Negropont^,  that  .withouc  any 
farther  deliberation  he  .detlar'd  War 
againft  therti/  A'Herauld  pubUOT 
the  PcclaratiQti  by  found  oC  Trum- 
pet ;  and  Mahomet s  rage  went'  fo  for, 
that  he  vovy ■din  a  furrbiis  paflion  that 
be  would  kill  thie  Griand  Maft^r  with 
his  own  hands,  atid  cut  to  pietes'  all 
the  Knight^'that  fell  itito  his  poWcfr. 
After  a  W^r  fo  fojetriinly  and  'Out- 
ragiouflyjded«'d,:th;?re  \vas  nothing 
thought  ujKJiiin  Rho^s'yy^ito  matke

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much  exhauftcd  it,  they  thought  it 
conyenient  to  truft^the  management 
thereof  to  fix  Knights  of  known  in- 
tegrity and  ability,  giving  them  an  , 
ablblute  and'  independent  power  as 
to  what  concern'd^the  pubJick  flock, 
without  obliging  them  to  give  any 
account  to  the  Grand  Mailer,  or  the 
Council. 

But  beddes  thofc  advantages  which 
Aui^uffon  had  common  with  the  reft 
of  the  Knights,  he  was  alfo  honoured 
iti  particular  with  a  new  dignity.  The 
Awvergnian  language  reprefented  to 
the  Council,  that  in  regard  they  had 
a  great  number  of  Knights  that  faith- 
ftuly  ferv'd  theOrder,and  few  dignities 
that   depended  upon   the  Council^ 
they  demanded  for  a  tecompence  ot 
their  fervice,  that  they  might  have 
beftow'd  upon  them  fome  particular 
jurifdidlion,  as  other  languages  had, 
that  were  lefs  ancient  and  Jefs  nume- 
rous.    The  requeft  feem'd  but  rea^ 
fonable,  fo  that  the  Chapter  in  favour 
of  them  made  a  new  Capital  Jurif- 
di(3:ion  ;  they  gave  therp  authority 
to  affign  a  Cbmmandery  for  the  re- 
venue. 
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Tenue  of  the  Charge,  and  deckr'd  at 
[  the  fame  time,  that  the  Baily  vi^hofn 

they  Ihould  cled^  Ihould  enjoy  his 
Commandery  in  the  fame  manner  as 
^  other  Bailies  ,•  that  is  to  fay,,  that  he 
iliould  enjoy  all  the  prerogatives  and 
pre  eminencies  that  are  appropriated 
to  Capital  Jurifdi(3:ions  and  Comman- 
dcries.  l^hey  annex'd  the  Comman- 
dery of  iMeil  to  the  new  Baily  wick, 
^  and  after  that  Aubu^Qn  was  eled:ed

whom  the  .Rebellion  of  her  Si^bjed:s 
had  reduc'4  almoft  to  utnioft  extre- 
pii'ty,  coyld  find  no  Sandiuary  but 
Rhodes,  after  the  ruinc  of  her  affairs. 
There  ilie  ftayM  for  foqi^  time,  and 
"was  entertain  d  at  the  expences  of  the 
Order. 

'  Bat  in  regard  her  ill  fortune  had 
not  broken  her  courage^  fhe  refolv'd 
upon  a  journey  tp  Rctne,  to  defire  aid 
of  the  Pope  againft  her  rebellious 

Sub- 

/ 
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Subjedls,  or  at  leaJH:  to  oblige  him  to 
thunder  out  againft  them  the  Ana- 
thema s  of  the  Church.  And  that 
which  made  her  abfolutely  determine 
upon  that  cpurfe,  was  the  conveni-  ^ 
ency  of  the  French  Gallics  then  in 
the  Port  of  Rhodes^  which  wcrefud- 
denly  to  fct  fail  for  Naples.  But  in 
regard  flie  was  very  poor,  and  had 
not  wherewithal!  to  defray  the  ex- 
pences  of  her  journey,  ilie  defir'd 
thofe  Knights  who  feem'd  to  have 
moil  companion  and  kindnefs  for  her, 
to  fpeak  to  the  Grand  Mafter  to  fupt- 
ply  Jier  with  what  was  neccflary  to 
carry  her  into  Jta^. 

The  Baily  Auhufon  was  very  much 
troubled  for  the  misfortunes  of  the 
Queen,  and  cfpous'd  ,her  intereft.  He 
wiih'd  with  all  his  heart,  that  the 
(Condition  of  the  affairs  of.  Rhodes 
would  have  permitted  the  Knights  to 
have  reftor'd  her  to  her  Throne,  nor 
were  there  any  dangers  to  which  he 
would  not  have  exposed  himfelf  to 
ferve  hen  But  becaufe  there  was  no 
likelihood  of  utidertaking  any  thing 
abroad,  while  the  Order  was  in  fp 

much 
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muchtlariger  at  home ;  he  only  fe- 
prcfented,  that  fii;ce  the  Knights  of 
St  John  were  not  in  a  condition  to 
reftore,  a  Qoeen  difppird  of  her  King- 
dom, that  had  put  her  felf  under 
their  protedioh,  that  they  would  at 
leaft  relieve  a  Queen  in  neceflity,\vho 
did  as  it  were  crave  their  Alms.  Tbdt 
it  was  true,  that  the  "Treafttry  wafe 
/Hot  over  rich,  and  tliat  Mony  was  A 
precious  thing  in  cafe  of  a  Siege,  but 
that  there  were  certain  occafions, 
wherein  xlecency,  generpfity, ; charity 
and  juftice  Were  to"  prevail  above  or- 
dinary prtidepce;  arid  that  after  aH 
was  done,  that  the  Springs  of  Pro- 
Videncfewere  inexhauftible,  and  that 
Heaven  was  ney??r'wont*'tp  fail  them 
that  incbrivenienc'd  themfelves  to  rc- 
h'evc  the  miferaHe.  He  fpoke  with 
To  much  eameftnefs,  -and  With'fuch  a 
lively  arid  cncpuragirtg  Air,  that  the 
Council  ordered,  notwirfiftanding  the 
oppofitiori  of  the  Knights,'  either 
wanting  gencrofity,  or  over- prudent, 
tharthe  v^ieen  of  Cyprus  Ihould  be 
plentifullylurniflVd  with  all  things  ne- 
ceflary  for  her  Voyage. 

The 
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The  Baily  2)'  Auhuffon  was  ordered 
bimfelf,  as  oae  of  the  Managers  of 
the  Treafury,  to  give  her  what  Mo- 
ney hejttiould  think  fit;  and  he  fo 
well  acquitted4iimfelf,that  the  Queen 
had  no  occafipn  to  complain. 

But  to  return  to  the  preparations 
for  War,  though  the  Venetian  found 
the  Turk  employment  fufBcient  in 
j)almatia\  and  that  the. Alliance 
which  jhe  Venetians  had,  ma;de  with 
VJfumajJan  King  o(  Terjia,  after  the 
taking  of  Negro^ent^  had  fomewhat 
difcompos'd  the  defigns  oi  Mahomet^ 
however  the  Knights  were  careful  to 
fland  upon  their  Guard  ;^aiid  becauie 
the  Walls  were  either  ruin'd  or  weak 
in  fome  places,  they  labourM  conti- 
nually in  the  repair  of  them,  giving 
to  Baily  jtu^ujj^  the  charge  of  look- 
ing after  the  Fonifications  of  the  Ci- 
ty. He  had.  apply 'd  himfelf  in  his 
youth  to  that  Military  Science, where- 
in betimes  he  became  fo  escpert  tha^; 
the  mod  able  Jngideers  could  teach 
him  nothing.!  He  was  not  content 
only  to  repair  the  breaches,  but  he 
added  fomething  new  to  the  ancient 

Works. 
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Works.  He  caus'd  the  Moats  to  be 
made  wider  and  broader  j  but  be- 
caufe  it  was  nois'd  about,  that  M/* 
hornet  was  preparing  his  Galleys  a- 
gainft  the  Knights  of  Si,John^  and 
that  the  TurJ^f/b  Army  which  had 
rais'd  their  Siege  from  before  Scutari^ 
might  well  come  to  Rhodes^  the  Coun- 
cil thought  it  ncceflar y  for  fear  of 
being  lurpri2'd,to  plant  their  Cahnoii 
round  the  Walls  of  the  City ;  which 
waj  alfo  entrufted  to  Aubu^ons  care, 
who  brought  out  all  ithe  great  Guns 
and  planted  them  upon  the  Walls  and 
Ramparts, wherever occafion  required. 

He  was  then  Grand  Prior  of  An- 
vergney  having  fucceeded  a  little  be- 
fore to  the  Chevalier  Cottet ,  who 
dy*d  about  that  time ;  and  furrcn- 
der'd  his  Bailywick  to  the  Knight  de 
RiUac.  - 

Biit  while  they  were  thus  preparing 
to  receive  the  Ottoman  Army ,  the 
Grand  Uziitt  BapifiaVrJini  Afd' 
alfo;  thelbfsof  whom  might  have  ' 
ruin'd  'Rhode's^  had  it  not  been  re- 
paired with  advantage.  For  m  fliorr.

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Knights  aflembl*d  chofe  for  Grand    // ^^ 
Matter,  Jmo  1476.    Never  was  E-  ^^^^ 
Icdiovi  more  regular,  nor  with  lefe 
didurbance  thien  that.    It  was  made 
according  to  all  the  forms  which  the 
Statute  prefcribes  j  and  the  fixtceA 
Eledors  whom  the  Aflembly  chofe 
out  of  the  whole  number  of  Lan- 
guages^ to  eled:  whom  they  fhould 
think  mod  capable  of  the  fupreme 
power,  gave  their  fuf&ages  with  one 
Gonfcnt  for  Peter  ©'  AwuSfon  Grand  ' 
Prior  of  Auvergne. 

At  the  najme  of  Auhifon,  the 
wholeAfTembly  withrcdoubrd  fliours 
and  acclamations  teHify'd  their  un- 
paralleled  joy.  He  only  was  forty 
when  he  heard  himfeJf  nam'd,  and 
$tt  firfl:  he  refus'd  a  Command  of 
which  he  did  not  think  himfelf  wor- 
thy. But  I  know  not  by  what  inward 
motive,  which  afterward  prevail'd^  he 
was  ^orc'd  to  accept  it,  almofl  againft 
his  own  will.  Yet  could  he  not  re- 
frain from  tears,  when  according  to 
the  cuflom,  he  was  carry 'd  in  his 
Seat  to  the  Great  Altar  upon  the 
Shoulders  of  the  principai  Comman- 
ders, 
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ders;  There, it  was  that  confejffing 
^  ^^  his  weaknefs  to  fuftaiii  fo  great  a  bur- 
tlfen,  he  received  the.  fubminions  6f 
the  Knights,  after  he  had  folemrily 
fwom  upon  the  EVangelifts  to  ob-

The  news,  of  this  Ele<3:ion  was  no 
iboner  fpread  over  the  Ifland,  but  the 
ipeople  made  Bonfires,  and  teftify'd

caused  every  body  to  hope  for  a  hap- 
py Government ;  neither  was  Maho-

Grand  ilafter  oi^Rhbdes^  dcfi- 
rous  to  mike,  his  beft  iadvatitage  of 
the;cohifternati6n  of  the  Ihfidels,  af- 
ter the  Battel  Wherein  Ydnierlain  had 
taken  Bajazet  Prifone'r,  fitettl'  out  the 
Gailies  of  thej  Order,  iandYailcd  di- 
redly  for,  Carid  with  '  fhe^  thoiceft 
Knights  of  the  Ordeir.  '^He-took'  a 
CaftJe  there  froni  the  7«rl^>v'thc  fci- 
tu'ation  whereof  feem*d  toUiim  to  be 
of  fo  much  advantage,  tiiat  he  built 
m 'the  fame, place  anot^her  alttroft- im- 
,  j|)tegnable,  which  he  call 'd  the  Caftle 
*  of  St.yfifm-Tfiisplace  itwas  which 
iij  the  midft  .of  the  Turks  JDPominipns 
fcrv'd'  as  a  '^andJruary  for  the  poor 
Chrifliari  SlaVes  that  can'  get  away 
from  their  Maftfcrs.   And  here- it  was,

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if  we  may  believe  the  Writers  of  that 
age,  that  certain  Dogs,  of  a  parti* 
cufar  breed,  who  by  a  ftrjinge  inftin(3:

fawn  upon  the  Chrifliafls,  as  if  they, 
had  fcnbWh  the  one  from  the  other. 

Among  all  ihe  KriigbtS  which  the 
Grand  Mafter  employU  according  to 
the  variety  of  occurrences,  and  vvhicli 
were  always  neareft  his  perfon,  ther^  ' 
was  not  one  in  whom  he  put  more 
confidence  then  in  Charles  de  Man- 
tholm.  Me  w;as  a  perfon  of  a  very 
good  judgmentiand  one  that  bare  the 
charaiSer  of  being  fierce  in  fight,  tem- 
perate in  counfel,  and  one  that  had  a 
genius  capable  of  every  thmg.  This 
Knight  acquitted  himfelf  of  feveral 
Trulls  that  were  put  upon  him  for 
the  defence  of  the  City ;  and  he  it 
was  that  had  the  charge  of  fortify- 
ing St.  Nicholas  Fort.  * 

While  the  Grand  Maftcr  ifTued  out 
his  orders,  and  labour kl  himfelf  to 
have  air  things  in  readinefs^to  fuftaiti 
a  Siege.  Antonio  Loredano,  GcnctsA 
of  the  Venetian  VlcGt  in  the  Ifland  of 
F  3  Cy^  ^ 
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^rw^  ttnderfknding  that  Rkeio'ie. 
Marino^  a  Qpr/at  by  birth,  and  a 
:jperfon  born  for  intrigue,  [and '  one  of 
the  tnpft  zealous  Servitors  of  Ci^ar- 
Jote  de  Zif/^»4«^negotitfted  at  Rhbdef 
to  the  ipx€)\iAic:^  oi  Katharine  Cama-- 
ra^  he  fent  anAmb^ffiidpr  to  com- 
-plain  im  theiiame  of  the  DuJke  oiVe- 
mce^  for  th^at  the  Knights  did  enter- 
tain thofe  that  were  Re^^els  to  theRe*^ 
fmblick. 

■  It  is  impoffible  to  ,underfl:and  the 
grounds  of  that  Embafly,  nor  i?he  an- 
fv^er  of  the  Grand  Mailer,  without 
being  informed  Tieforeband  of  the 
Claims  of  thofe  two  PriticeiTes  to  the 
l^ingdoni  of  Cyfrus^  and  wherefore 
the  Repubiick  toojk  Kathwim%  part, 
and  oppQ^'d  Chariot  a. 
,  ^ofyn  de  Lu^mn  King  of  Qi^prm^

i^v  dhe  Biaii^psfeent  of  affaits^  anc} 
depriv'^d!  tiBie  Queea  of  all)  t&ac  autho- 
rity which  the  weakne&  of  the  King 
liadi  pecmitced  hqE^  to  ufe. 

The  Queens  Nurfc,  whogoiwrn'd 
alfthit^  before  the  marciage.  of  dbe 
Priocefs  Charlotcu,  aadj  was  aftqrwafdjS 
iaJktIe  efleen%  re^ei^'^dl  the  Queen's 
and  her  owa  da%tace;  \rji  poyloning 
the  Bake  of  Commbria.  She  had  9 
Soa  whom  &e  pafikniatiely:  lov'd,  and 
whom  duriog  her  grandeur;  ihe  had 
madfeakind  oi  ahfokitae  Mini0:a*  of 
State.  The  death  of  the  Prince  rt- 
iJbor'd  to  the  Mother  and  the  Son  the 
asthoncy  which  they  had  lo(l«  But 
as  per&ns  of  mean  Ki!th  uTually  for* 
g^c  tbemfelves,  when  raised  above 
.themfelves,  the'infolence  of  the  one 
ajid  the  other  was  fp  exceflive,  th«t 
they  us*d  the  Dutchefs  nwft  con* 
temptuouily. 

Lharkta  deeply  refented  both  the 
F  ^4  death 
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death  of  her  Husband,  and  thefcorns 
j^ut  upon  her  when  fhe  was  a  Wi-, 
dow.  She  complain 'd  i6  her  Brother 
James  dt  Lufignan,  and  her  Com- 
jplaints  were  not  in  vain  j  for  thisna-* 
tural  Son  of  the  King,  equally  crudt 
and  ambitious,  kill  a  with  his  own 
hand  the  Nuties  Son,  not  fo  much 
tb  fatisfie  his  Sifter,  as  to  govern  in 
his  room,  and  to  open  to  himfelf  by 
that  means  a  way  to  the  Throne.  The 
Queen,  who  tenderly  lovUl  her  Nurfe^ 
could  not  bebrought  to  pardon  y^^fx 
whom  fhe  mortally  hated  befides ;,  fo 
that  to  avoid  the  anger  of  a  Woman, 
a  Queen,  ^  and  a  Mother-in-Law,  he 
was  forced  to  conceal  himfelf  in  the 
Venetian  Confuls  Houfe,and  at  length 
to  quit  the  Kingdom. 
'  In  the  mean  while  the  Dutchefs  of 
Conimbria^  who  was  in  the  flower  of 
her  age,(  and  in  the  full  fplendor  of 
her  beauty, was  remarried  with  Lewis 
Son  to  the  Duke  of  Savoy.  Soon  af- 
ter this  marriage  the  King  and  the 
Queen  dyU  The  King  by  his  Will 
declared  Char  lot  a  his  omy  Heir.  But 
the  natural  Son, whom  ambition  blind- 
''*'■'''  >ed.  . 
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ed,  had  no  regard  either  to  thfeLaws 
of  Nature,  or  the  laft  words  of  ady- 
iiig  Prince.    He  made  War  upon  his 
Sifter  and  his  Brother-in-Law,  by  the 
a/fiftanoc  of    the  SoUan  of  Egyp^ 
who  rather  chofe  to  have  a  Grecian 
Prince  his  Tributary,  then  any  other. 
Marc  Cornaro,  a  Gentleman  of  Ve- 
nice.^hb  liv'd  at  Nfcvjfa.and  was  ve- 
ry rich,  did  not  a  little  help  the  Ba- 
yard to  make  himfelf  Mailer  of  the 
We,  and  ufurp  the  Crown.    The  U- 
furper  therefore,  to  acknowledge  his 
fervices,  and  to  fix  the  Venetians  zt 
tht  fanie  time  to  his  interefts,  cfpour 
ki  Katharine  the  Daughter  of  Car- 
naro,  after  the  Commonwealth  had 
adopted  her.    But  this  new  Domi- 
nion was  too  unjuft  to  endure  long  or 
happy.     The  ^Uncles  o£  Katharine^ 
who  Ihar'd  in  the  Government,  poy- 
fon*dthc  King  of  ^/'m,  with  a  de- 
fign  to  raign  themfelves.    And  it  was 
in  favour  of  his  Widow  that  Michael 
Salamon  cacie  to  Rhodes  on  the  be- 
half of  General  Loredano^  who  was 
gone  to  Cyprus  to  reflore  Katharine* 
ro  the  pofle/fion  of  her  Kingdom.

So  ^ovd  mi  fur ly  an  Emba^,  no 
i^ay  i^s^'d  the  d^a^  Ma^er;  lidw- 
ever  he  thought  it  not  cicmy-eaient 
to  provoke  the  Venetians  by  too  fe- 
vers a^  anfwer,  at  a  time  wheit  tht 
order  had  their  haad^tuH.  Nof  could 
he  floof)  to,  qualify  them  wkb  aa 
anfwer  too  much  beneath  hfi«$^i^ 
And  therefore  he  anfwer'd  with  a 
Gentility  and  fowrenefs  mix'd  both 
together,  that  the  Knights  of  Sc.^^i&j^ 
neither  meddl'd  with  the  diti^erences 
m  the  Kingdom  of  Cyprus^  nor  would 
they  fufier  any  Traitors  in  Rhodes  ; 
bi}t  that  the  Ifland  being  a  free  l&a^ 

they 
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thcjr  denied  adtnittance  to  4o  Chri- 
fiiatts  who  dtfir'd  td  live  among  them 
like  GiirlftianS.      - 

Manm,  Wa:s  not  j&tisfy'd  vrith 
the  Granii  Matters  aitir>Ver ;  and  Lqrt^ 
^aho  k(s.  He  thought  his  o\*m  prt- 
fence.  Woidd  do  more  theh  his  Em- 
ba^dor ;  for  Which  rtofdn  be  haflens 
a^ay  to  Rhodn.  When  his  GaHies 
efttertfl  die  Poet,  thfe  Mafter  fent  four 
of 'die  Oratid  Croflfei  to  tx)ngratu-' 
late  /his  arrival;  aftd  to  prefent  him 
^irh  iaUforts  of  iirelh  ViSwrh  ;  but 
bemg  infoimed  of  the  ocbation  of 
his  xxntoHig,  hb  fenft  to  eeU  him  plain* 
ly,  that  *he  cduJd  make  him  il©  othct 
ahfwer,  <hen  ivhat  he  had  already 
given  hirb.  Thac  coflcifc  Decbra- 
tion,  dwis^l  the  Gerraral  to  under-

The 
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The  hiughtinefsof  the  Venetians 
was  not  the  only  caufe  of  the  ill 
fuGcefs  of  their  Enibaffie.  The  kind^ 
nefs  which  the  Grand  Matter  hadfbr 
Chariot  a  de  Lujignan^  had  a  deep 
ihare  therein.  Though  the  Knights 
of  St.  Joh^^  had  never  openly  de- 
clared for  Katherine  Cornara^  nor 
were  willing  to  conteft  mxhiYify  Ve- 
netians^ about  their  afTalr:  certain 
it  is,  that  in  their  hearts  they  were 
all  for  Cbarlota  de  Lufignait ;  whe- 
ther it  were  that  they  were  fatisfy  *d 
in  the  Juftice  of  her  caufe  i  or  that 
thecompailion  which  they  took  upon 
her  mistortunes,  caused  diem  to  em- 
brace herinterefts;  pt  whether  it 
were ,  that  the  moft  of  them  wiere 
taken  with  the  Charms  of  her  beauty. 
They  had  fecn  her  fcveral  times  at 
Rhodes,  flie  was  as  yet  young  e- 
nough  ;  for  her  misfortunes  iiad  not 
defac'd  her  beauty,  nor  deprived  her 
of  her  natural  gayity^  of  humour. 
She  fppke  very  pleafingly,  and  i^ea*^ 
dily,  according  to  the  natural  Ge- 
nius of  the  Greeks ;  ilie  dreft  bet 
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fclf  after  the  French  mode,  and  her 
difpofition,  her  air,  and  manners 
plainly  ihe wed  her  to  be  of  Royal 
Extradion. 

The  Grand  Mafter  had  always  ad- 
mir'd  in  the  perfon  of  Char  lot a^  tc- 
fides  the  graces  of  her  body  and 
mind,  a  prudence  that  exceeded  age, 
and  a  conftancy  above  all  her  fex. 
But  the  chiefeft  niotive  was,:  that  flie 
had  pur  her  felf  under  the  prdtedion 
of  the  Knights  ;  and  for  that  flie  had 
already  receivM  all  the  affifting^kind- 
neffes  that  flie  could  in  ireafbrt  expecS:. 
Her  acknowledgment  alio  obliged 
them  to  ihew  hqr  new  marks  of  their , 
eftecm  and  aflEedion.-  For  flie'pub- 
litkly  declared  that  flie  had  been  mote 
obliged  to  the  Knights  of  Rhodes, 
then  to  all  her  neareft  Relations : 
and  becaule  the  Commonwealth  had 
adopted  herEnemy,flie  was  wont  plea- 
knily  to  fay ;that  if  Katharine  Corna- 
ra,  were  the  Daughter  of  St  Mark  of 
Venice,  Char  lota  ae  Lujignan  was  the 
Daughter  of  St.  ^ohn  of  Jcru^a^

Hafter 
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Mafter    led  by  the  Popular    error 
refpe^ed  Ajnadeus  in  -Lt^is^  Char- 
lotas  Hjisband,  beyond  either  Ka- 
tharinaComara^  or  the  Venetians. 
The  Prppofal  which  the  fub^Baflia 
pfy/^^o««f  Governour  dLLycia  made 
to  the  Grand  Mailer  was  heard  more 
favourably  thea  that  of  the  Duke  of 
Venice.     There  were  at   that  time 
feveral  Knights,  and  many  fub)ed:s 
of  the  ordef.  Slaves  to  the  Turks. 
Thefe  Barbarians^  in  whom  fome- 
times  covetoufnefs  ferycsas  aCoun- 
terpoife  to  cruelty,  had  a  defire  to 
get  Mony,  and  the  SuhJSaJha,  fcnt 
to  Rhodes^  2.  Merchant  caird  Cachim 
Brubim^  to  traffick  for  the  delivery 
.  o£  the  Slaves;    The  Gr^ni  Matter 
wjip  flood  in  ^leeii .  pf !  Js^n  ,\^  and 
.ibugl^t  nothing  more  tlieu-t)je  liberty 
.of  10 maiiy  Unfortunate  It^er^ohs,  was 
fopn  perfwac^^d^to  treat  with  the  7«r- 
kjifb  Merchant,-  and  he ^ agte^' alfb 
according  tora^  SuBrBqma'i 
mand,  that  tfiere  Ihould  be'aTruce  ' 
for  a  Month  between  the  Order  and 
the  Turks,  that  they/ might  treat 
without  interruption. 

During 
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thiring  this  Negotiation,there  hap* 
t)en*d  onething  very  remarkable:  one 
of  the^  Turks  that  belonged  to  Co- 
dim  Brahimy  orie  day  offtr'd  his 
fervice  to  the  Gtand  Mailer,  to  bring 
him  dn  accompt  from  Conftantinojfle 
of  the  defigns  and  readinefs  of  the 
Ottoman  Army ;  of  which  they  had 
no  certain  neVs  for  a  good  while. 
He  promised  to  make  all  poffible  ha(^^ 
and  after  fae  had  confirmed  his  word^ 
by  mbft  terrible  Oaths,  he  faid  that 
he  could  not  refift  that  inward  Mo- 
tion that  corapell'd  him  to  ferve  the 
Knights,againft  hisLaw  and  hisPrince- 
Though  the  Grand  Matter  did  not 
much  rely  upon  the  faith  of  a  perfon 
who  had  all  the  looks  of  a  trraitor,yet 
bethought  it  not  Convenient  to  re-« 
fufean  offer,  which  if  it  faiFd,  could 
do  no  harm.i   So  without  confiding 
in  the  Turk^  or  making  any  fernblance 
to  defyhinvv  h^  g^ve  him  apafport 
for  his  ret4irft. ;    and  out  oi  hopes 
that  Gt)d  would  be  pleas'd  to  over* 
throw  thederigns  of  Mahomet,  by 
"^tmt^visoiii  Mahometan,  he  fuf* 
Wthe  voluntary  fpy  to  go  where. 
Q  cvcr 
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ever  the  Spirit  wbi<:h  hie  fpakcof, 
conduced  him-       .   .      i 

But  if  Heavch  on  .die  One  fide  feem 
favourable  to  the  Order  of  St.  Jobn^ 
on  the:Qth£r  fide,  it  fedm'd  no.lefs 
incensed  Sgainft  it.  For  ^  prodigiou$ 
Tempeft  arofe  aU  of  a  ruddeh>'heitthe 
Sky  leem'd  to  be  very  fei^ene.  The.  Rain 
man  iriftant  made  ^anj.JiiitndatiQn  o- 
yer  all  the  C!^ountrey, ;  4iid  the  wind 
threw  down  feveral  feoufesjn  the  Ci-. 
ty ;  among  the  reft ,  iihe:  ArchbilJiops 
Palace.  That  which  was  moll  deplo- 
rable, was,  that  the  violence  of  the 
Storm  fliook  the  old  Wall  of  the  City, 
and  overturtt'd  a  good  part  of  the 
new.  Had  the  Enemy  then  come, 
Rhodes  had  been  loft  ;  fo  far  bad  be 
been  from  finding  refiftance  there » 
that  hdhad  Only  come  to  view  the 
Image  of  a  City  takn.and  fack'd^ 
The  publickConftematio;*  made  the 
mifchief  iiiore  lamentable., The  People 
that  are  prcfently  alatunj'd  by  any 
thing  that  Appears  e)ctraordiQary,took 
fuch  a  horrible  Tcmpeft,'  a?  a  certain 
prefage  of  their  rtiip :  and-the  great- 
nefs  of  the  danger  had  derjtaioly :  caft:

them  inco  a  general  defpair^  had  not 
the  conftancy  of  theGrand  Maimer  fup- 
ported  them.  ' 

Scarce  wais  the  TeiBpeft  over,  wheti 
a  Contcft  which  the  Greeks  and  La* 
tins  had,  about  I  cannot  tell  what 
point  of  Dod:rine ,  rais'd  a  Popular 
Tumulc.   Of  a  fingle  dfcfpute,  by  de* 
grees  they  made  a  real  quarrel,  which* 
came  to  blows.    And  as  iti  quarrels 
about  Religion,  every  one  is  apt  to 
call   his  particular  tranfportmeQt  a 
piece  of  merit,  their  Animofityand 
fury  one  againll  another  wax'd  fo  hot, 
that  feveral  had  been  \J^A  upon  the. 
place,  had  not  the  Grand  Mader  made 
ufe  of  all  his  policy  and  authority  to 
appeafe  the  Tumult.     He  did   not 
content  himfelf  to  make  both  parties 
lay  down  their  Arms ;  a|Kl  to  puniih 
the  moft  culpable,  to  keep  the  reft 
within  the  bounds  of  their  duty  ;  but 
he  refolv*d  to  pull  up  the  Root  of  the 
Sedition;  andbecauTe  the  difierence 
was  about  Religion,  he  engaged  the 
Arch-Bifhop  pf  Rhodes^  and  the  Mc^ 
tropolitan  of  the  Greeks  to  make  a 
Reconciliation. 

Gi  A  pa* 
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A  pacijfication  being  thiiS  msA^i 
sitid  the  walls  of  the  City  being  almoO: 
repaired;  he  made  a  vifitation  throi^b 
the  Ifland,  to  view  himfelf,  and  to 
give  order  for  theFortification  of  thofc 
places  that  had  need  of  defence.  Ha- 
ving rpent  ^  whole  month  in  thisYifi- 
tation,  at  his  return  he  found  the 
Greek  Spy,^  who  inform'd  him  that 
the  Infidels  made  very  great  prepara- 
tions, that  their  Fleet  was  to  fet 
fole  with  the  firft  Wind  from  ,the 
freight  of  GalUfoli,  and  that  it  was 
certainly  con^rmd^xCmftantinofle^ 
that  the  great  2i/rif  would  fet  upon 
the  Knights  of  St.  John. 

The  Grand  Mafter  well  know 
that  k  was  one  of  the  maximesof 
rhe  Turkifh  polrcy  to  give  out  falfe 
reports,  thflb better  to  conceal  Vhe 
true  defign.  That  it  was  their  cuflbm 
ro  keep  an  Enemy  in  fufpenee  for 
leveraJ  .year^j,  to  the  end  he  might 
exhauft  himfelf  with  continual^  and 
needlefs  preparations ;  that  they  came 
upon  their  Enemies,  when  they  were 
weary  of  expeding  them,  and  thought 
no  more  of  them.  But  on  the  other 

fide 
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/idehe;  was  not  igtiora'nt  that  they 
did  not  ialways  obfcrve  the  fame  rules, 
nor  the  fame  method  in  War ;  bilt 
llxat  it  was  one  of  their. Stratagems 
to  divufge  the  expedition  which  they 
intended,  that  people  fltould  not  be-  ^ 
Jieve  it;  or  that  it  was  defign'd  at  a 
didance,  and  in  the  mean  time  to 
ufc  ail  diligence.imagjn^ble  to  pre- 
yeat  the  refiftance  and  j^py?rion  ,of 
the  Eqemy.  And' therefore  he  ^^^ 
it  the  fecur?fl:w3iy  tb  nieifed  nathm^, 
and  to  provide  againll  aLfiege;  as  if 
die  intelligence  ot  tli^^^riy  had  been 
unqueftionable.  ''^     \    .,    /'''^ 

After,  he  had  takeA  ^pon^him'tTje 
/Charge  of  Captain  General  of  y^/^p^^ 
which  the  Cdmicil  Jbefoiight^  hirtiTp 
accept,  he  chofe  out  ifpr  i|ie  defence  o£ 
the  City  four  Captains  pf  a/Tiftance, 
as  they  were  then  caljTd,' and  airjgri'ti 
to  every  one  their  duty  and  their 
Port:.  Befides  the  Knights  which  he 
had  already  fent  td  Latigb^  he  fenc 
with  the  Title  of  Captain  of  afTill- 
ance  the  Knight  Grimaldi  with  the 
fame  Commi/Tjon  for  the  Caftle  of  St.

In  the  mean  time  Intelligence  c^me 
that  the  Fleet  of  the^^^^^W^^f  had 
fet  fail  out  b^the  Streightto  the  num- 
ber of  two  hundred  Gallies;  th?^  they 
were  then  at,the  Ifland  of  Scio^  and 
w^ould  foonbeat  ./?i&(?^(f5.  This  News 
made  the  Grand'  ^Jailer  giye .  order, 
thgt  aJl  the  Country  pcQpif.flipul.d 
retire  into  theTprts,  and  that  no  per- 
fop  fhbuTd^filr  foVth,  till  .t^^^ 
Hoff?  appointed  for  the.'  Giiard  <if 
the  Ifland, ^hadvifited  tb^Cp^fts,  and 
.atjid^alJtplaicps  xyhere  the  TuKh  cpuld

He  fent  at  the  fame  time  a  Brigan-

This.  Jncdligeoce  fomewhat  enlis 
yen'd  jtbe.  ^bodians ,  however  it 
did  nothing  fliltkn:  the  Induflry  and 
Vigilance  o£  che  Grand  Mailer. 
HcJui^w  the  tricks  of  the  Infidels, 
and  it  wasrone  of  hisMaximes;  that 
it  was  equally  dangerous  to  be  luU'd 
alleep  upon. good  news;  as  to  be  a- 
larum'd  at  bad.    Moreover,  he  was 

ad 
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advertii'd  by  his  Spies,  tjjat  the  ^urk, 
was  abfolutelyrefdlvM  to  befieg^ 
Rhodes ;  that  thit  expedition  wisdcr 
ferr -d  till  the  next  yeatr,  and  that  Ma^ 
hornet  would  command  in  Perfon^How 
untrue  foever  this  intelligence  might 
be,  the  Grand  Mailer  made  his  beft 
advantage  of  it. 

As  the  hope  of  relief  infpires  both 
confolation  and  courage  during  a 
Siege,  he  ordered  t)ie  Knight  ^^ri/o- 
na,  Baily  ofMarjorca,  who  was  gone 
into  Catatonia  and  Arragoti^  to  put 
in  execution  the  orders;  c^  the  lad 
Chapter  touching  the  new  Taxes,  to 
levy  men,  and  to  buy  air  forts  of  Am- 
munition dnd  proviik^ns,  to  fend  them 
away  with  all  fpeed,^  and  to  agree  with 
the  Maflers,  fo  that  they  mould  be 
obliged  to  enter  the  Port,  though  the 
City  ^ould  be  befiegU  ^ 

But  becaufe  that  many  of  the 
Knights  M  ere  abroad,,  arid  that  the 
Council  was  refolv^d  to  hold  a  Gene- 
ral Chapter  to  provide  for  the  prefent 
neceffities,  the  Grand  Matter  wrote  to 
allthePriorsaCircularoryLetter,theO- 
rigiqal  whereof  is  ftillpreferv'd  among 
" ;   '  ^ "  "         '       '  th9 
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rhe  Records^  of  Malta ;  wherein  be 
laid  before  them  the  great  neceflicy  of 
their  aflembling  altogether,  the  near 
approach  of  the  Enemy ,  his  power, 
the  goodnef^t  of  his  Souldiers,  and 
his  determined  refolution  to  ruio^  the 
Order  of  St.  John.  Then  hq  be- 
fought  them  to  lay  thofe  things  to 
heart,  and  confider  thb  dangers  that 
environed  them,  and  that  it  concerned 
their  fafety  add  their  honour,  not  to 
prefer  the  pleafutes  of  this  world  be- 
fore the  defence  of  allChriflendonL 

After  he  had  fent  away  this  Let- 
ter, he  reprefented  very  earneflly 
to  the  Council,  that  for  the  pre- 
fervation  of  the  people  of  Rhodes , 
it  was  necefTary  to  repair  ,  and  re- 
gularly to  fortify  the  Caftlc  of  Cara^ 
Wa,  which  fell  to  ruin.  He  gave 
them  to  underJdand  that  the  Cbun- 
trey  wherethisCaftle  was  built,  wan- 
ted Inhabitants,  becaufe  the  Coun- 
trcy  people  were  forced  to  retire  to 
the  moft  remote  places  ;  and  that  it 
would  in  time  be  quite  difpeoprdt 
th^gh  that  part  were  the  moft  p|ea« 
fant  and  fertile  of  all.  He  added  that

Ihe 
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1%e  a^aiF$  of  Rhodes  being  thus 
iettrd  at  home  9  he  began  to  rekindle 
the  feud  which  was  between  Turh 
^nd  Saracens  i  znd  having    brok'n 
with  the  one,  he  omitted  nothing, 
with  the  Pope's  permiHion,  to  league 
himfelf  with  the  other.   His  manage- 
ment was  fo  fuccefsful,  chat  the  Sa- 
racens  themfelves    further'*d   it  as 
much  as  in  them  hy.;  The  Soldan  of 
£gypt^  who  fearing  tlie  Arms  of;  ife&- 
pomet^  font  to  Rhodes  his  Favoijirite, 
^ovan  ^iodar^  to  renew  the  Peace 
with  the  Knights.   After  fome  con- 
ferences between  iht  Saracens  and 
the  GrjEtnd  Mailer,  the  Ratiikatioii 
was  made  ^  and  th6.  principal  Artir 
cfes  of  the  Treaty  were^  that*  the 
Order  fiiould  n6t  fep  forth  any  Ships 
pr  Veflels  to  anftoy  either  by  Laind  tt 
Sea  the  SubjeAs  of  the  Soldan.  That 
tliey  fliould  not  permit  them  to  jbyn 
or   affift  with  Spuf^iers,   Pilots,  or 
Guides,  any  forreign  Rx)ver&  againft 
xhtSvidan^  intereli.    On  the  other 
iide,  that  the  Soldan  Ihould  attempt  \ 
Upthir^   to   the    prejudice   of  the 
Knights :  and  that  if  they  were  af- 

■  fail'd 
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faird  by  their  enemies,  the  Soldan 
ihouid  be  obiig'd  to  afljil  and  defend 
ihem.  That  the  Veffeb  of  the  Or- 
der faiting  through  the  Soldan  %  Do- 
minions ibr  iki^  Ihhf  Land^  fhoulil 
pay  no  duties,  and  that  thejr  Jhould 
be  under  bis  prote<3:ion  as  friends^ 
LaiUy,that  when  the  Chriftian  Slaves 
at  Cairo  fhould  be  freed  by  their  Ma- 
ilers, they  ihould  have  hbeny  to  re- 
turn home  ;  and  that  for  thole  other 
Chriftian  Slaves  that  were  not  af- 
franchi^y^  they  fhould  be  exchanged 
for  fucb  other  Moors  that  were 
Slaves,  giving  a  Moor  for  a  Chrifti- 
an. 

In  regard  the  King  of  Tunis  feem'd 
lefs  encliri'd  to  an  Accommodatioii 
then  the  Soldan^  either  out  of  his 
barbarous  haughtinefs  that  made  him 
defpife  the  friendfliip  of  the  Chrifti- 
ans,  or  out  of  )uft  refentment  of  the 
injuries  which  the  Moorijh  Merchants 
pretended  to  have  received  from  the 
knights,  the  Grand  Mafter  did  not 
think  it  2^ny  derogation  from  his  dig^ 
niry,  to  make  the  £rft  propofal  for 
the  intereft  of  the  Faith.  The  Knight 
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Lamdftt  bad  therefore  order  to  go 
toTunis^'^ho  iinderfiood  fb  well  how 
f o  governi  the  African^  Prince,  that  a 
Peace  waA  ioncludedL  in  a  few  days. 
There  Was  a  Trace  agreed  upon  for 
one  and  'riiirty  years  between^  the 
Mw^rxanditlac  Knights.  And  the  Ar- 
ticks  Jiccte  diflfcrent  froM  tfaofe  made 
with  the  Soldan^  v^ctt  fent  to  Rhodis 
for  the  Grarnd  Maiki^  w fign.Bixt  there 
was  this^dne  Article  partncukr,  that 
the  Knights,  when  they  pleas^d^might 
have  liberty  to  buy  within  the  Ter- 
ritories of  the  King  of  Tunis^  thirty 
thoufaiid:  Comb  of  Wheat  without 
paying  duty,  whatever  prohibition 
to  the  contrary,  or  whatever  fcarcity 
Were  in:  the  Countrcy. 

The  Grand  M^fter  fent  back,  with 
the  Treaty  fign*d,  Ji^rom  Bar&o,  one 
of  the  moft  prudent  men  in  Rhodes 
to  refide  in  Tunis,  as'^ConfuV  for  the 
Knights,  or  rather  to  obferve  the  car- 
riage and  anions  of  the  Moors^  un- 
def  pretence  of  looking  after  the 
tf ade  of  the  Rhcdians. 
.  The  loy  which  the*  people  had  up* 
on.thefe  new  Alliances,  waff  foon  di- 

llurb*d 
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flurb'd  by  a  general  famine  in  the 
Cicy  and  Illand,  bccsUioo^d  by  the 
loiTs  of  certain  Barques  Wen  with 
Corn,  that  were  bound  for  Rkiodes^ 
of  which  i0ij|0ywere  c^it  away,  CcbcrS 
taken  by  the  Pyirati^.  But  when  thcit 
miifery  was  at  the  hekhr,  and  that 
they  l)Qgah  to  defpair  of  any  reme-! 
dy,  by  reafon  ^hat  thi^S^a  rag'd. in 
that  mamier,that  no  VeHels  durft  ilir 
out^  a  Caravel  was  driven  intqthe 
Port  by  ftrcis  of  weat;her,^  laden  with 
Corn.  -A  reKef  fo  unexposed  feem'd 
to  be  a  kind  dT  miracle.  But  becaufe 
that  the  Corn  which  the  Catavel 
Wought  was  not  iufficient,  the  Grand 
Matter  gave  order  to  the  Captain  of 
the  Caftle  of  St.  ^tter^xo  give  Pafs» 
ports  to  all  Merchants  that  would 
bring  Com  to  Rhodes.  So  that  niany 
Turki/b  Merchants  more  regarding 
their  Profit  then  their  Religion,  laid 
hold  uposi  the  oppcMrtunity  to  difpofe 
of  their  Grain,a;id  brought  to  Rhodes 
fo  great  a  qua^ntity  of  Corn,,  that  ail 
the  Granaries  were  foon  iiird.  Thus 
theGraaid  Mafter  fav'd  the  lives  of 
his  people  by  the  means  of  their  ene« 

mies,

mi9,aiid  that  famine  which threaten'dl 
the  defolatiGn  of  the  whole  Iflahd^ 
did  but  only  ferve  td  dreate  a  greater 
plenty. 

While  thefe  things  pafs'd  at  Rhodes^ 
reports  r^n  at  Conftantinople  ihzt 
mahomet  was  not  ferioufly  bent  up^ 
on  the  enterprise  againft  Rhodes; 
whether  it  were  that  he  wis  afraid  of 
any  ill  fuccefs,  and  \^aS  loth  to  ha-^ 
i?ard  any  thing  aTter  fo  many  happy 
Expeditions,  or  whether  he  had  any 
other  Conquefts  in  his  d^figns.  But 
fome  of  his  Favourites  mortal  ene- 
mies of  the  Knights  of  St.  John^ 
preft  him  to  lay  afide  all  other  de- 
signs, and  to  go  on  with  that  of  the 
Siege  of  Rhodes. 

There  were  about  him  two  famous 
Renegado's ,  who  had  raised  their 
fortunes  by  the  fame  ways,  and  re- 
fembled  ode  another  very  niuch  in 
wickednefs,  though  their  Charader 
Were  different ;  the  one  was^  called 
^emethus,  a  Negropontine  ;  though 
he  were  one  of  the  moft  wicked 
\Vretches  in  the  wotld,  he  had  all  the 
Air  of  a  vertuous  man;  and  never 

Greek 
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Crtek  ktt^  ijoW  to  conceal  iiich  a 
vaft  ftorc  pf  pcrfidioufnefs  under  the 
outward  Appearances  of  truth  and 
juftice.    Kfe  had  aTubtlewit,  (uppic 
and  jilianr,  every  way  fit  for  Negotia- 
^  tionandJntreague.    He  waialfo  ve- 
ry skilful  in  War,  ,aftd  relblute  upCin 
bccafion  t  after  the  taking  of  Negro^ 
fmty  he  went  tb  liVc  ii  Rhodes,  ahd 
ftt>m  thence  taConftantinople,  where 
having  taken  the  Turbant,  he  fo  iti- 
finuated  himfelf  into  the  great  one* 
of  the  Court,  and  eairi'd  by  degrees 
the  favour  of  Mahomet^  by  giving 
him  an  accompt  of  the  {ituatioh  dnd 
force  of  the  Wand;    The  other  Re- 
negado  was  oi  Rhiodes  alfo,  and  \^ai 
called  Meligdte :  This  was  a  mart 
without  cbhfcience  bt  hbriour,  ftout 
and  bold,  but  violent  and  raih;  ac- 
tuftoni'd  from  his  youth  to  all  forrS 
bfCfinies,  and  bodlingjih  ihfatmbus 
a£tionS«    Having  fpent  hisEilacein 
debaUchefy^and  finding  hitnfelf  deep 
in  debt,  he  could  find  fto  other  way 
to  recruit  himfelf  then  by  renouncing 
his  Religion,  and  betraying  his  Goun- 
trey.    Scfore  he  went  to  the  Court 
H  of 
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Voi  Mahomtt^  hf  h^^  ip^p  €Xf^4y 
then  ^metrifiSy  obfecv  4  all  the  t pr- 
ji^atfo^f  cj{  ^hades^zn^  ha4  made 
^a  PJat-form  qf;  thgn2,..,with  an  loyen- 
Itory  pf  ,t J?e  ;  Aixilkty  ^^  aijd  all  the 
J4unitiGa&/oi  the  Ipjace.  By  that 
means  he  got  accefs  to\^^\][iia^M^ 
U^dleoUgm^  and  iofiauate  hiipfelf  in- 
jto  the  favour  of  MaJbomtt. , 
^  .Thefe  tvvp  ViMaines, .  who  were  oc- 
jgnainted  jtti  i?^(^^j,  ent^t'd  into  a 
ftridl  F«endfhip,  and  cpnfplted  toge- 
ther the  delhrudionof  the  order  of 
St,  ^<>fm\  of  Jei%ifaiem..  The  confi- 
dence ^^^'^ahomjii  repos'4  in  them, 
gave  th^m  .rtbe  bpidnefs  Co  declare 
then^felves.  However,  they  did  not 
doit  atfjtft  ;  they  dili^uts'd  hw  fe- 
verahioaes  with  the^Ifland  of 'i?i»^if  J, 
laying  beff>re  his  eyes  the  beauty  of 
-  the  Countrey,  the  temperature  of  the 
^ir^  and  th^ccmvenieney  of.theHax- 
bpr.  After  which  they  reprefented 
to  him  fomptimes  by  word  of  mouthy 
and  fpmetimes ;  by  the  inforcnatiqs^ 
which  they  had  given  of.  the  Gran- 
decs  of  the  Court,  that  the  Knights 
had  ufurp'd  fo  fair  an  Ifland  from  the 
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Mttpim^.  -that  enjoy/d»  «  tiefore » 
when  /«o«//^  ^^yeiarett. :»  French  man* 
and:  MailiW,  <3f  tjic  HofpitaJ  of  St. 
yafm  oijat^dftn  fejle4  him&lf  there^ 
that  iwjibipigrcOuW ,  be ;  more  prcpec 
'  for  vibe  CHtomao  Emperofs,  then  $  i 
pi«we  jtJbftt.migbtfaciUtafie.ihe  Con-

They  added 
alio  that  Rhodes  being  the  jpaflage  to 
Italy,  he  was  not  to  dcfpife  the  Fa- 
vours of  Fottune  that  ofier'd  hini. 
the  Conquefl:  of  JRme  as  well  as  «£ 
Conftantinpfle;  befides  thatjt  did  not . 
become  ^him  to  fufFer  a  Captain  of  a   . 
Troop  of  Vagabond  Knights^to  refufci 
to  do  him  that  homage  which  Kings      ' 
themfcltes  were  forc'd  to  ftodp  to.

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Now  as  Princes  have  their  cars  o-^ 
pen  CO  Councils  that  flatter  their  am^ 
bition,  Mahomit  eafity  harken*d  to 
the  inftigations  of  jD^metrius  and 
MtUgate.  However,  being  vfik,  and 
knowing  that  precipitate  riaihnefe  is 
the  ruin  of  many  great  undertakings, 
he  thought  it  cbnvenient;6  confult 
his  chief  Minifters  before  he  refohr'd 
lipon  any  thing:  Who  being  of  a 
contrary  Opinion  to  that  tof  the  Re- 
negado's,  did  all  they  could  to  di* 
vert  him  fron^  the  expedkion  agaiaft 
Rhodes.  They  reprcfdnttd  to  him, 
how  that  the  City  wa^  npwly  for- 
tify'd  ;  that  Souldiers  and  Ammuni- 
tion  were  brought  in  every  day; 
That  the  Grand  Mafler  was  an  ex- 
traordinary perfon,  top  courageous 
to  yield,  and  too  vigilant  to  be  fur- 
priz'd.  They  put  mahomet  in  mind, 
that  though  the  forces  of  the  Knights 
Were  not  comparable  to  his ,  yet  he 
could  never  uke  the  leafl  Caftlc  from 
them,  with  all  the  Armies  which  he 
had  fent  againft  them  ;  and  (hat  it 
behov'd  him  to  confidcr  the  future 
by  what  had  pais'd  ;  befides  that  tip*

on  the  Icafll:  Motion  which  he  fliould 
make  that  way,  all  Europe  and  /ijia 
would  take  Arms  in  favour  of  the 
Rhodfons.^  That  the  Grand  Mafter 
had  tenewM  an  alliance  with  the  Sol- 
dan  of  i^^^t ;  and  that  without 
any  great  difltculty,  he  would  be  a- 
ble'to  make  jthe  King  o(  Perjia  his 
friend.  ThJatt'the  Pope  fabour'd  to 
unite  the  princes  of  Ghriftendom  a- 
gBinR  ilxc  Ottoman  V^ttiipiTct  that  all 
thpfeEhemies^uhfeed  in  a  league  to- 
gether; would  not  fail  to  aflault 
him  in  feverai  places  together,  and 
make  fiicb  a  diverfibn  of  his  own 
Forces;  that  in  fome  place  or  other 
they  would  certainly  recover  to  his 
tofs.  They  added  moreover,  that 
there  were  other  Illands  to  take  he- 
hit  Rhodis.^  They  fliew'd  hinii  be-^ 
(ides,  that  the  Con^eft  of  Rhodes 
would  be  no  addition  to  his  renov?n; 
that  he  might  conquer  new  Bmpires, 
but  never  regain  loft  honour,  whicH 
he  hazarded  all  at  once  in  i  dange- 
rous expedition,  where  he  had  no- 
thing to  win,  but  where  he  had  fo 
much  to  iofe.  At  length  they  con-

Whatever  inclinations  Mahopfct 
might  have  t9  follow  the  cqunfeJ  o£ 
the  Rencgadp'$,.he  ftucktothe  ad- 
vice of  his  Minifters ;  and  it  may  be 
faid^  that  at  that  time  he  made  his 
ambition  giv€  way  to  his  prudence. 
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They  made  choice  ofVDemetrius  for

time  9  without  fo  much  as  mention 
ning  the  Tribute,  that  hexould  nor 
come  to  any  conclusion,  till  he  knew 
the  Popes  refolution,  and  how  the 
Chrifiian  Princes  ftood  afiecSed  to  it^ 
who  made  the  af&irs  of  Rhodes  their 
ownbufioefs. 

2)f j^f/rm  had  no  fbonerglven  an 
accompt  of  his  Negotiation,  but  the 
Princes  fent  him  back,  with  order 
not  to  fpeak  a  word  more  of  the  Tri-

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and  FormaMties,.  the  fixtccfl  who  Were 
dcdcd  for  the  Government  of  all 
things,  laid  new  Taiefe  upon  all  the 
Commanderies,  and  earnellly  de(ir*d 
the  Grand  Mailer  to  take  upon  him 
the  admittilhratioii  6f  the  Revenue. 
Though  he  had  other  weighty  bufi- 
nefs  enough  to  do,  and  that  this  a- 
lohe  was  fuMcietit  to  take  up  a  mani

But  that  the  Order  might  not  be 
in  want  of  Money,  when  therd  wa^ 
more  occafion  for  it  then  evei",  the 
Grand  Nif ai^er,  according  to  the  ^abib< 
lure  auihority  whidi  he  had  in  the 
management  9!  the  Treafury,,  efta- 
blilVd   the   Knight   ^UErlani  U$,

iTreafurera;  to  be  urgent  with  bafl!: 
Pa^mafl^rs^  and  to   puniih  them  i£ 
ther4  were  occafion ;  and  td  do  his, 
tttmoJ^  to  raife  what  large  fums  lie 
could.     i:^e^    difpatch*d    away    the 
Kni^C^iailf  Ibri  the  fame  caufe,  in- 
to thei Priories  of  France,  Aquitain^ 
an(J  >Chaf^§aign^  after  he  had  ho- 
noured  ^iin| ;,with   the    dignity   of 
knight    liofpitailer  of   the  Order^; 
which  he  liadi  tak  n  from  the  Knight 
de  Malaji^&^t  not  appearing  at  Hhodes 
accoi;dJng  to  the  time  prefixed  in  the 
Bulii    He  more  feverely  handrdalfo 
other  Knights,  who  being  oblig'id  to 
have  made  their  appearance  at  the 
Aflemblyi  had  contemn'd  his  Orders^ 
I  %  and 
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and  infttad  of  h'aftning  to  the  difeflcfe 
of  tht  Ifland,  ley ter'd  at  hcftic,  either 
plunged  in- the  pleafurds  of  an  ef^- 
xiiiAaie  life,  oi*  taken  up  with  the  af- 
fairs of  the  world.  For  after  he  haid 
^eclat'd  t|ieiri  difobedient  and  Re- 
bels, hetoQ^Hway  frOm  them  their 
habit,  and  ctltt  them  off  from  the 
b<5dy^f  the  Order.     , 

Now,  though  Mahomet  got  no  ad- 
vantage by  ali  his  devices,  however 
he  continued  his  undermining  pradi* 
cesj  imagining,  according  to  me  prin- 
ciples of  his  policy,  that  men  were 
fo  much  the.  more  to  afFcd:  credit 
and  reputation,  by  how  ipuch  the 
more  thofe  perfons,  with  whom  he 
treated,  had  a  diflrtift;  and  that 
there  are  fuch  moments  wherein  the 
wifeft^are  furpriz'd,  -when  a  man 
knows  how  to  maintain  a  cheat  long 
enough.  • 

Therefore  in  fbme  meafure  to  re* 
pair  the  fault  which  he  had  commit- 
.  ted,  in  making  dhoice  of  a  fufpeAed 
perfon,  he  fent  a  Turk  of  merit  to 
Rhodes  ;  and  to  take  off  all  fulpiti- 
ort,  he  refolv*d  to  appear,  and  own 

the 
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the  negotiation  himfelf.  The  Emr 
baflador  did  all  cKat  lay  in  his  power 
to  perfwade  the  Rhodians  to  beJieVe . 
that  the  Grand  Signior  fincerely  de- 
defir^d  aPeace^nd  he  declared  inTuU 
Council,  that  he  came  as  well  on  the 
Grand  Signior 's  behalf,  as  on  the 
part  of  2^i.zim,  to  conclude  it  in  the 
moll  amicable  manner  that;  might  be. 
He  delivered  himfelf  worthy  and  no- 
bly, and  far  frcJml  that  iflfolent  and 
dildiinful  air  with  which  the  Turks 
are  wont  to  treat  the  Chriftians,  with 
whom  they  negotiate ;  there  appeared 
neither  pride  nor  haiightintfs  in  his 
behaviour.  But  all  thife  iafiocaed  car- 
riage* whereby  the  Embaflador  of  the 
Ottoman  Court  pretended  to  difpel 
the  fufpitions  of  the  Grand  Mafter, 
did  but  augment  them.  He  con- 
)e(9:ur'd  that  fuch  an-  extraordinary 
fliew  of  fincerity  was  but  a  mask  of 
more  fine  and  fubtil  deception  ;  that 
there  was  no  more  credit  to  be  give*  , 
to  the  words  of  the  unkiidWii  petfph,' 
then  to  the  Gre^/& .  R^hegado :  For 
which  reafon  he  gave  the  fccond  Em- 
I  } '  baiTador  , 
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bafiador  no  other  anfvver  then  he  hd<J 
giv  n  the  former.  But  fcecaufe  that 
lie  who  intends  to  defend  himfelf 
from  a  conceard  enemy,is  iK>t  by  any 
means  to  make  his  difcov^y  pub- 
lick  ;  and  for  that  there  arc  certain 
decencies  to  beobferv'd  with  IJluftri- 
cuS  enemies,  how  perfidious  foever 
they  be ;  The  Grand  Mafter  woiiI4 

^  not  permit  the  Turkijh  Embafladc^r 
%o  have  the ,  leaft  glimpfe  of  his  in- 

.  tentipns,  but  fenc  a  Knight  along  With 
}iim,  to  let  A/^^oiWf?  undefftand  that 
|:he  Order  was  ready  to  make  Peace 
with  him  upon  the  ancient  conditi- 
ons, but  that  he  could  nut  fiibmit  to 
the  paynlent  of  any  diity.  Maho^met 
extremely  refented  a  xcfufal  fo  plain 
and  fo  haughty,  but  he  had  fo  much 
power  oyer  himfelf  as  to  difguife  iu 
And  therefore  inftead  of  rtianifcfting 
his  difpleafure  againil  the  Embafla- 
dot  of  Hhgdesi  he  ihbw'd  him  all  the 
iparks  of  hi^iavour ; .and  the  better 

'to  make  good  his  Politicks, he ad-

The  City  wa$ 
ibe/leg'd  thrfe  years  by  the  Tur%^w\ 
it  may/be  faid,  that  n^ver. place  wa5 
more  vigqrouifly  attacqu'd,  nqrinor^ 
gffleroujly  defended  The  Aflailants 
gaye  feye|;al  Qnfets  at  fpveral  times; 
and  if  w^^QWiy, believe  the  Writers  of  ^ 
that  time,  they  threw  fo  many  hi^ 
rows  and  Javdins  inlco  the  Cities, 
that  th«  bcffiegVl  had  enough  to  make 

I  4  up 
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up^  the  breaches  of  the  Walls,  and 
for  neceflary  firing  when  their  wood 
was  fpent.  And  that  which  was 
more  ftringe,  they  were  hothirig  dif- 
maid  by  the  cruelties  of  Mahemet^ 
vvho  caus'd  three  hiMidred  Prifoners 
to  be  cut  in  two  in  view  of  the  Town. 
The  onfy  want  of  Viduate  and  Sout- 
diers  conftraind  them  to  furrender. 
And  the  reducing  of  Jh^f^W  was  one 
of  the  Articles  of  Pea<»e  which  tbe 
Turks  made  with  the  Common*  w^th 
of  Venice. 

*  TheGrand Mafter* aftfer  that  miade 
lio  queftion  l>ut  that  all  the  fury  of 
the  Ottoman  power  would  fall  upon 
him.  Buf  becaufe  the  affair  of  i?)&ok/ipJ 
was  the  common  caufe  of  the  Church, 
and  that  without  the  affiftance  of 
the  Chriftian  Princes,  it  Was  not  po(^ 
fibk  to  hold  out  againd  xhtJBarhd* 
rians  arty  long  time,  he  difpatch'd 
awaiy  three  Knights  of  fiiicitla*  vi^^nh 
to  the  principal  Courts  of  ^/^^op/i 

And  becaufe  it  was  of  hi^  impor- 
tance ift  <34fe  of  a  Sidge,  that  fome  of 
the  Knights  iliould  continue  abroad 
f p  folicit  the  Succour  qf  th©  PSrinceSs 
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and  CO  manage  the  other  afTairs  of  the 
Order,  the  Grand  Matter  ordered  the 
Knight  Ttojszafco,  whoni  he  had 
eftawifli*dhi»  Lieutenant,  when  he 
fent  him  to  Sixtw  the  fourth,  and 
who  had  always  been  refident  in  the 
Court  of  Rome.  He  commanded  the 
Knight  Blancbefort ,  his  Nephew, 
whom  he  fent  to  Lewis  xht  eleventh 
to  ftay  in  France  with  the  Knights  dc 
Bridiers^  and  de  7)anvois^  whew  ac- 
compani'd  him  in  his  Embafly.  And 
haying  thus  fettl'd  his  affairs,  he  re- 
folv'd  to  put  himfclf  into  a  pofture 
to  receive  the  Barbariatts^  fully  be- 
lieving that  the  TurkJJb' Army  would 
fuddenly  appear  before  Rhodes.  Nor 
was  his  conjecture  falfe.  Mahomet 
put  ofFhis  Vizor ;  and  as  before  his 
ambition  gave  way  to  his  prudence; 
now  his  prudence  gave  way  to  his 
choler  and  defpight.  He  could  no 
longer  endure  that  a  fmall  Republick 
fliould  brave  him  in  the  very  bofoni 
of  his  Eftipire,  and  the  haughtinefs 
of  the  Knights  augmented  his  fo  far, 
as  to  make  him  fall  into  trahfpprts  of 
rage,  which  would  not  permit  him.  ta 

liftea 
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iidcn  to  the  reafoos  of  his  mkOf,  I4i* 
giflers.  He  belicv'd  none  bi;it  T)tme- 
t/ius  md  Mthgaki  tbofe  fwo  Rene- 
gado's  obtained  the  (ble  c)iipoia.l  of 
his  thoughts;  and  according  to  the 
cullom  of  interefted  Courtiers,  whp 
fatter  the  paffion  of  the  Priace  liQ  fa*- 
tisfy  their  ownj  they  to  veheifieatly 
}ncens'd  hitn  againittbe  Rhc^ians^ 
and  the  Order  of  St.  John^^  that  he 
jrefolv^d  to  lay  fiifge  to  Rhodes. . 

The  better  to  fix  and  fettle  (o 
important  an  enrerprize »  he<  held 
a  fecrfef  Council,  to  which  he 
caird  the  moft  expert  Engineers 
of  all  his  Armies;  but  the  perfoii 
he  moft  confided  in,  was  George 
IPrafam^  a  German^  who  was  pro- 
foundly skilled  in  the  art  of  War^ 
9nd  who  after  he  had  liv'd  fome  years 
i^  the  Ifland  of  Scio^  went  to  Con-^ 
jfantinople^  where  being  marri'd,  hej 
had  accefs  to  the  Grand  Signior,  who 
iov'd  men  of  Parts.  He  had  former- 
ly been  at  Rhodes,  a^nd  had  taken  aa 
exa<9t  plat-form  of  the  City.  Upon 
this  plat* form,  as  that  which  was  ad-*. 
]i^dg'd  the  moid  regular  of  all  the 
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reft:,  he  Wgan  to  lay  Ihs  coffitiT^mtes 
for  ithe  mttt;^^r«OTnt  <rf  die  fiegc*^ 
MdhofMt,  who  was  rcfdv'd  ndt  to 
go  in'  perfoni  wherber  fiwr  fear  of  ha- 
zarding his  Renown,  or  lel/c  not  ca- 
riBg^  IDO  honotrr  the  ^K^ights  by  fight- 
ing agai^fl  them  himfelC  d€cJar'<)  his 
Bafha,  Mtfach  ^akclogus^  General  of 
hi^Army.  This  was  his  principal 
Favdurit^i  '^^  ^^^  nioft  lUuil^rjoua 
Ba/ba  of  the  <whofe  Empre.  He 
was  a  GriViivof  jhc  Jmpcafkil  Houfe 
of  the  y/flifb/oj/,  born  a  Chriftiatt^^^ 
aad  bredop  iQChriflianilni.  Hefor* 
fook  his  Reli^dii  to' fa^  iiis  life  al^ 
the  taking'^  <7iwj?^^ 
theConqu^ror  put  to dmth all  tha^ 
fell  into  hisjhands  of  th^  family  or. 
Blood  of  rhte  Emperca  Kmftdntifit. 
Haf«ing  ab^ur'dMs  Imth/v  it  nO' 
hard  thii%  for'  him  to  Obtain  •  the 
higbcft  Comisiands  in  th^  Ottoman 
Court.  His;wit,  his  courage  and  de^? 
portmdnt;'were  sanfwcraWe  to  his 
birth  He  had  by  degrees  habituated 
himfdf  CO  ibe  cuftoms  of  the  TurAs; 
vet  not  ditdgether  forgetting  the  fa- 
iliions  of  tte  Greeks ;  fo  tl^at  in  him 
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the  kidenefs  of  the  cme,  and  thd  po- 
^fitenefsof  the  bther,feem*dto  be  both 
joyn^d  together/ When  he  had  gaia  d 
the  favour  of  the  Grand  Signior,  he 
ac;compaQi'd  him  in  all  his  military 
Expeditions  ,  and  always  Ihar'd  both 
in  his  defigns  and  Conqaefts.  So  that 
Jd^  time  he  acquired  great  experience 
in  War  4  and  it  was  the  general  opi- 
nydnoi^Turkey^iiYtSiX  next  to. Maho^ 
met^  there:  was  none  more  fit  to  un- 
dertake' the  Condiwa  >of  a  difficult 
enterprise  rfien  Bafti»  ^dUeologus.

Vzy-- 
ing  that  puniihment, which  his  Coun- 
try exa(3:ed  from  him  by  a  mQft  Ti^a- 
gicalend. 

•  In  the  mean  time  the  7?^^>f//Z^  Fleet 
pafsM  the  Streight  of  Gallipli,  -and 
the  Forces  that  came  by  Land,  feir* 
devour 'd  in  Lycia^  as  they  were  ap- 
lieinted.  There  the  report  ran  that 
Mahqinet  was  cfuddenly  dead^  and 
that  the  Swldiers  which  marched 
from  all  parts,  Were  only  to  prevent 
fyj^h  Commotions  and  Infurie<9:ions 
a^s  are  ^oxk^  to  liappen  lip^  the  death 
of  the  Emperor:  A  Greek-^^y,  who 
was  diiccivef 'd  at  Rhodesyttk^  'the 
'Prifoners  that  were  tiken  and  lent 
t^fther  by;  tlie  ^'  Knights  df  the  Fort 
dfFano^  confefs*d  all  jthey' knew.  Bj 
other  means  alfo  the  Grand  Maimer 
underftood  that  the  Enel^ies  Fleet 
drew  nearer  and  nearer  ,aftd  being 
one  that  was  iK:cuftom*d  to  falfe  re- 
ports, he  believed  nothing  lefs  then 
the  death  of  Mahomet ;  and  as  for 

that 
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that  of  Meligale^  he  lobk'd  upon 
it  as  an  example  of  Divipe  Jufticci 
and  a  pledg  of  Vidory.

He  ordered 
that  the  Inhabitants  Nvho  had  Gar- 
dens and  Houfes  about  the  Cityi 
Ihould  tut  down  all  the  Trees  that 
did  not  bear  Fruit,  and  that  they 
ihoutd  bring  into  Rhodes  as  much  bi 
the  W6od  as  they  could.  He  com- 
manded them  alio  to  cut  down  all 
the  Barley  and  Oat?  that  were  grown 
up,  that  the  Enemy  might  want  for- 
rage  for  their  Horfe$,  and  alfo  all  the 
Wheat,  and  to  fpoil  the  Grafs  and 
green  Plants.  After  whick  having 
chofen  for  Captains  of  the  Succeflbrs^ 
the  Hofpitallerj  the  Admiral,  the 
Ghafieellour  and  Treafuret  of  the 
Ordfer  i  ht  ga^te  inftriidions  to  the 
K  Knight* 
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Knights  of  the  feyer^f^t-aogugge? 
what  they  fliould  fqverally  ai^:,  ex-

In  the  mean  while  the  Sentinel  that 
flood  upon  the  top  of  St.  Stevtni 
Mount,  gave  a  Signal ,  to  advertize 
that  the  Enemies  Fleet  appeared.  The 
Grand  ^Mallet  hafted  to  the  Moun- 
tain to  fatisfy  his  own  eyes,  carrying 
along* witlTBTm  nien  expert  iii  Sea 
affairs,  who  were  all  of  one  opinion^ 
by  the  courfe  which  the  Fleet  lleer'd, 
that  they  were  bound  to  join  W:|th 
th'^BaJha^  who  ftay'd  for  them  irt 
the  Port  ofFefco  ;  there  to  embarqud 
all  his  Forces^  Nor  were  they  de- 
¥^^  "'for  the  Souldiers  being  6m- 
barqirdiR'ith  all  fpeedj  the  Ottoman 
Fleet  composed  of  a  hundred  and 
fixty  Sail,  fteer'd  diredly  along  thd 
Y^  1  Coill 
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.  Coaftof  Lycia,  with  a  fair  Gale  :  at 
length  it  appear'd  before  Rhodes  a- 
/^8o     gain  the  x  %4oi  May  in  tbe.year  1 4S0. 
Then  to  fee  the  excellOTt  order  of  the 
Barbarians^  to  hear  the  joyful  fhouts 
)      of  the  Barbarians^  the  fdund  of  the 
Fifes,  the  noife  of  the  Trumpets  ; 
itfeem'd,  as  if  they  had  been  Trium- 
phant ViAorers  making  their  entry 
'  into  a  conquered  City. 
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TH  E  Cky  of  Rhodes  fo  fa- 
mous in  Antiquity  for  Aft 
and  Science,therechedih*d, 
and  for  the  birth  of  fo  ma- 
ny famous  men,  is  feated  by  the  Sea- 
fide  upon  the  defcent  of  a  little  Hill, 
which  rifes  infenfibly,  in  a  pleafant 
plain,  in  the  North  pait  of  the  Ifland, 
that  bears  its  name.  It  is  crown*4 
K  ;  with 
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with  feveral  little  Hillocks  full  of 
clear  Springs ;  and  which  in  the  time 
of  thertir^  \^h(3e  ilory  I- 

writef  NVeje'^lri^^adtd  Vitll  Grange, 
Porncgranatc  Trees,  and  others  of 
the  faijie  namre.  It  was  then  well 
built,  impjuf'd  with  a.  double  Wall, 
fofttij^U  vWtii  feveral  Towers,  that 
were  encompafs'd  every  one  with  a 
kind  pf  Rayelin  or  Baltioiv  A  great 
Rampart  fuftaind  thefe  Walls  with- 
in/ and'  ar  Ia«e  and  deep  Mpat  en- 
viron'd'i!hem!\J^ithour.  JBut  toward 
the  South,  and  on  that  fide  where 
the  Jews  inhabited  in  the  low  Town, 
the  Towers-  were  fomething  more 
di&^nt%6k&irtk\  anoi^  r  fe*  which 
reafpn  that  fide  was  fo  nauch  the 
weaker. 

.The  Quarter  where  the  Knights 
Uv'd^  which^wascaird  th^;  Manfions, 
of  the  Languages,  which  was  a  kind 
of  City  by  k  i^^t^  was  the  flrongetj 
iiot  only  ipt  its  fcituation^  but  alfo 
fot  the  fcituation  whith  art  had  a.d- 
^edtoit.  For  befides  that  the  Sea 
wafh'd  it  upon  the  Nojrth  and  Eaft, 
^  was, defended  by  two  Bulwarks. j 
»     w  '  ^       nine 
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nine  Towers,  and  by  a  particular  For- 
tifkatioti  that  extended  it  felf  to  the 
Sea.  A  very  thick  Wall,  and  ilatnk'd 
with  good  Towers,  fcpatated  it  from 
the  low  Town,  which  the  people  and 
inhabitants:  poilefs'd.  The  Palace  of 
the  Grand  Ma.ft<?i:  that  run  along  the 
Manfions  of  the  Knijghc  upon  the 
Weft  fide^  was  better  fortify 'd  then 
the  reft,  having  three  or  four  diftin(3; 
cnclofures/; 

The  Pok  that  was  the  chief  de* 
fence  of  the  whole  City,  look'd  to- 
ward the  Eaft,  and  fomewhat  toward 
the  North.  It  was  made  by  two 
Moles,that  ftretching  thcmfeIves.from 
the  Walls  of  the  City,  and  almoft 
meeting  one  another,  left  no  more 
room  but  for  one  Gaily  at  a  time  to 
enter.  The  entry  was  guarded  by 
two  ftrong  Towers,  featcd  upon  two 
Rocks ,  upon  which  formerly  ftood 
the  falnous  Coloflus  of  Brafs,  which 
was  accounted  one  of  the  feven  won- 
ders of  the  World.         ' 

Two  little  Bofomes  of  Sea  did  as

If  we  may  believe  the  old  Arabic  A 
Chronicles,  intermixt  with  many  fa- 
bles, this  Fort  was  anciently  buiJt  by 
an  Arabian  W\XiK^t  ^  calKd  by  th^ 
name  oi  Muhavias,  a  great  Souldier,. 
and  Son  of  Abi  Safian.  This  Prince, 
from  Governor  of  Egyp  and  Syria^ 

.  comirtg  to  be  Cale^h  nine  and  thirty 
years  after  Mahomtt^  was  no  fooner 
feared  upon  the  Arabian  Throne, 
but  he  refolv'd  to  conquer  all  the 
Rom.tn  Empire  ;  arid  his  $rfl  defign 
was  to  atta^ue  Ctmfiantinofle  by  Scai 
and  Land.  But  he  was  advis'd  to 
go  firfl  to  Rhodes  J  which  the  exploits 
of  the  Romans  made  every  day  more 
famous  then  other,  among  all  the 

'  Kations  of  the  World.  For  the  bring- 
ing of  which  enterprize  to  pafsj,  ha- 
ving befieg'd  the  Ciry,  he  built  a 
Tower  jiift  by  the  Port,  upon  the 
Rocks  that  ran  very  far  into  the  Sea. 
And  thofe  fabulous  Stories  relate  that 
^  '  he 
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he  built  this  Tower  fo  high,  that  the 
top  of  it  .touch 'd  the  Heavens,  and 
thfe  foundations  reach 'd  to  the  cen- 
ter of  the  Ear4:h. 

The  truth  is,  that  after  the  Vene^ 
^/df^j  had  rais'd  ihc  ficge  of  RkoJes^  /A  6  A 
in  the  year  1464,  the  Grand  Matter, 
Zdcofta,  confidering  of  what  great 
advantage  a  Fort  built  upon  thofc 
Rocks  would  be  for  the  defence  of 
the  City,  began  that  very  year  to 
build  the  Tower  of  St.  Nicholas^  and 
that  ^hilip^  Duke  oi  Burgundy^  gave 
twelve  thoufand  Crowns  in  Gold  to 
finifliit;  whiph  engaged  theKnidits 
to  fet  the  Arms  of  the  Duke  of  Sun^ 
gundy,  and  the  Provinces  under  his 
iubjedion,  upon  the  Tower. 

This  was  the  condition  of  the  Ci* 
ty  of  Rhodes^  when  it  was  befieg'd 
by  the  Army  of  Mahomet.  The 
Fleet  came  to  an  Anchor  juft  againft 
St-  Steven's  Mount ;  and  mauger  all 
that  the  Knights  could  do  to  hinder 
their  landing,  the  Turks  got  footing,  / 
and  lodg'd  themfelyes  immediately 
upon  the  Mount,  and  in  the  neigh- 
bouring plains :    At  the  fame  time 

they 
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jhey  brought  a-iliore  all  their  Artil-- 
lery  alfo,  and  their  Engines  of  War, 
The  Bafhci  had  in  his  Army,  which 
confiftcd  at  leaft  of  a  hunder*d  thou- 
fand  men,  all  the  beft  Squadrons  of 
jlnatoUa],  the  choice  of  the  S^ahi\ 
k^  V  and  Jani^arks^  above  four  tboufand 
Voluntiers,  feveral  Beys  of  Roma- 
ma  *arid  other  Governments  ;  and 
laflly,  feveral  Companies  composed 
of  the  Veteran  Bands  that  had  fol- 
lowed Mahomet  in  all  his  military 
Expeditions. 

No  fooner  were  they  cncamp'd,bu£ 
^  a  Troop  of  Voluntieis  came  briskly 
up  to  the  walls  of  the  City,  to  brave 
the  Rhpdmns ;  whether  the  firft  heat 
with  which  they  landed  were  not  yet 
allaid,  or  whether  they  thought  that 
fome  bold  and  irregular  aditiion  could 
do  no  harm  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Siege.  But  their  precipitation  coft 
them  dear  ;;for  a  party  ot  the  Knights 
Tallying  out  upon  them,  charged  thca5i^ 
fo  vigoroufly,  that  after  they  had 
flain  a  great  number  of  them,  they 
put  the  reft  to  flight.  The  Knights 
were  HP  fooner  re-cnter'd,  but>the 

Barba- 
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'  Bar h Avians  returned  in  better  order, 
and  far  more  numerous,  to  obferve 
thecrondition.of  the  Town.  TheRe- 
negado,  T)emetrius^  was  in  the  head 
of  them  ;  in  x^hom  die  Bajha  moft 
confided,  fince  the  death  of  Meligak. 
Thereupon  the  Knights  made  a  fe- 
cbnd  fally,  commanded  by  Antony 
^''^uiujjhn,  Vicount  of  Monteii^  the 
Grand  Mafter's  Brother. 

He  arriv'd  at  Rhodes  but  fomc 
days  before,  with  an  Equipage  and  a 
Train  anfwerable  to  his  Quality. 
He  came  to  Rhodes  not  only  with 
an  intention  to  go  to  Jerufalem,  and 
to  vifit  tije  holy  Sepulcher,  according 
to  the  cuftom  of  thofe  times ;  but 
alfp  to  affift  the  Grand  Matter,  his 
Brother,  and  to  ferve  the  Church, 
finding  himfdf  in  a  Siege  with  which 
the  Knights  were  menaced  every  mo- 
liient.  He  was  a  perfon  of  great  lio- 
nourand  Generwity,  very  skilful  in^ 
the  art  of  War,  and  one  that  pro-" 
foundly  underftood  the  world.  He. 
Was  made  Captain  General  of  the 
Rhodiansufosihis  arrival,  the  Head? 

/  ai  the  Couttca,  whpk^iew  his  worth, 

making 
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making  choice  of  him  with  one  con- 
fcnt.  He  had  brought  along  with 
him  feveral  Gentlemen  of  marcbe^ 
that  were  his  Tenants,  or  elfe  his 
Friends ;  not  to  fpeak  6i  other  Soul- 
diers  that  accompani'dhim,  of  which 
the  chief  were  Lewis  of  Chaon^  of 
one  of  the  mofl  noble  ^oufcs  of  An- 
jou^  William  Gomare  oV  Xaintonge^ 
Alattbew  Brangelier  of  Terigord^ 
Cttudian  ColomB^  of  Bourdeaux , 
Charles  It  Roy  of  T>ij(m^  and  Lewis 
Sanguin  of  Taris. 

The  Vicount  of  Monteil  (laid  not 
till  the  enemy  came  up  to  him,  but 
marched  tQ  them  with  his  Sword  in 
his  hand,and  charg'd  them  vigoroufly 
wi rh  h is  Troop.  The  Turks  fuftain *d 
the  firft  charge  without  ilirring,  and 
Tiemetrius  encoiu-ag'd  them  fo  by 
his  words,and  his  example,  that  they 
at  length  made  the  Chriftians  give 
ground.  They  had  perhaps  put  them 
ro  diforder,  if  the  Vicount  of  M>»- 
tel  had  not  impetuoufly  fpurr'd  his 
Horfe  upon  the  chief  oi  the  Barhi» 
rians,  who  fcem 'd  to  him  to  be  the 
fnoll  rcfoiv'd  and  couragious.  The 

Knights 
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Kttights  followed  the  Vicoiint«  and 
behav'd  themfelves  fo  valiantly,  that 
the  enemies  were  prefcntly  tm  to 
pieces,  mauger  all  the  refiftancc  they 
made.  Demetrius  defended  himfelf 
with  all  the  courage  that  honour  and 
fury  could  infpire  into  him.  But  h^ 
Horfe  being  kill'd  under  him,  he  was 
himfelf  thrown  to  the  ground,  and 
tramprd  over  by  the  Horfes.  Info- 
much,  that  he  whQ  had  abjur'd  the 
Faith,  and  confpir'd  the  dellrudiion 
of  Rhodes^  advanced  the  4efign  of 
the  Infidels  no  more  than  his  friend 
Meligalus;  over  whom  he  had  on- 
ly .  this  advantage,  to  dye  with  his 
Arms  in  his  hands,  and  fignalizing 
his  valour  ;  a  death  too  noble  for  a 
:Renegado  and  a  Tray  tor./  - 

The  RbadiMt  in  this  encounter 
only  loft  theKnightViP  Afif^(3?f,  of'thc 
Auvernian  Language;  ahd'oiie  of  the 
braveft  perfons  of  the  Order.  He 
was  encompad  by  a  Body  of  Sfafni. 
being  in  the  piimit  of  fome  that  jan 
away,  and  run  through  in  a  thoufand 
places,  while  he  was  difatming  Ue- 
meirius.  The  Turks  pu;  his  head  Vk^ 
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on  the  end  of  a  Lance,  and  to  com- 
fort thamfdves  for  their  misfortune^ 
carried  it!  into  their  Camp  with  mod 
hideous  yillings,  and.  ihouts  of  »dc- 
rifion.   The  body  wasjrecover'd  out 
-of  their  hands  by  Knights,  and  the 
Grand  Mailer  caused  hini  to  been-^ 
terr'd  with  all  the  poiiip  and  honouif 
that  fo  renowu'd  an  axftion  deferv^di 
Xhefe:£rft   attedipts  not  having 
fuccceded   with%  the   Jnfidels ,  the 
.  2)«/rA-Engineeradvis'd>the  battering 
oi  St.  Nicholas  Tower,  believing,  that 
if  theydould  mafter  that,  the  City 
would  foon  fnrrender;  Qr:atleafi;tbat 
they  fliould. thereby  hdndcr  anyiVcl^ 
fel  from  getting .  into  the:  Port.    The 
cMqfha^heiit^^d  the  Engineer,  and  ihe 
75/r>^x  carried  three  t^nat  piecea>jb£

nian  lodgings.  Now^  in  regard  tba 
noiie  of  the  Cannon,  that  never  lay 
ftill  all  day  long,  alarm'd  the  inbabi* 
taots,  he  walk  a  his«rounds  about  the 
City,  aifcompani'd  by  the  principal 
Kivghts,  confirming  the  courage  of 
the.  people  by  his  prefence.  He  alfp 
vifited  all  i;he  Pofts  the  ftme  nighty 
encouraging  the  Souldiers,  and  ex: 
horting  them  to  fight  couragioujQy 
for  the  Faith.      • 

No  fopner  tlie  d4y  begajo  to  peep^ 
but  the  Gtnman,  Engineer  appeared 
upon  the  brink  ^of  the  City '-Moat  ,s 
humbly  defiring  the  Quardfi  to  open 
the  Gates  ^  him  \  bufi  the  Souldi- 
ers  had  certainly  ihot  htm;  had  not 
Ibme  of  tte  \morG  prudent  Knighra 
prevetited  dlieiff,  Thereupon,  by  the 
command-off  the  Grand  M^^^^  he 
was  fet  in,  andconduded  to  the  Ca- 
(lie*  He  wafr^  perfqn  QjT  ,a  veiy  good 
prefencc,  and  t^ll  in  lUf ure ;  he  h^ 
a  crafty  :\M)ii,i:  ^uite  copiir^rv  to  the 
charader,of^JM$^Natioti;  % 
aii4  on&t^ftf  knew  hdt^.toufe  hia 
tongue.  .  He  was  known  dr  Rhoties^ 

and 
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and  wa$  accompt^d  One  of  the  mod: 
skilfttl  Artifts  of  his  time.  Bcitig  ei- 
amtfi'd  whatrfeafon  had  brought  him 
thither,  heanfwcrM,  that  he  came  to 
dtfeiid  Rhodes.  That  he  fcould  no 
longer  endure  the  reproaches  of  his 
own  confciente,  for  having  bmploy'd 
his  art  againft  the  faithful ;  that  pre- 
ferring his  Salvation  b^foire  hi^  For- 
tune, he  did  abfoliitdy  renounce  the 
advancement  which  he  iriight  exped 
among  the  Turks  ;  thap  he  fhoiild  bef 
happy  to  dye  in  the  defence  of  the 
faith.  That  he  dcfir'd  nothing  elfe 
of  Grod  ;  but  that  he  durfl:  not  hope 
for  a  favour,  of  which  he  was  fo  un- 
worthy. The  Grand  Matter  Com- 
mended his  2ea],  without  mahifeflirig 
the  leaft  miftruft  j  and  having  ex- 
horted him  to  periift  iri  his  good  re* 
folutions,  he  examined  hiita  concern* 
ing  the  Army  of  the  Twks. 

The  German,  the  more  bold,  be^ 
taufe  he  thoughjt  himielf  unfufped:- 
^d,  fpoke  With  ati  air  and  a  counte- 
aance  that  fliew'd  tfothiftg  uf  ai  Tray^ 
tor,  that  th^TurkiJb  Army  was  above 
ft  bunder'4  tbeufand  fbea  efre<9:iYe; 
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beHdeS  the  Forces  that  were  coming 
to  joyn  with  them  ;  th;?t  the  Turks^ 
befides  their  ordinaty  Canoon,  had 
fome  prodigious  pieces,  above  eigh- 
teen foot  long,  that  carried  builers  of 
three  foot  in  diameter.  That  they 
were  refolvM  to  pcrifti  ali^  rathct 
then  think  of  raifing  the  Siege,  which 
Was  the  only  thing  that  gritv'd  him, 
He  fpake  with  fo  much  eonfidencr^ 
that  many  believ'd  what  he  faid,  to 
be  real.  The  Grand  Mafter,  that  he 
might  venture  nothing,  yet  make  ufe 
of  the  opportunity  which  Fortune 
had  put  into  his  hands,  ^  thought  he 
might  make  ufe  of  the  Eftgineer^ 
though  be  were  refolv'd  not  to  truft 
him.  To  that  purpofe  he  command* 
ed  the  KtiightSj  who  had  the  charge 
of  the  Artillery,  to  confult  him  in 
every  thing,  and  nbt  to  raife  any 
battery  without  him.  And  to  pre^ 
Vent  his  return  to  the  Turks  Gamp, 
or  from  keeping  any  correfpondcnce 
With  tham ,  he  ordered  fix  of  the 
ftoutefl  Souldiers  in  the  Gity  always 
to  attend  him,  to  whom  he  gave  prr- 
1rateittftrti(£i:ioni  to  keep  him  always 
L  in 
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in  fight,  and  never  to  leave  him  alone 

aH  at  a  time. 

Though  the  Grand  Mallec  had  fent 
to  Rome  the  Knight  Cardona^  when 
the  InfideJs  iirft  appeared  before  the 
Ifle ;  however  he  Faird  not  to  fend  a- 
gain,  fo  foon  as  they  were  landed^ 
He  fent  alfo  to  the^  King  of  France 
and  to  the  other  Chriftiao  Princes. 
But  becaufe  thcLettw  which  he  had 
j(ent  to  the  abfent  Priors,  had  not 
taken  that  fall  effed:  which  be  de- 
fir'd ;  he  difpatch'd  away  another, 
wherein,  after  he  had  given  an  ac- 
count of  the  beginning  of  the  Siege 
to  I  he  Knights  that  were  not  yet  re- 
turned ;  he  declared  to  them  alfo  that 
having  put  all  his  trull  inGod,he  fearld 
neither  the  force  nor  cunning  of  the 
Bar&ariam ;  yet  that  he  liop'd  that  i 
perfons  of  their  worth  and  renown, 
would  not  fail.ito  come  tp  the  relief 
of  the  Order  at  fuch  a  time  of  ne- 
cefiity  as  this.  He  added  alfo,  that 
notwithi^andipg  the  Siege,  the  Port 
fhould  be  always  open  to  tbeVeflrds 
of  the  ChriftianS.

%«x  having  well  confidcr'id  the  fitua- 
tioq  and  tj^c  outfidc  of;  the  TowPi      • 
and  belDgrof  Opinion  with  the  En- 
gineer^  thja^t  all  wo^Id  folJow  the 
Tower  pi  St,  J^cholas^  he  caus'd  his 
biggefl   Pi€^$$.  :to  be  planted  where    ,. 
they  had  rjsii^'d  the  Arlt  ^attfery ;  and 
in  aiixiall  t^m^  t^y  made  above  three 
hundered  S^^tt    The    Tower  wgs 
ihaken  to  t||i&  Vj^ty  Founjd^fjonS,  and 
batter 'd  inip^eral  places.    The  great 
WalJ  upon^e  W^t  jGde  fell  almoll  ail 
down,  4(k4  ff^iitRgf  made  a  moil  dread* 
ful  noife  ;  fq  that  the  noife  and  ihouts 
of  jpy  im>t%iAi^  Barbarians^  caused 
a  terrible  £p^|[;i0.jthe  City;  but  they 
were  foon  efjCioyrag'd  by  fhe  Exhor- 
tations of  Jinp^ny.  Fradin^  of  the 
Or4er  pf  St.  Francis^  a  man  eloquent 
apd  Apofl^liciKt  who  run  up  and  down  , 
witl):a.Crucifix  iti  his  hand  perfor* 
mit^  tbeiame  gpod  Offices  ziHhodes^^ 
which  Ji^  Qtpjiraff  did  at  BeU 

Tbc  Tower,  cQ\iJd  not  Hand,  cpnfir 

deting  i^e  cpndili$>n  to  which  the  Ca- 

iiott.hd^  i::ed«c*4:it,  and  yet  th^fe 

Li  wa« 
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was  a  heceffity  of  prefcrvirig  it,  or 
hazarding  the  lofs  of  aHi-  Hiefeupon 
the  Grand  Waller  fcfbly'd  tp'choolc 
the  Floxyer  df  the  Khljgh^^ahd  Souldi*- 
*rs  to  reitiforte  the^  Qafr3foa  Ahd 
having  reprefehted W  th^m  of  what 
importance  it  waSvnot  to  abandon  that 
polt,  he  fent  theni  di'kher*  ttiider  the 
command  of  Fhbrfiius  Caretta  ^n 
Italian^  conjurmg  theiit't6  renienri- 
ber  that  they  had  in  their  hands  the 
Deftiny  of  Rhodts:^  He  alio  went 
thither  in  a  Barque  himfeJf,.  to  fee 
what  work  the  Cannons  had  made, 
and  finding  that  the;  ruines  of  the 
Wall  had  made  a  kind  of  Baflion 
round  about  the  remaining  part,  fo 
that  their  Batteries  coufd  do  ik>  niore 
harm,  he  made  anencioTureof  great 
Beams  mortais'd  one  within  another, 
and  naifd  together,  to  flrengthen  the 
compafs  of  theWall  &  theDti^b  it  felf, 
which  was  hollow'd  out  of  the  Rock : 
and  feeing  that  fome  parr  of  the  Wia*}! 
was  fallen  within  the  Fort,  he  caused 
the  Ruins  to  be  carry ^d  away  for  the 
conveniency  of  the  Ciarf ifon.  T^hen 
teciufe  the  little  Gelph  diatwafli'd 

the 
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the  Weft /?cfe  of  iheJMole  was  fome- 
iimts  fo  iow  thatit  might  be  waclcd, 
he  fef  ill  lifaftds  at  work  to  prevent 
the  Infidels  frotn  rnaking  their  ap- 
proaches that  way.  To  that  end  they 
laid  Planks  at  €he  bottom  of  the  Wa- 
ter  all  ftutk  ^y1«h  kpii  Spiks ;  and 
then  there  wad  a  good  ftrbng  Guard 
placd  upon'ftei^ut  Walton  that  fide 
of  the^Ctty;  ih 'the  IVenches  alfo 
\^f'ii}[mV/'((:j^diton<^  and 

Sp^pijfj  Kxk^^i'Xo  reliete  the  Ga- 
rifoh  fn  the  Tdwer,  upon  occafion. 

The  GratiA  Mafter  fpent  all  the 
night  a  Horft  back,  arid  in  Arrns^ 
ftitring  continually  to  keep  his  men 
m  Breath.  Thei  Knights  and  Souldicrs 
kept  theit  Pdfts  all  night,  without 
ftirring,  bUt  ftill  upon  the  watch^ 
and  ready  to  fight  the  Enemy;  The 
Grand  Malfcr  wis  alfd  very  careful 
to  plane  feverd  pieces  of  Canon  all 
along  the  Walls  G*  the  City  that  look- 
ked  towaiJd  the  Mole  of  the  Tower, 
to  fink  the  7i^)&/^  Gatties  thatifaould 
ride  there  to  favour  the  ifl&ult.  He 
alfo  provided  fdveral  fire  Ships  to 
born  the  Enemies  Gallics  whil^  tfiey 
L  3  made 
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made  the  atracque,  And  in  regard 
all  was  to  bc^Jiazardcd.  to  fave  a  ppfl, 
upon  .which  depended  fhe  fafety  of 
the  City,  he  jpiit  hifiifelf  into  the 
I'ower,  together  withlii$,Prodbe|  the 
Vifcount  of  Montesley-r  .,  . 
,  All  theie  Cautipaswere  but  little 
enough  j  for  day  nQfepoerappeafd^ 
but  the  Turkijh  GaUi^iw^igh'd  from 
before  Mount  St  Sufpeps^  and  fteer'd 
diredly  to  the  Tower  Awith  a  fr^fli 
gale,  with  a  loud  flpife  of  Ttumpets 
andDrums.  Np  fppnef  were  they 
come  near  the  Rocks  .of  the  Fort, 
but  the  iJ^^-^^r/^^^x-Jeapta  (hoar,  ^nd 
while  the  Galliesplfty'd  from  the.  Sea, 
they  ran  to  the  a|iaigfe,^jtti  a  fur)^that 
look'd  more  like  de^er^tciiefs,  then 
courage*^  At  the  :  lame  tfme,  t-hey 
within  difeharg'd  all  their '  Cannon 
from  the  W^lls  upon  t;he  Qalleys,  arnd 
the  Musfeteers  from  'the  Mole  gave 
the  Infidebfofmart  a¥0ll^yithat  riiey 
iill'dmoft-of  them  upon  the  place; 
the  reft  more  furious  for  jtie  ilaughter 
of  the  others,  and  reinforced  with 
fr«fli  fupplies,  in  fpight  of  all  the 
ihot  from  the  City,  tell  boldly  to 
V  '  the 
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the  Scalado.  They  thac  defended  the 
Towcr^  encouraged  :  by  the  prefenqe 
of  the  Grand  Mafter,  jand  the  necef-. 
iity  of  Vanguilhingor'perifeing,  fu.- 
llaiij'd  the  aflaulc  with  a.  refolutioc^ 
that  aftomfli'd  the  Aflailants.    Ne- 
ver wa$  there  perhaps  an  attfeicquc; 
more  obftinate,  hor  a  niore  ftout  qe-, 
fence.    The  ?^^'^J' that  foUghtal  moil;' 
in  tke  w^  turtabrd  ^vfery  loot  froni 
the  top  of  the  Recks  eiilier  dead  or 
wounaed,  but  their,  rooms  .were  fOort 
fill  'd  up ;  {o  that  it  feemVl:  as  if;  they?    . 
had  been  ftili  the  fame  pieqpl^,  ^  tfea;t> 
their  bl9)»*$  tooM  lio  effe^.  .^lexisoi,       ' 
Tarfusi  <we  of  the  moft  valiant  of  th«r 
Turks,  was  careful  to  fupply  the  $f\ 
iauk  with  frefli  men.  'He  comman- 
ded that  day  in  the  place  of  the  £(ifj 
/ha,,^ho  was  dctaitt'd  iicjk  in  th^ 
Camp  ;  ijsd  his  uodatintednefs  giay^^ 
fo  much  .couraige  ro  the  Turks :i  th«^ 
they  fought  all  wounded  and  bloody 
as  they  had  been  favage-beafts,  en'*^ 
rig'd  at  ihe  fight  of  their  blood,  and 
no  way   concern' d  at   the  fear  of 
death.  . 
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The  Butcheries  of  i)\t  Barbarians 
lather  rcdoubl^cf  then  abated*  the  cour 
rage  of  the  Knights; 'Who  fbught 
Hke  men  that  h^d  nothing  to  be  good 
ku«bands  of,  but  rather  fought  to 
Kill,  then  to  defend  themfelves*  The 
Grand^Mafter,  who  performed  all  the 
offices  of  a  good  Captain,  and  a  pri- 
vate Souldier,  had  his  head-piece 
ftruck'n  from  his  headwith  a  kone. 
But  in  regard  he  was  neither  woua- 
dfed  rior  ftunn'd  with  the  blow,  he 
lodk  a  Harinfteadof  a^  Helmet,  and 
^tttinu'd  ip  theheat  of  theiight  with 
hi^  wdnt^  tranquility 5  however,  he 
Was  hit  by  feye*al  Arrows  that  pij^rc'd 
his  Armour  Jn  fevefal  places. 

'Thefe  accidents  cau&'d  the  Knights 
to  be  very  folicitous  for  their  Cap - 
ftfiifi.  And  th6  Commander,  Carretta^ 
feeing  many  people  fall  about  the 
Cftand  Mafter,  befcaight  him  earneft- 
ly  to  retire.  To  whom  "the  Graad 
Mailer  fitiiling,reply'd,  Touhavemore 
to  hope  for ^  thin  I  to  fear.' Tou  wiU 
ene  day  reap  the  fruit  ofptypains^ 
added  he,  by  a  kind  of  Prophetical 
iSpiritj  as  it  were  foretelling  the  Com:

/The  vp^tidn  oij^JBqJha  for  rhe 
ifijfuqcefs  CriF  his  fifft  eiUcrprjZc,  jdid 
i^pt  r^Ke  frpm  hmi  the  hope  Of  .fuc- 
oej^ding  in  a  feflond;  He  was^  per- 
fwaded,  that  bjt  atti^quit^  the  .Ci- 
ty in  the  weakeft,  pare,  he  fliould 
eafily  repair  the  iois  which  ht  hzd 
iui)ain'd>  To  which  pur^e  he  caused 
eight  great  pieces  of  Cannon  to  be 
plafitcd  aggmft  the  Jtws  WalKand 
threw  up  I'everal  Breft-\vbrks  for  the 
fecuriry  of  the  Infidels.

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certain  pkces  qi  CannoA  upon  the 
point  pt  land  that  enclosed  one  of 
fhc  little  Golphs ;  raifing  that  bat- 
tery to  deftroy  the  Mills  i:ha£  were 
built  ail  along  the  Mole,  and  thun"- 
der  (down  the  Tower  of  the  Port  di«- 
redly  oppofitc  to  tbac.  point  of 
land. 

The  Grand  Mailer  ilept  not  at  dlli 
He  knew  that  the  Jews  Wall  could 
pot  long  refill  the  Turis  Cannons; 
how  thiclc  or  flrongfoeVec  it  were; 
and  that  the  only  way  to  fave  the 
place,  was  to  entrench  himielf  behind 
the  Wall.  For  which  reafon  he  caused 
feveral  houfes  to  be  puU'd  down,  and 
a  deep  Nf  oat  to  be  made,  laige  enough 
to  put  a  flop  to  the  Infidels,  in  cafe 
they  fhould  come  to  aflault  the  Brea^' 
ches  they  ifaould  make.  Healfo  built 
up  behind  the  Moat  a  thick  brick- wall 
with  a  good  Terrafs  of  Earth  to  fufr 
tain  it.  They  labout'd  ni^t  and  day 
to  perfecS:  tbcffe  !  works  f  and  db^ 
Grand  Majfter  himfelf  at  the  head  of 
the  Labourers, was  as  ai3:ive  a^any  of 
the  rtfl,  to  carry  Stones  and  Lime 
to  advance  the  ^ork  by  his  prcfence. 
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Rich  and  Poor,  Men,  Women,  Maids 
and  lleligious  people,  forgetting  cort: 
diiion  oy  jTex  wrought  as  common 
Labourers;  the  very  Children  did 
what  lay  ia their  power,  doing  more 
then  the  weaknefs  of  their  age  feem'd 
to  pcrmfic;apparently  incited  by  fome- 
thing  fupernatural  to  the  defence  iif 
Religion,  and  their  Countrcy.  '• 
* .  Tbe-fe  new  Fortifications' Wew  hard* 
hf'  Awih'd-  when'  the  Tiirkf'  began 
their  new  Batteries-  The  Bullets 
that  flew  continually;  and  were  of 
an  extraordinary  bignefs,  aftonifh- 
cd'  the;  Engineers  of  the  City,  in- 
fomucb  that  the  Gfrw^^J^  Engineer 
confefe'd  that  he  never  faW-ahy  thing 
like  theoi  before.  The  §ea  Ihoar  rc^ 
founded  with  mod  dreadful  roarings 
6i  the  Cannon,  the  noife  whereof  was 
heard  abok^e  forty  Leagues^  ^om  the 
Ifland*  But  the  effedt  wis^mpre  ter- 
rible then  the  vuMt ;  icr^feeAdes  that 
thoie  Guns  caus'^d  a  kind  ^'o£  Earth^ 
^uakc  when  they  went  oflj  the  Bat^ 
teries  Beat  downfall  th« W^I,and  tosAq 
moil  dreadful  breaches; 

Befidcs 
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Besides  the  Mortar  pieces,  which 
the  Enemy  had  planted  routld  the  Ci^ 
ty,  threw  up  into  the  Air  Stones  of 
a  vali;  bignefs,  which  falling  upon 
the  Tiles  of  the  Houfes,  made  their  ) 
entrance  inland  kiird  all  tJbat  flood  in 
their  way  4  and  the  horrible  Rum 
which  they  made  caused  a  fad  confu-^ 
fiort  in  the  City.  The  Inhabitants 
who  could  be  no  where  fafe,  neither 
in  their  Houfes  nor  in  the  Streets, 
bogail  to  cry  out  and  nmtter  of  for- 
refidring;  at  what  time  the  Grand 
Mailer  bethought  hitinfelf  qf  an  ex- 
pedient which  ftifl'd  the  fedition  in 
its  infancy,  and  fav'd  the  lives  of  an 
infinite  company  of  people.  He  or- 
dered that  the  Women,  Children, 
and  perfdhS'  that  were  df  no  ufe, 
fliould  all  retire  into  thfe  fpace  which 
was  between  the  Houfes  and  the  Ram- 
parts upon  the  Weft  fide,  all  which 
xipafe  he  coterM  with  amoft  fubftarf^ 
fialroof,  conipds'd  of  good  Rafter* 
5oyn*d  together,  and  able  to  refift  the 
weight  ot  much  biggtt  Stones.  The 
Turks  who  knew  not  tifeat  the  Ct^ 
tizenshad^uittcd  their  houfes,  Ai- 

xe(S^cd 
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ttdL^  theit  J^nginp^  againft  thoKc 
jpjac^  which  they  tliought  moft  in- 
habited; h  that  at  Izi^  thofe  murdrous 
ibowres  took  Jittle  efFeta.  iTfae  Soul- 
diers  and  the  Knights  redeiv^d  but 
little  harm,  whofe  Pofts  were  like 
JBuiworks;  no  more  theo  frpm  the 
Artillery  which  theTurks  plaid  from 
a  rifing  groudd  that  did  but  littk 
command  the  City.  .      ; 

The  Ba/ha  who  thought  to  have 
reduc  d  the  City  by  thp  difcharge  of 
his  great  pieces,  finding  that  the  be- 
iieged  fpoke  not  a  word  of  Capitu- 
lationi,  yet  not  willing  to  hazard  the 
Aflault,  took  a  flrange  refoiution  to 
put  an  end  to  th?  Seige.H^  confider'd 
that  the  perfori  of  the  Gr^nd  Mafter 
wa^  the  main  obfl^cle  that  hindered 
his  taking  the  Town,  apd  that  the 
Knights  would  neVer  f\u'reoderf  fo 
lung  as  they  had  fuch  a  valiaat  and 
expert  Conimander,fo  that  he  thoughi: 
the  bell  and  fafeft  way  wascomak^ 
fureof  him.  /Ilusdefign  of  his  he 
communicated  to  two  Rmtg(ido\s^ 
who  coming  tp  the  ^urks  Camp  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Siege  j  bad  sdb* 

jura 
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jur'd  the  Cbriil^aQ  faith,  and  made  a 
Ihew  of  inuch  2eai  for  the  tdahumt- 
tan  Sed:.  ^he  qnc  was  a  ^almatian^ 
the  other  of  Albania.  They  had  both 
of  them  jjcquaintance  in  Rhodes ; 
and  the  Alhane^e ,  who  was  a  crafty 
and  inreJligent  perfon,  was  very  well 
known  to  one  of  the  Secretaries  to 
the  Grand  Mafter,  an  Italian,  whofe 
name  was  Th^ilelpho.  The  Renega- 
do^s  ihemfelves  immediately  offered 
to  do  the  buHnefs,  either  by  flab  or 
poifori.  Though  the  Execution  were 
both  difficuk  and  dangerous;  but  a 
wicked  man  may  do  any  thing  when 
he  fears  nothing. 

At  the  tiqie  when  the  two  Aflaffi- 
uates  were  preparing  to  leave  the 
Camp,  Aly  Bajha  arrived  there  from 
Conjiantinofle.  Mahomet^  who  be- 
gan rp  be  difturb'fl  at  the  Siege,  had 
feiu:  him  exprefly  to  advertijte  "^aUo: 
logus ^  ih^^  be  WQuld  come  l)imielf 
with  a  reinlbfcement  of  a  Miodred 
tho^fand  men,  and  fiftfen  hundred 
CanQon  of  a  prodigious  bigWs,  Whe- 
ther  the  advice  were  true  or  falfe  the 
Infidels  receiv'4  it  as  an  Orack.  which 
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%fltir'd  tlidm  of  the  Vi^oiy;  For  the 
Very  naiftie  of  Mahomet  Ifill'd    the 
Camp  with  joy ,  ^  and  ii^pir'd  new 
heat  into  the  Soiildiers. ;  This  pro- 
duced an  cfFedi  c^iit  contraty  in  the 
City.    The  Renegados  who  got  into 
the  City  6ne  after  another^,  that  they 
might  not  feem  to  hive  any  afcquairt- 
tance  one  with  another,  were  received 
as  perfons  ranfom'd  bur  of  Caf)tiviiy ; 
having  given  out  that  they  unfortii- 
nately  fell  into  the  hands  o4  the  -$^r- 
barians  in  the  fecorid  Sally,  hi  theii: 
iirft  admittance  they  reported,  thtfc 
Mahof*$et  ySfdiS  coming  with  a  formi- 
dable Army,  and  that  all  was  loff, 
if  they  did  not  come  to  a  Capitula- 
tion, bcifore  his  arrival.    Sonie  of 
the  Italian  Knights  who  guarded  the 
pidft  on  that  fide,and  queftionlefs  werd 
not  the  braveft  of  their  Nation,  wer^ 
af&ightcd  at  the  hews;*$ome  Sfofiifh 
Knights  alfo  Who  took  the  Alaruni 
upon  the  fame  iiOilc  joining  with  thi 
Jtaliani^  cabaU'd  together,  andliad 
private  Conferences fti the  nighttime, 
the  rcfult  Whereof  was  thit  fiiice  they 
could  not  faTei?^0^(r«r,  they  ihtum 
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at  lead:  fave  the  honoar  q£  the.  Rfii^ 
Mans,  by  making  an  advantageouff 
Compoilcion.  The  Jtahaus  who  ,* 
were  the  Captains  of  die  Cahd, 
diicover'd  dieir  defignto  Thilel^ho,  ^ 
in  whom  ^e  Grand  Mafter  repos'd 
a  .great  taruft ;  and  after  they  had 
made  him  of  their  party,  they  en- 
gag'd  himto  repreient  to  the  Grand 
Muler,.the  necdlity  of  yeilding  to 
fave  the  IHaiid  £rom  the  utmoft  miie- 
riesof  War. 

Thikl^hus  was  a  perfon  of  Ho- 
nonour  and  Sincerity,  bat  one  that 
lov'd  his^Jation,  aiui  Jbad  too  gre^t 
an  efteem  for  his  Couhrrey-men,  to 
think  them  ^itlty  <^  any  treachery. 
And  therefore  believing- that  the  Drj- 
Umis  meant  well,  and  that  aAing  with 
the  Sfaniards,  they  could-not  take 
any  wrong  or  injArious  coiiries,  he 
fiot  only  undertook  to  ijpeak,  hut  ac- 
quitted himfelf  of  his  sfdmife.

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WoocTh  bridg  being  fix'd  to  the  point 
oi  the  Rock,  by  the  a/Tiftance  of  the 
Barks,  a  multitude  almoft  inhuiiiera* 
bleof  the Turki  gave  the  ai&alt  on' 
that  fight  wher«  the  Grpfs  of  the  Waif 
was  fau'n  down.  The  difcharges  that 
wefe  made  fothid^  upon  them,  brake 
their  &A  effort,  and  thre\v  headlong 
a  gCMjd  number  of  them  that  were  al- 
ready got  up.  "The  reft  were  repuls'd 
by  the  Knights  that  defended  that ' 
prt ;-  and  there  it  was  to  be  ieen; 
how  ibmetimes  valour  might  prcvai^ 
againft  number.  The  Grand  Mafter 
who  was  every  where,  eneourag'd 
theKn^hts,  and  confidently  aHur'd 
them  of  victory  provided  they  thcm- 
fdves  would  but  do  their  beft  to  x>- 
verconie. 

While  the  heat  of  the  Combat  en- 
creas'd,the  Batteries  which  the  Grand 
Mafta:  had  planted  againft  the  bridg,  ' 
took  that  €fSs6t  as  was  expeded.  For 
thcBridg  wascut  in  pieces  at  the  fame 
time  "When  a  reinforcement  of  Soul- 
diers  was  upon  it;  whoali  perifli'd 
ffliferably,  being  neither  to  bexeliev'd  . 
by.  the  Barks,  jpor  able  tt>  fave  them-

This.  However  did  not '  binder  the 
Infidels  from  being>obftinate  in  thai* 
aflaulc;  for  dcfpair  feme  times  inftead 
of  abitfng,  taifc&  coiirage.

ti2*d  the  peoplt,  that  the  Grand  Sig- 
nior  intended  no  ill  to  thtRhodinns ; 
that  he  had  only  made  the  War  to  ^ 
deliver  them  from  an  unjuft  and  ty- 
rannical Government  j  that  being 
Greeks;  they  ought  naturally  to  obcV 
tlie  Empcrbr  ctf  the  khodians-  ana 
that  they  would  never  be  at  quiet  ib 
16ng  as  they  ibontinu'd  enemies  to  the 
Ottoman  Court.  I^e  prpmis'd  them; 
if  they  ,would  *  (lirrender ,  not  only 
•  their  Kvts  abd  liberties,  but  atfb  all 
forts  of  Immunities. and  Honours. 
Atlchgth  he  declared  to  them^  that 
if  they  refas-d  fiich  advantajg^eoos

\z  Mahomet  was  refplv-d  to  drain

Cifii;5.    True  it  was,  tjbat  it  was  an 
honour  for  him  to  defend  hi^  Coun*.

tfe'  prrferve  it  entire,  by  ^bjsn^ttipg^^ 
tortlje  fl:ranger^,^hen  |o  niinehipifeU 
out  of  a  blind  ran^UBadyifed  linge*. 
Duity  ;  and  therefore  it  was  but  com*^ 
men  prudence  for  him  to  agFee\with 
Mahomet :   That  his  TdXQ^d^c^Mi^ , 
fack  ^akohgas^  ofFer'd  to  manage  the 
accommodation  himfelf,  and  fo  to  or- 
der it^  that  they  &ould  hay^  no  rea- 
fon  Dp  complacn ;  and  ladly,  that  ic 
Vfas  jfhe  only  mc^ns  to  favc  their  Re^ 
ptttation  and  Ej^tes.   Hecpn^udedh 
his  Harafig  in  a  lively  and  peyfwa- 
ifive  manner,  con]ttrtng\^i«nto  havb^

njf  poor  aeatares,  the  dHhonoor  of 
tncir  X>aii£;hters  an4  Wives,  and  the 
(uccagebt  the  whde  Iflaad. 

llie  Grand  Maftejt  being  infbrm'd 
of  Solymani  propofitiohs,  did  no  ids 
wonder  at  the  B(ijba%  Enibaflador, 
,  then  the  5^/^  wondered  at  theirie-- 
^(lance.    Iliat  they  could  not  appns*. 
hind  that  he  had  any  compa(fioa^  or 
tcndernefs  for  them,  which  he  endea* 
Tour'df  to  deftroy  by  all  means  ima- 
ginabfe.    That  Peace  was  not  trea- 
ted on  With  Cword  and  poifon^  ^nd 
that  the  treafons   difcovcr'd,  made 
them firfpiciottS  oiF  new  ones:  That 
they  vcfry  well  remembered  that  Tre* 
in^indStm^Antinofle^  Negrofont^  and 
fa  macry  cither  Towns,  couid  not  re- 
1^iiiti^y9^b{ Mahomet;  but  they 
remembered  as  well ,  that  he  was  a 
Cooqucrdif    that   fcldom   kept    his 
wbrci ;  and  that  contMry  to  the  pub- 
licly Faith  jgiven,hehad  put  to  &atb' 
7>dviii  Co^nmfnim,  with  all  his  chfl- 
dfcri,  riot  to  fpeak '  of  the  JPrincfcs  of 
Bofnid^xiA  Meniin.  ^  r 
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The  Knigktiwho  ^oke  irr  the  name 
of:  the  Grand:  Maftcr,  added  hflughu 
tily,  that   iht  Soldan  of  E^ft^nA 
Bahhn,  no  lefs  potent  then  the  Em- 
peror oi  the  l\irks,  had  often  attcmp-' 
ted  i?^o^^^,withput  getting  any  thing 
tnit  fhafeej  that  ih^ Rht^ims  ho^'A^ 
that  their  erittendnnentstvould^rovfe  - 
the  toiftbs  pf  the  Ottoman  Army ; 
imd  that  they  would  father  perift  in 
the  ruines-  of  their  o^^tf  Count^ey 
then,  then  deliver  it  up  to  the  ene- 
inic!$  of  the  Chridian  Faith.    And 
laftly,  that  neither  the  threats  liot 
proniifes  of  Mahomet  vttttfxMcitm, 
t<y  force  the'ra  tcf  any  thing  which  , 
tmght  either  be  againft  their  profef- 
fibn>  or  Maft   their  honour.

Immediately  the  Of /^ow^#  Army  ran 
furioufly  on,,  iavi^king^  the  nime  of 
their  falfe  Prophet,  and  af^il'd  the 
City  on  oYery  Ode  with  mod  dread- 
fol  fhoats  and  .yells,  that  made  all 
tbeSea-ihoar,  andj^  the  Hills  to  ring 
agakt  Neverthelefs  the  mainonfec 
was.giv  n  to  the  Jews  Wall,  where 
the  Raines,  which  had  fiird  up  the 
Ditch  again,made  the  way  eafy.  Then 
an  innumerable .  multitude  mounted 
the  Walls,  and  fell  on  with  that  fury, 
thatxheChridians  who  kept  the  Walls, 
were  quite  overlaid  with  number^  and 
almoft  all  flain.  The  Turks  puft  up 
with  thisfuccefs,  drove  back  the  relt, 
and  fet  up  fevco  of  their  colours  Upon 
the  walls,  before  the  Chriftians  could 
get  ttpuponailope,  made  with  the 
Kuifis  of  the  Wall  on  their  fide.  The 
Knights  and  Souldiefs  thatfirft  afcen- 
ded  fell  upon  the  Twks  with  fuch  a 
fury  that  ihey  forced  them  to  retire. 
But  the  Turb  being  preferitly  rein- 
forced, both  parties  difputed  a  long 
0  time 
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time  for  the  Wall  ,•  -they  oil  tk>th 
fides  mth  gf^eat  >bejirff and  ccjarage. 
But  vyhcn  the  eomb^gcev^lioiV  and 
that  the ^Vi dory  feetivditi^.encline  tii 
the  InMefe  \  the  Count  ^  of  Mmte^

foon  asfrlie  Grand  MaJ3:cf  fa\iUs:rfiis 
beginiilhg  of  j  Rout,:withaJialfpikc 
in  his  hand,  he  mouwed  ihe  Waif, 
having' already  kilM  fome  that  were 
got  do\v<i,  and  cottfidering  ^that  the 
lofs  of  dl  depended'  upon  thia  pioll:^ 
he  rofofv'd'to  hazard  alt,  or  regain  it. 
The  old  Commanders  r  and  young 
Knights  that  were  near  to  hisperfon^ 
mounted  after ;  at  what  time  the 
Grand  Mailer  breaking  into  a  thick 
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Battalion  of  the  Turks^  with  an  afto-^^ 
nifhing  fury ,  charg'd  them  fo  rude'*^ 
ly,  that  they  were  foon  cleared  off. 

No  fooner  was  it  kniDWn  to  what 
danger  the  Grand  Matter  had  expofd 
hiihfelf,  but  the  Burgefles  of  theTown 
ran  with  all  fpeed  to  difingage  him,Gr 
to  dye  with  him.  The  Women  alfo 
who  were  for  the  iftoft  part  habited 
in  mens  apparel,  appeared  upon  the 
Ramparts  to  terrify  the  Aflailart^,fol' 
low  d  their,  husbands,  atid  pouring 
down  fcaldiiig  Gil,  Flints  4  add  old 
Iron  upon\the  ^irks  ^  while  others 
were  fo  l^rdy  as  to  thirow  Wild  fire^ 
and  others  to  take  up  the  Arms  of 
tbc^Sfarn;  and  fight  in*  f heir  (leads  , 
they  did  ^ety  ^goodfervke.  On  the 
other  /ide  the  Archers  which  the 
Grand  Mafter  had  plac'd  in  fuch  parts 
of  thc^Wall  which  the  Cannon  hiad 
a  little  %ar?d  ;  fllof  continually  upon 
thofe  that  came  with  frelh  recruitsi 

The  Barbarians  M\  ix\  great  heaps 
every  where,  yet  dearly  felling  their 
lives,  but  more  efpecially  making  a 
great  (laughter  about  the  Grand  Ma- 
(Icr.    But  the  prefcnt  Imagtf  of  death 
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Kdoubl'd  his  zeal,  and  no  way  di- 
minifli'd  his  Valour,  Let  us  dye^  my 
dear  Bret hr€n^h\6:ht^  rather  then 
r^etire^  'tis  far  the  faiths  'tis  for  hea- 
ven that  we  fght ,  our  Jeath  Jhall 
be  honour  d amongmen^  and^rtcioiis 
in,  tht  Jight  ofixod^  His  es:ample, 
and  his  words ,  fo  encour^'d  the 
Souldiers,  chat  mauger  theobftinate 
refiftj»ccof  the  enemy,  they  regain'd 
the  Fi^ld,  and  toade  thendfeJves  abib- 
bte  Mafte?«  of  it,  after  a  difpute  of 
two  hoursf  The  Knight  de  mwtho- 
kn,  being  the  firft  that  tore  up  the 
0^r(7/»^»Banoers,.  and  flung  theoi  to 
the  ground. 

As  mujch  affrighted  as  ttie  Barba- 
rians  feem'd,  and  as  nnich  Weaned 
as  they  were  indeed,  fbame  or  ho- 
nowr  caused  them  to  return  to  the 
Charge ;  anj  the  Bajha  drew  out  a 
JBpdy  of  old  Janizaries,  to  iecond 
the  aflault.  Now,  in  regard  the  Grand 
Mafter  was  known  by  his  gilded 
Arms,  and  the  throng  of  remarkable 
perfons  that  environed  hini;  the 
BaJha  commanded  that  they  fhould 
pick  him  out  particularJy.     Thefe 
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frefh  men  threw  tbemfelves^Iike  bealls 
of  prey,  upon  the  Chri{lians;&;  having 
fore  d  their,  way  through  the  PiJ^es 
and  Swords,  were  making  direiStly  to 
the  Grand  Matter ,  if  the  Vicount  of 
Monteil^  who  few  thero  coming, 
had  not  pat  a  ttop  to  them ;  who 
flew  upon  them  with  the  moft  va- 
Kant  of  the  Auvtrnian  Pott;  In 
the  mean  time  ten  or  twelve  of  the 
boldeft  of  the  Turks  joynihg  with 
thofe  that  were  at  handynftrokcs  with 
the  Grand  Matter,  they  laid  at  him 
with  jfeveral  blows  ;  fo  that  his  arnts 
being  broken,he  received  five  wounds: 
however,  he  fought  flill  very  valiant- 
ly. But  the  Knights  perceiving  he 
was  wound€d,feIl  on  fo  furioufly,that 
the  enemy  £rtt  began  to  give  ground; 
and  laftly,  to  betake  them  to  their 
heels. 

A^  for  the  Turh  who  were  got 
upon  the  Potts  of  the  other  Lan- 
guages, where  they  found  equal  re- 
fiftanceTfo  foon  as  they  l^w  the 
y^^x  Wall  forfaken,th€y  quitted  their 
atta^Ues,  arid  fled  in  the  grqatett  dif- 
order  in  the  World  :  except  three 
^05.  hundcr'4 
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hunder'd  of  the  ftouteft,who  (laid  up- 
on the  Walls,  and  being  no  longer 
able  to  defend  themfelves,  fell  half 
dead  into  the  City,  where  ihcy  were 
mafTacred  by  the  people. 
'  At  the  farae  time  the  Rhodians  if- 
fu*d  out  after  them  in  throngs,  and 
purfu*d  them  to  their  very  Camp, 
making  a  mod  fatal  flaughter  among 
them.  The  Turks  ali^  kill'd  one«ano- 
ther  to  make  room  for  themfelves  ; 
fo  much  they  dreaded  to  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  Chriftian$.  The  Ba- 
Jha  did  all  he  could  by  threats  and 
promifes  to  (lay  their  flight ;  their 
fear  would  not  let  them  take  notice 
of  either,  and  he  was  at  length  con- 
{Irain'd  to  ily  to  the  Ihorc,  th?it  he 
plight  be  near  his  Galleys. 

KhodgipL  jifendy,  who  has  wrote 
in  the  Turkijh  Language  the  Siege  of 
Rhodes^  attributes  the  rout  ot  the 
Infidels,  to  the  avarice  of  their  Gene- 
ral :  For  he  fays,  that  the  Souyiers, 
more  covetous  of  booty  then  Wood, 
being  ready  to  enter  the  Town,  and 
preparing  themfelves  to  plunder, 
vyhcre  they  hop'd  to  find  great  riches; 
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tJje  Ba^d,  to  prefervc  the  Avholc  for 
himfelf,  caas'd  -pcocldmatioij   ro  be 
madeii  ichat ,  thciarcafurc  .  oi  AVWe  s 
was  thq,: demeans rof   the  Qttov.an 
Court,  and  that  the  gencrou%..iV///i///A 
;»f»  were  to  (feck  .nodiing  m6re.  iti 
fight  then  the  honaur  of  ibryiog  the 
Emperor;  hJowevxjr,  he  would  not  fail 
torecompencc'Thftfc  tbatibould  do 
their  daty,  as  ficcwould  puhifli  thofc 
thot  fliould  tai^e  the  Jealt  r»g.     The 
Hiflorian  adds^  chat  this  Proclamati- 
on fo  coord  .the;  coiirage  of  the  Soul-  . 
dicrs^  that  they  thought  of  nothing 
after  thar,  but  ♦how  to  favc  their  lives. 
But  we  may  eafdy  con'cdturc,  by  the 
examination  of  his  words,  that  he 
dt)es  nocfpca-k  truth  accordiiig  ro  the 
manner  ot  the  Turks,  who  make  no 
fcrupleof  Jyibg,  when  it  is  either  to 
exGufe  and'coyer  the  cowardicc,or  dif-  , 
honour  of  vthdr .  Nation. .  For  it  has 
bcenithc^Gafijom  of  the  Oiiorncm  Em- 
perors, and  xh^t  Baftjas,  a\\vtiy%  to 
abandon  foch  Towns  as  were  taken 
by  afTault  ra-tfce  plunder  cif  the  Soul- 
dicrs::  Sot^iafit  isnoc^likely   that; 
Takolbgusl » -w^ho  us Vi  ail  the    nica n s 
04  he 
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he  could/  to  make  himfeif  Mafbor  of 
the  place;  and  who  was  naturally 
magnificenr,  (hculd  of  a  fudden  take 
to  a  courfe  fo  contrary  to  hi^  defign 
and  humour. 

In  the  mean  time  the  .Grand  Ma« 
fter,  who  felt  himfelf  very  much 
weakened  by  his  wounds,  returned 
into  the  City  all  bloody ;  after  whom 
followed  the  vidorious  Knights  with 
the  Imperial  Standard,  which  they 
|iad  tak'n  fwvfi  before  the  Pavilion 
of  the  Bajba:  but  the  condition  of 
their  Prince  put  them  into  fuch  a  con- 
flernation,  that  they  could  not  re- 
Joyce  for  their  Victory,  One  of  his 
wounds  was  accounted  mortal,  and 
the  fecorid  day  they  began  to  de- 
fpair  of  bis  life. 

So  foon  as  the  Bq/ha  had  recovered 
the  Sfea-ffiore  with  the  remains  of  his 
Army,  he  never  flood  to  confiik  whe- 
ther he  ihould  raife  the  Siege  or,. no. 
Whatever  confidence  he  had  had  till 
then,  in  the  fortune  of  Mahomet  and 
his  own,  he  defpair^d  to  take  the 
place  after  fo  many  vain  afTults ;  and 
undcrftapding  that  he  had  loft  above 
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nine  thoufand  men  flain '  out-right, 
and  above  fifteen  tho^fand  wounded, 
which  were  not  in  tKe  fight ;  he  took 
care  of  nothing  more  then  how  to 
fave  the  reft  by  retiring. 

While  the  Turks  were  embarquing 
their  Engines  of  War,  and  aJl  their 
Baggage,  there  appeared  two  great 
Ships,  which  Ferdinand^  King  of 
Spain^  had  feht  to  the  relief  of 
Abodes.  TaleologMs,  who  (aw  thena 
making  to  the  Port  with  full  fail,  con--* 
fidering  what  a  fbame  it  would  be  to 
l^t  jthem  entec  the  Port,  fhot  at  them 
with  fuch  pieces  of  Artillery,  as  were 
not  embarqu*d ;  not  being  able  to 
aflault  them  with  his  Galleys,  bec^ufe 
the  winds  were  contrary.  The  fhot 
brought  one  of  the  Mafts  of  one  of 
the  Ships  by  the  board,  but  did  the 
other  no  harm.  But  the  wind  chaoge^ 
ing,  and  the  Sea  growing  rough  of  a 
fudden,  they  both  came  to  an  Anchor 
juft  agamft  the  Port,  till  the  tempcft 
forc'd  them  to  make  all  the  ^il  they 
could  to  get  in.  The  3hip,  whofe 
l^ail  was  broken,  was  the  more  for- 
tunate, and  ftcer'd.  fo  well,  that  flie 
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got  in.    The  other  beings  carried  off 
by  ftorm,  fell  J^ack  info  the  i^oad  ;  fo 
that  ihe  was  the  •next  day  very  near 
th«  Infidels  Fl|pt.    The  Ba/ha,  un- 
willing to  let  go    a  prize -that  he 
thought  in  his  hands,  fent  out  twenty 
Galleys  to  fei^ehcr;  and  command 
ded  the  Captain  of  the  Galteys  to 
g6  himfelf.    The  Chriftians  prepare 
themfelves  for  fight.  Thetwehty  Gal- 
leys furround  the  Veflel,  and  thunder 
upon  her  on  civery  fide  ;  ■  dnd  by  an 
incredibk    kindnefs  of  divine  pro- 
tc<9:ion,  did  them  much  more' m if- 
chief  then  (he  received  her  felf.  How- 
cver^  fome  that  were  beft  manned 
fetch'd  jher  up  by  the  ftrerigth  of 
their  oars;  and  having  grappPd  her, 
a  whole  throng  of  Barbarians  en- 
deavoured to  dnter  upon  ^tfhfer  guar-- 
tcrs.  But  the  Spaniards  ^tiii  Italians 
kept  their  ground  with' fo  much  re- 
folution,  that  after  a- bloody  Fight' 
of  three  hours^the^TJ^ij^wer^  coii-^ 
fi-fain'd  to  give  way  :-  aftdthe  death  - 
of  the  Geneal  of  the  Galleys  fp  aba- 
ted  their  couragcv  tha^i'they  wholly 
forfook  the  Vefi^lr      .:V\\     - 
V  -  \  This 
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Then  it  was,  that  Mi^ach'Takoio- 
gus,  being  out  of  allhope,  andfcar* 
ing  alJ  the  worft  of  fottune,  gave  or- 
der to  w^igh  Anchor/ and  be  gone*: 
And  that  which  bailed  his  depar- 
ture, was,  that  he  underftood  "by  his 
Spies,  that  the  Chriilians  expc<5led  a 
very  confiderable  relief,  and  that  the 
Venejs  of  Ferdinand  were  but  the 
fore-runners  of  the  Chriflian  Prince  s 
•  Fleet.  So  that  the  Ottoman  Fleet 
put  out  to  Sea  the  lUhoi  jiuguft^ 
arid  ftecr'd  tovvard  the  Port  of  hfca; 
where  having  fet  the  Army  a-fhorc, 
they  continu  d  their  courfe  toward 
Conifantinople. 

-The  Vi(9:6rious  Ship  enter'^d  the 
Vott  oi  JRh^es  ^ImoVi  at  the  fame 
that,  the  Ottoman  Fleet  fet  fail.  And 
now  it  is  no -difficult  thing  to  appre- 
hend the  Joy  of  the  Rhodians,  to  fee 
themfelves  fo  well  delivered,  after  a 
fiege  of  fixty  days.  Thewhoje  Port 
refoundcd  with  fhouts  of  gfadnefs : 
'  and  the  noifc  of  the  BelJs,  ntix'd  with 
that  of  the  Trumpets,  made  a  jpJea^ 
fing  harmony,  which  procliiim'd  the 
railing  of  th^  Siege  to>li  the  people 
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of  thelfland.  But  that  which  moft 
contributes  to  the  publick  rejoycing, 
was^  that  the  Grand  Mailer  began  to 
recover;  whether  the  Chirurgeons 
were  deceived  in  their  judgments,  or 
that  the  wound,  which  they  deem'd 
to  be  mortal,  were  not  fo  indeed  ;,or 
whether  there  were  fomething  di- 
Tine  and  miraculous  in  the  cure. 
However,  in  that  languifliing  eftate/ 
wherein  as  yet  he  continued,  he  com- 
manded Solemn  Proceflions  to  be 
made  for  three  days  i  and  that  M^iles 
ihould  be  faid  in  all  the  Churches  of 
the  City,  for  the  fouls  of  the  Knights 
and  Souldiers  that  had  been  (lain  du- 
ring the  Siege. 

So  foon  as  he  was  cur/d  of  ^liis 
wounds,  and  that  he  had  ilrength 
enough  to  walk,  he  went  himfelf  to 
return  thanks  to  God  at  the  feet  of 
the  Altars.  And  becaufe  he  was  per- 
fwaded  that  the  ^otedion  of  the 
yirgin  had  fav*d  Rhodes,  he  made  a 
Vow  to  build  a  magnificent  Church, 
by  the  name  of  St.  Mariei  of  the 
.  Vidory,  neer  the  Jews  Wall,  where 
the  Turks  w-ere  put  to  the  tout.  Nor 

did 
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did  he  delay  the  execudoii  of  his 
vows ;  for  being  fomewhat  1?ctter 
fettFd  in  his  health,  he;  caus'd  himfelf 
to  be  carried  to  the  place,  and  order 'd 
the  foundation^  to  be  laid  in  his  pre- 
fence.  They  laboured  might  and 
nKiiri  at  this  great  work,  fo  foon  as 
the  fortifications  of  the  Town  were 
rcpafl'd.  And  becaufe  the  Vi&<»:y 
was  won  upon  the  day  wherein:  xb^ 
Greeks  folemnize  the  Feftival  of  St, 
Tantaleon^  the  Grand  Mafles  buak  a 
fiimptuous  Chappel  for  the  exercife 
of  the  Grecian  Ceremonies,  in.  ho- 
now  of  that  holy  Martyni  to  the 
end  that  the  Latins  and  the  Qrtcks^ 
cekhrating  at  the  fan^e  time  the 
hdy  Mykterics ,  they  might  re- 
turn thanks  both  together ,.  in  both 
Churches;  for  fo  renown'd  a  Vido- 
ty.     •     '        •  •  ^^ 

Nor  was.  his.  devotion  enclosed 
within  the  Walls  of  Rhodes.  He 
founded  a  perpetual  Mafs  every  week 
at  the  great  Attar  of  St.  John  of  Je- 
rufalem;  to  preferve  until  the  end  of 
time,  the  memory  of  fo  happy  a  fuic- 
cefs,  and  in  fome  meafure  to  make 
'  an 
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.  an  immortal  acknowledgment  there;* 
of,  in  the  fame  place  where  the  Or-* 
der  ,of  St.  John  had  its  firft  Inftitir 
tion. 

But  bccaufe,  that  having  implor'd 
the' aid  oi  St.  Joht^  Eaftijt,  when  he 
fally'd  to  the  Combat^  he  found  in 
his  Sooldiers,  and  in  himfelf,  a  new 
courage,  which  could  not'  fpring  but 
from  above;  he  refolv'd  to  build  a 
Church  in  ltal%  in  Honour  of  the 
happy  Precurfor,  whofe  hcAy  Julian 
the  Apoftate  caused  to  ht  burnt,  and 
Vhofel precious  afliis  lye  in  the  Ca- 
thedral Church- ot'Sti,  Lawrence  at 
Genoar'-'^^  ;  -  -  '-  .^^^'  \  -      '    ".  '  ". 
:This5tru(9ture  time  lw)ught  to  per- 
fbdlian ;  and  it  was  .built^nea:  to  xbe 
Chappely  vvlierc  thofe  holy  :lleliques' 
are  expos *d  to  Jthe  veheration  ol  the 
people.    To  which,  that  he  might  da 
iKe  greater  Honour/  he:alfo  built  a 
Convent  neer  to  the  laid  Chappet^ 
for  twelve^  religious  perfons  of  the 
Order,  to  flng  Divine  Service,  to  fay 
Mafles  for  the  propagation  of  tjie  ^ 
Faith,  for  the   Benefadrors  of   the 
Order,  and  the  Sou!s  of  the  Grsmd

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Matters  deceased  z- ,  ta.  whic^  end 
he  employ :d.  the  Revenue  of  fen 
vcral  Commariderics,  and  his  own; 
according  to  the  power  which 
he  had  received  from  the  See  of

-  He  wrote  ^e  the,  fame  wme  to  the 
Princes  of  Chriftefjdpm»  to  give  them 
advice  pf  thp' Vfdtory,  4nd  to  en- 
gage th.em  to  fend  him  relief,  in  cafe 
the  Ti^f  i^^'ihould  make  any  new  at? 
temptS/ai>d  ihat>the  Knights  jQiduId 
bo  ^ontlram'd  to  heidr.eijt  anO| 
ther  Sijpge.  .  5.nt :  beqaw^  jhat  l^erdii 
napd's  ^i?i|> s ;.  badi  brought  him  .a 
Bridf  {toxfi/^t^tus^  whith;  Brief  con-, 
tain'^  fuch^  ep^preffiqns  i,  as  teftifiy 
how  mfti^h:  th?

Nor  Was  the  Grand  Matter  thus 
coateAted  to  declare  his  obliga- 
tions to  Ferdinand;  he  alfo  gave 
fubltantial  marks  of  it  to  Lewis 
Val^x^  a  Gentleman  of  Jragen^ 
imd  Captain  of  the  Ship,  which  had 
To  valiantly  defended  the  To  Wet  of 
St.  Hkmas,  and  the  JtG&i  WalL 
For  befides  that,  he  prefcnted  him 
wiih  a  Diamond  of  a  very  great 
price  ;  and  ma<le  his  natural  §Qn  a 
Knight,  as  being  a  young  Oetltle* 
man  of  great  hopes  and  merit. 
He  permitted  him  to  carry  in  chief, 
.  above  the  Arms  of  his  Family,  the 
Arms  of  the  Order,  as  an  authen- 
tick  proof  of  the  Services  which 
he  and  his  had  done,  during  the 
Siege.  ^ 

He  alfo  granted  other  confide- 
rable  Favours  both  to  the  Knights 
and  Soiildiers^  which  had  mod  (ig- 
*iali2*d  themfelves  5  And  becauie 
the  Coitatrey  was  utterly  laid  waft; 
iind  for  that  the  miferies  of  the 
people  Were  not   tnd^dt    with  the

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War,  he  'caus'd  Corn  .to  be  di- 
ilributed  to  tlje  IflanJers  m  ^reac 
plenty;  and  difcharg'd  them  for 
feverar  years  of  all  forts  of  Tax-

THE  Ottoman  Fleet  catri'd  the 
news  of  their  own  misfortune 
home  themfelvcs  to  Confttmtmo^le. 
And  Mahomet  was  a«  deeply  fenhble 
of  this  mislbrtune,a$  a  wife  and  ambi- 
tious Prince  poffibly  could  be,  who 
had  not  prolper*d  va  an  honourable 
Enterprise,  which  he  Undertook  noc 
P   a  bug 
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but  upon  greaiJ  confideration.  Though 
he  were  a  great  Mafter  of  himfelf,  * 
and  one  that  could  dillemble  his  par- 
ticular anguifh  of  mind  ;  yet  upon 
the  fight  of  the  principal  Captains 
of  the  Army,  and  in  that  tranfport- 
ment,  he  was  about  to  have  put  them 
all  to  death.  The'  Bajba,  Mifach 
^akogo,  his  favourite,  prefum'd  to 
tell  him  with  that  frcedono  which  his 
favour  allowed,  him,  that  they  had 
nothing  to  accufe  him  either  tor  his 
condu<3:  or  his  ccurage;  and  that  the 
Muffui-pun  had  done  as  much  as  men 
could  do.  He  was  glad  to  telt  him 
withal,  that  the  Knights  oi^ Rhodes 
were  men  of  an  extraordinary  valour; 
and  that  there  appeared  in  the  Air  a 
.bright ihining  Troop,  whcfc  blows 
neither  the  Turks  could  fliun,  tior  a- 
bide  their  looks.  But  all  thefe  rea- 
fons  gave  the  Grand  Signior  no  fatis- 
fadtion.  •  He  drove  his  favourite  out 
of  his  fight,  and  was  fo  far  from 
giving  Him  the  Veil  of  Honour, which 
he  was  wont  to  beftow  upon  his  Ge- 
nerals and  Vifiers,  at  their  returns 
from  military  Expeditions,  that  hq 

com- 
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commamied  him  to  retire  to  the  San- 
giacatjbip  of  GalhpoU.  Nor  indeed 
had  Mahomet  aqy  other  ^^ay  to  cheer 
up  himfelf  for  this  misfiM-tune,  b^it  by 
believing  that  the  cor^queft  oi  Rhodes  . 
was  referv*d  to  hun  aJone,  and  that 
it  belong 'd  oniy  to  him  ta  tame  the 
KmghtSi  31^  their  Grand  Maft er. 

They  were  fooninforrhMsit  y?/6o^/cx 
of  the  preparations  whkfa  were  mad^ ' 
at  Conflantinofk  for  ^a  .incwr^  Expedi- 
tion ;^nor  was  the  Grdiid  Mafter  idl« 
in  preparing  to  receive  them. 

But  whik  the  Rhodium  were  re-* 
pairing  the  defences  of  their  City, 
there  happen -d  extraordinary  acci- 
dents which  changed  the  whde  cowfe 
cif  their  proceedings.  A  Htde  while 
after  the  fleet  uf  the  Tiwks  was  dcr 
parted,  there  ;was  heard  over  th^ 
whole  Iflc  a  kind  of  fubterraneal 
noile,  like  i;o  that  of  thunder  that 
beginsto  grumble  in  a  clou  J.  This 
was  a  prognoftication  of  thofe  Earth- 
quakes with  which  the  Illarid  was  tet- 
rifi'd  for  man^y  months.  The  moft 
firm  foundations  of  the  City  were 
fliak  nby  the  firft  ihogs,  and  alnioft 
P  5  bvcrr 
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over- turned  by  the  fecond  ihakings, 
which  happened  one  after  another; 
land  which  many  times  did  not  give 
over,  but  only  to  begin  agaiir  with 
^rearer  force. 

.    The  half  erf"  the  Fort  of  St.  Ni- 
c/jolas  tnmhVd  down  one  night,  and 
the  ruines  of  the  Tower  owrwheJm'd 
irioll  part  of  the    SouJdiers  in  the 
Tower.  As  the  exhalation  that  catis'd 
thcfe  motions  grew  to  be  more  and 
more  enag^dby  the  attempts  which 
it  made  .to  get  loofe  out  or  the  ca^ 
vctns  wherein  it  was  eiK:los'd,  the 
Ed  rth  iqudkc  ^  cncrras'd    every   day. 
The  Earth  rear'd  ir  felf  up,  and  vio- 
lently bounded  forward  in  fbme  pla^ 
Gcs ;  it  «lef6  and  opened  in  .others. 
Nothing  but  ruinc  and  abyf&s  ap- 
pear M  evcry^  where ;  ^  nothing  was 
heard  but  the  cries  of  affrighted  peo* 
pJe,  that  run  up  and  down  to,  fave 
thcmfelvcs,  and  yet  no  where  found 
fccurity.    In  fliort,  it  fcem'd  that  the 
Jf];jnd  of  Rhodes,  whichiome  behev'd 
tvas  produced  out  of  the  Sea,to  make 
the   Earth  tremble;    was  now  juft 
ready   to   pcrilh  by  the   fame  ac- 
cident 
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cidcnt  for   vvhicjb   it  ^ was  .created. 
lio  idfi  to'  their  iafflidio'fl,*  thefc . 
trert»t>Uli^  6f  th'6^  ^rfrth   were  ac- 
com^ahY a  withTuch.  pr odi^ous  and 
impetupijs  IhBvlfc'rs  of  raiii,  as  iiF  a 
fecond.  ddiig6'  hadfeeri  come  to  over* 
flow'  tlfee  Worfdf;  Befides  air'/his/the 
Sea  J^eird  ten  foot  high ;  an^  having 
fufjjaftit?  bottncls/oTeMiia''thc  C- 
x^^ith  fuch'arlimpetuofity  and  noifc, 
as  if  it  came  tofMdW  it%/  The; 
Rhoifiii^s  beiicif'd   tliemfe^ves  loff, 
Vvhetf  they  behcfd  hov^  the  very  Ele- 
mchtai  confjpiic'd  their  ruine,  at  a  time, 
^s  they  Werfe.'  threatened  agtitl  with^ 
tlie  whole  fo^c^.faf^t^^  Nky, 

the  Qrand  Maftdthfmfelf  would  have' 
had  much  add  perhaps  to  have  fu-. 
ftaift'd'himfeifjW'jth  his  natural  con- 
ftaftcy^  had.not  his  confidence  in  God 
fortifl'd  hitn/againft  fo  many  ^cala.:-^ 
mities.  llpoh  this  Chriftian .  confi- 
dence it  vvas,  that  he  Avas  often  he^ard 
ro  fay,  IikeW(?ji'^  and  7)avi4.  The 
Godif  B an t  If  is  tiur  fortress ;  whtn 
I  walk  in  the  midd^ft  of  the  Jhadow 
of  death,  I  %vHl  fear  none  ill;  be-^ 
caufe,  thou  Lord,  art  with  me.

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He  exhorted  alltl^epeopfc  to  ii^e 
heart,  but  all  hi$  cxhprta^^^ 
fi'd  little;,  for  the  pcopje  fenfible  oi 
wh^t  they  felt,  abandoh'd  tfiemftlyei 
to  thofe  impreffions  whJcTj  fuch,  fori 
of  calamines  produce^  And  ^  that 
which  encrcaS'd  the  public^  conftcr- 
natioh,»  wa^s ,  thatapou!;  that  time 
Mahomet  was  fet  out  oi  Copfiantf- 
fiofk  ztihc  head!  of  three  hundcr'd 
thoufand  men,  refoly^'d  to,  coHquej 
Italy  ^vBgyfU  fo  foon  as,  J^e^^had

But  Heaven  is  pka^Td  fpmetimes  at 
one  blow  to  bring  dovyii  ^the  pride  of 
the  Grandees  of  .th^  J^arth.  This 
proud  Prince,  who  thp«ght  wpoU  no- 
thing but  new;  c;pnqu^ftK  was  ;^fccn 
away,  by  a  violeiic  CJm^  in  the 
fnidd'ft  of  his  Aroiy^neer  to  Nico- 
media.  He  was  three  and  fifty,  years 
pid;  fovigorous,  that  he  endixr'd  all 
{h?  travels  and  labours  of  War  with- 
out 
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6tit  any  detriment  tahis  h^Itb ;  the 
anguifli  that  perolex'd  him  for  raifing 
the  Seige  of  Rhodes  did  not  a  little 
conttibirte  tcr  his  death,  He  always 
appeared  mehncholly  after  that  mff- 
fortune  ;  and  upon  the  very  naming* 
the  word  Grand  Matter,  he  fell  into* 
futh  dull  fits  as  inade  hiqi  infuppor-. 
table  to  hiittfelf..  WiUiam  Caourjitty 
who  liv'd  ar  that  time,  and  was  yfict- 
X^hznctWoioi  Rhodes^  makes  him  to 
dye  aftef  a  very  Ibraftge  manner.  For 
he  repots  in  his  memoifes,  that  Ma-' 
hornet  pafliJng  thorough  a  Forreft  of! 
Bithyfiia^  a  young  Man  clad  in  white, ' 
of  a  Ihape  fomething  more  then  Uu-, 
mm:,  preftnted  himfelf  before  hiftl, 
with  a  vifa^e  t)urning  with'  anger/and 
a  flaming  Sword,  in  his  hand,  who 
after  henad  beheld  him  with  a  fiery 
and  menacing  eye ,  Mofi  imfious  a- 
mo^g  ^^nyhid  he,  I  will  run  thee 
thorough rmth  this  Sword.  At  which 
words  Mahomet  {q\\  trembling  from 
his  Horfe,  as  if  he  had  been  fbruck. 
with  a  Thuiider-bolt.  That  at  the 
fame  time  he  fuffer'd  moll  bitter  tor- 
jnents,  which  caused  bim  to  cry  out 
•  *  ^         moft 
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mo(l  dreadfully,  and  that  foon  after 
he.  died,  blafphcming  the  name  of  Jcr . 
fus,  and  curling  the  Rhodians.  Whe-  * 
tJher  the  apparition  were  trjxc  or  no^^ 
certain  itis^  that  this  Enemy  of  the 

//^8/  Crofsdy'd  the  fame  day .  that  the 
Church  celebrates  the  feftival  of  the 
binding  the  Holy  Crofs,  and  that  as 
he  was  expiring  hcTeveral'  tinics  ut- 
ter 'd  the  wotdnbodfs, and .comman- . 
4ed/  in  the  extremity  of  His  pangs,^ 
that  this  Infcription  {houjd.  be  writ-' 
ten  over  his  Tomb.  .

.         peror  was  the  iafety  of  Chriff endome,. 

M  and  particularly  of  the  Rhodianyzt-\ 
ritories.  So  mat  when  the  Grand 
Mafter  heard  the  news, .  he  gave, 
thanks  in  publick  to  Heaven,  that! 
T;he  Order  was  delivered  irdmfp  pow-' 
crful  an  advcrf^ry. 

But  that  which  more  encreas'd  the, 
iby  of  the  Knights  was  this,  that  the 
City  of  Ot rant um  was  retaken  from 
the  Turh  in  Tuglia,  fo  foon  as  the 
death  o(  Mahomet  was  known,  jfch- 

*     '      Mat 
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mat  Bajha^  one  of  thegrcatcft  men 
of  the  Empire,  had  made  himfelf 
Mailer  of  this  City  the  year  before  ; 
and  had  left  a  ilrong  GarrHon  there- 
in, and  fettrd  it  in  a  condition  not 
to  be  aflaalted.    The  taking  of  O- 
trantum  made  ^U  Jtalj  ihake.    And 
the  vigofousfeoldingout  of  theT^^ifx 
againft  the  Hta^olitans  that  befieg'd 
it,  began  to  m  jike  Romt  fenfible  of 
her  danger  j  but  when  the  befieged 
underftopd  the  death  of  the  Grand 
Signior,  their  courages  foil 'd  them^; 
and.  they  furrendred  to  the  Duke  of 
Calabria^  Son  to  the  King  of  Na^lei, 
not  flaying  for  the  fuccour  of^fiye 
and  twenty  thoufand  men  \ffhichAch- 
mat  was  bringing  himfelf.  Thefe  Ty- 
dings  \yere  acceptable  to  the  Church ; 
and  then  it  Wf^s^  that  the  Rhodiani 
began  to  take  breath  after  fuch  a  fe- 
ries  of  misfortijnes.  The  Earth  grew 
Heady,  and  the  Sea  retired,  fo  that 
they  h^d  the  liberty  to  repair  all  the 
ruins  of  the  City.     But  as  the  cor- 
ruption of  manners  ufually  proceeds 
from  the  diforders  of  War,  the  Grand 
Mader  undercook  a  reformation  of 
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the  Knfghts  and  people.  To  that  end 
he  made  fevere Laws  againft  thole  vi- 
ces tliat  wound  Cfaf iftian  Piety,  and 
civil  focicry^upon  which  accompt  he 
forbad  all  manner  of  unlawful  Games. 
Thefe  Ljaws  were  publ-kkly  proclaim- 
ed, and  what  was  thought  almoft 
iftcredible,  as  readily  obej^d;  but  a 
Sovdraign  finds  no  ^reat  trouble  to 
make  his  Subje<5s  obey  him  when 
he  commands  iiothing  but  what  b« 
pradifcs  himfdf. 

While  all  things  were  calm  at 
Rhodes ;  the  two  parties  that  drove 
to  fuceeed  in  the  Ottoman  Empire , 
pnt  all  Turly  into  a  confufion.  Ma^ 
hornet  at  his  death  left  two  Sons  be- 
hind him,  Bajazet  aad  Zizim^  for 
MuUapha  their  elder  ^brother  was 
put  to  death  by  the  command  of  his 
Father,  That  young  Sultan ,  who 
<yho  was  both  ftout  and  valiant,  and 
had  not  long  before  won  a  very  Sig- 
nal vidfcory  from  Vffum  Cajfan  King 
o(  Terfia,  coming  to  iht  Ottomofn 
Court  about  the  particular  affairs  of 
his  government  of  Amtifu ,  fejl  fo 
deeply  in  love  with  the  wife  of  Ach^ 

mat 
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mat,  that  famous  Bajha  that  tools; 
Otrantum^  that  one  day  in  the  highc 
of  his  paflion,  he  ofFerM  her  yiolencc 
as  ilie  was  going  into  the  Bath.  Ach^ 
mat  com^X^m  d  to  Mahomet, znA  tore 
his  Turbant  and  his. Veil,  to.cxprefs 
his  grief.  What  is  that  you  comflam 
^jhaughtiJy  anfwer^d  the  Grand  Sig- 
nior  xoxh^BaJba,  My  Son  h)as  dgne 
nothing  butahus^dth^  Wife  of  one  oj 
my  Slaves.  .However  to  give  Achmat 
fatisfatStion,  he  gave  immediate  order 
that  Mufiafha  ihould  be  ftrangl'd,  at 
the  fame  time  adding  the  part  of  a 
cruel  Father  and  a  )ult  King. 

Thus  Bajazetzn^  Zizimttrnzm- 
ed  the  only  Heirs  of  the  Crown.  The 
firft  goyern  dPafhlagonia^znd  refided 
not  far  from  tlie  Black  Sea.  The  Sc* 
cond  had  the  Government  of  Lico^ 
fiia,  in  'Afia  the  \^{%^  fo  that  they 
were  both  at  a  great  diftance  from 
their  tather  when  h?  dy*d.  They 
had  ever  been  kept  a  fundet  the  one 
from  the  other,  and  had  never  feen 
one  another  but  once,  out  of  a  piece 
of  policy  of  Mahomet,  for  fear  Jeaft 
jcaloufy  fliould  divide  thcmf^jlves,  or 
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a  ftrickt  amity?  unite  them  both  d- 
gainft  him.  They  were  of  a  different 
Charader ,  and  difpofitibns  refem- 
bling  in  nothing  but  the  paffion  which 
they  had  to  raign;  Bajazet, loy^hom 
th^  Turks  gave  the  name  of  Light- 
fling  or  Thunder^  by  no  means  made 
his  Title  good,  a^  being  of  afpirit 
altogether  poor  and  mean,  and  one 
that  inindcd  nothing  lefs  then  War. 
Zizim^  whofe  name  fignifies  love, 
on  the  contrary  had  a  lively  Wit,  a 
noble  Soul,  and  was  moft  generoully 
«nclin'd.  He  was  not  io  handfbhie 
as  Bajazet ;  but  there  appeared  in 
his  Perfon,  and  in  his  Countenance, 
'  fuch  a  mixture  of  Gtandeur,  fweet- 
nefs,  andhaughtinefs  mix 'd  together, 
that  furpafs*d  beauty  it  felf.  He  de- 
lighted extreamlyin  hunting,  and  all 
Military  exercifes.  And  yet  he  had 
no  liefsalovc  for  learning  then  he  had 
for  Arms.  He  undeifftood  Languar 
gcs,  among  the  reft  the  Greek  and 
Italian;  hcfpent  fome  part  of  his  time 
in  reading  of  Hiftories;  and  he  was 
then  writing  the  Story  of  his  Fathers 
Life,  when  the  news  came  to  him  of 

his 
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"Peter  D'Jubu^on.  ,  ,  a  t  j 
his  death.  He  was  very  zealous  for 
the  Mahumetan  Religion,  yet  not  with 
that  head-ftroijgpailion,  but  that  ho 
had  a  great  kindnefs  for  the  Knights 
of  Rhodes,  whom  his  Father  mortally 
hated^  Bcfidesall  that,he  had  a  par- 
ticular afFecStion  for  the  Grand  Ma- 
fter,  from  the  yery  time  that  thefirft 
overtures  of  peace  were  made,  and 
he  had  ahyays  a  cdefign  to  make  as 
llrid  a  leagu?  with  him  as  the  law  of 
the  Muflel-men  would  permit.  And  ini- , 
deed  there  is  fuch  a  coherence  between 
the  Story  of  the  Grand  Mailer  and 
Zizim^  that  I  cannot  forbear  to  relate 
whathappne'd  to  the  two  Brothers, 
before  the  Knights  did  intereftthem- 
feives  altogether  in  the  quarrel. 

So  foon  as  Bajazet  2xA  Zizim 
underftood  of  the  death  of  the  Em- 
peror.. They  both  of  them  minded 
nothing  elfe  but  how  to  get  into  pof- 
fe/Iion  of  the  Kmpirc*  But  before 
they  took  the  Field,  the  partakers  of 
each  fide  at  Con^antinofle^haA  taken 
Arms,  and  declar'd  fome  for  the  One, 
and  fome  for  the  Other.  The  heads 
of  each  party  made  oiit  the  beft  they 
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could  the.  right  of  both  Princes.  Xhey 
that  took  Baja^ets  i>aTt,^  a:y*d  out 
that  nature  fpake  in  his  behalf,  for 
that  b^ing  the  eldeft,  he  could  not  in 
juftice  be  deprived  of  the  Crown.  The 
Friends  of  Z/^//»]prerended  that  a 
,  lazy  ilorhful  Prince  as  J?/y^^f?,  that 
gave  not  his  mind  to  bufinefs,,but  led 
a  dillblutelife,  did  not  defervc  to  fuc- 
ceed  to  the  great  Mahomet.  They 
maintained  that  Ziz^im.h^in^  endow- 
cd  from  Heaven  with  all  the  quaJitics 
that  made  a  Prince  worthy  of  an  Em- 
pire, ought  to  be  preferred  in  the  fuc- 
celfion  to  his  Father.  And  as  to  the 
right  of  Elderlhip  they  added ,  that 
Bajazet  indeed  was  born  before^;- 
z>im ;  but  that  for  that  very  reafon 
he  had  no  right  to  the  Imperial  Crown. 
Fpr,  faid  they,  the  jirfi  ts  only  the 
Son  of  Bajazet,  the  other,  is  the  Son 
of  the  Emperor.  Bajazet  was  horn 
^hile  A murath  /w V,  andbejore  Ba- 
jaz^et  bare  the  Scepter.  But  X'lTAta 
came  into  the  Worlds  when  bis  Fa* 
ther  was  inpojfejjian  of  all  the  Tur- 
kijh  dominions^  and  after  he  had  con* 
querd  the  Empire  of  the  Greeks; 
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-firfbat  it  might  be  trufy  fdid^  that 
thisyoimg  Prince  'pas  born  u^on  the 
Throne ;  and  that  Nature,  as  well  as 
Fortiinlti  had  Uejkitd  him  for  the  Epi- 
fire. 

Both  parties  thus  heated,  itW  at 
fcngtk  from  difputes  to  bJo\yS,  the  ^i 
pepplc  taking  parr  accofdiflg  as  they 
^ere  feduc'd  artd  IhveagI'd  by  the 
Janijz^ariei  arid  -&^£^^*Jr;  infbmucH 
that  they  plarider'd  one  part  of  the 
Palace,  aiid  the  Imperial  Tf-eafurc, 
and  oric  of  the  QraridccS  of  the  Court 
was  flaifi  in  a  popular  infuiredion; 
v^hereiri  there  wis  much.b'ood  fpilr. 

XS?hiIc  this  was  the  condition  of 
affairs  at  Conftantinofte,  and  that  the 
i;wo  Princes  Were  preparing  tO  make 
gD6d  their  claims  by  force  of  Arms, 
thfc  Grand  Mafter  thought  it  very  con- : 
vtnierit  to  take  the  advantage  of  Ma- 
homefs  death,  arid  of  the  ditifion  of 
the  Pfihces,  and  to  make  an  attempt 
upon  the  Iflarid  of.  Mete  line:  It  was 
then  one  of  the  richefl:  Iflands  in  the 
jirchifelago^^tiAxhQ  mod  conhnpdi- 
oas  for  Knights,  being  feited  dirediy 
againft  fbfc  mouth  ot  the  Straight  of  . 
Q^  Gallic 
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QailipolL''  Tht  brpyls  of  Turk(^ 
made  the  enterprize  eafy.  Fpr  there 
was  no  likelihood  of  any  relief  by 
Sea  from  the  Infidels,  when  their  For- 
ces were  all  employ  d  in  a  Domeflick 
War.  Thefe  confiderations  cncpU- 
rag'd  the  Grand  Mafter  to  make  ready 
with  all  fpeed  the  Ships  of  the  Or- 
der, and  to  fpare  for  np$:hing  that 
Height  procure  thefucielspf  fuchan 
important  defign.  The  Commander 
de  Jahs^/SNfho  at  that  time  kept  cru- 
^ng  the  j^r^hifelago )\vith  two  Gal-^ 
ley«,  had  order  to  atten4.  the  Fleet. 
When  it  wag  ready,  it  fet  Sail  under 
riieCondudi  of  the  Commander  de 
Carmandin^  Baily  of  Lango.  But.fick- 
nefs  happening  in  the  Fleet,  unfeafon-* 
able  weather,  and  contrary  winds  diP 
ajppointcd  a  defign,  the  fijccefs  whcfr^- 
oi  feem*d  to  be  infallible.  ^  But  tba^t 
which  the  Grand  Mafter  cqntriv'd  to 
revenge  hioifelf  iipon  the  Sol  Jan  of 
Egy^fty  better  fUcceeded.  For  that 
fame  treacberous  Prince  having  no 
regard  to  the  Peace,  according  to  the 
cuftom  and  genius  of  the  Mahume-^ 
tg,ns^  had  fenf  certain  Py rats  to^  take

p^rtlji  cateis'd  the  more  fa'(9:ic)tisfort^^. 
he  appeas^'d  ^he  Sedition,  by  letting' 
Q^^i  upon 
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iipon  the  Throne  one  of  B^^.cii^if^% 
Sons,  of  about  thirteeo  yeai;spf  age, 
vvhofc  xi'^vci^'^^%  Sutlan  Corcut^  and 
pr6cliiming  Emperor  the  Father  of 
,  the  youflg Prince.  Bajlizett^^\^\\^^ 
already  raJk'n  fhipping,  foon  came  to 
ConjiiintinofU  by  the  black  Sea.  jich- 
mat  received, him  at  the  head  of  the 
BaflSas  and  Jatiizaries  that  he  had 
gained,  who  having  all  of  them  falu- 
ted  him  Emperor,  they  conduced 
hiim  to  the  Imperial  Palace,  furroun- 
ded  witji  the  lliouts  and  acclamations 
of  the  people,  who  acknowledged  him 
the  lawful  Heir  of  MahomeU 

Zizitns  Adherents  were  vex*d  to 
the  very  hearts  to  fee^his  6nemy  up- 
on the  Throrie  j  but  the  abfolutc 
power  that  v?ri6w^/if  had  gain*d,forc*d 
them  to  difltmblc  their  refentmenr, 
and  to  comply  with  the  advancemeot 
of  Bajazeti.  However,  they  heW 
private  Caballs  together,  andjnvited 
the  young  Sultan  to  make  aU  the 
haftc  he  could.  Zizim^  who  had  not 
Ae  convenience  of  the  Sea,  but  was 
to  march  through  Bithynia^  did  not 
underftand  till  he  was  upon  the  road,

quer ,  or  dye.  Achmat  flood  him  with 
a  wonderful  rcfoltition  ;  and  after  he 
had  born  the  fury  of  the  iirft  (hock, 
he  icharg'd  him  ft)  rudery,  that  the 
Afiatkks  wet^  ibbn  put  to^rhe  rout. 
Ilie  'moft  part  of  thcni  Were  raw 
Souldiers,  ill  difciplin'd, 'effeminate, 
and  ihore  accuftom'd  to  rcpofe  and 
luxury,  theni  to  the  noifc  btarms  and 
labour.  The  Prince  returned  to  the 
charge  with  fome  of  the  choice  of 
hi^  Army,  but  they  pcrifh'd  .almoft 
all  by  his  fide,  afidhe  Iiitnlelf  had 
either  been  flain,  brtakn,  had  not 
night  come  on.  Thereupon,  favoured' 
by  the  darkncfs,  he  go^into  the  next 
wood,  hoping  to  tally  his  TTroops, 
and  to  bring  them  on  again  the  next 
day.  But  underftanding  that  the  moll: 
part  of  his  people  were  either  prifon- 
ers,  or  flain,  he.tooka  fiidden  refo- 
Jutibii  to  fly  for  firccour  to  the  Soldan 
6i  'Egypfj  the  King  of  CiMcia,  and 
the  Grand  Maflet  of  RBb^es,  To 
this  purpofe,  with  bnfy  forty  Horfe, 
marcning  day  aftd  night  through  un- 
known places,  at  length  he  got  into 
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Syti/u  Being  come  to  Jerufalem^  he 
vycnt  to  yifit  the  Temple  of  S0lomoff, 
to  which  the  Makiimetansgiyea^^t' 
jticular  veneration,;  and  there  pro- 
ilrated^at  the  fopf  of.  the  Altar,  he 
i)cfought  the  Diyitie  N;|ajeitty  tofa- 
^your  his  )uft  deiigns;  after  which, 
f;:ontinuing  his  journey  through  the 
peferts  oi\4ra£fia,  hp  came  to  Q/rr 
Coir  bey  received  Zizim,  not  a^  a 
Fugitive,  and  defpoyl'd  Prince,^  but 
as  a  great  King,  the  Son  of  a  moft 
\  famous  Conqijcror,  and  of  the  moft 
Piiiflant  Empctor  that  cyep  the  7^r>^x 
had.  When  he  undcrllood  that  thp 
-Prince  was  at  hand,  he  fcnc  hfeforc 
the  mod  confidcrable  Emirs  Sind  Ma- 
malnkes  of  %is  Court.  And  at  the 
fame  timp  he  went  to  receive  him  at 
the  Gate  of  his  Palace,  contrary  to 
the  cuftome  of  the  Soldans ;  nor 
were  there  apy  fort  of  honours  or 
carcfles  with  which  he  did  not  enter^ 
tain  him.  Z:zi%{o  much  the  bet- 
ter pleased  with  his  ent(^rtaionienr, 
by  bow  tnuch  the  more  he  look'd  up- 
on the  lovvnels  of  his  condition,ma4c 
his  returns  to  the  civilities  of  the 

Chinir- 
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Chirur^on,  as  fliew'd  his  acknoir- 
ledgmfnt  V  bat  xeHiffd  nothing  pf 
wcakncfs,  or  wapt  of  courage.  Af- 
ter  he  hjaddccJarU  tf^Jwilii  «he  teafen 
of  jbis  comings  he  tpld  hjfn  withal, 
that  he  appjy'd  himfelf  to  hini,as  no 
tbenioft  zealous  obferver  of  thcil/^- 
humetaVjLa\y.  He  conjured  him  by 
the  icfnaple  of  Svlmoni^  aiid  theS?- 
pulcher  of  the  Prophet  Mabomet^ 
which  were  both  in  ^1$  Dominions, 
to  afTtft  an  unfortunate  peribii  with 
his  .pDiUiieJ^  and  his. forces,  againj^ 
the  viplcnoes  of  a  barbarous  Brother, 
whahaAjd^riy'fih^  pfrthe  Crown, 
;ind  aIfo,fough«o  takeaway  his  Ufc- 
The  So/dan^  mov*d  by  the  difcourfe  ^ 
of  Zijsiimj  made  him  all  manner  i>( 
offers.  But  as  Cairbey  was  a  Politic^ 
Prince,  who,  would  noteafily  ei\gagc 
in  dangerous  affairs,  being  rather  , a 
lover  of  quiet  andj  rcppfe,  he  pro- 
mised him  iirft  to  labour  an  accom-  ' 
modation  with  Baja^t;  and  to  keep 
his  word,he  difpatch'd  away  aii  Emir 
to  Conftantinofle.  The  Embafly  was 
no  way  pleafmc;  to  Ziz^sm^  who  well 
knew  that  fuch  j^ind  of  difference?

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Vhc  Knights,  and  the  Veflefs  of.  the 
Order.  In  ftiort,  Vihtn.  Caraman  h!ad 
xzis'd  his  Arniy,  he  fent  far  Sultan 
.^izim  to  coh^c  and  joyn  with  him. 
The  propofitioii  of  the  Kipg  of  (Tj- 
ramania  was  much  tnore  acceptable 
^  the  Prince,  then  that  of  the  Sul 
ian;  but  that  which,  chiefly  made 
him  ;det5rrpine.  to  leave  Cbirr^  was, 
that  fev?ral  Bafhu*i  jli  fatisfi'd  with 
the  new  Government,  had  hy  parti- 
cufar  -exprefles  aflurMJiim  of  their 
fi3ehty  and  feryices.  However,  as 
inuch  difpicas'd  .»s  be  wa$  ih  himftlf 
\viih  Cafriey^  \h^n  wtottid ,not  break 
with  a  Prince  from  whom  hehad  re- 
pciv'd  fo  piuch  Hirtdnefs ;  ahd  who 
was  able  to  do  him  Jis  much  preju- 
dice. So  that. as  a  mark  of  the  con- 
i^dcnce  he  repos'd  ia  hiim,ihe  IdTthis 
wifeartd  children  with  him.  t 

The  great  defire  which  Zis^im 
had  to  obtain  the  Crown,  which,  as 
he  pretended,  belonged  to  him,  and 
of  which  he  thought  himfelf  more 
worthy  than  Bajaxiit^  made  htm  ha- 
ften  with  all  fpeed  to  Mount  T/iurus, 
where  the  Grand  CarUman  cxpeded 

him; 
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hifii ;  and  the  reafon  which  that  cx^ 
peird  King  had  to  hate  the  Turks ;,  ^ 
made  Zizim  believe  that  he  iboiijki 
find  in  him  an  ailur'd  and  faithfiil 
friend.  After  tbey  hadkfworn  to  each 
oiher  an  inviolabie  Amity,  the  twp 
Princes  march'd  together  over  vaft 
Plains,  and  encamp'd  with  their  For- 
ces near  to  LiWmda^  2^  City  of  Caf- 
^adocia ;  Acbmat^  who  had  wintered 
in  t^caoma^  neer  Iccmum^  advanced 
with  his  Army  upon  the  feft  report 
of  the  Confederacy  of  Caraman  and 
Ziz^im ;  on  the  other  fide  alfo  Ba^ 
ja^et\  whom. the  defire- of  ruining 
his  Brother,  made  more  bold  and  va- 
liant every  day  tfa^n  other,  fet  forth 
from  Conifantinoj?le  ^t  the  head  of  a 
hunder'd  thoufand  men,  and  joyn'd 
vjiih  jicbmat^,  who  had  zt.  leafl  as 
many.  ^ 

Whatever  rcfolutions  the  two  Prin- 
ce s^hadtaken^they  began  to  be  afraid 
of  fo  great  a  force  j  and  Caraman^ 
who  knew  his  Troops  to  be  far 
weaker  then  thofe  of  the  Turks^  gave 
Zis;im  to  underlland  that  it.  would 
be  but  mecr  rafhnefs  to  give  Battel. 

He 
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He  alfo  endeavour 'd  t?0  petf\»ade^1ni 
;  that  It  was  the  part  ol  prudence  td 
retire^  ^Buc  the  young  Prince  ccfuld 
not  fo  refolve  ;  either  honour  or  de- 
fpair  caused  H!m  to  make  !a  propofel 
to  Bajaj^et,  ^hat  they  m^t  tcrrtii- 
nate  their  differences^by  a 'fihgle  cbm* 
bat;  in  the  fight  of  :both  Armies,  i?^- 
jazxt^  who  Was  not  ftouc  ehongb; 
anAwhd  was  iti  tod  profperotts  a^^ 
Condition  to  accept  fii^h  a  chaHeiige, 
proposU  td  Ziztm  another '  Way  of 
accommodation,  and  oflfer *d  hifn  any' 
fuch  Province  as  he  flibuld  like  upori 
the  Frontiers  of  71if*/f^v  with  two 
huftdet'd  'thoufand  XllJroWns  in  Gold 
every  year,  and  a  Gottrt  becoiiiing 
the- Owwfe/* -magnificence. 
.  Mad  rhofe  offers  been*  as^rfcercj 
sB^theiy^  W^re  made  in  craftr;  they 
would  not  have  contented  ZiMm; 
wbofe  ainbitiort  was^ot  to  be  iatis- 
^  fl'd  bu^with•a:CiioWtt/  He  fcjeaed^ 
them  with  dtfdain.  '  Biit  kh6wtng 
thac  ji<:hniat^  did  but  only  feek  to  cn-

To  thatpur^ 
ppfe  be  wrote  10  Rhodes  by  one  oi 
his  fnod.  faithful  fervantS;  hut  that 
Meflenger.  was^  tak'n  by  the  TurkSr 
wJip  pofIefs'd,all  the  paffes  of  the 
Cpiintrey,  and  carri'd  to  Baja^er^ 
y^ho  puthirn  immediately  10  death. . 

.  When 
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V  Wheii  ZiJSim  underftood^hat^and 
that  jicbmat  ion^t  for  bitft  in  ail 
places,  he  left  Mount  Taurus^  and 
took?  the  way^  of  Lycia  toward  the 
Sea  with  the  Grand  Caratnan^  who 
was  himfelf  his  guide.  Who,nofooner 
were  they  got  clear  of  the  Strcights 
of  the  Mouiitain;  bta  their  Troops 
who  were  pofted  there,  arid  were  pre- 
paring to  follow  them,  \yere  furrouft- 
aed,.an4  cut  in  pieces  by  jfr^/w^f. 
Thefc  new  misforcunes  put  the  young 
Erince  upon  fending  to  the  Grand 
Mafler  two  prudent  afid  faithful  per- 
fpns,  the  one  of  whieh  Vgas  nam'd 
^uaii^  and  the.  other  Socman.  And 
there  happened  to-be  at  that  time  af 
Galiot  of  rhe  Order,  that  catri'd  the 
;^mbafladors,of  Zizifn  to  Rbcdfs. 

•  ^uan  and  Sofyman  fully  infomi'd 
the  Grand  Mailer  of  the  adventures 
of  their  Prince.  And  afterwards  they 
.told  him  that  it  belonged  to  none  but 
the  moll:  Uluftrious  Knights  of  the 
World  to  protcd  an  oppreil  Innocent; 
and  that  ir  Was  lefs  an  honour  to  hum^ 
ble  the  proud^  then  to  aflTift  the  mif- 
ctablc.    That  Zizim  requir  d  neither 

.  -  money 
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nibney  nor  men;   being  refolv'd  td 
fubmit  avvhilerohiis  bad  fortune  j"  . 
that  he  did  not  covet  to  riile^  but  on- 
ly fought  an  Afylum,  where  he  might 
live  ipfafefy\and  quiet.  They  ^ 
that  in  his  youth  he  had  had  a  madi- 
feft  afFe^aioh  for  the  Order*  of  St.  Ji>fjn 
ofyerufalem^  and  thit  lie  hop'd  that 
the  Mahumetan  Law  wherein  he  had 
been  bred,   would  not  hinder  them 
fronj    taking  pity  upon   a  ydung         > 
Printe  exposed  to  the  mpft  cruel  per-  ^ 
fecution  that  eyer  wasv  To  conclude^ 
they  told  him  that  nptiiing  would     \  ^ 

rendcrthe  Knights  of  i?^oiVj  more  ' 

formidable  to  Bajazcti^  then  their 
having  his  Brother  in  their  power ; 
nor  more  confiderable  either  in  .£«• 
rofe  ot  in  Aja^ .  then  to  be  Mafter  of ' 
the  Deftiny  q(^.  Prince^  who  wnsMa^ , 
Comet's  licit.    . 

Thcfe.  reafohs  were  too  found  riot 
to  mi)yc  the  Grand  Mafter,  <^ho  un- 
derftoodbefidej  how  profitable  fucH   / 
an  Occident  would  be  to  all  Ghriftcn- 
dortt.    It  was  therefore  refolv'-d  in/  ^y 

CcMlncil  to  ehtcftairi  Zi^im,  and  the       ' 
grand  VeM;  of  the  Treafiiry  was- 
'  &  forth-" 
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forthwith  commanded  together'  \vith 
a  Galley,  a  Caravel,  and  other  Vcflels 
10  go  and  fetch  him.  They  aifo  made 
ready  at  the  fame  time  a  fafo  Con- 
dud,  after  the  fame  form  which  the 
Embaflador  defir'd.  The  Grand  Ma- 
iler made  choicp  of  Tton  jilvare 
of  Zuinga^  Prior  of  CafiiU^  for  fo*  ho- 
nourable a  Command,  and  gave  him 
his  Orders  how  he  Ihould  behave 
himfelf  toward  the  Prince. 

Bajasieh  on  the  other  fide  finding 
by  a  Letter  inteirceptcd,  and  by  the 
advices  whieft'lii  had,  that  Zizim 
had  bent  his  courfe  toward  theCoaft 
of  Lycia^  to  pafs/rom  thence  by  Sea 
to  Rhodes^  fent  after  him  a  body  of 
Horfe,  with  orders  to  take  him  dead 
or  alive,     Zizim^  who  bad  inpelli- 

fence  thereof,  prefently  retired  to  the 
ea  fide,  where  the  great  Camman 
bad  prepared  a.Sbjp  ready^  in  cafe 
the  Prince  Ihould  be  pi^fu'd*  The 
Spahi's  however  made  fo  mu^  hade, 
that  they;  mifs'dhiiii  but  a  moment; 
they  appear 'dat  the  very  time  when 
he  was  but  jufl-got  into  the  Biifque; 
apd/Ji^  was.  no^^^f^      puCrOff  fc^m 
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the  fhoar,  but  taking  a  Bovii'  in  /ighc 
bf  his  Bf others  fouldiers,'  he  let  fly 
an  Arroy,  to  the  point  whereof  wa§ ' 
faften'cl  a  Letter,    the  Gpntents  of 
trhich -were  asf  foJIow,

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toman  Raci^  be  would  have  he  en  thj 
executioner  himself.  But  I  hofe  that 
Heaven  will  revenge  me  of  thy  Ty^ 
rannyi  and  it  is  my  prayer  to  our 
great  Prophet^  to  haften  the  funijh- 
ment  which  thou  dejervejl. 

Whcft  the  Horfemcn  faw  that  the 
Bark  was  out  of  their  reach,  thcy4:e- 
,  turn  d,  enrag*d  that  thcy^had  mifs'd 
their  prey;  and  carri'd  the  Letter  to 
JBajazett.  The  Barbarian  could  not 
refrain  from  tears  when  he  read 
it :  And  it  is  reported  that  he  was 
fei2'd  with  a  terrour  when  he  had 
confider*d  it,  and  fell  into  a  deep  fit 
of  niaianchoUy.  So  great  a  power 
have  the  conceptions  of  Nature  and 
Religion,  at  certain  times,  upon 
minds,  the  mod  cruel  and  impious. 
Xn  the  mean  time,  Zizim^  who  had 
heard  no  tidings  of  his  Embafladors, 
not  knowing  what  courfe  to  fleer, 
nor  were  to  land  in  fafety,  wandered 
at  the  mercy  of  the  waves  and  winds 
along  the  Coaft  of  Zjr/^  at  what 
time  he  difcover'd  certain  Veflels, 
that  with   all  the  fail  they  could, 

fccm'd 
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feem*d  to  make  toward  him.  Now, 
as  it  is  natural  to  the  unfortunate  to, 
be  afraid  of  every  thing,  the  Prince  , 
imagined  them  to  be  either  Pirates, 
or  fuch  as  ha<i  a  defign  upon^his  Jife, 
beiiigin  purfuit  of  him  by  his  Bro- 
thers orocr,  upon  which  he  com^ 
mandecf  the  Pilot  to  gain  the  firft 
landing-place;  But  the  event  proved 
to  him  that  he.  had  had  a  falie  ala- 
rum. For  they  whom  he  took  for 
pirates  i^nd  Enemies,  were  the  Ships 
of  Rbod^s^  that  were  fent  to  feek  him 
out.    ,        .  . 

When  the  Veflels  vyere  within  fight 
oiLycia^  2)cu  Aharejzi^  according 
to  his  Iriftr.ucaion>,  fent  Zij^ims  Em  • 
baffadors.  and  a  Knight  along  with 
him  to  give  notice  of  His  Arrival.  No 
(boner  were  they  landed,  but  per- 
ceiving a^  Bark  not  far  from  the  place 
where  they  went  afliore,  they  found 
there  Zidim  himfelf,  whom  they 
thought  to  have  been  at  th?  Court  of 
the  Grand  Caraman.  The  EmbafTa- 
dors  gave  him  an  accompt  of  the  fa- 
vourable Inclinations  of  the  Grand  . 
Mailer,  and  the  Knight  coJd  him  that

^oPj^Jvare.^  kinfman  pf  the  Kio|;s  of 
r^7?//if,Captain  General  of  the'  Artoies 
of  the  Order,'  and  the  Grind  Mailers 
Lieu  tenant,'  was  pome  6n  purpofe  to 
condudt  him  fafely  to  'Rhodes.  I'he 
Prince,  who  found  fomething  that 
was  very  acceptable  in  fo  ftrknge  an 
Adyenture,  and  who  perhaps  out  of 
pride,  would  not  at  firft  confefs  his 
ilight  and  hi$  fear  to  an  unkqown  per- 
ibn,  fmartly  reply 'd,  tH^t  notque- 
ftioning^  the  gcncrofity  of  ihe  Grand 
Mailer,  he  thought  it  convenient  ra- 
fher  to  come  and  expe(a:  him  upon 
the  Coa(t,  then  to  pi^t  him  to  the 
trouble  of  fearching  after  him.  After 
which  the  Knight  returning  to  the 
Brii^antine,  and  cpfning  up  with  the 
Venelsat  St^L,  ^on  Alvarez  made 
to  the  prince  himfehF,  tofalutehini  in 
his  own  Galley.  He  prefented  him 
the  Grand  Mailers  fafe  doriduda:  and 
Letter,  and  then  carryr'd  him  into  the 
great  Ship  with  a  loud  ncifepf  Trum-. 
pets,  andf  the  Thj^hcler  of  the  Canon. 
'  The  Prior  oiCaftik  Was  one  pf 
thofc  Spaniards,  who  being  rarely 
bredjperfedly  underftood  the  world, 
'  '  tcing 
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being  ho  lefs  polite  then  dextrous  \tt 
his  behaviour;  arii^ therefore  hefaild 
not  to  pjEiy  Zizifk  all  thofe  refpcds 
and  offices  winch  were  due  to  an  un- 
fortunate and  affli(9:ed  Prince.    For 
though  ill  fortune  had'  not  abated 
the  courage  of  Jthe  young,  J5«/f^fr,  it 
bad  however  fomewhat  ehcreas'd  his 
natural  melancholy.    The  Procedure 
oilman  Ahare  zSkdi^.Zizfm  in 
fuch  a  mannet,  that  be  teftified  at 
firft  how  ftnfible  he  was  of  his  kind 
offices,  and  gentle  fcrvices.  Generous 
Knight,  ftid  he^  in  loafing  a  Throne^ 
I  have  not  toft  thofe  thoughts  which 
Nature  bequeaths  to  the  mo  ft  barba^- 
rims.  And  if  fortune  do  not  altogether 
deftine  me  to  mifery^  you  Jhall  find 
that  I  was  not  born  ungratejul.  But 
I  fee  your  generofity   is    altogether 
{ure^  and  that  in  treating  anVnfor-. 
tunate  fo  worthtly,  you  only  feekthe 
honour  of  doing  good.     Tet  I  cannoP 
wander  enough,   added  :he,    that  fo^ 
much  civility  Jhould  be  Jhewn  to  the 
Son  of  the  moft   implacable  enkmy 
Toftr  Order  ever  had,  and  1  muft  con- 
fefsi  that  therein  I  adtftive your  inge-- 
nuitjy.

A  g/i/e  banour  to  ^erfivs  of  high  iirth^

then  the -f^rfons  of  Icings .  Tou  are 
forcd  to  fly  ill  intreated  hy  your  fub- 
jeBs^  dnd  de^riyd  of  your  ^Ehtei- 
ftious^  but  you  are  fit II  a  King^  ycu, 
arc  rttll  Sultan  Zizitn.  fTe  receive 
you  a%  a  Trmce^  whofe  virtue  and 
pti s fortune  render  hirn  worthy  the 
eliecm  of  Opriflians,  and  not  as  an; 
enemy.  Nor  areyou  to  wonder  that 
the  (Stand  Mafler  entertains  in  thts 
fs^anner  the  Son  of  an  Emferour^.who^ 
mortally  hated  t/s,  Mahomet  your 
father  did  all  he  could  to  ruine  us : 
we  have  done  all  we  could  to  with- 
fl and  his;  triumphant  Arms^  and  by 
the  mercy  of  God  we  obtain^  ajignal 
iti^ory  againft  him.the  remmbrance 
ofwhtch  After- Age  SI  wiU  freferve. 

,    jThe  Knights  of  Rhodes  know  how  to, 

vanqmjb  thofe  that  afftil  them ;  but 

they  know  how  to  relieve  ^'ith  hu-

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fhiir  ^rpteSfion ;  nor  are  ihere  any 
Injuries  which  they  do  ntft  forget^ 
when  t  heir  enemies  are  no  longer  able 
todothemlodrm. 

The  Anfwer  of  Z)o»  Alvares  con- 
vinced ^izim  of  the  geiicrofity  of* 
the  Knights,  an4  entirely  gain  d  his 
confidence. 

The  Grand  Mafter  had  command-  -. 

ed  that  iie  ihould  be  treated  Jike  th^ 
Son  of  an  Enipwour  and  a  King.  To 
which  purpofe  the  Officers  that  firft 
fefy *d  him  at  his  Table,  ;nade  an  Ef- 
iay  of  the  naeai;  according  to  thecu* 
llom  of  the  Courts  of  EHro$e.Zizi^ 
feem'd  to  be  furpriz'd,  b^caufe  that 
Ceremony  is  not  in  fafliion  among 
the  Turks :  but  it  was  told  him  it 
>v^g  the  ufual  pra6tipe  at  the  Tables 
of  the  European  Princes,  and  that  it 
was  an  Affurance  againft  poifort. 
Oh  !  (aid  he,  1  am  not  afraid  of  be- 
ing^;ppifoved  &y  fuch  generous  Knights 
as  you  ;  I  have  put  my  l^e  and  for- 
tune intoyour  hands ^  and  I  hold  my 
felffecure.  Bejuies,  I  had  rather  you 
Jbould treat  me  as  a  friend^  then  a,  ^  'A 

'Prince.     Concluding  |:hofe  words,,  ™ 

/  ^':     ■  he 
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he  took  fomething  out  of  every  iifli 
of  which  no  Efiay  had  been  made, 
ihd  pjatting  all  the  meat  into  one 
plate,  he  began  to  eat,  to  Jet  the 
Knights  know  how  much  he  confided 
ill  them.  After  that  he  began  to  be 
iuore  gay  and  pieafant, while  the  good 
entertainment  that  he  rectiv*d  had 
almoft  made  him  forget  his  paft  mif- 
fortunes. 

Neverthelefs,  when  the  Ships  were 
under  fail,  and  that  the  Coafts  of  Ly- 
cia  began  to  difappear,he  then  began 
to  be  apprehenfive  that  nothing  could 
be  more  vj^rthy  of  compofition  then 
a  fugitive  and  wandring  King,  driven 
to  feck  an  j^///«^  in  the  territories 
of  flrangers,  and  of  enemies.  So  that 
the  fad  thoughts  which  feiz'd  him 
all  of  a  fudden,  caused  him  to  be 
profoundly  fad  for  (feme  hoUts ;  |b 
that  all  his  courage  was  but  little 
enough  to  bring  him  to  his  forriicr 
humour.  >. 

For  the  mean  while  the  ^hip  kept 
on  their  courfe,  and  tliey  had  fo 
fortunate  a  pa(lage, that  they  came  in 
a  fmalJ  time  witnin  Vic"^  of  Rhodes. 

T>on 
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^m  Akv^irtz,  fpeeded  before  in  a 
Brigantine,  tcgiVe  the  Grand  Mafter 
notice  of  the  Prince  s  jirtival  All 
thiogs  were  already  ordered  for  hi* 
Entry;  and  among  ?he  reft  of  the 
preparai:ion5,  there  was  a  bridge  of 
wood,  which  reached  from  the  gate 
of  the  Port,  abptve  ten  paces  into  the 
Sea,  to  the  very  place  where  the  Ship 
that  carri -d  Zizim  was  to  lyc; 

The  moft  ancient  Commanders, 
which  the  Grand  M^fterf^nt  before 
to  meet  the  Prince,  receiv'd  him  with 
all  the  rcfpedt  which  was  due  to  the 
Son  of  their  Emperour  Mahomet.  So 
th^t  while  the  Artillery  play'd  fx'om 
all  parts,  he  paft'd  over  the  Bridge 
which  was  covered  with  cloth  of 
Qold,  in  the  midft  of  the  Acclama* 
tionsofthe  people,  whomcuriofity 
had  drawn  to  the  Ihoar.From  whence, 
after  he  liaimpunted  a  SpanifliCbur-  , 
fer,  richly  iharneffed,  he  rode  forward 
to  the  Great  5^/^7^^^,  with  the  found 
of  fifes  and  Trumpets,  condmSted  by 
T)on  Alvarez^  who  did  him  the  Of- 
fice of  a  Squire.  The  Streets* were  all 
ftrcw'd  with  herbs  &  flowers,  and  an 

infinite 
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.    ,  infinite  number  of  people  fill'd  the 
plat-forms  and   windows,     Zizim^ 
^  entrinig  into  the  City,  vva^  fmittea 

^irh  the  beauty  which  appeared  there 
very  rich  in  habit,  as  weJI  to  fee  as  to 
be  feen,  and  with  a  loud  voice  he 
fpoke  it,  that  it  was  not  for  nothing 
that  the  W^odian  women  were  ac- 
counted  the  faircft  of  all  AJia^ 
At  phe  fame  time  that  the  Ship 

"  whicl^  carry 'd  Zizim  entred  the 
Port,  the  Grand  Mafter  march  *d  out 
of  the  Caftlc  with  a  pompous  train, 
and  in  very  good  order.  He  was  at- 
tended by  a  troop  of  young  Knights, 
^ery  richly  habited,  and  mounted 
upon  horfes  of  high  price.  The  Of- 
ficers of  the  Order  followed  them; 
every  one  wearing  about  their  necks 
a  Chain  of  Gold,  going  two  and  two, 
with  countenances  Avherein  there  was 
both  haaghrinefs  and  modefty  mix- 
ed together.  The  Grand  Mailer  ap- 
peared at  laft,  appareird  inTilflae  of 
Gold,  embroidered  with  precious 
ftoncs,  mounted  upon  a  Neofolitan 
Steed,  whofe  harnefs  was  all  em- 
broidered with  Gold  and  Silver.  Tlie 

Squires 
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Squires  and  Pages  thai  followed  hira^ 
were  no  lefs  remarkable  fqr  the 
fplcndour  of  their  habits  and  form- 
ture,  then  for  their  goodly  prefcnces, 
.and  d^terity  in  the  management  of 
their  Horfes.  But  there  appear *d  an 
Air  fo  noble,  and  fomething  fo  mar 
jeftick  in  the  perfon  of  the.  Grand 
Mafter,  that  he  was  eafily  diftin- 
guifhfd  from  the  reft  of  the  company. 
A  great  body  of  Hoirfe  clos'd  up  the 
Rear  of  the  Retinue, 

The  Grand  Mafter  flopped  before^ 
the  Church  of  St.  Sebaftian^  ^nd  put 
his  men  inofder  in  the  ^iaz.tx^tGt- 
ing  the  approach  of  the  Sultan.    So 
foon  as  Zizim  perceived  the  Grand 
Mafter ,    who  was  ihew'd  him  by 
T>m  Alvanz^^   though  he  were  re- 
markable enough  in  many  other  re- 
fpeds,  he  fainted  him  according  to 
the  manner  of  the  Turks^  by  putting 
his    finger   three  times    upon   his 
mouth.    The  Grand  Mafter  on  his 
part  tnaking  a  low  obeyfance/adv 
vanc'd  toward  him,  and  making  a  fe- 
cond  bow,  gave  him  a  very  civil  com- . 
plcment  in  Italian^  which  wafe  ^n^ 

.  fwer  d 
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iwet'd  by  the  Prillce  with  a  good 
grace,  and  lit  expreffions^  full  of  good 
fenfe.  After  that  titey  gave  their 
hands  each  to  other,  add  having  re- 
peated Tome  few  nibre  Wdirds  of 
Iriendihip  and  kittdnefSithey  liiareh'd 
together  to  the  Frei^cb  Lodgings, 
which  were  prepared  for  the  Prince. 
I'he  Grand  Mailer,  when  they  began 
to  fet  forward,  gave  him  the  upper 
hand;  but  Zizim,  making  foiiie  re- 
flexions/upon it,  Would  iiot  permit 
it  at  iirft.  i  am  your  Caftive^  faid 
he,  and't't  btcomts  not  a  Capivetd 
take  the  place  of  honour:  Sir^  an- 
fvver'd  the  Grand  Mailer,  Captives  of 
jour  amdition^  preserve  their  dignitj 
in  aU  places^  anal  would  to  God  you 
had  as  fnuchpo'uuer  in  CoiKilaiitindpfe 
as  you  havi  in  Rhodes. 

As  to  the  tt%  Zizim  appeared 
neither  merry  nor  fad,  during  the 
whole  Galvacade.  He  carry'd  the 
lookof  aperfon,  vi^hohad  thej^oof 
both  atone  time  of ^  good  and  bad 
fortune;  or  like  one  that  bdiev'd 
Irimielf  worthy  of  the  honours  which 
\>ei?edoiifehiOT;    Ht  feem'd  h6wevac 

to 
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%0  be  highly  pleas'd  with  the  beha^ 
viour  ol  the  Knights ;  and  when  he 
alighted^  from  his  Horfe,  he  em- 
braced the  Grand  Maftcr  with  a  very 
texider  afFe^jon,  calling  him  fevexaL  . 
tinaeshis-PrGte<aor  and  Father.  Ihat 
3ay,  and  for/fome  daies  following, 
they  liadfeveral  particular  difcourfes 
upon  the  prefent  condition  of  Afiairs;, 
but  all  tiaat  time  abftain^d  from  par- 
ticular conferences.  However,  ther^ 
was  iiothing  omitted  for  the  diver- 
tifement  oif  the!  young  Sultan^  lb  that 
there  was  ^xoching  to  be  feen  at 
Rhodes  but  Hunting*  matches.  Run-, 
ing  at  the  Ring,  Shevvs^"  and  magni-, 
ficent  F^afts.  But  all  thefe  diver- 
tifements  did  not  compleat  the  re- 
pofe  of  the  Prince  s  mind.  For  though 
he  wqrc  not  afraid  of  th^  Knights^, 
he  could  not  think  Jiimlelf  in  fafcty 
in  a  place  fulJ  of  Grf</^if,  and  fo  neer 
iht  Turks  izs^^  what  ^vas  more  ther 
proceedings. of  xh^Tort,  daily  en-; 
cKas'd  his  difquict  and  bisfc«irs. 

At  the;  beginning  of  tbofe  divifiori^ 
\yhjich  turmoil  "d  iht  Ottoman  fim*-- 
pir^,  ajftcr  the  d^^xh  o^ 

'  Bajajzett 
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BdjaziPt  \vas  afraid  that  it  Uroiild 
Hot  go  well  with  his  affairs,  folong 
as  he  Was  not  in  friendlhip  with  the 
Grand  Matter,    however  hfe  6onId 
hot  condefecnd   to    demand  peace 
himfelf.    Thereto  faVe  his  reputa- 
tion, he  dealt  in  private^  with  the 
Sub-Baflia  De  Tizzona^   who  was 
tome  over  to  his  Party,  and  was  Go- 
vcrnour  of  Lycia.    The  Sub-Baflia 
fcnt  an  Embaf&dor  to  Rhodes^  v^iih 
inllrudtiohs  not  tofpeak  oiBajdzttt^ 
butonfy  to  manage  a  truce  between 
the  people  ol  Lycia  and  xh^  Rho^ 
dians^^  believing  that  a  Peace  would 
eafily  follow  a  Truce.     But  theEm- 
bafly  nothavjng  that  fuccefs  which 
was  expeded,  Bajazett  made  ufe  of 
Achmat  to  carry  on  hisdefign.  The 
JBaJhd^zs  jealous  of  the  honour  of 
the  Sultan,  as  the  Governoul:  of  Zy* 
cia^   wrote,  as  from  his  Supream  a 
Very  yidding  tetter  to  engage  the 
GriJnd  Mafter  to  in  accommodation,* 
and  entrufted  Lafini  Brahmiov  his 
Agent  with  the  Lettqr.    The  Grand 
Mafter  thought  himfelf  oblijged  to 
hear  the  Propofitions  of  Achmat,  as. 

wel 
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Wellfor  t;he  love  dJF  his  people,  who 
liood  in  peed  of  reft  aftc^rihe  toils  of 
fo  lo(ig  a  war,  ^sfor  the  honour  of 
the  Ordei",  io  whofli  a  Treaty  could , 
not  i>c  but  advantageous,  that  meni-      * 
tion'd  nothing  of  Tribute. 

The  Reception  of  ^/i;//»,  made  ^' 

Bajazet  iippatient  of  a .  coriclufiofi; 
of  peace.  Upon  which  ^f^/»i/;urg'd 
it  more  anfl  more  ty  his  Riinifter 
Ltifim  Brahim.  He  offer'd  ajfo  tha t 
the  Grand  Signior  fhouid  fign  what- 
ever the  Knights  dcfir"  d/  and  for  a 
pledge  of  his  real  intent  ibrxs,  he  re- 
florid  all  the  Veflels  of  the  Ordet 
which  had  been  taken  fincfe  the  Truee 
by  the  Pyrates  of  Lycii. 

Ail  thefe  condefcentions.  of  the 
Port,  fo  different  from  the  Ottoman 
Haughtinefs,more  then  evoralarum'df 
^txnct  Zizim.  He  imagined  witK 
himfelf,  that  his  Brother  wa$  not  fo 
defirous  of  peace,,  but  only  that  he 
might  have  an  bccaHon  to  deftro^^ 
him;  and  that  when  Trade  (hould  be 
free  between  the  Rhodiaris  Sc  Turks^ 
he  IhouJd  be  in  daily  fear  of  either  be-    ^  / 

ing  ftabb'd  or  poifon  d :  and  that  the 
$  runagaif^ 
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rttnagare  Greeks  {6  accullom*d  to 
treachery  iind  murther,  would  omit 
nothing  to  feirvc  Bajak^ett  to  good 
purpofe. :  Iri  the  midft  of.  tnefe 
ilibughts  he  refolv'd  to  fcek  a  San- 
ctuary elfewhere,  to  prefefve  himfelf 
:6^6m  a  violertt  death,  to  which  pur- 
pbfc  he  6pQn*d  his  mind  to  the 
drand  M^fleir;  in  whom  he  put  an 
entire  confidence.  The  Grand  Mafter 
found  that  Zijzim  offer 'd  nothing 
buc  reafon; ,  yet  becaufc  the  aflair 
was  of  great  impotance,  he  refolv'd 
Xo  h?ive  the  advice  of  his  Council, 
before  he  gave  the  Prince  ,a  pofitive 
ahfwer.  Among  thcm,Opinions  were 
different,  while  fome  affirmed  that  it 
was  for.  the  inti?reft  and  honour 
of  the  Order  to  keep  the  Prince; 
that  Sajazett  dxucii' not  refufe.the 
knights  any  thing,  or  make  any  at- 
tempt .upon  them,  vVhiJe  ZizifH>  re- 
main *d  at -/^W^J";  that  ^'heh  be  was 
piit;  of  tbcii:  power,  idhey'efJuM  ex- 
pcd  nothing  !but  a  cruel  \^sir,  or  a 
Very  difadvan tageous  peace,  ^hat 
by  all  the  rifles  of  ^rudeit^  they 
vvere  to  layhdd  upoA  fo  fefr'  ah  bc- 

cafionj 
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cafii|j|i  c>ritt:iea,(l  before  theTetr9ac 
of  1;^  Sult^^  they  were  to  make  an  > 
hoAQIttj^hifiapr^ciiient  with  the  Port. 
As  if©c  tjbiQ  l^ty;  of  the  P/ince,  they 
migfciteafflj{-fc?ure  ir,  by  affording 
hiQia  fufiicient  Guard,  there  being 
V^ry  few  j^afflf^ates  that  would  at- 
attempt  the  pesli^ns  of  great  men,  at 
therhazard  pC  their  own  lives. 

Ijbe  mqti  f^fmterefted,  and  the 
wifer  (brt  .^J^re  of  a;  confrary  judg- 
ment, that  a  removal  was  the  only 
way  tcJ  preferve  Sultan  Zizim  from 
the  fni^octunes  that  threatn^d  him: 
tbitiwar  did  no  way  fecure  hirti,that 
after  St  refufal  of  Peace  with  ih^Turks^ 
theyhrfd  no  way  to fecure  hini from 
pdifoh  or  afTaiirmation,  while  treafon 
tnters  every  where,  and  the  fidelity 
of  fcrvants  and  guards  is  not  proof 
againftany  large  fum  of  money.  That 
while  Baja&et  fought  to  get  him 
imidjiiSpow^r  by  all  the  waieS  ima- 
ginable, they  could  neither  furrender 
hint  without  betraying  their  faith 
given,  nor  keep  him  witnout  drawing 
upon  themfelves  the.  indijgnation  of 
the  SuUan.

Brother.  For  befides  thiit  he  gueft'd 
at  the  Frefich  Humour,  by  the  beha<^ 
tfiour  of  the  Grand  Mafter^  he  had 
heard  frequent  difcourfes  of  theit  ge- 
nerofity;  nor  did  he  queliion  but 
thdt  the  fucceflbrs  of  t^^wi•  and 
Charlemaigneyfhok  famous  deeds  he 
had  read,  would  take  delight  in  re- 
ftbring  a  Prince  to  his  Throne. 

The  Grand  Mafter  could  not  with* 
fland  neither  the  reafonf,  nor  the 
powerful  inftances  of  Ziz^m.  He 
approved  his  determinatiea  touching 
his  retreat  into  France.  But  that 
which  made  him  approve  it  the  more, 
was  that  he  thought  that  Zizim  ran 
no  hazard  in  a  Countrey  which  pro- 
du6*4  no  Monders,  and  where  poifon 
J  was 
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wa^ unknown:^  So  that  the  fafcty  of 
a  poor  Pnnceiwho  had  tlirown  him- 
felftitttb  tbi  i  Arms  of  fh^  Kaights, 
made  the  Grand  Mailer  inlbmemea- 
fare  ifibirger  Ihte  own  Imctefts,  and 
thofe  of  his  people ;  for  nqi  troubling 
hiMfelf  aboiic  ihc  ill  coiifequences 
that  fohafty  a  Retreat'  mijght  draw 
after  it,  hc^aiiie  all  ordctSneGeirary 
fpr  the  Voyage  into  Fram:e.  He  rc- 
doablVdat  the  fame  time  his  civilties  J 

to  the  Sultan ;js^d  the  eevfe  before  his  ^ 

departure,  made  him  a  moil  magni- 
cdxiY^ziL'Zizim  admird.xnore 
thenonce  the  variety  and  drcfling  of 
the  t  meat,  and  the  orderxrf  thefer- 
vice^confeffin^  that  the  magnificence 
of  the  Ottoman  Emperoucs  had  no- 
thing fo  fuhiptuous.

irhisi?4^^,equaJIy  proud  fecunii^y 
who  in  his  letters  had  giTea  a  blank 
jpaper  to  the  Grand  Mafter,  cpuld  not . 
endure  (hat  the  firfl  propofition 
Which  the  EmbafIadour$  madefhould 
be  that  no  mention  fhoiild  be  made 
of  Tribute.  He  brake  fotth  upon  that 
fub}e<fl  with  a  haughtinefs,  which 
made  him  almofl  fptget  the  refped: 
to  the  facredPerfons  of  the  Mlniflef$ 
of  Soveraign  Prmccs.  JThe  knight 
Guy  de  Mont  Amand^  who  was  pne 

of 
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of  th«  Embafladours,  and  who  in  his 
ioft rudions  had  cxprefs  order  to  beir  * 
^up  briskly  againft  the  £a/ba,  took 
him  up  Ihort^  and  fpokc  to  him  with 
•that  iliarpnefs,  that  had  abfoliirely 
broke  off  thcNegptiation/if  Af>/2?r*  . 
^a/eologus,  who  was  at  the  cofife^ 
rence,  had  not  allay 'd  their  pafHonsf. 
After  the  death  of  Mahomet  he  was 
returned  to  the  port,  and  had  gain  d 
the  favour  of  Bajazet,  by  efpoufing 
his  Intereft.  He,  well  acquainted 
with  the  humour  of  the  Knights,  dnd 
having. proved  to  his  coft,  the  con- 
flancy  of  ihe  Grand  Mafter,  knew- it  ^ 
was  in  vain  for  Achmat  to  contend 
fo  obftinately  upon  the  point  of  tri- 
bute, and  told  him  his  reafons  breif* 
ly,  though  in  the  Turkifh  language^

The  Knight  Leonard7)up'at,\vho 
was  the  other  Embafladour,  and  un- 
derilood  Ti\rki(b^  underflanding  the

'maud,  was  the  occaHoh,  that  both  ^ 
Handing  flifly  to  their    principles,

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Achmats  heat  began  to  cool^  fathat 
of  himfelf  he  began  to  give  way  to 
their  demands.  Bajazet  prbmifed 
fioc  only,  to  live  in  good  amity  with 
the  Knights, of  /?^^^f J;  but  not  to 
trouble  the  reft  of  the  Chriftians.The 
Grand  -Mafter  undertook  for  his  part^ 
to  keep  ^/^i/»  always  in  th6  power 
of  the  Kntgths;  and  to  endeavour 
all  hecoiikl  that  ihtSultanj^ionld  not 
fall  into  the  hands  of  any  sPrince  ci- 
ther Chriftiah  or  Infidel.  -  Upon  this 
the  peace  was  concluded  according 
to  the  Articles  which  the  Embafla- 
dours  proposed ;  and  it  may  be  faid 
that. never  was  any  Aibcofflmodatiod 
made  with  the  Port,  either  more  ho- 
nourable or  more  profitable  toChrif 
tendom.  Thit  which  was  moft  re- 
markable and  extraordinary  was  that 
Bajazet  engaged  himfelf^  either 
through  weaknefs  or  Policies  to  pay 
the  Grand  Mafter  a  kind  of  Tribute. 
To  this  purpdfe  he  fei\c  to  Rhodes 
Cagritaim^  his  principal  fa!!^ourite. 
and  the  two  Knights  beftirrd  them- 
feives  fo  well,  that  they  carry 'd  hirar 
along  with  them  upon  their  Return* 

Gdgrttaini 
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C^ntam  dccht'd  in  full  councel^ 
that  the  Pore  would  pay  to  the  order^ 
thirty  five  thoiifand  Duckets,  monejf 
of  Vefijce.Jot  the  fubfiftaicfe  ofZi-

Achmat^  who  was  the  proudeft 
perfon  in  the  world,  and  one  that 
mortally  hated  the  Cbrifiian^  efpe- 
daily  the:  Grand  Mafter  attd  the 
Knights,  could  not  brook  this  «coo- 
defciention  in  the  Grand  Signor :  He 
attus'dhim  of  lownefs  of  Spirit,  and 
colwardice;  he  murmured  in  publick^ 
and  made  iharpe  feoffs  upon^  it*  Ba^ 
jc^et^  who  for  ibme  time  before  be- 
gantd  gro\¥  jealous  of  the  B-c^a^  as 
of  a  perfon  th^t  did  not  love  any 
t^g  more  then  war;  ahd  was 
therefore  likely  eatake  Zmms  parr^ 
took  thrfcmijrfwuof  S'aiid  r6b«kes  for 
the  fymp^mes  of  a  tevolt;  And  be? 
iiev*d  that.  C)oly:.the:4e^th:of  A}ch  a 
'  dange- 
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dangerous  etietiiy  could  break  fai^ 
defigns.Trtie  it  is  that  he  owd  to  him 
for  theCrown;but  ufually  great  bene- 
iits  are  looked  upon  as  crime$:&  weak 
Princes  often  find  their  fafecy  in  the 
deftrildion  of  thofe  that  rais'dthem, 
and  are  a}>le  to  puli  them  down  a^ain. 
So  fo6rt  as  the  peace^  was  concIu> 
ded  between  the  Knights  and  the 
Turkts^  -the  Grand  Signiour  piit  to 
death  this  famous  Baiha  at^  Mag- 
nificent, feaft,  where  were  all  the 
grandees  of  the  Pott,  and ,  where 
Bajas^n  was  prefent  himfelF.  The 
difcQUrfe  of  the  table  falling,  upon  the 
FcsiQt,^ndZijzm,Baja;set  to  provoke 
Achmat^  and  to  engage  him  to  fpeak 
fomthingtqbe  layd  holdon,  publick- 
Jy  declared  that  he  would  leflen  the 
Sduldierspay,  and  deprive  the  Gran^t 
dees  of  the  port  of  their  emploiments 
that  were  not  loyal  to  theit  lawful 
Prince.  The  Bajha,  who  well  un- 
derflood  that  thoi^  words  concerned 
him*  prefcritly  took  fire,  and  went 
fo  high  in  the  heaiof  the  debau- 
chci^y,  as  to  tell  the  Grand  S%^ 
nor  that  it  was  but  an  rll  way  to 

eftablifh 
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feftatjliih, 4  throne  to    provoke  the 
Souldtery ;.  and  that  the    Oaom  in 
Monarcks  vi^ere  not  aflTir'd  of  rhcir 
Empires, 'fo   long  as  they  had  Bo- 
thers  alivew       He    had  no     i&^nci 
fpoki  the  words,     blit  a  mure    m- 
'llni(3:ed  Ibefore   give    him  tlx  Itabsi 
with   a  poignard.   .  Ochers  lay  that 
after  the  tcait  vvas  oVwlP  ij  i<;,et  ^vwii 
loved  wirie,   krpt  /df:/^;^^^/^  to  dnnk 
\^ith  hinii   alone,    lirtdcr  pretence  of 
friend fltip;  and  that  feeing  him  i  a?f 
drunk  heGommande'd  tv^o  Eanurhcg 
to  ftrstngle  him      Hovvevcr,   it  were 
Cagritaim  fdcceeded   at  ihc  Fort  iri 
his   pllace"    though,  he   had  rt^irher 
the  riierir  nor  exp^ncnci*;    but   he 
kheW*peirfe?ilIv  hovV  to  humour  B.i- 
jajzet^-'^ho  on\)    mtnddcafe.

Matter,  who  made  little  accomp/:  of. 
the  ffiendih^p  of  the  Inadels,  o^ 
whofj?  perndioufnefs  he  hiad  a  thou- 
fand  times  experienced  •  and  ^or  chic 
the  perfon  of  Zizim  feem  Vc>y  pro- 
per for  him  to  make  ufeof  in  cafe, 
of  a  rupture,  he  apply'd  himfeJf 
wholly  to  make  a£leagu:e  bet we^^  the

Chriftian  Princes  againft  the  comr 
moo  enemy.  He  wrought  fcveral 
Letters  to  them,  he  fent  them  perti- 
cular  Agents  to  let  them/ underfland 
that  there  was  never  a  fairer  oppor- 
tunity to  ruin  the  Ottoman  Em- 
pire, or  at  leaft  to  weaken  it  very 
much;  ihzx  Zizim  at  the  head  of 
a  croifade  world  do  as  much  as  ma* 
fiy  Armies  together,  that  the  death 
of  Achmat  had  depriv'd  the  Turkes 
of  the  mod  able  Minifler,  and  the 
moft  valiant  Captain,  that  per- 
haps they  ever  had.  That  the 
Grand  Caraman^  and  other  Princes 
of  Afia  expected  only  when  Europe 
would  move,  to  declare  themfelves ; 
and  in  fhort,  that  all  the  prefem  con- 
)und):ures  renderd  that  enterprize 
eafic,  which  was  fo  difficult  of  it  felf. 
But  I  know  Qot  by  what  fatality,  i  f 
it  were  not  rather  the  Incomprehen- 
fible'  difpofal  of  providence,  the 
Chrifiian  world,  was  not  at  all  en- 
clind  to  take  advantage  of  the  op- 
portunity which  Heaven  it  felf 
leem'd  to  put  into  their  hands.  All 
Italy  vvas  then  divided*    The  King 
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of  NapleSf  xheDukc  of Mf Ian,  and 
the  Ptonntines  were  in  ^rm^  againfl: 
the  Pop6  and  the  Common  >vealth 
ofVitHice.  France  was  notefs  in  trou- 
ble after  the  death  of  Lewis  the 
II*-     The  party  of  malecontents 
ftirr'd  up  by  the  Duke  of  Orleans 
who  pretended  to  the  regency,  and 
by  the  Count  of  jingcukjhi  his  cou- 
(in^  had  excited  troubles  over  all  the 
Kingdom,    fiefides  the  French  de- 
fir 'd  quiet  at  home,  only  that  th^ 
might  be  at  leafure  for  the  conqueu: 
Naples.     And  young   Charles  the 
8th.    Who  natiirally  loved  honour^ 
made  that  the  aim  of  all  his  ambi- 
tion.   The  war  of  the  Moors  niade 
Work  enough  in  Spain.    And  the 
bad  correfpohdence  which  daily  en- 
creas'd  betwteri  the  Emperour  trtde- 
rick^  and  Matthias  Corvin,  King  of 
jF&)!i^^r)f  prevented  thenpi  from  urn- 
ting  together  againft  the  Turk^  fo 
that  all  the  defignsof  theGraild.Ma-^ 
ftervaniih'd  infmoak,  arid  with  all 
his  2eal  he  had  only  the  greife  to 
tfkdb  nothing. 
B^tifthe  Chrillian  Princes  we^^ 
T  ^  not 
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por  in  a  conditioa  to  make  ufe  of  the 
perfoa  of  Zi^ztm  for  the  common 
good  of  Cbriltejndoip,  they  were  ^no 
kfs  difaippointed  in  making  advan- 
tage of  him  for  their  partif  ajar  In- 
tetefls. '  y^o"^  importunate  foeyfr 
the  mqft  pan  of  them  were  to  have 
him,  the  Grand  Maftcr  would  never 
give  his  confent,  and  his  orders  Were 
fo  well  obferv'd  in  that  particular, 
that,  the  order  of  St.  John  was 
alwa}§  the  Milirefsof  him.  Ziz>m 
being  arrived  in  trance^  the  King 
reqei¥\I  him  but  coldly,  either  be- 
'  caufe  that  France  would  by  no 
means  embroil  themfelves  with  the 
Port,  juft  before  the  expedition  a- 
gainft  N'iftes,  <)r  elfe  becaufe  they 
tear'd  thai  an  honourable  reception, 
vyasan  engagement  too  high  in  the 
entertaining  a  Turkifh  Prinqe,fo  that 
be  ft^v'd  but  a  very  httle  while  at 
Court,  the  Knights  cbnduding  him 
to  the  commander  of  Bourgneus,  this

That 
fuch  a  pri|bner  was  a  treafare  for 
then),  and  that  their  infatiable  ava- 
irice  mad^  them  fpget.the  more  ho- 
ly dutiep  of  civil  Ibciety. 

They  that  thus  difcours'd  either 
through  jealoufy,  or  elfe  judging  hy 
outward  appearances,  did  not  conff- 
der  that  at  a  time  wheq  2\\,Eurof€ 
was  in  an  uproar^  there,  was  no- 
thing more  to  be  done  for  the  good 
of  Chriftendom,  tipf  for  the  iafety 
of  Zizim  ^  then  what  the.  Grand 
Mader  did.  And  had  they  f)een  well 
informed  of  all  the  fnare^  ths^t  the 
GrrandSigniour  laid  {or  Zizim,  they 
would  thei]i  have  changed  their  Opi- 
nion, and  found  that  the  Knight$ 
that  fo  guarded  him  were  the  true 
id?fender^  of  hi^  life,  and  of  his  li- 
Nfty. 

!   Nor  had  ^izim  reafon  to  com- 

plain 
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plain' of  the  condudbof  the  Grand 
Maftcr  as  well  in  reference  to  him* 
felf,  zs the  Ottoman  Port;  for  ia defi- 
ling a  fafe  condud:  of  him,  he  ex* 
prefsly  declared  that  he  intended  to 
ibllow  his  counfel  and  orders  in  eirery 
thing,  fo  that  by  theconfent  oiZi- 
z;ms  ImbaHadours  the  fafe  condi^dl; 
was  diipatched  upon  that  condition, 
as  the  Grand  Mailer  obferv'ding 
Letter  which  he  wrote  to  Pope  fex- 
lus  the  4th.  Befides  the  Sultan  had 
given  the  Grand  Mailer  a  fuificient 
fiberty-to  treat  with  the  6rand  JVfa- 
iler  ashepleas'd  himfelf,  and  it  was 
by  vertue  of  that  liberty  that  the 
Grand  Mailer  had  concerned  Zizim 
in  the  treaty  of  peace. 

As  for  tne  thirty  thoufand  Du« 
cats,  certain  it  is,  that  the  money 
was  fpent  in  maintenance  oi  Zizim, 
By  which  the  Grand  Mfiiler  was  ^q 
far|from  getting  any  profit,  that  he 
made  an  addition  to  it  out  of  his 
own  revenue.  Which  may  be  eailly 
thought  to  be  true,  confidering  with 
what  royaji  magnificence  the  Otto- 
man Prince  was  always  entcrtain'd, 
T  4  not 
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not  to  mention  the  infinite,e3i:pences 
pi  receiving  an4  fending  Emfeafla-

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WHILST  Zizim  had  a  private 
and  obfcure  life  in  tranct^ 
one  Bajazett  almoft  unknown  till 
then  appeared  in  the  world^refolv'd  to 
take  advantage  of  the  divisions  of  the 
two  Ottomm  Brothers.  He  was  their 
Uncle,  being  the  Brother  of  Afo^o^^f 
and  Son  oiAmurathAita  the  lofs  of 
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Ccnjfantinoflr,  he  was  taken  by  the 
Cbridians  in  his  Infant  years,  and 
carry 'd  to  Rome  in  the  Pontificat  of 
Nicholas  the  fifth,  who  took  care 
himfelfof  his  Education*  Thclnftru- 
<9;ions  which  he  rfeceiv'd  were  not  al- 
together  unpofitable:    For  he   re* 
nounc'd  the  law  of  his  falf  Prophet 
and  became  aChridian.    He  apply 'd 
Bimfclf  afterwards  to  the  fludy  of 
humane  Learnings  and  as  h^  wanted 
not  wit,  he  perfectly  attairfd  the  La- 
tine  Language.     ^\xt  Nicholas^ the  W/i^JT 
Fift  being  dead,  he  left  Italy ^  to  tra- 
vdl  into  Germany.    There  he  was 
wellreceiy*d }  and  the  Germatislookt 
upon  him  as  a  perfon  that  might  be 
uieful  to  them  in  their  Wars  againft 
(he  Turks.   After  he  had  (lay  'd  fome- 
time   in  the   Emperor    Fredericks 
Court,  he  went  into  Hungary^  'and 
there  fettl'd  himfelf,  not  dreaming 
to  raife  his  fortune  any  higher,  for 
the  example  of  the  brave  and  vertu- 
ous  Matthias  made  ifo  little  impref- 
fioh  upon  him,  that  he  only  minded 
his  repofe  and  pleafure  in  the  Court 
altogether  Warlike,  and  altogether 
Chriftian.  But 
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But  the  Qiiarrrlberwccii  Bnjazet 
and  Zizim}shit\\  matlefuch  a  noif^

revolvtd  in  his  mind,  that  having  hat

Son  '  of  Afnurjilb,   pretending  that 
Mahomet  was  but  his  baflard  ;  then 
he  fj^oke  bf '  his  great  feats  of  amts,  J 
Jike  a  trtie  Knight  errant;'and  becaiife'* 
'    the   Chrittian  world  might  not  be  fo 
well  informed,  he  refcrr  athc  Grand 

'      Maftet 
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JMafter  to  the  Tu^h  for  a*  clearer 
wnderftanding  of  things.  But  the 
Tu^h  knew  him  not  fo  well  as  the 
Chriliians;  for  he  was  carry 'd  a.way 
fo  young  from  Conftatninople,  that 
it  was  impClIiblc  for  him  to  have 
done  any  thing  remarkable  in  Turky. 
At  kit  he  highly  extoJd  thcfervices 
he  could  do  for  Chrifiendom,  and 
the  infprhaation  he  couJd  give  the 
Grand  Mailer  touching  fevera!  im- 
po  tint  fecrets  ofafFairs^advifinghim 
^  not  to  let  fiip  {o  tair  an  opportun!ty,& 
earneftly  defiring  his  fpcedy  anfwer^ 
The  letter  was  written  with  his  own 
hand ;  bur  as  if  he  had  the  manage- 
ment of  all  the  bufinefs  in  the  worlds 
he  concluded  that  it  was  writ  in  hafte* 
They  were  not  convinced  at 
Rhodes  of  Bajaz,ett  of  Huffgaries 
reafons.  That  Braggadochio  ftile 
wherewith  he  thought  to  win  theaf- 
fidance  of  the  Knights,  was  in  pare 
the  reafon  why  they  refus'd  it  him. 
On  the  other  fide,  -the  Grand  Matter 
who  had  a  tender  love  for  Zizivt^ 
aifd  was  loath  to  embroil  himfelf 
With  the  Port,  took  no  care  to  hilen 

to 
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to  thePi*opofitions  of  an  Adventurer, 
of  whoiii  he  had  no  knowledge,  and 
CO  who  he  had  no  engagement;  io 
that  this  new  AAor  foon  returned  to 
that  obfcurity  wherein  he  had  al- 
waies  liv'd,  and  which  lie  fo  much 
the  rather  deferv'd.  becaufe  he  had 
fought  too  late  to  quit  it. 

The  Grand  Signior  todk  it  the 
mod  kindly  in  the  world,  that  her 
bad  behav  a  himfelf  in  that  manner; 
and  as  a  mark  of  his  acknowledg- 
ment he  began  from  that  time  to 
pay  him  the  forty  thoufand  Ducketst 
which  he  had  ptomifed  him.  The  firft 
payment  Was  made  by  VjfamBei^ont 
of  the  Principal  Officers  of  the  Port. 
He  was  fent  exprefly  to  Rhodes^  with 
order  neverthelefs  to  go  for  France^ 
under  pretence  to  thank  Charles  thef 
Eighth,  for  receiving  Z/^/^  into  hisi 
Territories,  but  indeed  to  learn  cer- 
tain intelligence  of  his  Brdther.How- 
cver,  Bajazett  feiriftg  left  Vffambei 
ihould  find  foffle  obftacle  in  his  Em- 
baflry,con]ur^d  the  Grand  Mftftfer  that 
.heiliould  give  him  letters  of  recom- 
mendation for  France .B\ki  the  Grand 

Niafte^ 
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Mailer  ^id  not  think  it  enough  to 
write  to  the  King*  He  was  retolv'd 
that  the  Hofpitalier  of  the  Order 
ihould  accompany  the  Turkijh  Em* 
baflador,  to  be  his  Guide,  and  to  in- 
troduce him  into  the  Court.  And 
indeed  VffamSei  was  better  received 
than  Zizim  had  been;  for  the  com** 
plements  of  Bajazttt  highly  pleas'd 
the  French. 

In  the  mean  time  the  wac  of  Ter- 
rara  rais'd  many  combudions  in  Ita- 
/v,  and  was  meditating  to  havt 
brought  the  Infidels  into  Italy.  For  ^ 
Hercules  iJEfie  became  fo  proud 
through  the  Alliance  of  Ferdinand 
King  oi  Nappies,  who  had  giv*n  him 
his  Daughter  Elenor  in  Marriage, 
that  he  loftily  fcorn  'd  the  friendfliip 
oiiJIat  Venetians^  which  the  Dukes 
his  predeceflbrs  had  alwaies  highly 
fought  for.  He  came  to  that  degree 
of  contempt,  that  he  ufurp'd  their 
Lands,  abus'd  their  fub)ed:s,  not  con- 
sidering the  kindnefles  which  he  had 
received  from  the  Republick,  when 
after  the  death  of  his  elder  Brother, 
the  Son  of  his  other  Brother  took  up 

Armsr- 
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Arnts  to  have  depriv'd  him  of  his 
, :  Dominions.  The  Venetians  could 
not  brook  the  loftinefs  nor  ingriati- 
tude  of  the  Duke  of  Terrara.  They 
rais'd  puiffant  Armies  againft  him^ 
and  leagued  thehifelves  again  With 
the  Pope^  who  vvas  difpleas'd  with 
the  King  oC  Ni;ples^  both  bccaufe 
that  Prince  had  retained  in  his  fer- 
yict  about  four  hundred  Turks  of  the 
Garrifon  of  Otrafito,  andbecaufe  he 
rook  Jittle  care  in  his  Kingdom  of 
$he  duties  of^the  Hoiy  See. 
•  Ferdinand  fent  Alphonfo  Duke  of 
Calabria  to  the  luccour  of  Hercules 
his  Son-in  law,  of  whom  the  Com- 
mon-wealth had  got  great  advanta- 
ges. Alfhonfo  had  already  ^afsd 
the  Mark  of  A^ona,  and  was  ad- 
vancirtg  with  his  forces  toward  the 
Terraras's,  when  the  Colonnas  and 
Cavelli,  who  \Vere  rifen  up  againft 
the -Pope,  invited  him  to  loyn  with 
rhem  in  the  Compagna  of  Rome.  Ro- 
bert Mj/itefte^  who  commanded  the 
Army  of  the  ilepublick,  was  foori  at 
his  heeJs,  gave  him  battel,  and  abfo* 
lately  defeated  hiitt.  Which  Viiftory 

'•.  .  fiird 
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fiird  the  Kf»^//^^/ full  of  hopes,  and 
undertakings,  but  while  they  ran- 
fack'd  the  Terrareji^  and  were  going 
to  make  thcmfelves  Mailers  of  FeP-- 
rara,  the  Pope  of  a  fuddain  abandons 
them,  whether  he  were  gain'd  by 
thefubmillions  oiFerdipand,  or  whe- 
ther he  were  jealous!  of  the  Progrefs 
of  the  Republidk,  However  it  \vere, 
Sixtus  agrees  with  the  Father  and 
Son  in  Law;  He alfo threatened  the 
Venetians  with  the  indignation  and 
jinathema^  of  tlie  Church,  if  they 
continu  iJ  the  war  oiFerrara.  ., 

The    Repiiblick    incensM    at  fo 
flrange a  proceeding;  and  forefeeing 
that  this  change  would  caule  a  great 
diforder  in  affaifes,  implored  the  aid* 
of  the  Turk  to  fuftainthemfclves, 
and  to  revenge  the  injury  done  them. 
Bajazet  wha   was  unwilling  to  dif- 
pleafe  the  Venetians;  forgot  that  he 
had  promised   not    to    diHurb  the 
Ghriftians;     or  father'  violated  his: 
word  in  that  refped^  and  prepares  a* 
confiderable  Fleet  to  invade  Italy.' 
The  news  prefently  fpread  it  felf  o- ; 
ver    all    Enrobe.     At    Rome    the^ 
V  alarum 
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•  alarum  was  taken,  as  if  the  enemy 
had  been  already  at  the  Gates ;  and 
the  Pope  forefccing  -  the  danger  of 
the  Church,  if  the  Turks  ibould  en- 
^Itx  Italy  during  the  difcords  of  the 
Chriftian  Princes,  and  knew  himfetf 
to  be  guilty  of  the  difcontent  of  the 
Republick,   made  it  his  whole  bufi- 
iiefs  to  divert  the  ftomie.    The  King 
of  Napes,  ,  whom  the  danger  more 
-nejrely  concerned,  followed  the  Popes 
Heps,   and  by  com tm^n :  confen t  had 
rccojurfe  to  the  Grand:  Mafter,.     to 
whom  they  both  wrote,  .and;feM'  to 
I  him  the  ¥^m^t  Carfaffa.  . 
:   But  never  was  Embaffie  more  to 
lefs  purpofe;.for  thfr^icarc  of    the 
Grand    Mafter  bad    prevented  th^ 
tequeftiof  Birdinand  and  the  Pope. 
H^e  underllanding  fboiaer  then  they, 
tie  preparations  that  w^ro  made  at 
Qmftantinapley  and  likewife  Jcno\ytng 
the  private  motives  to  that    Engage- 
ment, laboured  incciiamly  to  dirert 
the  ftorme  before  it  b^an  to  break 
forth.,    The  Publick  gbod,  and  the 
particular  Intereft  of  the  Church  eix- 
ciicd  his  diligence  to  keep  the  cor 
,  i  '  mc 
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moft  eiiemy  otit  of  Ttaty:    And,  his 

obligations  to  the  King  of  N.ip'es 

in»dc  him  ihbre  Solicitous  to  ofpit 

nc>t}Uiig  thiit  ftiight  pl-^ieirVe  the  Kiiig- 

doirt  oi'im-  Benefa(9'our  arid  freihd 

frota  the  invafiort  6ii\^^  Biti^hariath:

good  CorrelpondenceAvith  theCourr. 
That  if.  the  preparations  which  th?. 
Turks  made    againfl:    Italy   iliouJd 
infringe  the  accommodation   which 
had  beefi  made  wpon  Zizinis  fcore, 
he    had    no    reafon  to  blame    the 
Knights,  who  are  ready  pufiduaJly 
to    obferve  all  the  articles  of  the^ 
treaty.     Mofco  then  gave  the  Grand "^ 
Signiour  to  undcrfland  that  Rhodes 
was  not  in  ^  condition  to  fear  him, 
tlic  ruins  being  repaird,  and  new  for- 
tifications daily  added  by  the  Grand 
Maftcr. 

This  difcourfe  of  the  Rhodian 
topk  lingular  effe(9:.  ^Bajjzet  was 
fo  mov'dat  it,  that  he;ftoodagood 
while  without,  making  ari^^i  anfwer, 
cafting  frightful  looks  here  and  there, 
which  fliew'd  the  agitation  and 
difturbance  of  his  mind.  At  length 
rows'd  out  of  a  deep  contemplation, 
a,nd  looking  feme  what  more  calme- 
ly,  he  told  Alofco^  that  in  refped: 
to  the  Grand  Mafler,  whom  he  ho- 
V   5  noured 
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rtouttd  as  his  Father,  he  had  aban- 
doned the  dcfign  which  lie  ihad  in 
jhand.  Then  calling  for  Bajha  Mi- 
fich  Taieologus.^nd  two  other  of  his 
Miniftcrs,  he  declared  that  he  would 
not  fend  his  Ffeec  into  the  Mediter- 
ranean Sea,  ?nd  commanded  them  ^t 
the  fame  time  to  furceafe  all  their 
preparations  for  war  wherein  they 
labour'd  with  an  exce/Tiye  earneflnefs. 
And  that  he  might  teflify'  more  of 
his  freindfliip,.  and  do  him  mere  ho- 
nour, he  wrote  hipi  a  very  obliging 
Letter,  which  he  delivered  to  JMofco^ 
the  copy  whereof  follows.

Mofco  return'd  to  Rhodes  almoft 
at  the  fame  time  that  the  KnigHt 
Caraffa  arrived  there-  Xhatncw  Eih- 
bailadoi'  of  the  Pope,and  the  King  of 
of  Naples  was  furpriz'd  to  fee  that 
With  all  his  hafte  he  was  come  too 
late.  So  that  finding  his  work  done, 
he  returned  as  he  came,  at  lead  that 
he  might  be  the  £rft:  that  fliould 
bring  the  tydings,  carrying  along 
with  him  to  the  Pope  and  King  Fer- 
d^nand^the  Copy  of  the  Letter  of  the 
Grand  Signior.  A  refolution  fo  fud  - 
den,  and  lb  happy,extrearply  reJoyc-4 
-  ^  \  all 
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all  Italy,  and  the  Pope  wis  fo  fetif- 
fi'd  with  the  Grand  Mafler,that  fpcak- 
ittg  of  him  to  the  Knight  QUendal^ 
Procurator  of  the  Order  at  Rome,  he 
caird  him  feyeral  times,  The  J^uekler 
of  the  Church,  znd  The  Treferver  of 
Chriftendom. 

Neverthelefs.the  Chriftian  Princes, 
whofe  Dominions  were  neighbouring 
upon  the  Turk^  did  not  yet  think 
themfclves  fafe,fearing  that  Bajazet 
would  not  long  keep  his  word.  For 
that  reafon  Matthias  King  of  Hun- 
gary y  Ferdinand  King  of  Caifile,  Ar- 
ragon  and  Sicily,  made  it  all  their 
rooft  earned  fuit  to  the  Grand  Mafter 
to  have  Zizim  in  their  power.  He 
would  by  no  means  grant  them  their 
ipequeft  ;  but  he  promis'd  them  that 
fo  long  as  he  had  the  Sultan  at  his 
difpofition,  he  would  keep  the  Grand 
'  Signior  from  enterpri2ing  any  thing 
upon  their  Dominions. 

Eajazet  Jookt  upon  this  Refufal 
for  a   fignal  piece  of   fervice,    arfd 
thought  hrmfelf  fo   oblig'd    to  the 
Grand   Mafter,  that  he  refolv'd  to. 
make  him  a  cpnfiderable  prcfcnt  as  ,a 

mark 
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marfc^.of  his  Gratitude.  But  hot 
finding  any  thing  of  valu6  enough 
to  his  ^?iind  amidll  all  the  wealth  of 
his  Empire,  he  unidcrftood  by  fpme  of 
his  Renegado  Confidents,  that  he 
cpuid  not  n^ake  a  more  pleafing  or 
acceptable  prefcnt  ro  the  Grand  Ma- 
iler, then  the  hand  of  St.  John  B^if- 
tift,  which  was  then  in  his  Father 
M'lhorr.ef^  Treafury. 

The  Grand  Signior  overjoy 'd  at 
fuch  a  difcovcry,  caused  the,  hand  ro 
be  immediately  fcnt  for,  togetfaet 
with  the  fhrinc  vvhereifTit  wasl^ept, 
and  caufing  it  to  be  piit  into  a  Cy- 
prcls  box  lin'd  within  with  Crimfon 
Vclvcr,  and  fct  without  wij:h'an  in- 
finite number  of  precious  flones,  he 
fcnt  it  by  one  of  his  favourites,  call'd 
Cartaty  Bty,  with  a  Civil  Letter,  the 
Infcriptidn  whereof  was  thas. 

Ba)a2cr  10  fig  of  Ada,  andEmferor 
of  the  Turks,  to  the  thrice  Wi{e^  and 
thrice  ilhifiricus  Peter  D'Aubuflbn, 
Grand  M^ijler  of  Rhodes-,  thrijce  ge- 
nerous ^Trince^  (Wd Father  of  a  moft 
glortom  Empre.

It  was  an  ancient  Traditiqn  con' 
fitm'd  by  the  Hiltories  of  theGr^^^x^ 
that  St.  Luke  the  Evangclift  halving 
embraced,  the  Chriftian  Faith;  the 
love  which  he  bad  conceived  for. 
Sx.Johft  JBaptiB^  infpir'd  him  fecret- 
ly  to  taJke  up  his  body  bury  *d  in  the 
City  of  (JV^^z/?/V/,  between  l^li  and. 
Ahdios^  To  this  piirpofe  he  went 
thither  vyith  fome  of  St.  ^ohn^  Dif- 
ciples,  who  were  then  living;  but 
confidering  that  they  flibuld  hardly 
be  able  to  carry  the  body  away  with- 
out being  knowu  and  flopp'd,  he  cut 
off  the  hand  that  baptiz'd  Chrili,  as 
the  raofl:  noble  part  of  the  whole  bo. 
dy,  and  carry 'd  it  tO-/^«i^/W/6,  where 
he  kept  it  all  the  while  he  ll:ay*d 
there.  But  going  to.  preach  in  Bi- . 
tbtnia^  he  left  the  Relick  with  feme 
of  his  tnoft  tyufty  friends  flill  at:^;^- 
tHofMa.whetc  itwaspublickly  ador'd. 
.for  the  fpace  of  three  hundred  years, 
tiji  Julian  ihp  Apoftate  attempted  to 

abolillv. 
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dboIi<]i  the  worihip  and  memory  d 
Martyrs,  burning  what  remain*d  of 
them.  Particularly,  he  caused  this 
hand  to  be  thrown  into  the  fire ;  but 
the  piety  of  particular  perfons  fav'4 
it  from  the  fury  of  the  Pagans  at 
that  time. 

In  the  time  of  Juftinian  the  Em- 
peror, to  honour  the  Confecratipq  of 
Santa  Sophia,  the  bead  of  St.  John 
was  by  the  Emperour's  command 
fetched  from  Edejfa^  and  the  hand 
from  Antideh  ;  though  he  returned 
.them  again  after  the  Confecration 
was  over.  But  in  the  time  of  Ccn-

it  to  prefent  to  the  Grand  Mafler, 
who  laid  it  up  with  great  ceremony 
ztRhodcy.  Thefe 
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Theft  Marks  of  afFcdion  which 
the  Ottoman  Empcrour  fliew'dto  the  ^ 
<jrand  Mafter,  open'd  the  eyes  of  the 
Soldiin  oiEgypfth^X  Barbarian  had 
violated  the  Peace  without  any  pre-  • 
jtnce,  as  \V:e  have  faid ;  and  his  pcr- 
fidioufnefs  cairy'd  hirafofar,  as  to 
flop  the  Rhodiansi^  who  trafficked 
under  the  f>ubJick  feith  zx  Aksian- 
dria^  and  in  other  places  of  his.  Do- 
minions, But  row  he  began  to  alter 
his  behaviour^  ^hen  he  faw  the  good 
correfpondeflcc  which  wa!s  between  ^ 
the  Portland  the  Prdcr  of  St.  ''John.  ^ 
The  fear  be  had,  left  the  Knights 
iliQuld  take  a  frefli  revenge^  .made 
hijii  before- hand  in  appeaftng  them.

The 
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The  Cardinal  of  Sdfrta  Cecilia^  a 
Genoefe,  and  of  the  hoiife  of  Q^o,but 
originially  oi  Rhodes,  as  being  the 
place  where  his  Father  was  born; 
fucceeded  Sixtus  in  the  Government 
of  the  Charch,  by  the  name  of  Intib- 
cent  the  Eighth.  He  was  no  foonct 
tledeJ,  but  he  wrote  to  the  Grand 
Mafter  in  ftich  terms  as  lhew*d  a  par- 
ticular efteem  for  his  pprfoh.  Among 
other  things  he  exhorted  him  to 
maintain  generoufly  the  intcteft  of 
the  holy  Secj  to  Ihew  himfelf  an  ex- 
ample to  Chriflian Princes,  and  at  lad 
aflur'd  him  of  his  favour.  The  Order; 
faid  the  Pope  in  his  Briefs,  of  which 
you  are  the  Chief  is  fnore  dearlo' 
me  then  ever;  ardif  God  favour  our 
dejigns^  jicu  Jhdll  alwaies  find  me 
ready  te  oblige  you  in  "whatever  con- 
cerns ycurs^  or  the  honour  of  the 
Order:

But  as 
a, particular  grace  to  the  Order,  be 
granted  to  the  Prior  of  the  Church 
of  Rhodes  ix  power  to  remit  all  fins 
which  are  refer v'd  to  the  Holy  See, 
to  alter  vows,  to  abfolve  frorii  oaths;

confirms  the  Cadi^  fehtence.  But  to 
jrhaftize  the  Ifland  the  more  feverely^ 
whiqh  at  Conjlantinople  was  accornp- 
ted  a  Receptacle  for  Thcires '  and 
-  ^  •  Pirates, 
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PirateSylie  laid  upon  tfaciri  a  moft  en- 
ormous tax,  and  fchreatn  d  the  lihwi- 
ders  with  ruin,if  they  did  hot  fpcedily 
pay  it  down.  The  inhabitants  re- 
jolv'd  to/)uftify  thcmfelvcs  at  the 
Part,  and  to  reprefent  humbly  to 
the  Grand  Signior  their-  inabihty  ro 
pay  Juch  great  fupis.  But  the  Bar- 
hiirian  would  hearken  neither  to 
their  reafons  not  their  prayers,  and 
commanded  his  Vaflels  to  go  and 
fack.  Sci'o. 

The  Ilkndershad  bin  loft  without 
hope^  if  the  wifeft  of  the  Company 
had  not  ad  viz 'd  them  to  have  rc- 
courfe  to  the  Grand  Matter.

TheOrand  Maftcf  hated,too  much, 
injuftice  and  violence,  to  fuffqr  the 
oppreffion  ol  a  poor  people  that  were 
altogether  Innocent,  and  were  not 
in  a  condition  to  defend  thertifelves. 
Thereupon  he' wrote  to  the  Port,  and 
did  it  {o  efFecStually,  that  Bajazet

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.  liciwtiohs  of  the  Pope,  producd  no 
good  for  her,    went  to  Lewis  her 
husband  in  TiemorJ,     The  Lord  of 
Montjeu\\vhom  the  .Duke  of  Burgiin-

a  vifit  to  Lewis   and  Chariota  at 
MontcaUeVy  where  they   liv'd,  and 
promised     them    according    to  the 
Inftr actions  he  had  received  from  hijs 
Matter,  to  rcprefenc  their  rights  to 
the  Senate,    Kut  all  hisRemonftran- 
ces  proving  ineffectual^  the  Princefs 
return'd  to  Rome,   and  there  fettrd 
herfelf  aftei"  the   death  of  Lewis ^ 
who  pioully  epded  his  days  in  a  kind 
\  of  folitude,  whither  he  was  retired. 
Shefuperviv^d  him  fome  years,-  and 
during  her  widowhood  flie  gave  the 
Kingdom  oi  Cyprus  to  Charles  Duke 
oi  Savoy  her  Nephew,  to  whom  it  o-

The  hews  of  her  death  fenfibly 
grciy'd  the  Qrand  Mailer,    who  had 
isilway $  lookt  upon  her  as  one  of  the  * 
mod  accomplifli'd  Princeflesof  the 
world, 

In  the  mean  time  the  Emperour 
of  the  Turks^    haying  raised  a  nume- 
rous Army,  and  made  himfclf  Mafter 
almoft  without  any  trouble  of  thofe 
Provinces  that  were  left  the  Grand 
Caraman^    he  turn'd    his   Arms  a- 
gainft  Sjria  and  Egyp,  incensed  at 
the  Soldatf,  for  that  he  had  with  dif- 
dain  deny'd  him,  the  wife  and  chil- 
dren of  Zizim.  For  how  falfe  foever 
he  were  in  other  refpeiSts,    he  was 
faithful  in  that,  out  of  I  know  not 
what   fantaftick  piece  of  honefty; 
\yhich  fliews  us  tljat  men  are  fome- 
times  contrary  to  themfclves,    and 
that  the  wicked,  like  mad  men,  have 
their  lucid  Intervals. 

Now,  though  the  preparations  all 
over  Turky  feem'd  only  to  bend  a- 
gainfl:  the  Dominions  oiCairbd^  yec 
the  King;  of  Hungary  took  the  Ala- 
*     •  rum. 
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rum.  Aa<3  as  thunder  when  at  foflit 
begins  to  grumble  in  the  cIouds,(eems 
to  threaten  moft  they  that  hear  it 
rieareft;  this  Prince  probably  thought 
the  Tctppell  would  fall  upon  him, 
if  he  took  not  care  in  time  to  divert 
it.  Yet  as  great  a  Souldier,  and  as 
a  Potent '  as'  Matthias  '  was ,  he 
thought  thatthcGrand  Matter  would 
be  a  peccilary  aflillance  to  him;

:  i?/6^r^j  declared  at  the  firftAudi- 
iSjQiqe  which  he  had  at  Rhodes^  that 
xhc'¥Sn%o{  Hungary  vya$  refoIv*d  to 
fnake  War  againll  thtTurks,  and  in 
prpfecution  thereof,,  neither  to  fpare 
his  treafurc,  nor  his  life ;  and  there- 
fore defir'A  to  joy n  his  Arms  with 
ihofe  of  the  K^nights  i^i^.-John,  but- 
abGve.all^  to  follow -the  Counlcls  of 
the  Grand  M^ft^r  in  ap  entcrprize  ef 
fo  much  hazard. and' di#cC!kyv'  Th^ 
'Hmgariizn  Fmbaflad^ur  »  Wkewifc 
added,  that  his  Maflcr  h^d  private 
ccrrefpondenjce  with  the  Grandees 
of  the.  Porti  that  fcvcral  Bajha% 
.     ;  '  V  '  had 
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had  refolv'd  to  forfake  Baja2;efs 
Party,  fo  foon  as  Zizim  fliould  ap- 
pear upon  the  Confines  of  Hungary^ 
and  at  the  head  of  the,  Hmgarian 
Troops.  *Ihzt  the  intereft  of  Chri* ' 
ilcndom  required  that  he  fliould  fend 
the  Ottomcm  Prince  in  all  halle ;  and 
that  it  was  a  favour,  which  a .  King 
ilkiftrious  for  his  piety  and  his  valour 
requeued  from  the  moft  generous 
Knights  iii  the:world: 

1  he  PrbpofaLof  Rhttas  feemM  ra- 
tipofll  to  tbe  Grand  Mafler  and  bis 
Council.  But  there  are  certa  jo  nice- 
coh^ndures  wherein  the  ^iit^  of 
men  cannot  follow  fometimes  neither 
the^commoii  Riilfes  of  Prudence,  not 
their  ow'n  partieuj^i:  Judgments.' 
Though  to  all  outward  appearances,, 
and  upon  a  ferious  confideraticn  of 
the  bottom  iof  things,  it  had  been  but 
reafbn  to  have  ttu&GdZizm  With  the 
King  of  H^^g'^rj^;  yet  the  engagement 
which  obliged  the  Grand  Matter  to 
keep  thePrince  by  vertue  of  the  Trea- 
ty ofPeace  made  with  the.  Port,  ac- 
cordingto  the  Prince's  owndefire,and 
thiefear  of  oflfcnding  his  Holinefs,werq

the  caufe  that  tht  Hungarian  Embil^ 
fadoar  could  obtain  no  other  aftfwcr 
then  a  handfom  denial.  However; 
the  Grand  MaUei:  wrote  to  the  King:

particukr  upon  the  Advantage  which 
Chriftcndom  itiighx  receive  from  the 
perfon  of  Zizim,  in  cafe  thit  Ba- 
jasxt  fliould  make  any  attempt  i- 
gainft  the  Treaty,  he  told  him  that 
it  being  impofliblo for  any  W^r  to  be 
carried  on  againft  thfe  Twk^  Without 
a  firm  league  hetweeh  the  Chrifiidir 
Princes,  it  belonged  to  the  commion 
Paftor  of  the  Church  to  aflcmble 
themtdgechcr. 

That  fucb  fort  of  enter j>rifes  fcl- 
dom  profper'd,  unlefs  upheld  by  the 
Authority  of  the  Church ;  aiJd  laftly , 
that  if  the  0^fo/^^»  Prince  \^ere  to 
hive  France^  he  could  be: no  where 
better  then  at  Home.whctQ  he  would 
be  in  the  view  of  ail  Chriftcndom. 
neither  too  far  off,  nor  too  near  the 
Eftates  of  the  Grand  Sigoior. 

The  Conqueft  which  jBajazet  had 
mzdc  o{  Can  a,  and  of  other  Provin- 
ces of  the  Grand  Cir^;w^»,   made 

the 
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ihtSoldcm  to  believe  that  after  he 
had  refused  to  Bajazetiht  Wife  and 
Children  of  Ziztm,  that  he  was  cer- 
tainly to  expc(9:  the  Turkilh  Army 
at  his  own  doors.  And  therefore 
whatever  fbrength  the  Cairbie  had, 
he  thought  himfclf  but  weak  with- 
cue  the  afliftance  of  the  Knights  of 
St.  ^ohn  oiJeru^aUm,  For  that  rea- 
fon,  to  engage  them  to  his  Interefts 
be  difpatch*d  i(^  Rhodes,  Riccio  de 
Marini^  a  Gentleman  of  (^^/r^,  and' 
the  faipe  perfon  who  formerly  came 
to  ferve  Cint&n£barlotta  againft  the 
Re^mbiixJc  q{  yenice.  Marihi  hzd 
Inftrudions  ta  declare  to  the  Knights  - 
thai  the  advantages  which  they  had 
gainM  in  £0  many  encounters  againd 
xht  Turks,  put  the  ibA/^»,  in  hopes 
oi  z^  happy  fuccefs,  provided  they 
would,  embrace  his  quarrel,  and  that 
he  ihpuld  think  hirafelf  invincible, 
if  he  could  but  have  Vtincc  Zizim 
at?  the  head  of  bisTroops. 

.  The  Grand  Mafter  fenfibLe  of  the 
generous  proceeding  of  Cairbti  to- 
ward Zi^iim^  almoft  forgot  the  ill 
ufage  which  the  Rbodims  had  re- 
ceived

Befides,  that 
this  change ,  if  rightly  confider'd, 
had  nodiing  in  it  bur  what  was  ad- 
vantajgtckis^tto  the  Port  :  That 
Charles  the  Eighth,  a  Perfon  of 
great  defigtis<  might  have  taken  Zi- 
zim  out  of  ^  the  Commahderie  of 
Bourgfunf,  when-ever  he  had  had 
occa^n  to  make  ufe  of  him; 
whereas  being  in  the  Pope's  power, 
b<s  coald  make  no  advantage  of  him. 
hi  regard  that;  not  having  a  power 
fttfficiem:  of  himfelf,  it  was  abiolute- 
ly  neceflary  for  him  to  joyn  with 
other  Princes;  if  he  intended  to  car- 
ry a  War  out  of  Italy.  That  an  Uni-

Chriftendom^  and  enlbree  them  to  an 
llnidn  againA  him.  That  now  the 
bell  courfe  he  could  ukc,  was^  to 
inanage  his  bufinefs  in  Jtafy^  to 
break  the  Corrd(pondeAcies  df  the 
Spldaii.  That  an  AmbafBidor  of  the 
jPoR  would  be  turell  recei^d  at 
&me4  and  tharheWascnely  there 
tafeek  for  thefucccfe  of  hisaf&ir$« 

The  Grand  Sci«iier,  who  was 
not  then  in  a  conditioa  to  be  re- 
venged for  the  breach  of  word» 
which  he  pretended,  and  found  pro- 
bability enough  in  the  Grand  Ma- 
iler's Keafons,  never  ftdpd  Jong  to 
eonfider  what;  he  had  to  do:  He 
refoived  to  be  quier,  and  to  follow 
the  ceunfel  which  had  been  given 
him  touching  an  Embaffie  to  Reme. 
But  ihat  he  might  know^  more  ex- 
ai^ly  wiiac  he  had  to  iky  to  the 

Pope, 
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Fopei  aiid  after  what  mamer  h« 
£iojDiU  proceed,  fent  another  Am* 
biiilador  to  the  Grand  Maftcr*  This 
NegQtiatrion  ;  continued  fevejral 
moneths^  in  which  time  there  w^rc 
nothing  but  ^continual.  Voyages  from 
Confianismp/c .  to ..  Rhcztes.  The 
Grand  Matter  however  put  no  eonfi* 
denee  in  tfaefe  Embaflies,  but  eK- 
pecked  a  Rupture^  io  Toon  zs  Ba- 
Joj^ft  ihould.have  an  opportunity 
tOt  difpky  his  fecret  hatred  againlt 
th#  Knights ;  and  therefore  that  the 
Pope  might  hare  time  to  make  a 
League  between  the  Chriftian 
Princes,  he  fpuni  out  afiairs  as  much 
as  he  could,  either  by  creating  dif- 
ficulties, which' perplexed  the  Grand 
Seignior^  Or  by  giving  ambiguous 
AflAi^ers,  wbi^h  were  unfatisrad:ory. 
While  things  thus  pafled  between 
the  Kiiights  and  the  Turks;  one  of 
the  Pojpes  Legates  had  like  to  have 
fpoHea  ail  by  his  imprudence.  Thi^ 
kp  it  Canofva,  whom  the  Pope  (enc 
,to  the  Soldan,  being  arrived  at 
Cmn^  pubtickly  declared  very  idly, 
and  witnottt  any  ground,  That  tho

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Knights  of  Rhode s^  hatdinio  mflrer 
in  the  affair  of  Z/^/«r;  ^Mec^dHofihis 
ibi  openly,  *  and :  ttpboi  fd  ^mahy  loc- 
cafions,    that,  the  repDctctsh^eof 
came  to  the  Port.

;  Sable,  that  the  $fafps  of  the  Oidei: 
durft  hardly  ventinre  out  of  the 
Port; 

^   IFhe   Grand  Mdfter   couid    not 
brook  the  Infolehcks  aad  Robbeiies 
of  this  Cajlilian  Pirate.    And  know- 
ing that  Ferdinand  ^tidi  IfaSel^  ivbo 
trere  then  fubduing  theAfoi^^,  did 
not  allow  a  Caftika^'Pimc  to  be 
fo  vexatious  to  the  Chriflians  ;  he 
ient  againft  him  the  Knight  JRay^ 
mondThivian  with  his  Galley^  and 
another  Man  of  War  with  a  Crew 
of  flout  Knights  ;  who  coming  up 
with  this  Pirate,  pli'd  him  fo  warm* 
ly,  tiiat  he  was  conihraincd  to  yield, 
after    a  vigorous     rcfiftance .;    he 
was  brought  to  Rhodes  chain  d  hand 
and  foot ,   and    afterwards  broken 
alive  upon  the  Wheel ;    his  Goods, 
that  wereConfifcated  to  the  Grand 
Matter,  were,  by  his  order,  diflribtt- 
te4  to  the  Merchants  that  he  rob'd« 

The  Ifland  ofZangov^^s,  about 
this  time  alHided  with  fevcral  ca- 
lamities together;  a  horrible  and 

fud- 
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fcfcddefl  Earthquake,  that  laded  for 
Icv^ral  days;  clnew  down  mofl:  pate 
ef  the  houies  in  the  Coumrey  of 
Nairanga;  ;  and  what  was  more' 
lamencable,  this  calamity  hap* 
p^n^'d  in  a  time,  that  a  dreadful 
Contagion  ovcf-fpread  the  Ifland. 
It  is.  not  to  be  imagined  how  much 
tt^  Grand  Mailer  was  afflided  for 
the  miieries  of  thefepoor  pepple,  ^ 
nor  how  great  his  cares  were  for 
their  rdliel.  Hefent  two  great  Vef- 
fels,  laden  with  all  necef^ies,  for 
tbek  fupporr,  and  caufed  the  Lake 
oiN^anga  to  be  fpeedily  de^infed, 
and  theXyde  to  be  let  into  it,  to 
carry  away  the  noilbme  Vnpour^ 
that  might  corrupt  the  air.  And  fa 
weli.hi§  pains  fucceeded,  that  the 
Contagioti  ceas'd  fo  fpon  as  the  Lake 
wascleanfed. 

But  thefe  employme^s  at  home, 
did  not  make  the  Grand  Mailer  for- 
get hi$  affairs  abroad  :  He  contjlRi:-* 
ally  follicited  the  Pope  to  Cacifie 
Italy/;  and  he  befoughthtm  itill  to 
cQUCiUde,  with  all  the  fpeed  that 
might  bcj  a  Lcagije  between   the

The  humour  of  the 
new  Pope  promifcd  little  good  to 
Chriflendom  ;   fbl:  there  was  little 
good  to  tfe  expeded  from  a  perfott, 
Whohad^Uffchafed  the  SufFragesof 
the  Cardinals  to  enjoy  a  place,  df 
whicli  he  knew  himfelf  unworthy. 
Helmd  been  Protector  of  the  Or- 
der c^  St.  John  of  Jerufalem  while 
he  -wis  Cardinal,   and  by  a   Brief 
which  he  font  to  the  Grand  Mafter, 
he  dcclarM,    That  the  Knights  of 
Rhodes  (hould  flill  be  in  his  indil 
favourable  thoughts-    But  the  Bf- 
fecfts  Were  no  way  anfweraWe  to  his 
words;:  *  Atttfcander^rd  ihewedhis 
Pontifical  Authority,  by  taking  into 
bis  own    pofleffion    the   Pcrion  of 
VtinctZizim,  contrary  tO  the  Agree- 
'  meat 
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jCpeDp  m^c  between  Jmocent '  znd. 
;%j|pe Kiiiglbts-  Hcihuti^.'iiieSuUam 
lie  Caitk  of .  Sc.  'Jnge^^.ittd  4if  ' 
ipiiTingthe  knights  who  hadaJway« 
ibteeti  ^out.  him,  put  tiim  iioto  rl^ 
po£[c0i09  JqI  his  IN  ephpws,  of  which 
one  was  $  inflight  of  Rhodes.  His 
pt^encfe  w^s,  thac «  Hfe  fo:  precious 
:g$  that  of  jh3  Ffince^  would  be  lef$ 
€xpo^<|d  to.tlie  Ambuicado's  of  his 
Enemies  in.ailron^pkce;.  andthac 
jgrne  Kti^htiof  Rhodts  being  near 
hitti ,  the  reft  were  needlefs  in  4 
jplace  that  did  defjpnd  ic  felf:.  and 
ihefe  %<?ufe|5  he  fent  by  an  Exprefs 
^o  the  Grafid  Mafler.  But  the  true 
motive  thut  induced  the  Pope  to  this 
^di^  was,  becaufe  that  undtrflanding 
the  King  of  Frdnce.was  preparing 
for  an  Expedition  into  Italy,  he^ 
would  have  wherewithal!  to  crof^ 
or  promote  his  defigns,  as  he  fliould 
judge  moft  proper  For -his  Interefts. 
For  Charles  the  yill.  did  not  oncly 
intend  the  ConqUcftof  IjIafUs;  for 
FgpiQ  every  where  reported,  that 
he-was  refolved  to  have  carried  his 
Arms  into  Greece.     Whether , this 
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defign  were  on^ly  in  thought,  (k 
€<3:ually  intended,  I  wilf  notdifpuiej 
h\M  certain  it  is,  that  he  coihma- 
tiicated  it  to  the  Grand  Prior 
Blanchefort^  whom  the  Affairs  off 
the  Order  enforced  to  trivel  out  off 
Italy  into  France;  afid^  4)6  teftifi'd 
ieveral  times;  the  earilefl:  defire  he 
had  to  fee  the  Grand  Mrfftct^  f hat  hfe 
tnight  cohfuit  with  hiiSi  about  a 
Voyage  beyond  the  Sediis.      . , 

Ziz;$MVfikf^  extremely  difpleas'd 
to  fte  himfclf  in  the  hands  of  Alex^ 
ander^  and  under  the  Guard  of  his 
Nephews,  being  always  actuftom'd 
16  the  Knights  who  had  accompa^ 
ni'd  him  both  in  France  And  Italy. 
As  they  had  ail  ways  great  refpe<% 
for  him,  ^nd,' in  fervirig  him,  had  al- 
ways fought  to  make  his  (Condition 
.  more  pleafant ;  hfe  lov*d  them  ten- 
derly, and  could  not  chufe  but  filed 
tears  when  he  took  hii  leave  of 
them.  He  did  for  them  all  that  lay 
in  the  power  of  his  Fortune;  he 
wrote  to  the  Grand  Mafter  in  thdr 
hcHalf,  rcprefenrin^  to  him  the  vsi- 
toc  of  their  fcrvkes,    and  aflaring- 

him/  ' 
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him»  tha(  what  ever  faYOiiri)  he  be- 
llowed upon  then),  he  would  put 
upon  his  ov^h  ticcounc,  as  done  to' 
himfelf.  He  befopght  him  likewtfe 
not  to  abandon  an  unfojttunate  per- 
fon,  who  ow'd  his  Hfe  to  him^  and 
from,  whom  he  could  Only  hope 
for  a  charge  of  his  condition* 

In  die  mean  while,  ChdrUs  the 
%tb.  pafs'd  the  Mountaiiis  at  the 
head  of  all  the  Gallantry  atfd  Stout- 
nefs  in  his  Kingdom;  and  having 
crofs'd,  lii^^e  a  Yi^or,  the  half  tS. 
Italy^  he  ehldrchM  on,  aftd  prefeated 
himfelf  before  i?<M!0r.  The  Pope,  of 
l<^hom  he  Only  demaajfed  padagt 
throi^h  his  Countrey,!  was  afraid 
(eJft,  under  that  pretence,  .J^e  ihould 
make  himilelf  Mafter  of  ^e  City; 
but  the  prefence  of  fo  j|reat  an  Ar- 
my wblald  not  peritiit  him  to  hilen| 
to  his  fear,  ^ht  granted  wha:t,  he 
could  not  refiil^l  And  thoukh  the 
Kinfc  by  a  publick  Mi«Jf^<d,  dc- 
daird,  t£^t  he  o,nly  came/ to  Rome 
to  accompliih'  a:  Vow  that  he  had 
^ade.,  and  thai  he  only  went  to' 
ila^iesidHi  wi^  to  ConfianfitKfU, 
A  a  y^t 
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yethe  gave  ftb  credit  to  his  words. 

tot  Alexander ^y^ho  hdd  no  kind- 
ftefs  at  all  for  the  Ff'ench,  znd  had 
difebljg'd  them  upon  feveral  occa- 
fions,'  eaifily  imagined,  according  to 
h(s  Principles,  that  they  \vouId  not 
iofe  fo.  fair  *an  opportunity  to  re- 
venge themfelveS.  But  as  he  had  a 
nimble  craft,  he  fotight  always  to 
give  them  fatisfad^ibn,  and  conde- 
icended  to  whatrever  they  defir'd. 
He  gave  the  yoimg  Con^ueroiir  the 
Ittveftiture  of  both  Sicilies^  and 
iCroWn'd  him  Emperour^  of  Cmftaw 
.  tinoj^le. ',  Befides  that,'  'he  deliver  d 
into  his  hands  SuUzhZ/j^im,  whom 
the  King  had  chiefly  requefled, ,  out 
bfa  dengii  to  purfae  his  Conquefls 
into  the  ^afl,  after  he  had  mailer 'd 
NafUs^  llie  Ottoman  Prince  was 
furrdnder*d  to  the  fretichhy  a  fo- 
lemn  AijSt^  ^d '  with  a  publick  Ce- 
/rete6iiy.;/yhere  Alexander  and 
' Charles  were  jprefc  -  He  faluted 
Charles  after  inch  a  manner^  as  nei- 
ther befpake  him  a  Batb^^ian  nor  a 
Pfifoner.  After  he*  hfad'kifs'd  his 
Sheulder  and  his^nd,  *  with  a  Jofty 

Air 
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Air,  he  told  the  Krng,  That,  he 
hop*d  the  Fxench  would,  in  his  per- 
fon,  coo(tderthe  Ottoman^K^cc ;  an4 
added,,  that  when  theyihould  croft 
over  into  Greece,  he  ftiould  iitid  a 
way  to  acknowledge*  their  Civili- 
ties. Charles  was  ravilh*d  with  ad- 
mirationof  the  Great  Soul  which  he 
iaw  in  the  iTi^/r^a^,  and  treated  him 
.with  fo  much  Courtefie  and  Gene- 
rofity,  thit.Zizim  teftifi-d  his  yoy 
for  being  fali'n  into  the  haiids  qI  iQ 
generous  a  Mohaith. 

They  departed  from  Rome  for 
Naples  both  together ;  but  the  poor 
Prince^  who  prepared  himfelf  to 
affift  the  Enterprile  of  the  French;^ 
and  who  was  in  hopes  to  rai(e  hi9 
own  Fortune  by  following  theirs^ 
felt  himfcif  ftruck  by  the  way  with, 
anr  unknown  diftcfnper,  that  carried* 
him  off  in  a  few  days.  His  death 
furpriz'd  all  men,  and  there  was 
great  enquiry  made  into  thecauic; 
They  that  were  of  the  Popcs*s  party^ 
reported,  that  he  gave  himfelf  too 
much  over  to  his  Pleafures  the  £ril 
daVs  ^f  his  liberty,  and  that  hd 
AS  1    ^    feiird 
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kilKd  hfoifelf  with   cxoefs  of Jde- 
Isaiiehety.  Others  fay,  that  Ehe  Pr- 
M/i^x  comqtted  With  tnofM^  by 
theTiorks,  and  alanh'dat  the  Irencb 
EiEpedituMit  hadfecretly^ven.biiA 
poifdn.    But  moft  aectdOb;  the  Pope 
^ ,  to.  ha;i«  delivec'd  him.  poifoa'd  to 
Cbarlts  the '8^^.  to  the  end  chat 
France  ihould  get  no  advantage  by 
hiiiL  $>  and  the  report  rao, 
^TsKkiV  ^^*^  Alexanitr  recciy'd 
2l».*i4^!*'   a  good  fum  of  naoney  to 
perform  that  widked  aft. 
Tims  ^ded  the  life  of  Zixim^  an 
unfortunate  I'cince,  and  yet  moreil- 
Mlrious  by  bis  Misfortunes  then  by 
his  Birth.     Some  think  he  dy'd  a 
Chriftian,  and  that  he  was  Bapti2'd 
4t  Rome  before  the  death  of  Ifmo- 
74.92  ciut  the  ith*    But  thofe  Author^ 
wboBave  Ipoken  mod  of  this  Prince, 
fay  nothing  of  his  Converiion,*  which 
makes  me  believe,  that,  to  aggravate 
his  misfortuaes;  he  dy  'd  a  Mahmu- 
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'^e  Gran^  Mafttfr,'  \^ijd  took 
Vciy  fa^tify  the  hews  oJ"  Z/V 
jsm'^s  tapUyijty,  could  hoc  recdtift' ' 
the  news  of  his  death  ^WitHdUt  W] 
digtiatibn' .'ahd   hfatrbur;    iiid'  he 
foudd   hifnfelf laden   witfi  ttllthe 
gdefch^t  ii'iman  could  have^  for  the

fhe 'Grand  Mafier  ma(k  Siifwct 
publrckly ,     That  he   was    highly 
oblig'd '  to  the  Emperour  for    his 
Reliance  and  Efleem ;   bat  that  h^ 
didnbt  dcfcrve  thofe  Q>lendid  Ti- 
tles with  which  his  Iniperial  Majefty 
had  honour 'd  him ;  and  that  though 
the  Order  had  iignali^'d  themfelves 
againft  the  Infidels  kit  fome  yearst 
filice,  thofe  happy  Suicfcefles    vrext 
to  be  atttibuted  to  the  valour  of  the 
Knights,  and  the  Protedion  of  Hea- 
ven.

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Vcflels  of  the  Order,  did  nota  little 
help  to  heat  the  Grand  Mafler^  and 
caufe  him  to  clofe  with  the  defigns 
of  the  Emperor.  Several  Infidels 
that  inhabited  the  Coafis  of  Lycia^ 
neareli  to  Rhodes^  put  jco  Sea  every 
day.  and  pretending  themfelves  to 
be  Pirats,  pillag'd  thelfles  of  the 
Order ;  they  alto  made  inrodes  into 
Caria^  and  brav'd  the  Knights  even 
to  the  very  Gates  of  the  Caftle  of 
St.  Titer.  The  Grand  Mafter  fends 
out  certain  Veflels  againft  thefe  pre-^ 
tended  Pirats,  of  which,  feme  were 
taken,  an'd  puniih'd  to  the  utmolt  of 
their  defertS;  But  thefe  diforders 
continuing,  he  writes  to  the  Port,  to 
know  whether  the  Grand  Seignior 
authorifed  thefe  violences  or  no* 
The  Pirats  intercept  the  Letters,  and 
kill  the  Bearers.  The  Grand  Mafter 
being  advertized  thereof,  fought  a 
more  fure  way  to  write  to  Bajazet^ 
and  did  it  with  all  the  fiercenefs  that 
a  ]u(l  refentment  could  infpire  him 
with.  Now  though  Bdjazet\ftK^ 
as  we  faid  before,  exafperated  in  his 
heart  ^gainft  the  Knights,  and  had 

little 
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iittle  value  for  them  fines  eke  dtit^ 
p£hi?B«othcf;  yet  he  was  Hill  uiv 
Williag  to  difplay  his  fury :  So  that 
he  order 'd  the  Begkrbei  of  Anato- 
iia  feverely  to  puaiih  t:he  Ctimioak 
He  alfo  fent  to  Rhodei  a  Prudent 
and  Intelligent  Perfon,  to  examine 
theLoifes  which  the  Rbodians  had 
fuftain'd,  and  to  afliice  them*  in  the 
name  oi^  his.  Highnefs,  that  all  Ihoitld 
be  reftor'd  with  Intereft. 

While  the  Grand  Seignior  Ia> 
hour'd  in  this  manner  go  iatisfie  the 
Grand  Mailer,  iomeof  the  RAodi- 
ans^  interrcfted  in  the  Goods  which 
the  Pirats  had  taken,  fecretly  fet 
forth  fome  Veflels,  and  exercis'd 
feveral  a<fts  of  Hoftility  upon  th« 
Coaft  of  lycia,  pillaging  Villages, 
taking  Ships,  and  carrying  away  the 
very  perfonsof  the  Turks.  When 
the  Grand  Mafter  was  ir^orm'd  of 
it,  he  would  not  ftay ,  till  the  Begr 
lerbti  complained;  he  catts'd  the 
chief  in  the  Enterprize  tp  be  Ar- 
retted ;  and  having  djfcovcr'd  -  that 
the  ICnights  had  a  iliare,  he  nam'd 
Commiifioners     to    examine     the 

matter, 
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matter^  reiblv'd  to  proceed  agaiiift 
the;  guilty  with  all  the  rigour  of  the 
Statutes,  which    poffitit«!ly   forbid^ 
thef'  Knights  to  fet  fo#thf  aiiy  Ye^s 
oiFT?Var  without  ^bxpiefs  leAve.

pleas'd  ar  Cairt^  and  pretended  to 
govern  during  the  Minority  of  the 
Infant.  But  an  abfolute  Authority

fuTpec^d  aiid  odious.  The  principal 
Nobility  of  the  Court  would  not  en- 
dure the  new  Government.;  fo  that 
inftead  of  doing  Homage  to  the  new 
Sovereign,  they  revolted  from  him, 
and  made.  Confederacies  with  the 
Turks  to  deprive  him  of  his  Crown. 
The  Grand  Mafter  was  informed  of 
the  rumour  of  the  Court,  but  he 
believ'd  it  fo  much  the  lefs,  the  morje 
die  Grand  Signior*s  ^  Minifters  de- 
lir*d  it  fhould  be  believ'd.

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Age,  Thereupon  Le'wis  the  XFJ.

The  Grand 
Maftct,  who,  'before  he  br<Jke  With

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.This  untoward   news  very   much 
troubrdthe  Grand  Mafter  :  but  the 
Peftiienee  that  increased   in  Rhodes 
much  fiMwe  aiHided  him.    He  made 
cxccllcm:  Orders  to  flop  the  Torrent 
of  the  iCdntagion.;  aiid  to  the  ^nd 
die  Barbarians  might  not  attempt 
any  ihitig  at  a  time  fo  feaibnable  for 
them;  he  kept  in  pay  four  Galleys, 
which  bis  Nephew  brought,  along 
with  him  froih  Vrw^enct ;  aiid  hav- 
ing re'^inrore'd  them  widi  Knights 
and  douldiers,  he^  commanded  them 
CO  cruife  about  the  inlands ;  wherein 
he  did  two  good  adls  at  one  time : 
for  be    prefcrvM  the  Iflands^om 
Pirats/  and  emptied  the  City  of  a 
greatnumber  of  People,  which  mig^t 
have  been  fwept  away  by^the  Pelfi-

Letters  of  fafe  Condud)^  To  which 
Bajajzev  did  not  onety  freely  con* 
fent,  but  gave  wder  to  the  iBaflia'd 
of I^eia  logo  and  mectUheHer 
talds  of  Franu^  and  ccmvoy  them  ta 
thePprt.  r- 

Ejarcho  Centurino,  a  man  of  good 
^idgment,  and  one  of  the  principal 
Iidiabitattts  of  Rhodes^  departed 
dEong  with  them,  carrying  a  Letter 
of  Credence^  to  befeech  the  Grandi 
Signior  not  to  .detain  thel^eraldft 
Jbne,  ,and  tomakefome  fmallCom-' 
plement  to  bis  Highnefs^as  to  the' 
War  V which  he  .  made  agjaiiift  the 
Vimtians.

The  Knights  who  were  in 
the  Ship  defended  themfelves  flout- 
^  ly,  and  had  teduc'd  the  ^urk  to  the 
laft  extremity  i  but  when  the  Ship 
wat  juft  upon  the  point  of  yieldii^, 
anotheir  YeflH,  well  arni'd.  came  to 
her  relief;  fo  that^the  Kriig^its  were 
forc'd  to  quit  her:     They  made  for 
Alexandria,  and  putting    up    the 
$oldan's  Colours,  entered  the  Port. 
But  the  Admiral  hi  Alexandria^  a 
perfidious  6rute,  without  a^  re- 
gard cith'er  to  the  Ptface  and  Laws 
cff  Nationis;  made 'the  Knights  ftis-- 
iiers,and"i;efttthera  to  Td/i^^f ,  with  all 
the  Chtiftian*' that  wcr^  int  flic  Ship. 
The  Gfand   Mailer  ^tk)fi^aur'd, 
%  thfe  attempt  of  th6*Ga!liM/  that 
the   Turis\  had  4B&  intetitidns  any 
Ibnger  tb  keep,  fair  With  the  Order. 
However,  he  comp|ain\i^t6the  Sol- 
dan  o£  the  Admirals  behiviour,  and 
thiat  in  high-tefcms  too,  ^  as  of  a  vio- 
lence infupportable.  /    The "  Soldan 
uiiderftanding,"that  fuch^iharp  coi^r 
plaints  were  a^  good  as  threats ,  and 
that  he  that  teade  theni;  "tvpuld  be 
ais   good  '  is  *liis    word,   dilbwn'd 
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the  Admiral^  and  released  the  Priso- 
ners. 

But    the  ;  Grand    Signior's  pro- 
ceedings were  far  different.    For  all 
his  Civilities  to  the  Grand  Matter, 
and  his  EmbaiSe  to  the  Court  of 
trance^  did  not  hinder  the  Infidels 
from  continuing   the    War  againfl 
the  Venetians,  nor   from  invading 
Itafy.    Twelve  thoufand  Spahi's  en* 
trcd  into  Friuh,  through  uncouth 
and  difficult  paflages ;  and  putting 
all  to  Fire  ^and  Sword,  carrtM  away 
above  aooco  Cbriftians  into  Slave? 
ry.  The  Pope,  who  minded  nothing 
but  the  advancement ,  of  his  Family, 
till  then  had  onely  been  a  Spe(f):ar 
tor  of  the  Ww;  but   now  he  began 
to  think  himfelf  concern 'd,    when  ' 
he   faw  the  pnemy  at   his  Gates. 
And   befides  that  bis  own  Interefjt 
^ng^^'d    hixfk  to  z6iy    he  thopght 
himtelf  oWig'd  in  Honour  to  wipp 
off  thofe  reproaches,    which    the 
destth  of  Zizim  had  thrown  upon 
him,  and  to  repair,  by  fome  notable 
a(3:ioq,  what  had  been  irregular  in 
his  Government.      Thereupon  he 

Cc  un- 
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undertook,  with  all  the  heat  ima- 
ginable, to  unite  the  Chriftian 
Princes,  that  he  might  put  a  flop  to 
the  incurfions  of  the  fitirbarians. 

Nor  was  his  dih'gence  uofuccefs- 
fuk  The  Kings  oi  Caftile.Tattugal, 
and  Hungary  declared  themfelves 
firflof  all  Maximilian^  ^hottxiht 
VJ^Lisoi  Guilders  zndi  Switzerland 
had  diverted  from  the  Turkijh  War, 
entred  into  this  Holy  League  with 
{  Louis  the  nth.  when   their  difie- 

rences  about  M/^»  were  ended,  by 
J  the  Marriage  of  the  King's  Daugh- 

,;  ter  With  the  Emperor *s  Son. 

I  *  The    Grand    Matter     convinc*d 

\  more  then  ever  of  the  Infidelity  of 

the  Grand  Signior,  and  not  betiev- 
ing  himfelf  obliged  to  have  any 
more  refped:  for  them,  who  had  no 
more  for  him,  Leagued  himfelf  with 
the  Croifado'd  Princes.  -And  now 
Forces  are  raifing  all  ovtt  Europe; 
5hips  making  ready.  Money  ga- 
thering together  in  all  places;  and 
the  bloody  Crofles  that  fell  from 
Heaven  in  Germany^  which  Maxi- 
milianhimfdE  faw,  fecm'd  to  per- 

tend 
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tend  a  happy  fuccefs.  The  Turks 
take  the  Alarm  at  thefe  Prepartions 
apd  Prodigies;  though  that  which 
mod  affrighted  them  was  the  choice 
that  }^2lS  m2idLQ  oi  ih^Generaiiffimo 
of  the  League. 

Alexander^  who,  among  his  wic- 
ked quaJities,  had  fome  good  ohes^ 
and  who  had  a  very  ready  wit,  be- 
thought himfelf,  that  to  bring  about 
fb  important  tn  Expedition,  nothing 
could  be  more  available  then  the 
choice  of  an  Experienced  Captain^ 
and  fuch  a  one  as  mould  be  accepta- 
ble to  all  the  Princes.    He  cad  his 
eye  upon  the  Grand  Matter  Z)'  Ju- 
i^uffm^  and  proposed  him  in  a  full 
Confifiory,  after  he  had  made  hima 
large  Encomium.    AH  the  Cardinals 
applauded  the  Popes    Propofitiom 
However,     Alexander ,    before  he 
made  the  Choice  publick,  refolv'd 
to  try  the  Inclination  of  the  Grand 
Mafien  To  this  end  he  wrote  to  him 
in  a  very  obliging  ftyle,  neverthelefs 
with  a  chargeable  condition  in  his 
Brief,  that    the  Order,  during  the 
time  that  the  Grand  Mafter  ihould 
C  c  i  con: ^ 
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continue  General,  ihould  keep  out 
at  Sea  four  Galleys,' and  four  Barks, 
well  appointed,  for  the  Service  of  the 
League. 

The  Grand  Mafter,  who  lov'd  to 
a6t  at  his  own  liberty,  ponder *d 
upon  the  Condition  ;  and  it  may  be 
his  modedy  had  made  ufe  of  this 
pretence,  to  rid.  himfelf  of  an  Em- 
ployment, which  he  thought  above 
him,  if  the  Council  had  not  advis'd 
him  to  accept  of  the  Condition  at 
any  rate  whatever,  and  that  the 
Letters  of  feveral  Cardinals  his 
F^ietids  had  not  at  length  brought 
him.  to  an  abfolute  determination. 
Thereupon  lie  wrote  to  his  Holinefs, 
That  with  all  acknowledgment  and 
humble  b&ihiiklnefs  he  was  willing  to 
take  upon  him  the  Chaise,  with 
which  he  was  .pleas'd  to"^  honour 
him :  And  he  Tent  a  veiy'aimple 
Procuration,  asto  thisAfBiir/to  the 
CommsLtiA^oi  Avignon^  tfen  Vice- 
Procurator-General  of  the  Order  in 
the  Court  oi'Rome.  *  ^ '  * 
'  The  Pop*,  not  doubting  but  that 
his  Propolal  would  be  as  acceptable 

to 
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to  the  Princes^  as  it  was  to  the  Car- 
dinals, gave  them  advice  of  his 
choice,  fo  foot!  as  he  had  received 
the  Grand  Mafter's  Anfwer.  All  the 
Courts  of  Chriflendom  applauded  fo 
wife  a  Choice  ;  and  this  one  A(^ion 
did  Alexander  {o  much  honour,  that 
his  Reputation  was  much  repaired 
thereby.  Thereupon  before  all  the 
Ambafladors  of  the  Confederate 
Princes,  he  publickly  declared  the 
Grand  Mailer  TyAubuffon^  Captain- 
General  of  the  Croifado. 

After  which,  liis  Holinefs,  by  a 
Solemn  Brief,  fill'd  with  his  Praifes, 
gave  him  information  of  it. 
The  Purport  of  the  Brief  was.  That 
the  Princes  had  approved  the  Choice 
which  he  had  made  of  his  Perfon  ; 
That  they  were  very  readily  dii^ 
pos'd  to  obey  him;  and  that  hi$ 
Experience,  Valour,  and  Piety,  gave 
them  confident  hopes  of  Vidory. 
The  Pope  added.  That  he  was  re- 
folv'd  to  go  to  the  War  himfelf,  not- 
withftanding  his  Age,  refolv'd  to 
partake  with  the  Grand  Mailer  ia 
all  the  Labours  of  a  Chriflian  War- 

Cc  ;         fare. 
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fare,  and  to  lay  down  his  life,  if  oc- 
cafion  Ihould  be,  to  render  the  Ex- 
pedition fuccefsful.    He  fent  word, 
That  there  were  1 5  Galley^,  which 
he  had  exprefsly  caus'd  to  be  made 
ready  ;  and  that  the  Bifliop  of  TJ- 
vofy  had  orders  to  fend  them  away, 
fo  foon  as  they  were  fitted  our.    He 
alfo  wrote  him  word,  that  he  had 
given  notice  to  the  Princes  by  their 
AmbafTadors,  that  his  intention  was, 
that  they  and  all  their  Forces  fhould 
render  to  him  tlie  fanie   Honour, 
and  the  fame  Obedience,  as  to  the 
Head  of  the  Church.  Exhorting  him 
him  at  length  to  defend  the  Faith 
upon  this  occafion,  with  thie  fame 
Courage  and  Virtue,    with    which 
alone  he  had  defended  it,  when  he 
forc'd  Mahomet  to  raife  his  Si^e 
from  before  Rhodes. 

Lewis  the  XII.  would  not  (lay  to 
acknowledge  him  till  he  was  pub- 
lickly  proclaimed  at  Rome ;  but  fo 
foon  as  he  underflood  the  Pope's 
intentions,  he  wrote  to  the  Grand 
Mafler,  That  being  willing  to  con- 
ifibute  to  the  Succ^fles  of  fo  noble 
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an  Expedition,  notwichftanding.the 
AfTairshehad  in  Italy ^  he  wasfet-' 
ting  forth  a  Navy  Royal,  and  that 
knowing  his  Prudence  and  long  Ex- 
perience in  the  Wars  againft  the 
Turk^  he  had  order *d^  his  Admiral, 
Philip  de  Cleves  Ruve^eine^  to  fol- 
low hi^  Counfels  in  all  things,  and  to 
A<3:  by  his  Inftrudtions. 

The  Praifes  and  Applaufes  whicih 
the  Pope  and  the  King  of  France 
gave  hira,  did  but  re-double  the  zeal 
and  diligence  of  the  Grand  Maftcr: 
So  that  being  now  acknowledged 
the  Captain  of  fuch  a  famous  En- 
terprize^  his  whole  lludy  was,  how 
to  oring  it  to  good  ifluc.  The  Sum* 
mer  being  now  pad,  and  no  Princes 
Fleet  appearing ;  or  if  they  had  ap- 
peared, the  Seafon  being  now  paA 
for  any  confiderable  Adion,  his  firfl; 
confideration  was  to  fettle  a  fiank 
for  the  payment  of  fuch  Forces  as 
fliould  arrive*,  that  they  might  not 
think  of  returning  for  want  of 
Money.  For  he  knew  well,  that 
onely  Money  could  keep  Souldiers 
together  idle  in  the  Ltvant.  To 
Cc  4  this 
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this  purpofe  he  fent  to  the  Pope  and 
the  King  of  France  intelligent 
Knights,  to  Jet  them  underftand,  that 
without  that  precaution,  there  was 
nothing  to  be  done  againft  the 
Turk:  That  if  the  Souldiers  of  the 
League  came  not  forthwith,  they 
Would  not  be  in  a  condition  for 
adion  the  next  Seafon;  and  that, 
if  being  once  arrived,  they  ihould  re- 
turn for  want  of  fubfiftence,  the 
common  Enemy  would  take  advan- 
tage of  their  Retreat.  He  let  them 
further  know.  That  while  the  Forces 
of  the  Confederate  Princes  attacked 
the  Turk  by  Sea,  it  was  neceflary 
that  the  King  oi -Hungary  ihould 
aflail  him  by  Land  to  make  a  di* 
verfion. 

'  But  in  regard  the  fafety  of  Chri- 
Ilendom,  in  fome  meafufc,  depend- 
ed upon  the  fafety  of  'Rhodes^  he 
was  of  opinion,  that  the  Ships  be- 
longing to  the  Order  ihould  not 
diftance  themfelves  any  farther  then 
C2i\>t'Ma/w.\  He  alfo  thought  it  ne- 
ceflary,  that  the  Fleet  of  the  Con- 
federate   Princes    ihould  not  come 

to 
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to  Rhodes^  to  fpare  thcrii  the  labour 
of  returning  back  to  the  Morea^ 
and  Rhodes  the  inconvenience  of 
being  eaten  out  by  fo  many  people. 
Upon  which  confideration  it  was  re- 
folv'd  to  fend  before  to  Ravefttin^ 
to  defire  hint  to  .flay  at  Cape  St. 
Angela^  there  to  attend  till  the  Ma* 
fler  came  himfelf  to  bring  them  into 
fome  good  Harbour. 

RavejieiH  >^zs  already  entred  in- 
to the  Jlrcbefelago^  and  fteer'd  di* 
redly  to  the  Ifland  of  Aff f f//»,  to 
fignalize  himfelf  immediately  by 
fome  notable  adion.  But  in  regard 
he  hated  Dependency,  and  was  co- 
vetous of  all  the  Honour  to  himfelf^ 
fo  far  was  he  from  following  the 
Orders  of  the  Grand  Matter,  that 
not  vouchfafing  to  follow  his  Coun- 
fcl,  he  onely  fent  to  invite  him  to 
come  and  joyn  with  him.  However, 
though  this  feem'd  a  very  difoblig- 
ing  ac9:of  RavtHtin^  yet  the  Grand 
Matter  more  refented  the  ill-timing 
of  the  Enter  prize,  then  the  ill  be- 
haviour o{Raveftein^  knowing  well 
it  was  contrary  to  the  King's  Plea- 
sure, 
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ftire,  and  that  the  wills  of  Priaces 
are  ufually  ill  obey'd,  when  thofe 
that  are  cmploy'd  take  upon  them 
to  follow  their  own  inclinations^  And 
indeed  this  Bs^  beginning  of  the 
League,  created  an  ill  opinion  of  the 
Event-  Nor  did  the  flownefs  of  the 
Pope  iefs  trouble  him,  then  the  for- 
wardnefsof  the  French.  The  fifteen 
Galleys  that  were  to  appear  with 
the  firft.  Were  not  to  be  heard  of; 
neither  was  <here  any  news  of  the 
Bifliop  of  7/W/,  who  had  order  to 
condudthend. 

How  zealous  foever  the  Grand 
Mailer  was  to  advance  the  Affairs 
.  oiihc  Craifade^  he  could  not  deter- 
mine with  himfelf  to  joya  with  the 
French  before  the  arrival  of  the 
Pope's  Fleet.  He  confider^d,  that 
having  no  Inflrudions  from  bis 
Holinefs  touching  the  Duties  of 
his  Office,  it  behoved  him  not 
to  begin  the  Exercife  of  it.  He 
eonfider'd  alfo,  that  in  difficulties 
which  might  happen,  the  other  Ca- 
ptains would  be  fubjeft  to  difpute 
his  power,  when  they   found    the 

Galleys 
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Galleys  of  his  Holinefs  abfeot.  To 
avoid  all  thefe  inconveniences,  he 
prefs'd  the  Pope  to  keep  his  word, 
r<eprefenting  to  him  with  an  extra- 
ordinary rel^e<3;  and  zeal  mix'd 
together,  tha*t  his  Holinefs  being  the 
Chief,  and  Soul  of  the  Enterprife, 
there  was  nothing  to  be  done  with- 
out him>  That  the  Fleets  of  the 
Chriftian  Princes  would  come  in 
vain  into  the  Ltvant^  if  he  did  not 
appear  in  the  head  of  them.  That  as 
for.  his  parr,  he  defir'd  onely  to  ac- 
quit himfelfof  the  Charge  wherer 
with  he  had  been  pleased  to  honour 
him,  as  having  all  his  life-time  one- 
ly fought  a  fair  opportunity  to  ruine 
the  Mahumttan  Fuiflance. 

Raveftein^  who  had  unadvifedly 
engaged  himfelf  in  the  Siege  of  Mer 
telin^  and  began  to  fee  his  fault,  en- 
deavoured all  he  could  to  re-fix  hinj- 
felfin  the  good  opinion  of  the  Grand 
Mafter,  and  to  oblige  him  to  come 
to  his  relief:  He  fent  to  him  by  the 
Knight  de  Gavajlon,  who  Was  come 
to  him  on  the  behalf  of  the  Order, 
that  the  Venetians    having  drawn 

him 
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him  10  Miteline  before  the  arrival 
of  the  Knight,  he  could  not  avoid 
bcfieging  the  City.    That  at  firft  he 
had  rais'd  a  Battery,  which  had.no 
fuccefs,  as  being  plant^  againft  the 
ftrongeft  part  of  the  Wall;  but  that 
having  changed  his  Battery,  the  Ca* 
Hon  wrought  wonders;  but  that  he 
could  not   determine   wkh  himfelf 
to  make  a  general  Onfct   without 
him ;  believing    wichall,    that  the 
'  Event   of  the   Storm    would    not 
prove  fuccefsfui,  unlefs  .the  Koights 
of  Rhodes  had  their  fliare.    That  the 
Venetians  had  thirty  Galleys  be£[>re 
Meteline,  not  counting  his.     That 
for  the  Popes  Galleys,  they  were  not 
to  be  exi>e<3:ed.;    nor  did  he  know 
where  his  Holineis  fhould  have  fif- 
teen ;   for  that  being  at  Nafles^  he 
knew  he  had  but  two,  which   the 
puke   of  Valentincis  made    ufe  of 
againft  the  Prince  di  Tiombino ;  and 
that  he  could  not  learn  that  he  had 
made  any  Preparations  againft  the 
Turi  ;    concluding  at  lad,  that  he 
acknowledged  the  Grand  Mafter   for 
General  of  the  Chriflian  Fl^et,  and 

that 
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that  he  would  not  proceed  any  more 
without  his  Orders. 
'  Thd  Grand  Mafter  hearing  no. 
news  of  the  Pope  6  fifteen  GaJleya, 
and  not  enduring  that  anything 
fliould  be  adsd  againft  the  Turk, 
wherein  he  had  hoc  his  ihare,  re- 
folyM  tofacrifice  his  Refentments  to 
his  Honour,  and  the  Interefis  of  the 
Church.  '  He  thought  himfelf  obliged 
alfo,  for  the  Reputation  of  the  Arms 
of  France,  not  to  delert  Ravefiein, 
what  ever  reafon  he  had  to  be  dif* 
pieas'd  With  him.  Therefore  that  he 
might  a<9:  with.Honour,  befides  the 
four  Galleys  and  four  Barks  which 
he  was  to  fet  forth  by  the  Articles 
of  the  League,  herefolv'd  to  take 
along  with  him  the  Great  Ship  be* 
longing  to  the  Order,  twelve  great 
Galliots,  feverat  Brigantines;  feveral 
Foifts,witfa  fome  Italian  and  Catalo- 
man  Ve{][els  which  he  had  hir*d. 

Atr  his  departure,  he  left  very 
good  Orders  behind  him  ;  for  hav* 
ihg  declared  the  Grand  Commander 
jCoffa  his  Lieutenant  to  govern  with 
the  Council,  he  prefcrib'd  him  every 

^    week 
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week  to  give  publick  Audience  to 
the  People :  and  in  cafe  any  of  the 
Knights  ihould  withftand  him,  to 
l^roceed  againft  them  according  to 
the  Forms  and  Rigour  of  the  Sta- 
tutes. The  management  of  the 
Treafure^  for  a  time,  he  committed 
to  the  care  of  the  Admiral; 
and  particularly  charged  the  Grand 
Marmal  to  be  exa<^  in  doing  JuiUce 
to  the  Knights. 

For  the  fecurity  of  Rhodes^  he 
gave  order,  that  Guards  ihould  be 
kept  in  all  the  Foils  of  the  Laa* 
guages,  as  if  the  place  were  Befieg'd ; 
and  he  himfelf  nani'd  fuch  and  fuch 
Knights  to  ride  their  Rounds  about 
the  liland,  to  hinder  the  Landing  of 
the  Barbarians. 

The  Council,  in  Irequiral,  to  fhew 
the  particular  edeem  which  they 
had  for  the  Grand  Mailer,/ ordered, 
That  all  the  Knights  that  accom- 
panied him  ihould  enjoy  the  pdvi- 
ledges  of  Refidence,  as  if  prefem  at 
Rhodes:  That  all  Eledidns  of  Pri- 
ors and  Bailiffs  ihould  furceafe  in 
his  aVence,  that  he  might  deliberate 

upon 
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ilpoii  fach  Affairs  as  ihould  prefent 
thfemfelves,  and  that  his  Decrees 
iliouldbeof  the  fame  forte  and  au- 
thority,as  if  iflu'd  out  of  his  Palace  : 
and  that  in  regard  a  great  number  of 
Knights  were  to  attend  the  Grand 
Mailer,  it  was  ordain'd,  that  after 
their  departure,  no  Knight  ihould 
ftir  outofthe  Ifland,  but  upon  the 
urgent  affairs  of  the  Order. 

Things  being  thus  fetled  ,  and 
twelve  Veflels  of  the  Fleet  being 
gone  before  to  ftay  for  the  Knights 
at  Lango^  the  Grand  Matter  em- 
barked the  II  oiHovemher^  attend- 
ed to  the  Sea  by  a  great  throng  of 
People,  who  could  not  but  let  fall 
tears  at  his  departure,  efpecially 
when  they  faw  him  threatened  by  a 
rifmg  Tempeft  ere  he  was  out  of 
fight. 

His  impatience  to  beat  theaflault 
oiMeteline^  caus'dhim  to  make  all 
the  hafle  imaginable.  Scarcely  had 
he  teach'd  Lango,  when  the  Knight 
Baldovin^'  whom  he  had  fent  be- 
fore to  advertize  the  French  and  Ve- 
nrtiansdi  his  coming,  brought  him 
^  news 
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news  that  the  Siege  was  rais'd ;  at 
the  fame  time  delivering  him  Letters 
{torn  Rave^ein  and  Tefaro.  Ha* 
veftein  fignifi'd  to  him  in  a  few 
words.  That  the  vSicge  of  Affff//»e 
being  ah  Enterprife  much  mofe  dif- 
ficult, then  it  had  fcem'd  to  be  to 
men  of  very  good  judgment,  he 
thought  fit  to  leave  it  off.  That  the 
Seafon  being  far  fpent,  his  care  was 
how  to  be  gone  before  it  grew 
worfe,  which  Would  be  in  two  days 
at  fartheft,  with  his  good  leave. 
The  Letter  from  Tefara  was  larger, 
and  more  rational ;  the  effeca;  where- 
of was.  That  whereas  Raveftein 
had  uQcJiertakeA  the  Siege  without 
advifing  wi;h  the  Venetians^  he  had 
alfo  raisM  it  of  his  own  hpad  :  That 
k  was  no  wonder,  that  an  Enterprife 
fo  ill  managed  ihould  have  no  better 
fuccefs.  That  the  French  preparing 
for  home,  there  Was  no  likelihQod 
that  the  Venetians  Ihoujd  ftay  at 
Metelim.  That  they  were  making 
to  ^cio  ;  and  that  if  it  were  hisplea- 
fure  they  ihould  joyn  with  the 
Knights,  they    were    ready  to  do 

what 
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what  he  ihoald  think  bcfl:  for  the 
good  of  Chriftendom.  Tefaro 
added,  that  there  was  no  heed  to 
be;  given  to  the  Popes  Promife,  for 
that  his  Fifteen  Gallies  were  onely 
in  Idea.  That  the  Spms/b  Heer  was 
about  Taranta;  and  that  the  Por- 
tugal Fleet  having  gain'd  Corfu^ 
was  return  d  home,  notwithftanding 
all  jhe  intreaties.  of  the  Ven^tiansi 
pretending  t:hey  cculd  not  ftay  long 
out  in  bad  weather  in  tbofe  Seas. 

The  Grand  Mafter  was  more 
perplexed  at  the  ill  fuecefs  of  the 
Enterpriie  of  Meteltne^  then  fur- 
prized  at  it.  But  believing  that  the 
return  of  the  French  Fleet  wQu!d  do 
more  harm  to.  the  Affairs  of  the: 
League,  then  the  raifing  of  the. 
Siege,  hedifpatch'd  away  a  Fotft  to 
Naxi^  by  which  itbe  French  were 
to  pafs,  defiring  Raveftein  not  to 
return  tilt  they  Ivtd  difcours'd  ta- 
gether.  F^efent  another  to  JJr/c?,  to 
defire  the  Venetiansto  meet  him  at 
Kaxi^  and  to  let  them  know,  that . 
he  had  made. great  Preparations  for 
their  afliftaqce ;  that  he  had  left  ^ 
D  d  Rhodes 
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Rhodis  in  ^  bad  S^zfy%  and  aioioft 
contrary  to  the  advice  of  bis  Oma- 
cil ;  That  the  misfortune  of  Mete^ 
line  was  not  paft  recovery,  and 
that  they  might  return  to  the  Siege 
with  more  fuccefs,  provided  the 
French  had  not  k)(t  tnetr  courage. 
He  defired  Tefaro  to  flay  Raven- 
fiein^  at  what  rate  foc^vcr,  if  they 
'  'were  yet  together,  or  earnefUy  to 
Vrrite  to  him,  if  they  weire  parted. 

The  Rhodian  Fleet  fat  fail  from 
Lango  ptefently    after  the    Fotfis, 
and,  in  fpight  of  contrary  Winds, 
arriv 'd  at  length  before  ^^/.    But 
Raivenfieins  impatience  to  quit  the 
Levant^  would  not  permit  him  to 
ftay  for  the    Knights.    He  fet    fail 
precifely    two,  aays  after  he    had 
wrote  to  the  Grand  Mailer,  accor* 
ding  to   the  purport   of  his  Letter, 
the  Prayers  of  the  Venjetians^    the 
Honour  oi  France,  nor  his  own,  be- 
ing abl?  to  flop  him. 

The  Grand  MaHer  had  not  been 

(6   well  appeas'd  at  the  departure 

of  the  French^   had  he  not  met  the 

Venetians   in    fight  9^  H?c  Ifland. 

•  Aftef 
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After  nu^taal  SaJutesof  both  Fket», 
Tefaro    came   aboard    the   Grand 
Marflcr,  where  after    (brae  delibe- 
ration   upon  the   prcfent   ftate  of 
AfiaiFS,  f hey  coneluded  together^  to 
Write  to  all  the  Princes  ot  the  Cro^- 
Jade,   to  engage  them  to  Jet  theit 
Fleets  be  re^dy  againft:  the  Spricig. 
They  a^fo  agreed,:  that  the  true  way 
to  ruine  the  Turk^  was  not  to  make 
any  attempts  upon  the  Iflands  of 
the  Archipelago,  the   lofs  of  which 
would  do  hm  but  litele .  harm ;  but 
to  force   the    Dafdanels,  and  be- 
iiege  GalhfoU  with  a  potent  Army  j 
then  to  make  up  direftly  to  CoH- 
ifantinopie,  and  fife  the  Fleet  that 
ufually  rode  in  the  Sea  of  Marmora ; 
which  the>  Gr^d  Mafter  would  un* 
derrake  to  do,  provided   that   Lor 
dijlaus  perform*d'    his    part^  upon 
liungar^  {ide     This  being  the  coqr 
dicion  of  Aifairs  at  that  time,  the 
Grand  Mafter  took  his  leave  of  Te- 
faro,  and  fee  fail  for  Rhodes,  three 
of  the  Venetian  Galleys  attending 
him  out  of  refpedl.    The  Rbodians, 
who  did  not  expe(%  his  Return  io 
Dd  a  fooiJ. 
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ifoon,   were  pleafingly^  furpriz'd  at 
it ;  yet  eafily  brookt  the  misfortune 
.tl^t  reflor'd  them  their  Grand  Ma- 
iler.     ■     ^     '  -•■ 

No  foonfer  was  he  arrived,  but  he 
hiaid  inteUigence,  that  feveral  Turiy 
Merchants  Ships,  very  richly  laden, 
were  in  the  Seas  of  Syrsa  ahd  J^pt 
homeward  bound.  The  i  Council 
was  of  opinion,  that  fuch^t  a  Booty 
was  not  to  be  Jet  flip,  but  that  they 
ihould  take  this  opportunity  .  ab- 
folutely  to  break  with  the  Port. 
Thereupon  the  Grand  Mafter  com» 
manded  out  feven  Gallies,  and  fome 
Boats,  to  way-lay  them.  The  Knight 
^iomede  dt  VtUaragut^  Caftellan  of 
Emfofia,  was  nam'd  Admiral  of 
the  Squadron.  He  put  to  Sea,  and 
took  the  Ships  ;  fo  that  the  Prize 
almoft  recompenc'd  the  Expeoces 
which  the  Knights  had  been  at. 

But  for  all  this  fmall  fuccefs,  the 
Mader  was  not  a  little  troubled  at 
the  flownefs  of  the  Princes.  He  was 
fenfibly  afflided  to  fee  the  League 
half  broken ;  and  therefore  to  re- 
new itagaih,  he  fcnt  Ambafladors 
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to  all  the  Chriftian  Courts :  Who 
were  no  foprici^  departed,  but  Am* 
bailadors  arrived  from  Ladijlaus 
King  of  Hungary  i  who,  after  they 
had  congratulated .  the  Grand  I^a-^ 
Aer  as  General  of  the  League,  alf: 
fur*d  him,  that  the  Hungarian  Ar- 
my was  in  readinefs ;  and  therefore 
dedr'd  >  him  to  engage  the  Grand 
Caraman^  the  Sofdan  of  J^gyft^  hmi 
above  ^11,  the  King  of  "rerjia^  to 
take  up  Arms  againft  the  Turk^^ 
The  Refplutions  of  Z.adifiaus  ex-i; 
tremeJy  rejoyc'd  the  Grand  Maftetji 
but  the  Revolutions  then  hapningj 
in    Terjia  fomewhat  ^ualifi'd  his 

joy. 

yacuf  the  Son  of  Vffum  Cajfani 
fucceeding  his  Father  in  tbeKing-" 
dom  of  TerJia^/wikS  afftaid  left  yf/*- 
duelMs  Coufin^ihouid  one.day  ufurp^ 
the  Crown  ;  and  his  fear  ^yag  up* 
on  good  grounds.  Arduet  publick^^ 
ly  gave  our<'  ihiiAlt  was,  the  trite 
Interpreter,  of  the  Law  ;  and  there- 
by he  jal^moft  overthrew  Mahumi< 
tifm.  The  People^  Avho.  are  alwaysi 
difpos'd  to  receive  Novelties  y  and 
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ire  caffljf  governed  by  them  that 
know  hbW^to  tickle  their  fencies 
with  Religion,  declared  tliemielvcs 
for  the  Destine  of  ^r^»f  A  There- 
tipon  Jii€iif  thought  the  faVouif  of 
tlSie  People  to  be  a  fuffieient  crime  for 
which  to  put  him  to  death,  and  fid 
fiftnfelf  of  him  without  any  noife. 
And  a  h'ttle  while  after  he  gave  the 
feme  order  for  I/bmat I  the  Son  of 
jtirduel.  That  ordeir  of  the  King  of 
^erfia  was  not  fofeCret;  but  JJhmael 
bad  notice  of  it.  Upon  which,  he 
fled  towards  the  Cafpan  Sea^  to  a 
Prince  thsft  was  one  of  his  Friends, 
and  there  immediately  made  a  pub- 
lick  Profeflion  of  what  his  Father 
had  taught  him.  His  comely  Pre- 
fefnoe  and  hfs  Eloquence,  jToon  begat 
htm  a  high  efteem  among  thofe  Bar- 
liarous  Natibfts,  even  to  be  regarded 
aS  a  kind  of  Deity  ;  for  which  rea- 
fott  they  gave  him  the  name  of  So- 
fBt,  or  Wife.  ^  He  dextroilfly  kept 
up  fo  fair  a  Reputation,  and  believ* 
in|  it  lawful  for  him  to  do  any 
thing  to  obtain  a  Crown,  he  |;ot  the 
King  of  5Prr/?^  to  be  put  to  death, 

by 
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by  the  vary  means  q{  the  Queeii 
her  felf,  who  hated  her  Husband^ 
and  lov'd  IJhmatl.    After  die  deiaxfa 
oijacnf^  IJhtnael  retumM  into  iPrr* 
fia^  with  a  great  number  of  his  fol« 
lowers,  who  lookt  upon, him  as  a^ 
Prophet  fent  by  God  r    The  moft 
part  of  the  Terjians  took  his  part;  \ 
to  that  having  got  together  a  good 
Army  ,  hemarch'd  agaiiifl;  Alvanti 
who   had    tak'n    pofleiiion  of  the 
Throne,  as  being  i;he  eldell:  Son  of 
^cicuf.    The  new  King  was  driv  tt 
nrfl  from  his  City,  then  defeated  ixk 
a  great  Battel^  and  flain  hyljbmaey% 
own  hand.     This  fatal,  news  quite 
dampt    the. courage   of   Aham^s 
Brother,  whofe  name  was  Maraca^ 
tarn,  and  lay  at  BabyUm  with  a  nu- 
merous Army.    ^  So  that  in  flead  of. 
fflardhing  agakiit  IJhmael^  he   i]ed 
to  the  Mountains,  and  abandon U 
the  Throne  that  belonged  to  him  to 
iare  his  life.    Thtb  the  Ufurper  be* 
came  the  Mafter;    and  though  all 
the  Kingdom  had  not  yet  iubmitted 
to  his  Scepter;^  he  caus'd  himfelf  tor 
be  caird  King  of  ^^r/^/     .  . 
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Thefe  Revolutions  appeac^d  na 
,way  favourable  to  the  King  oi  Hun- 
gary^ nor  to  the  interitioiis  .oi  the 
Grand  Mafter.  There  was  no  pro- 
bability that  JJhmaelSofhi  would 
engage  in  the  Affairs  of  the  League, 
while  ?*fryKj  was  ftat  yet  at  Peace 
within  it  felf,  and  all  ihofe  acci- 
dents  were  ftill  to  be  feared  that 
rhight  ruine  a  new  Dominion,  un- 
juh  and  unfctrd  ;  bfefides,  that  i;he 
Succefles  of  IJbmael  mmrzlly  bred 
fufpirions  in  the  Kin^  oi  Carama- 
«,/'sbreaft.  Which  reafohs  would 
not  permit  him  to  J?ncej^pri2e  againfl 
the  Turh,:^en  he. had  enough  to 
do  to  fecurehimfelfar^home.  Nor 
was  the-  Soldan  of  Eg^p  in  a  bet- 
ter condition  to  favour  the  Princes 
of  the  Xrmjade ;  for .  befidcs-  that 
he  was  lernbroird  in  the  Domeflick 
BilFenfions  of  his  own  Court,  he 
fear'd  the  vi<Storious  Arms  of  JJb- 
mail,  who.  by  the  advice  giv*n  hhn 
by  Attulii^fTurcofnun;  Jthrcaten'd  to 
begin  KiS'Conquefts  with  thofe  oi 
Syria  ^zn^.  Egyft.whm  he  had 
fetl'd  himfelf  in  'Pf^a*   Neverthc-^ 
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lefs.  when  the  Grand  Mafter .  beticr 
confider'd,  he  bethought  himfcJf, 
-that  the  Troubles  of  itr/ia  would 
be  no  way  difadvanragious  to  the 
Enterprize  of  tHe  Chril* ians;  for 
that  the  Tu>k  alarm'd  with  the  Sue- 
cefs  of  his.  Vi(fJ:brious  Neighbour 
and  Enemy,  would  be  obliged  to 
keep  very  nutperous  Arnjies  upon 
the  Fronteers  of  Turty ;  and  that 
being  thereby  much  weakened,  he 
might  be  the  eafier  vanquiih'd  at 
home. 

The  noife  of  the  League  no  leffe 
perplexed  B^ijszet^  then  the  Revo- 
lutions of  Verfia.  Underftanding 
therefore  that  the  Gl-and  Mailer  was 
the  Head  and  Soul  of  the  Enter- 
prize,  he  bethought  himfelf  of  deal- 
ing with  him,  by  the  means  of  JViA. 
tan  Cor  cut  ^  the  beft  beldv'd  of  all 
bis  Sons,  to  whom  he  had  giv*n  the 
Government  of .  Anatolta.  Corcut 
being  well  inftruded  by  the  Mini- 
Iters  of  the  Ppw  What  part  he  was 
to  ad,  fent  very  rjchPrefents  to  the 
Grand  Mafter,  with  a  moil  obliging 
Letter,   wherein    he  requefted  his 

friend- 
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fricndlhip;    and  conjur'd    hiitt^  af- 
ter a    thoufand  offers   of  his  (^r^ 
vices,  that  they  might  live  together 
in  Amity  and  good  Correfpondence, 
and  that  there  might  be  a  freedom 
of  Trade  between  each  others  Sub- 
y^Gt%.  He  added,  that  his  Father  had 
given  hifii  alt  power^  in  refereqce  to 
a  peac^e,  and  that  he  was  ready  to 
do  what  ever  the  Knights  defirU 
Bat  thefe  fair  words  cotiid  not  da- 
4fc  the  Grand  Mafter.    He  knew  by 
the    Turks  themfelves,    who    were 
his  Spies,  that  the  famous    Pirate 
Camih,  who  had  fitted  out  fcvcral 
.  Vcffels  at  Galhfoli,  for  the  fervice 
of  Biijajztt^  was  )uft  '*eady  to  fet 
Sail  out  of  the  Strairs  with   above 
fifty  men  of  War,  to  '  attack  the  Ifles 
that  be!o*ig'd  to  the  Order.  So  that 
without-  etvtring   into    any    further 
Negotiation,    he   frankly  declared. 
That  being  nominated  General    of 
the  League  by  rhe  Pope,  he  could 
not  forlkke  the  Common  Caufe,  nor 
could  heafken   to  any  Peace  which 
the  Grand  Seignior  would  not  make 
with  all  the  Princes  of  Christendom, 
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as  well    as   with  the   Knights  of 
Hhodes. 

The  Grand  Mafter  declared  him- 
felf  upon  this  point    fo  much  the 
more  boldly,  becaufe  h^  knew,  that 
feren  of  the    Popes  Galleys  were 
jovn  d  to  the  Venetian  Armado  at 
the  Ifland  of  Cerigo^  and  that  his 
Hplinefs   was  fetiing   out  thirteen 
more,    the  care   of   which  he  had 
given  to  the  Knight  fabricio  de  Cor 
retta,  who  was  then  at  Genoa.  This 
news  was  brought  to  Rhodes  by  an 
Envoy  of  the  Bifliop  of  Bafo,  un- 
der whole  Condu<a  the  Galleys  fet 
Sail,  and  who  had  alfoin  Charge  a 
Brief  from  the  Pope  to  be  delivered 
to  the  Grand  Malter.  This  Brief  con- 
tained many  Applaufes  of  the  Grand 
Matters  AiSions,  and  many  Excufes 
of  the  Popes  Negle(9: :  That  he  had 
the  moft   fincere  intentions  in  the 
world,  but  that  the  misfortunes  of 
the  times  would  not  fuflTcr  hirii  to 
keep  his  word  ;  that  he  would  rt-  / 
pair  what  was  palt  with  advantage, 
and,  fend  Twenty  Galley's  inftcad  of 
Fifteen. 

But 
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.  But  to  return  to  the  So^hi.    He 
had  no  fooner  eftablij(h'd  his  Throne, 
partly  by  fair,  tJartly  by  foul  means, 
but  he  refolv  a  to  extend,his  Con- 
cuefts.   Indead  of  advancing  againft 
jEgypt^  as  lie  intended,  he  fell  into 
Armenia  with    fourfcore  thouiandi 
fighting  men,  drawn  thither  by  the 
Neighbourhood ,  and    the    hatred 
which  he  bore  the  Turks.     In  this 
Expedition,  JJhmael  foon  maftcred 
Armenia^  after  he  had  cut  in  pieces 
above  twenty  thoufand  men.   Ba}ci- 
^et  alarm'd  by  the  Succefe  of  the 
Conqueror^  gathered   all  his  Forces 
together  to  defend  himfelf;  but  he 
could  dot  believe  himfelf    able  to 
refill  fo  potent  an  Enemy,  while  he 
was  at  odds  with  theChxiflians.  For 
that  reafon  he  made  Propofitions  c^ 
Peace  to  the  Grand  Mafter  and  the 
Republick  of  Venice. 

The  Grand  Mafter,  who  had  iti^ 
tclligence  of  every  thing,  and  in  par- 
ticular knew  the  Confternation  of 
the  Grand  Signior,  fail'd  not  to  give 
notice  of  it  to  the  Pope,  that  never  a 
fairer  opportunity  offered  it  felf  to 

ruine 
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ruine  the  Common  Enemy  :  That 
jBajajzet  was  obhg'd  to  go  in  Per? 
fon  againft  the  Terjian^  for  want  of 
a  Baiha  experienced  in. Military  Af- 
fairs, in  whom  he  could  abfolutely 
confide:  That  the  i5b/?^/,  a  liberal 
and  affable  Prince,  drew  to  his  Party 
the  Militia  of  the  Giand  Signior  : 
That  there  was  no  likelihood  of  any 
accqrd  between  Perjia  and  TurJ^y, 
in  regard  a  Conqueror  hates  no- 
thing more  then  Peace.  Therefore 
he  bcfoughthis  Holinefs  nottone- 
gled  the  opportunity  -that  Provi- 
dence prefented:  But  the  Commo- 
tions in  Italy  rendered  all  thefe  ,Rc- 
monftrances  void.  -  For  while  the. 
Turks  a^nd  Terjians  make  War  one 
againft  another,  the  French  and 
Spaniards  brdak  the  Peace  which 
they  had  made.  They  had  contra - 
ded  an 'Alliance  againft  Frederick 
o(  Naples\v/ho  fucceeded  Ferdmind 
his  Nephew,  and  had /got  poflef- 
fion  of  his  Dominions  by  force  of; 
Arms,  Biit  Ambition  ifoon  divided 
them,  which  it  had  united.  Le'wts 
the  XII.   and    Ferdinand    King  of 

Cajf^le, 
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Caiifle^   became    jealous    each    of 
other  ;  neither  could  endure  a  Com- 
petitor nor  a  Companion ,  both  of 
them    claim    the   whole    Kingdom 
which    they    had    parted    betwixt 
them.     And  the  differences  of  their 
Minifters,    touching    the  limits    of 
their  common  Con^uefts  ferving  for 
a  pretence,  occafion'd  a  moft  bloody 
War,  that  fiird  all  Italjf  with  hor- 
rour  and  confufion. 

The  Bilhop  of  Bafo,  who  had 
)oyn'd  himfelf  with  the  Fleet  of  the 
Venettans,  had    intelligence  of  the 
Rupture  between  the  two  Crowns, 
at  what  time  the  Naval  Army  of  the 
Venetians  had  taken  the  liland   of 
Santa  Maura  from  the  Turk^  with 
the    affiftance   of  a  Squadron    of 
Knights    which   the  Grand  Mailer 
fentthem,  and    fomc  Galleys  of  a 
French  Captain,  calFd  5P^f»  Jan  de 
Bidoux,  a  very  underflanding  Sea- 
man, and  a  very  ftout  Souldier.  Pre- 
fently  the    Bilhop  gave   a    ihrewd 
guefs  at  the  ill  fuccefsof  the  League 
by  tbeftate  of  affairs  wi  Itafy,  and, 
according   to    his  Inftrudions,  he 

gave 
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ggkve  notice  to  the  Grand  Mailer, 
Thgtt  new  diviHons  hindered  his  Ho- 
Jinefs  from  being  exacS  to  his  word. 
He  added.  That  of  Twenty  Galieys 
prQttiis'd  by  the  Holy  See,  he  had 
reeejv'd    but   Thirteen;    That    hf 
could   not  Keep  them    above  four 
months,  without  exprefs  command 
from  the  Pope  ;  which  were  almoft 
expired,   and  moft   certainly  would 
not  be  prolonged ;   That  the  French 
Fleet  would  not  come  at  all ;  Thai; 
Captain  Tre  Jan  de  Btdoux    was 
gone  from  St.  Maura  upon  the  firft 
intelligence  of  the    Broils  betweea 
France  and  Spain ;  That  tlie  Vene^ 
tians  being  refolv'd   to  fortifie  St.  ^ 
Maura,  could  not  fpare  their  Fleet 
any  farther ;  fo  that  Winter  being  at 
hand,  he  did  not  believe  that  rhe 
CoAfederate   Princes  would  under- 
take any  thing  againft  ?h*  Twkihi% 
yeai?. 

.However,the  eager  longing  which 
the  Grand  Mafter  had  to  fee  the 
League  renewed,  and  his  jqy  for 
the  taking  Santa  Maura,  made 
jfajaj  behave,  tjiat  the  flames  of  War 

be- 
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between  the  French  and  IS^aniards 
might  be  as  eafily  exringuiih'd  as 
they  were  kindled  ;  upon  this  confi- 
deration  he  refolv'd  not  to  give  off 
fo.  So  that  without  taking  any  no- 
tice of  the  Bifhop  of  Baffo^s  advice, 
he  fell  again  to  wjriting  to,  the  Pope. 

.  After  he  had  congratulated  the  Pope 
for  the  Succels  of  his  Galleys  in  the 
taking  Santa  Manra,  h^    befoughr^ 
him  to  keep  them  ftiJI  in  readincfs, 
arid  to  excite  the  Venetians  to  pre- 

^  pare  the  moft  powerful  Armado 
they  could.  Hebefought  him  to  en- 
deavour the  reconciliation  of  the 
two  Kings,  and  to  make  ufe  of  all 
his  Arc  in  that  particular.  He 
prefs'd  with  new  vehemency  the  Em- 
perour,  arid  other  Kings,  particuiar- 
Jy  the  King  of  England^  who  was 
very  powerful  at  Sea,  and  who  was 
very  2ealous  for  the  Interefts  of  the 
Church.  After  which,  committing 
the  reft  into  the  h^mds  of  Provi- 
dence, he  fet  himfelf  to  regulate 
the  Cuftoms  both  of  the  People,  and 
the  Knights. 
In  the  fir  ft  place,   underftanding, 

that 
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that^tlie  Ji^ws  that  dwelt  in  JRiodes; 
led  a  Very  fc^indalous  life,  and  that 
their  bad  example  was  the  occa- 
lion  of  many  (ins  committed  ih  the 
City,  he  took  up  a  refoluiion  to  ex^ 
pel  them.  Having  aflembrd  a  Coun- 
cil for  this  cfTed,  he  fet  forth,  in  a 
long  difcourfe,  all  tlie  evil  that  the 
Trade  of  the  Jews  might  produce 
among  the  Faithful ;  and  that  an 
Order  particularly  conlecrated  to 
the  defence  of  Chriftendom,  ought 
to  abhor  a  Nation  which  was  fo 
much  the  Eriemy  of  Chrift  himfelf.^ 
Then  he  came  in  particular  to  the 
Jews  o{  Rhodes,  whom  the  Prodi- 
gies of  thelaft  Siege,  and  thofe  upon 
che  Wall,  had  hardened  the  more. 

The  Grand  Mailer's  judgment  ^ 
vrasapprov*4l  in  Council,  and  they- 
all  decreed  with  one  accord,  that 
the  Jrdvs  ftiould  depart  the  Ifland, 
«id  all  the  Territories  of  the  Or-^ 
dcr,  within  fifty  days.,^  They  were 
alfo  forbid  to  fettle  in  the  Eaft, 
left  they  ihpuld  prove  fpies  to  the 
Turks:  and  all  that  was  permitted 
them,  was,  to  piit  off  their  Goods 

Be      '  irt 
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in  fourty  days.    But  all  forts  of  Li-  | 
berty  and  priviledges  were  oflfer'd, 
on   the  other    fide,    to  thofe   that 
woiild  turn  Chriflians.  As  for  their 
littJe  Children,  it  was  decreed,   that 
they  Ihould  be    Bapti2*ci  whether 
their  Parents  would  or  no.    And  the 
Deaee    of  Council   was  drawn  in  | 
expfefs  terms,  Thatfinceit  was  the 
opinion  of  all  Divines  and  Cano* 
nifts,  that  the  Jews  were  the  Slaves 
of  the  Chriftian  Princes,    ttcy  had 
not  the    Right  nor  }urifdi<^ioa  oi 
Pairents  over  their  Children,  Sq  that 
the. Grand  Mailer  might  difpofc  of 
them  for  the  good  of  Chriflendom, 
and   the  Salvation  of  their  Souls. 
Thereupon  according  to  the  power 
of  the   Laws,    the  Jews  Children 
wereBaptizy.  And  teft  they  ll^ould 
renounce    their  Ghriftjanlty    when 
they  came;  to.  years,  of  difcretian, 
thsC)  Grand'  MaUer ,  kept    th^in   at 
Rhodes^  and  brought  them  Up  at  the 
]:tublick  Charge,  in  fomie    ihcafure 
doiag  the  Duty.  an4  Office  of  a  Fa- 
ther to*  them. 
After  this,  the:Gfand  Itfaftcr  ap- 

pli\l 
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pli'd  himfelf  to  examine  the  Statutes 
of"  the  Order ,  which  the  Vice- 
Charicellor  Caourjin  had  reduced  in- 
to a  Method  fome  years  before. 
Some  he  cancelKd  that  were 
grow  nout  of  ufe,  the  obfervatioft 
whereof  did  ijipre  harm  then  good, 
iervingoncly  to  mtiltiply  Quarrels 
and  Suits  of  La\^.  Others  he  made 
tiew^  according  to  the  Conftitution 
p£  the  prefent  Time.  For  feeing 
how  far  the  Impiety  and  Luxury  of 
the  Knights  had  extended  it  felf, 
who  liv'd  njore  like  Seculars  and 
Libertines,  then  men  in  Holy  Or- 
ders, he  ordain'd.  That  vvhofoe*er 
fhould  fwejr  by,  or  blafpheme  the 
Name  of  Ood,  or  fpeak  a  word  to 
the  diftonour  of  th6  Virgin  Mjiry^ 
or  the  Saints,  for  the  firft  faulc  IhouJd 
undergo  tho  puailk- 

meat  of  *  ZMA  ;    for      *  Faflfourty  daysj 

the  fecond,  two'  Zicc' J: we^}CZ[ 
months  impriion-  fore  the  High  4l- 
mmt  in  the  Gaftle  ;  /^'- 
and  for  the  third,  be  put  ii\  the  pub- 
lick  Prifoa  during  the  pleafure  ol 
tli6  Grand  Nfaller  and  the  Council; 
'     Be  i  and 
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apd  that  they  that  Were  put  ihto 
thefe  Prifons,  flibuld  Icfe  three  years 
pr iviledge  of  Precedency. 

He  alfo  forbade,  that  the  Knights 
Ihould  habit  themfelvcs  like  other 
people  of  the  world,  or  wear  any 
thing  that  had  thev  leaft  fern- 
bJance  of  Gallantry  or  Vanity.  He 
ordered  particularly,  that  their  ha- 
bits ihould  be  plain,  and  of  one  co- 
lour  ;  and  that  if  any  Knight  di(^ 
obcy'd  this  Order,  befides  the  pu- 
hiihment  of  the  Quarantine,  his  Ha- 
bit ihould  be  confifcate  to  the  Pub* 
lick  Treafury. 

But  though  he  lov*d  Modeftyia 
Habit,  he  was  Magnificent  in  all 
things  that  concerned  the  Ornament 
and  Beautifying  of  the  Church;  as, 
thd  flacely  Tapeftries,  Statues  of  Sil- 
ver, Crofles  of  Gold,  Chalices,  and 
Image- Chariots  of  Malta^  engraven 
with  his  Arms  for  the  moft  part,  t^ 
ilifie  to  this  day. 

While  he  employ  'd  himfelf  in  th's 
nianner,in  expedation  of  hisEmbafTic 
&  Letters  in  reference  to  the  League, 
the  Spaniards,  who  had  for  their 

Captain 
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Capcaiti  in  the  Kingdom  of  Naples 
Auxander  Cordova^  fir-nam*d  the 
Great  Captain,  made  mod  cruel 
War  againft  the  French ;  and  both 
Parties  grew  fo  violent  one  againft 
another,  that  there  was  no  likeli- 
hood of  Pcate.  The  Pope,  inftead 
of  labouring  an  accommodaUon  and 
reconcilemenr  between  the  two  Na- 
tions, as  the  Grand  Mafter  had  de; 
ilr'd  him,  openly  favoured  the  Sfd- 
mards^  and  fed  the  fire  which  he 
ought  to  have  extinguifli'd*  Befldes, 
h«  had  no  other  thoughts  in  his 
head,  but  how  to  Aggrandize  Cefar 
Borgia  his  Son, Duke  oiValentinois^ 
whom  he  paflloaately  lov*d  fo  far, 
as  to  dkre  any  thing,  and  think 
any  thing  lawful  for  his  advance- 
ment and  enrichment.  But  that 
which  diredlly  ruin'd  the  Croifade^ 
was  this.  That  the  Venetians,  tir*d 
with  the  War,  made  Peace  with  the 
Turks,  after  feveral  private  Negoti- 
ationS ,  wherein  the  Knights  of 
Rhodes  were  not  taken  notice  of  m 
the  leaft.  By  this  Peace,  the  Vene- 
tians reftord  the  lHand  of  Santa 
E  c  }  Maura, 
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Maura^  which  Tefara  fcad  forf  ifi'd 
at  great  Expences  ;  and  the  Grand 
Signior  engagM  himfelf  co  reftore 
what  he  had  taken  from  the  Ve- 
netian Merchants,  from  the  begin- 
ingofthc  War.  Ladijlaus  King  of 
Iwngary  foon  followed  the  example 
of  the  llepublick,  making  aft  agree- 
ment, though  not  very  Honourable, 
with  Baj.izet.  Thefe  fad  tidings 
pierc'd  the  very  heart  of  the^  Grand 
Matter ;  and  to  add  to  his  afflidi- 
pn,  he  underllood  at  the  fame  time, 
that  his  Holinefs  had  conferred 
Commandcries  of  the  Order  upon 
Secular  Pcrfons ,  and  that  he  had 
promised  the  Prioric  o{  Caftile  to 
U^onllenry  oi  Toledo.  Confidering 
neither  the  Priviledgcs  of  Innocent 
the  Vlll.thp  Nature  of  the  Revenues 
of  the  Ofoer,  nor  the  Dignity  of  the 
Gencrali/Timo  of  the  League,  whom 
he  had  cledtcd  himfelf. 

The  Grand  Mafter  fo  highly  re- 
iented  fuch  irregular  proceedings, 
that  he  wrote  to  th^  Pope ;  and 
without  fwerying  from  that  refpecS 
which  he  ow'd  to  the'  C^ief  of  the 

Church, 
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Church,  and  the  Vicar  of  Chrift,  he 
told  Alexander  his  own,  as  far  as  a 
real  Zeal  could  infpire  him.  But 
Alexander  taking  little  notice  of 
his  Complaints,  continued  his  af- 
fronts and  injuries  to  the  Order, 
atfd  that  with  fo  much  the  more 
Liberty ,  believing,  that  now  the 
Venetians  had  made  Peace  with  the 
Turks,  he  fliould  have  nd  more  need 
of  the  Knights. 

The  League  thus  brok'n  off,  apd 
the  proceedings  of  the  Pope,  brought 
the  Grand  Mafter  into  a  deep  Me- 
lancholy, that  wafted  him  by  de- 
grees, and  at  length  call:  him  into 
a  mortal  diftemper.  He  began  to 
fall  ill  the  Ecve  of  ^x.John  Baptifis 
day.  But  then  he  would  notdifclofe 
that  he  ail'd  any,  thing,  and  was 
prefcnt  at  the  Bonfires,  and  at  the 
publick  Annual  Ceremonies  before 
the  Caftle,  for  which  there  arc  ex- 
traordinary preparations  in  Honour 
of  the  Patron  of  the  Order.  He  alfo 
went  iji  ftate  to  Church  upon  the 
Feftival  day;  and  concealing  his  ill 
difpofition  of  body,  performed  all 
Ee  4  the 
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the  Duticsof  a  trueChriflian.  • 
This  flriying  againft  his  Difiem- 

})er  out  of  Piety  ,  re-doubl'd  the 
brce  of  the  dife^fe;  fo  that  in  two 
days  he fclf  fo  ill,  that  the  Phyflcians 
at  fir  ft  defpair'd  of  his  hfe  :  nevcr- 
thelefs  they  were  willing  to.  try 
what  Art  could  do»  But  the  Grand 
Maflcr,  who  pcrceiv^^d  himfelf  oear 
his  end,  flighted  his  own  pre- 
fervation,  and  told  them  with  a 
fniile,  That  never  having  taken 
Phyfick,  it  was  dangerous  for  him  to 
begin  at  his  years.  However,hc  fub- 
mitred  to  the  in  treaties  of  bis  Ne- 
phew, and  the  reafons  of  the  Phyfir 
cians,  notwithftanding  his  own  na- 
tural rcludancy. 
/S^03  The  Grand  Mafters  ficknefe,  put 
all  the  City  into  a  Confternation. 
The  Inhabitants,  like  people  in  de- 
fpair,  ran  to  the  Caftle,  and  irom 
the  Caftle  to  the  Churches,  to  im- 
plore of  God  the  life  of  their  Prince. 
The  whole  City  was  fiiPd  with 
Vows,  Prayers,  and  Proceffions. 
But  his  fickncfs  encreafing  more  and 
moi'e,  he  received  the  Sacrament  of 

the 
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the  Church  with  a  lively  Faith,  and 
an    ardent  Devotion,    which, both 
edifi'd  and  piercU  the  hearts  of  all 
that  flood  by.    After  that,  he  cali'd 
all  the  Knights  of  the  Council,  and 
recoileding  all  the  ilrength  he  had 
left;  My  dear  Brethren,  faidhe,  I 
have    no  mare  the;n  one  Jhort  mh 
ment   to   live  j    therefore  before  I 
leave yoii^  take  it  not  amifs  that  I 
exhort yoUy  to  choofe  a  Terfon  more 
worthy  then  myfelftofucceed  in  m^ 
Tlace ;  and  that  I  conjure  ye  alfo  to 
eocpend  all  your   Honour  in  a  ge- 
nerous defence  of  the  Fdith^  ana  in 
the  oSfervation  of  the  Rules, ^ the 
Order.    This  is  thefavou^r  that  I 
beg  of  you  as  a  dying  man.    Hardly 
had    he    flrength   enough  to   prp- 
hounce  the  laft  words;  nor  did  he 
utter    above    two  or   three  words 
more,  to  comfort  the  Knights,  that 
flied     tears    round  about  his    bed. 
At  length    he  gave  them  his  Bene- 
dii^ion  as  his  Children ;  and   then 
lying  quietly  for    fome  time,  with 
his   eyes    fometimes   lifted    up  ro 
Heaven,  fometimes  fix'd   upoa  the 

Crucifix, 
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Grucifl*5  he  fecih'd  to  be  in  a  kind 
of  difcourfe  with  Gbd,  till  he  fweet- 

ly  and  ihiidly  yielded  up  his 
'Jlfmo  laft  brfeatb.  -At  the  very  mo- 
H^i'  itient  of  his  expiration,  the 

Knights  niide  fo  loud  a  noife 
of  Uiiiehtation ,  as  eas'ly  made 
known  his  death  to  the  People, 
aflembrd  in  the  Palace.  Then  was 
their  forrow  ibon  exprefs'd  by  their 
tears  and  waitings,  and  after  that 
by  a  deepfilence,  asufually  happens 
in  extreme  afflidiohs. 

Thus  di'd  Teter  t>' Jnhujf&n, 
Gi-iHd  Maftei:  of  Hhodes,  Cardinal 
of  Sr.  Adrlah,  Legate  of  the  Holy 
See  in  Afia^  ^d  nomihatfed  Genera- 
lifflmo  of  the  Holy  League.  He  was 
aged  about  fourfcbre  years,  and  he 
had  govci-h'd  the  Order  abdve  twen- 
ty feven. 

Sor  foOh  as  grifcf  would,  permit 
the  Khights  to  come  to  thcmfclves, 
they  made  it  their  bus'nefs  to  ren- 
der to  the^^dead  their  laft  duties  with 
all  the  Magnificence  imaginable. 
He  was  exposed  upon  a  Noble  Bed 
of  State.     Nor  did  the  Ghaftlinefs 
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pf  death  deprive  him  t)f  that  fweet 
,and  amiable  Majelly,  that  always 
^ppear'd -^  in  his  countenance  when 
alive.     Three  Knights  ftood  at  the 
Beds  head  in  Mourning,  one  holding 
the  Cardinals  Cap,  another  the  Le- 
gats  Crofs,  and  the  third  the  Stan- 
dard of  Geheraliffimo.     Four  other 
Knights  held  each  of  them  a  Ban- 
ner, whereon  were-  embroidered  the 
Arms  of  the  Order ^  and  thofe  of 
fX)'  Aulmjfon.    On  each  fide  of  him 
flood  two  Altars,  drefs*d  up  with 
Canopies  over  each ;  on  the  one  was 
laid  the  ^almatkk  Gown,  the  >¥/- 
tre^  znd  alLthe  Ornaments  proper 
for  a  Cardinal   Deacon.     On  ^hc 
other  lay  the  Cafque,  Corfler,  Half- 
Pike  and  Sword,  which  the  Grand 
Mafter  made  ufe  of  upon  the  day 
of  the  Grand  Aflault;  together  with 
:  his  Cloathes,   all  ftain'd  with   his 
own  and  the  .  bloiid  of  the  Barba- 
'rians.    Two    hundred   Knights  at- 
tended befides,  all  in  deiep  mourn- 
ing.   The  People  that   crowded  to 
this  fatal  Spectacle,  could  not  for- 
'  .  bear 
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bear  weeping  bitterly;  rjbcy  cri*d 
out.  They  had  Joft  their  Father ; 
and  then  kifs*d  his  hands  to  eafe 
their  grief,  and  took  thcif  laft 
leaves. 

His,  Obfequies  were  performed 
th?  next  day  following,  which  the 
puWick  Grief  contributed  to  render 
more  folemn,  then  all  the  Funeral 
Pomp., He  was  carri'd  to  the  Church 
upon  the  llioulders  of  the  principal 
Grand'Crojfes ,  and  Interred  in  the 
Chappel  he  himfeJf  had  built. 

The  firfl:    General  Chapter  that 
^  was  held  at  Rhodes  under  Emery 
TyAm&oife^  his  Succeflbr,  decreed, 
Tiat  in  Honour  of  the  Memory  of 
the  Grand  Mafter  IVjiu^uffhn,  the 
Order  Ihould,  at  the  Expence  of  the 
Publick  Treafury,  ered  him  a  Mag- 
nificent Tojnb  in  Brafs  ;  and  that 
5n    Epitaph    fhould    be    Engraved 
upon  ir,  reciting  the  moft  lUuItrious 
Actions  of  his  Life-    The  Hiftorians 
of  the  Order  of  St.  John  do  not  men- 
tion this  Epigram,  and  with  all  the 
diligence  I  have  us*d,  I  could  never 

hear 
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heiar  any  thing  more  of  it.  How. 
ever,  the  Encomiums  which  Popes, 
Princes  ,  and  Hiftorians  have 
given  the  famous  Teter  TyAulmjfon^ 
may  well  fupply  the  place  of  that 
lipitaph.  Stxtus  the  IV-  and  Inno- 
tent  the  VIII.  affirm  in  their  Briefs, 
that  the  Holy  Sec  was  infinitelyr 
obliged  to  him,  and  that  they  could 
not  fufficiently  acknowledge  the 
Services  he  had  done  the  Faithful^ 
in  putting  a  Hop,  by  his  cares,  and 
with  the  price  of  his  own  blood,,  to 
the  Conquefts  of  Mahomet  the  Se- 
cond, the  mod  Formidable  Enemy 
of  Chriftendom.  Alexander  the 
Sixth  confefs'd,  That  there  was  in 
the  Grand  Matter  a  Sincere  Faith, 
an  Hcroick  Valour,  aa  Exquifite 
Prudence,  and  a  mod  ^erfea  Ex-^ 
perience  in  all  things  that  conccirn'd 
the  War  againft  the  Twks.  The 
Emperour  Maximilian^  Ferdinand 
of  Caftile^  and  Matthias  Corvin 
Kin^of fJungarjf,  often  (;aird  him 
in  their  Letters,  The  Tamer  of  the 
Ottomans,  and  the  Supp(»:t  of  the 

♦Church. 
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Churcb.     Caourjin  calls   hitn,  The 
Father  of  bis  Countrcy,  the  Pro- 
tedlor   of  the  Unfortupate,  .a^d  the 
.  Invincible    Defender     of    Rhodes^ 
ViStorellus^    in    his   Adxiitions    to 
C.  Qacomus ,  fays ,   That  all  was 
great  in  him,  his  Wif,  his  Courage, 
and  his  Piety  :  That  being  inveftcd 
with  the  Sacred  Purple,  he  was  never 
the  more  remifs    in  Military  Du- 
ties ;  a^d    that  he  had  peribrm'd 
at  one  time  AiStions  worthy   of  a 
Holy  Cardinal  i   and   a    Generous 
Souldier.     The  feme  Author  adds. 
That   the  Magnapimpus  2)*  j^uHf 
[m^  in  all  th^  Cpndudt:  of  his  Life, 
had    no  other-  aim,  then^onely  the 
dory  of  God,  and.  Honour   of  his 
Ordee;  That  he.  goVern*d  Jbis  Sub-^ 
je<9:s  with  as  much  Leiiity  asr  Ju- 
Hice^*  and  that  his  Ipateri^l  Good- 
nefs   was   principally  eniia^nr  ton. 
wards   the  Poor.    The,  Eisclefiafti- 
cal  Hiftory  fpeaKs  qf  him'  as  of  .ai 
t\K)A   admirable   Perfon^    and  one 
that    merited  all   mannef    of  Ap^ 
plaufe.  Inlbortjthe  Hiftor^y  of  the 
•  Knights 
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Knights  of  St.  John  extolls  him 
above  all  the  Grand  Mailers, 
eqiials  him  to  the  Hero's  of  An- 
tient  times,  and  propounds  him  as 
a  Model  to  all  the  Princes  of  Chri« 
flendom.

!&'  Auhijfon,     EfheryfD' 
Amhtfe-  Prior  of  Francti 
then   abfent,  was.cl^pfert 
in  his  place;  iri,Mrh<jfe  time,  though 
Bajdzet  fwore^to  bcfijfege  Rhodes  with 
'  Ff  apuii&pfe' 
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a  puiflant  Army,  yet  he  attempted 
nothing.  He  was  a  Prince,  vertuous, 
valiant,  charitable,  and  fuccefsful  in 
hisEnterpizes;  fo  that  under  his  Go- 
vernment the  Knights  pertbrm'd  fe- 
veral  notable  Exploits  to  the  honour 
of  the  Order,  and  won  among  the 
reft  that  famous  Vidoiy  at  Sea  trpm 
the  Soldan  of  f'-gyft  ^  fignaliz'd  by 
the  death. of  the  Soldan  s  Nephew 
who  commanded  the  Fleet.  To  ^mc- 
ry  D*  Amhoife  fucceeded,  by  a  lair 
Eledlion,  Guy  de  Blancbefort  Prior  of 
Auvergne.  in  his  time  Sultan  Selim 
having  caus  d  his  Father  Bajazet  to 
be  ftrangl'd,  and  put  to  death  Achmac 
and  CorcHtty  his  two  Brothers,  with 

.  their  Wives  and  Children,  pollefs'd 
himlelf  pf  the  Empire ;  whSrein  he 
was  no  foon?r  lettl  d,  but  he  defigp'd 
to  Jay  fiege  to  BJfoc/es.    The  Report 

•  whereof  alarum 'd  the  Grand  Mafter 
to  make  preparations  for  his  defence; 
whereiij  he  proceeded  as  far  as  could 
beexpe6bed,confideringthefliort  time 
of  his  Government;  forinlefs  then  a 
yearhedy'd,  and  left  his  place  to  be 
fupply  d  by  the  Admiral  de  Carretti^ 

who 
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wHcy  the  firft  thing  he  did,  made  a 
League  with  IJhmael  SopH  the  King 
oi  P^rfia  zgzvaSiSeliin.  Fof  uiidci> 
Handing  that  the  Turk  ftiU  continued 
his  valt  preparations  for  W^>  h^ 
thought  it  was  but  a  piece  of  com- 
mon Providence  to  provide  forhim- 
felf.  But  the  Stc3irmteU  upon  the  Sol- 
dan  of  l^ypty  who  being  overthrown 
in  Battel,  loft  all  Syr /^,  together  with 
his  life,  in  the  firft  place ;  and  foon 
after  his.  SucceflRxr,  having  twice  un* 
fortunately  fought  S^//»^.himfeUi  and 
beiog  by  him  at  length  taken  and 
hang'd  upon  one  of  the  Gates  of 
Cair^ey  toft  all  'Egjffty  of  which  Selini 
made  himfelf  abiblute  IVfefter.  But 
whether  S^//w  intended  any  mifchief 
againft  Khodes  or  no,  his  death  haftetfd

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Siege  would  he  too  tiakindly  left  owv 
wtere  D'  Auhuffons  V2jait  is  fb  ho- 
nourably dxpanded ;  it  being  ceitam 
rfiat  never  two  Courages  were  better 
mated  in  llory-  Never  was  a  City 
more  valiantly  defended^  noir  miore 
valiantly  loft.  And  it  is  a  queftion 
ufldetermin'd  whether  of  the  two  got 
moft^  Amurach  by  rifing  from  it,  or 
Soljmapf  by  taking  it ;  while  -the  one 
priKietftly  fav'd,  the  other  beoune  a 
meer  prddigat  of  btood.  Pbil^  de 
VHlkrs  was  abfent  at  the  time  of  his 
^  bekig  elfiftcd,  and  therefore  Gaifiei 
de  Pomerols  was  chofen  his  Lieutenant

.While  things  were  thus  tranfafted 
at  KhodeSy  Salman  being  come  to  the 
Empire,  contrary  to  the  Opinion  of 
all  men,  that  hp  would  be  a  peace- 
able Prince  ;  foon  after  difplaying  the 
inordinate  Ambition  of  his  Predecef- 
fbrs,  with  a  vafl:  power  of  men  be- 
fiQ^d  Belgrade  in  Hungary y  and  took 
it..    This  Viftory  fweli'dhim  up;  fo 
that  burning  With  a  defire  to  conqutjr 
Rhodes^  yet  willingto.concealhis.de- 
fign,  that  he  might  the  better  make 
hts  preparations,  he  fent  an  Embaila- 
dor  tothe  Grand  Mafter^,to  whom  he 
deliver *d    a  Letter,   written  in  .  the 
Greek  Language,  wherein  he  magni- 
fi'd.the'Grandeur  of  his  Empire,  an4 
his  Victories,  liiglily  extoirdtheVer- 
tues  of  tlie  Grand  Mafter,  and  offer 'd 
him  peace  md  friendfliip.

joy the  Provinces  of  Egy^f  and  Syria; 
for^that  theihorteft  and  only  way  for 
him   to   receive    intelligence    irom

Fpr, 
whicK  realoh  he  was  conftrain'd  to

idcr  kept  footing  in  Hhodesfiiey  would 
be  continually  animating  and  inciting 
the  Chriftian  Princes  to  make  War 
upon  him,  and  to.  league  themfelves 
together  for  the  Recovery  of  the  holy 
Lsmid*     He  had  found  among  the  pri- 
vate Memoirs  QiSelim  his  Father,  mat 
the  iofnely  way  for  him  to  fecure  his 
own  affairs,  was  to  make  himfelf  Ma- 
tter of  5fi^r<j//i?  and  Rhodes  \  byi  the 
fcituation  whereof  the  Ghriftiaps  )ia^ 
aiwaies  ?«  opportunity  to  bring  the

thereto  by  the  complaints  of  thelnha-

-was  alfo  the  jnore  incited  thereto  by 

the  opportunity  which  prefentcd  it 

felf  by  r^fon  of  the  Divifions  and

th« 
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theKinjg  of  France^  from'wiiom  ail 
the  mam  Succour  muft  come,  which 
die  Knights  could  expedt :  and  more 
then  all  this,  by.  the  daily  inteU^once 
which  he  had  received  from  a  Jewifli 
Phyfkian,  whom  Selim  had  fent   to 
live  in  Rhodes  for  a  ^y.     This  FJiy- 
fician  expert  in  his  Art,  had  tjerlbrm'd 
many  excell^it  Cures,  and   by  his 
dfficioufnefs  and  diligence  toward  all 
people  had  fo  infiduatcd  himfelf  iato 
the  acquaintance  and  favour  of  the 
Pfincijm  Knights  of  the<Order,  diat 
htf  eamy  div'd  into  their  fecrets,  "^ed 
fent  his  Advices  to  a  Greek  of  $cioy 
^Hrho  corivey'd  t\\tmtp]GonjiantiH§pi$. 
Among  other  things  hfe  advertiz'd  S#- 
lyman^  that  thei'e  w4s^ a greatpartof 
the  Wall  thrown  down  near  the  Bul- 
wark o^  Amifrgneto  be  rebuilt  ac- 
cording to  theDefignand^-Diredtions 
of  the  'Engineers,  lb  thai   the  Qty 
*mighr  be  eafily  furprlZ'd,  if  his  FleQt 
'^amein^tftiie  to  at^Acque  it  in  that 
place.    iW- the  beft>l6tdligenee  that 
^^Solyinan  received  <vas^giv*n  him  by 
^* Andrew  U  AmarAll^  P*iof  <>f  Cafiit^^ 
Wnd    afterward   ChantelicJri:  of  .  the 

Order  ^ 
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Order  J  who  bare  in  his  mind  a  mor- 
tal hatred,  and  enmity  againft  the 
Grand  Mafter,  ever  fince  the  diffe- 
rence that  happened  between  them' 
ever  fince  the  Battel  of  Layajjo;  add 
againft  the  Order  it  felf,  for  that  not- 
withftanding  all  his  underhand  deal- 
ing for  the  Honour,  they  h^d  eleded 
with  an  unanimous  conlent,  the  Grand 
Mafter,  both  for  his  merit  and  hisvcr- 
tues.  This  venom  of  Ambition,  Ma- 
lice and  Revenge  io  ftrcAigly  poflefs'd 
him,  and  gained  fo  far  upon  him,  as  v^. 
to  make  him  refolve  upon  this  hideoqs 
AiStofTreafon.  The  day  o(  the  Ele- 
ction he  was.  heard  to  lay,  that  this 
would  be  the  laft  Grand  Mafter  of 
Rhades:  And  fome  daies  before  the 
Siege,  he  wifti'd  his  foul  in  the  hands 
of  the  Devil,  -fo.that  Rhodes  and  the 
Order  might  be  ruin'd.  He  had  in 
his  fervice  a  Turkilh  (lave,  of  a  quick 
and^ready  apprehepfion,  to  whom  he 
pretended  to  have  giv'n  his  Liberty,  1 

as  being  ranfom'd.   This  flave  hefent 
»to  Confiantinople  with  a  particular  and^ 
exad  difcovery  of  the    State  of  the 
City,  of  the  Pfovifions  and  Ammuni- 
tion 
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tion  tliereiil,  and  what  Cora^was 
•  wanting ;  perfwading  the  Great  Turk 
to  fend  his  Fleet  with  alifpeed,  pro- 
.  mifing  him  a  certain  Viftoty,  an0  to 
give  him  all  the  ^  Intelligence  that 
Siould  be  reguifite. 

Solyman  found  this  to  be  found  In- 
telligence; knowing  that  4^aral  was 
one  of  the  Principal  Knights^  and  be- 
ing of  their  Council,  kne\y  whatever 
was  decreed  or  voted  for  the  defence 
of  the  City;  and  fent  back  the  ilave 
^laden  with  gifts,  and  pronjifes  of  fu- 
ture rewards..  Amaral  entertained 
him,  pretending  he  had  brought  his 
Ranfom.  This  Adtion  caus'd  inirjany 
an  extream  dillike,  and  a  general  fi^"- 
pition  of  him,  but  by  reSbn  of  hds 
Dignity  and  Authority,  there  were 
,iione  tint  dqrfl  to  fpeak  thjpjr  jninds 
freely. 

In  the  mean  time  Leo  cleceas'd,after 
Ije  had  governed  the  Papacy  eight 
years ;  and  Solyman  made  all  his  pre- 
parations as  privately-  as  poffibly  he 
cou^d,  givingit-QUtthat  he  intended 
neither  for  Apulia  )yt  Cyprus.  N^er- 
thelefs  the  Grand Mafler  was  acjver- 

tiz'd 
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tiz'd  of  every  thing  by  his  Spies  *  and 
being  afliir'd  thathc  Ihould  be  befieg'd, ' 
fate  in  Council  every  day  ;  and  as  of^ 
ten  did  Amur  all  labour  tp  fupprefsthc  . 
report  of  the  Siege,  as  much  as  inhida 
lay,  to  divert  and  hinder  the  Ordet 
from  making  thofe  Provifions  which 
were  neceflary  for  their  defence ;  in- 
ftancing  how  often  fuch  Rumours 
had  been  in  vain,  andbowneedlefsit 
was  for  the  Order  to  put  themfelves 
to  unneceflary  charges  at  a  time  when 
their  Exchequer  ran  low.  However 
the  Grand  Mafter  received  more  cer- 
tain and  pregnant  Intelligence  by  a 
Ragufian,  a  perfon  of  underftandmg, 
and  one  tha/>had  the  Turkifli  Lan- 
guage at  command,  whom  he  had- 
lent  to  Conflantinople  for  a  Spy,  that 
the  Grand  Signior  was  fetting  forth  a 
vaft  number  of  Ships,  and  preparing 
all  forts  of  Engines  of  War,  anci  Guns 
of  an  extraorctoary  bignefs ;  and  that 
there  was  a  flop  upon  all  perfons  go- 
ing to  Rhodes  without  the  leave  of  the 
Govemcurs.  Thereupon  the  Grand ; 
Mafter  njaking  no  farther  doubt  of 
the  Trttdi,  put  all  hands  to  the  fortV  < 

fication« 
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ficatidils,  giving  the  charge  thereof  to 
the  j^ights,  Anthony  Brito^  a  For- 
teguefe ,  and  Francis  Nneres  of  the 
Priory  oi  Aquitaine.  He  alio  made 
provifion  of  Ovens  and  Milk,  and 
Lodgings  for  the  Country  peojJe  that 
fliould  retire  into  the  City.  While 
thefe  things  were  in  hand,  he  fcnt  to 
Pope  Adrtany  of  whom  he  earneftly 
reqiiefted  fuccour  againft  tlje  Turks; 
as  alfo  to  the  Emperour  andthe  King 
oi  France y  but  in  vain,  becaufc  they 
were  then  in  open  War  one  agairtft 
the  other. 

As  for  the  Pope,  he  rather  pre- 
judic'd,  thenaffifted  them.  For  the 
Italian  Knights  being  informed  that  he 
conferred  every  day  Commanderies 
in  Italy  to  their  detriment,  complained 
to  the  Council  of  Rhodes^  and  defir'd 
leave  that  they  might  go  altogether 
to  Rome y  to  make  their  complaints  to 
his  Holinefs ;  which  Liberty,  confider- 
ing  the  State  of  Affairs,  was  at  that 
time  deny'd  them.  Thus  was  the 
3Pojte  the  Occafion  of  an  unfeafonable 
diforder.  For  upon  this  the  Italians 
openly  compkin'd  of  the  Grand  Ma^-

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fter,  while  thte  Chancellor  Amrallk- 
cretly  blew  the  bellows  of  diffention^ 
and  carry'd  it  fo  far,  as  to  mny  their 
feryiee  to  the  Order,  and  to  obey  the 
Commands    of  the    Grand    Matter, 
Thereupon  the  Grand  Matter  deprived 
of  their  habit  three  of  the  Principal 
Ring-leaders,  Gabriel  Solier^  James  Pa* 
lavicinOy  and  \jwis  M&rofo.     And  to 
juftifie  himfelf,  he  referred  the  whole 
to  the  confideratiori  and  e^temin  :ticMi 
of  the  Council,  who  made. their  re- 
port, that   the  Grand  Matter  had 
done  nothing  but  what  was  juft,  pru^ 
dent  and  rational.     However  fome  of 
the  Knights  fearing  the  mifchief  of 
Commotion  and  Alteration  at  fuch  a 
conjundure,Jmade  it  their  bufinefsta. 
pacifie   the  Italians^    laying  before 
them,  that  the  world  would  think  and 
could  not  judge  otherwife,  but  that 
they  fought  tor  a  pretence  to  go  to. 
Rame^  not  fo  much  for  the  fake  of 
th^ir  Gommanderies,  as  to  efcapc  the 
danger   of  the  approaching  Siege* 
Whereby  the  peJffxraiers  wrought  fo 
far,  that  the  Mnjtineers  laid  afide  thejr 
anger,  made  their  excuifes  andreturn'd 

to 
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to  the'  Obedience  of  di6  Gi^aiid  IVfd- 

fter,    who  as  kindly  embrac'd   and 

pardotfdthem. 

This  biiftle  being  over,  there  arriv'd 
>zt  Rhodes  an  Agent  from  Peri  Bajha^ 
who  delivered  a  Letter  to  the  Grand 
Matter,    wherein  the  "bajha   invited 
him  to  a  Treaty  of  Peace  with  the 
Grand  Signior^  afluririg  him  that  if 
he  fought  itj  he  fhould  be  well  re- 
ceived ;  and  advifing.him  witliall  to 
fend  for  that  purpofe  perforis  of  Qua- 
lity to   the  Port.     The  Embafl%dor 
alfo  delivered  other  Letters  frbm  the 
Grand  Signior  himfelf,  much  to  the 
fame  effedl.    Mdft  part  of  the  Coun- 
cil,  confideringthe AgeofP^r/,  who 
'  was  ancient,  and^iis  knowpprttdence! 
and  moderation,  had  a  good  opinion 
tff  the  Truth  of  the  En^baffie,  info- 
much  that  they  refotv^  to  fend  to 
Conftantinople  the  Chevalief  Marqnei 
Cataline^   and  with  him  a  Kkoaian 
named  C^T^ri?/^/^!^,  a  perfon  of  great 
judgment,   and  well   skilled    in  the' 
Turkifli   Language^   to  conclude  a 
Peace  in  the  fame  minner  as  it  had 
l;>een  concluded  in  the  time  tfD'  Au- 

huffon, 
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JhuSbn-    But  when  they  were  conful- 

ting  about  their   Inftru£tions,  fome 

better  confiderixig  of  thebufinefs^be-r 

gan  to  be  of  opinion;  that  ?eri  was 

only  a  diflembler,  ^nd  obferv'd  that 

Solymans  Letter  gave  no  credence  to 

that  of  ?eri^    and   that  it  was  not 

pradicable  to  lend.an    Embafladour 

without  a  fafe  cbndudt  in  ample  nian- 

her  firoipL  the  Grand  Sigpiour.    While 

they  were  in  thefe  doubts ,  the  Gran4 

Mafter  was  advertiz'd  that  i'^ri'i  Em* 

baf&dour  wanc^ed  about  the  City/ 

and  with  a  diligent  eye  obfervd  the< 

tortificaticfris,  and  made  enquiries  aftef 

theQuantity  ofProvifiooSjthenuii^ber    •  : 

of  Souldi^jrs,  aud  what  relief  was  ex- 

pe£tea.     This  open'dthe  eyes  of  tho 

XDouncil  aijd  gave  the;ii  t€>  underftand

in  a  few.  words  the^X^ffagid  M^ft^ri

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every  thing,  and  that  he  had  neither 
any  thought  or  fear  of  the  Grand  Sig- 
niour,  or  of  his  forces.    Neverthelels  1 
he  defir'd  a  fafecondud  for  an  Embaf-  ' 
ladour,  and  offered  to  reftrain  the  In  1 
curfions  of  thofe  of  the  Order.  ^  The 
Embailadour  being  arriv'd  at  Fc^rf  Fif- 
coy  found  Horfes  there  ready  for  him, 
arid  wentPoft  to  Conflantinople^  leav-  j 
ing  the  <jreek  behind;   who   being  1 
unwilling  to  travel  alone  through  an 
Enemies  Country  fo  far  a  Journey,  re- 
turn'd  to  Rhodes  in  the  fame  Veflel  , 
thatcarry'd  him.    By  which  mifcar-  ' 
riage  every  one  was  then 'afcertain'd 

>    that  the  Embaflie  was  butonly  ade 
ceit,  and  that  the  Townwouyfud- 
dainly  be  befiedg'd. 

The  City  was  well  provided  of  Flefh, 
pu!fe,and  wheat,  of  which  there  was 
enough  all  ch6  tirtie  of  the  fieg6;&  as 
for  warlike  munitions  it  was  thought 
there  had  bin  enough,thou^  the^Si^ 
had  kfted  a  whole  year.  » -  BUt  they 
fdund  it  other  wife,  for  they  fpent  a 
great  quatiti^  to-hinder  the  ap^oaches 
of  the  Enemies;'  Trenches  :  befides 
the'coiitipUaliWai%ofpowd(Sl^  and  fliot 
►  *     day 
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day  &  night  againft  fo  many  ithoufands 
of  bufy  Enemies.  Thereupon  the  Che- 
v^XmxAntonie  Eofio^  perlbn  of  a  quick 
Capacity , and  one  who  did  many  feivi- 
ces  for  theOrde!",  while  heUv'd,  was 
fentinto  Candy  for  wine,  and  to  makp 
aLevjy  of  Archers;  but  the  Candtots^ 
afraid  of  the  Turk^  forbid  him  to  raife 
any  men ;  Howe;yer  under  pretence 
of  a  ccMivoy  for  his  freight,  he  brought ' 
away  four  hundred  Archers,  which 
did  eminent  ferv ice  all  the  time  of  the 
SiegeThe  fameB(?yfo  met  alfo  upon  the 
Sea  with  a  Venetian^  whofe  name  was 
Anthony  BonaUi^  coming  from  Akx^- 
andria  in  a  great  Veflel  laden  with  ' 
Wine  and  bound  for  Zonfiantinople.  But 
^ofio   perfwaded    him    to  alter  his 
Courfe,  and  bring  his  Cargo  to  Rhodes- 
whereafter  he  had  fold  his  Wine,  he 
put  himfelf  and  his  men  into  the  fer- 
vice  ofthe  Order,iand  behav'd  himfelf 
during  the  fiege,    like  a  perfon  of 
great .  valor.    And  now  intelligence, 
came  from  aU  parts,  efpecially  from 
the  Duke  oLj^/xiay  that  the  Galleys 
were  lanching^and  that  the  whole  fleet 
would  depart  at  the  Latter  end  oSMay, 
Ggz  There;  • 
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tliercupon  the  Grand  Mafter  caus'd  a 
General  Mufter  to  be  made  as  well 
-of  the  Knights,  as  of  the  other  SofvU- 
diers.  As  to  thofe  of  the  Habit,  there 
appear'doneand  fifty  of  the  Language 
ofPrcrviffce  ;  %6  of'that  of  Auvergne; 
Sixty  two  of  Frame ;  Forty  feven  of 
If  ah;    Fifty  one  o^Arragon^  Gat^hgne 
ttna  Navar;  Eleven  of  £«g/^W;  Six  of 
Getmany ;  Fifty  fev6hofC^//f;befjdes 
1 5  others  more  that  kept  ^ard  in  the 
Caftfe  of  St.  Nicholas.    The   whole 
Garrifon  confifted  of  about  5C00  men. 
After  the  mufter.  was  thus  made,   the 
Grand  Mafter  appointed  to  every  Com- 
mander his  particular  diMy,what  Pofts, 
what  Baftions  to  keep  or  relieve -as 
neceffity  required;  and  what  Knights 
/  to  be  continually  about  his  own  per- 
fen.    Particularly    William     Wtfifon 

^  commanded^the  Englilh  Poft.  Nicholas 
Htipy  the  Englifli  Bdftion;  ind  Tbo- 
inasSheffeild  v^^s  Captain  of ^St.  ^»- 
thmies  Gate. 

The  City  Wasinthispofture,wheh 

there  wa^  a  fighal  made  by  fire  fonn 

Fifco^  that  there  were  fome  perils 

-titere\i^hich'ddir'd  to  parley.   Therfe-

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upon  tliQ  Grand  Matter  fenttlie  Kni^ 
Soniface  UA/luys  a  Provencal  thither 
with  his  Gaily-    When  he  c^me  neer 
the  place  wliere  the  fire  was,    certain 
horlemen  that  flood  upon  die  fliore 
gave  the  Knight  to  underftand   that 
tlieyhad  a  Letter  to  deliver  from  the 
Grandi  Signiour ;    and  invited  him  a 
fhoar:  But  the  Knight  too  vi^e.ll  under-. 
Handing  the  humour  of  the  Turks^told      ^ 
thera  he  had  but  a  fliort  time  to  ll^ay,^ 
and  therei5?^eif  they  had  any  thing  to 
fay,  they  ihould  difpatch  quickly,  o-    . 
therwife  he  would  not  tarry-  There- 
upon the  Turks  threw  a  Letter  ty'd 
to  a  ftone  in  to  tlie  Galley;  which  Let- 
ter wasdeliyer'dto  the  Grjnd  'Matter, 
and  read  in  Council.  In  this  Letter  So^ 
lym^n  demanded  that  Khodes  fliouid 
be  furrender'd  up  to  him,  promifmg 
fecurity,  and  good  ufage  jto  all  in  ge- 
neral, with  liberty  to  the  inhabitants 
to  enjoy  their  own  Laws  aftd  Religi- 
on,  pcrmiflion  to  therqithat  woul4 
depart  freely  with  their  families  an4 
eftates,  .and  ^eat  3d  vantages  to  thertj    . 
that  would  take  up  Armcs  in  his  fer- 
vice.  Qtberwife  he  threatened  utterly

to  ruin  the  City , walls  and  Towers,and 
to  make  the  Inhabitants  all  flaves.  To 
this  theCouncil  thought  it  not  conveni- 
ent to  return  any  anlwer,  but  to  ftand 
refolutely  upon  their  guard.  There- 
upon the  Grand  Mafter  having  certain 
advice  that  the  Fleet  was  under  fail, 
defac'd  all  the  Gardens  without  the 
City,  beginning  with  his  own,  and 
caus'd  the  Earth  and  rubbiih  to  be  car- 
ry'd  into  the  Town,  where  it  was  of 
great  ufe  for  the  repair  of^br^ches- 
He  fentalfo  for  the  Country  people  in, 
poyfon'd  the  waters,  and  burnt  the 
Corn  and  ftraw  that  remained  upon 
the  Ground.The  Vanguard  of  the  Fleet 
rfiat  firft  appeared  confifted  of  50  Gai- 
ly s;  out  of  which  fome  few  of  the 
Turks  landed  in  Lango  to  bum  and 
pillage  according  to  their  cuflom.  But 
the  Commander  of  the  Fort  mounting 
all  his  men,  charg'd  them  fo  vigo- 
roufly,  thit  having  flain  fiveorfix,  and 
taken  three  prifoners,he  drove  the  reft 
to  their  Galleys,  though  his  own 
Horfe  were  kill'd  under  him,and  fome 
few  of  his  men  wotinded.  Thereupon 
ik^Tfirks  IdtLangOy  aad  made  to  the 

}ciis 
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^ews  Caftle,  and  fo  entring  the  Gulf 
of  "Sffimes^   about  fifteen  miles  from 
VJoodes  t^kcy  were  firft  difcover'd  by 
the  lentinels  Jrom  Mount  Si7//^c,  The 
z^h.ofljifmey  being  St,  ]ohm  day,  the 
Turks  came  to  an  anchoT  on  that  fide 
o^KhodeSj  where  flood  the  Caftle  Fa- 
'vit.  There  they  landed,and  burnt  the 
Corn  upon  the  ground,&  the  fame  day 
the  body  of  the  Fleet  appeared  in  the, 
GvMoiFffmes^  where  the  30  Galleys 
joyn'd  with  the  main  Body.  And  yet 
the  danger  being  foneer,  there  hap- 
pen'd  almoft  as  dangerous  a  Conteft 
between  the  Auvergniany    and  Ger- 
man Languages ;  while  the  Germans 
pretended  that  one  part  of  the  new 
Bqflion  next  St  Georges  Gate  belonged 
to  them,  and  tlve  Auvergnians^  claimed 
ittothemfelves;  infomuch  that  they 
had  like  fo  have  come  to  blows.   But 
the  Grand  Matter  interppfing  his  Au- 
thority,   ±e  decifion  of  the  contro- 
vcrfie  wasreferr'd  to  the  next  General 
Chatter.    In  the  mean  time  it  was  or- 
der'd  that  no  other  eniigns  fbould  be 
fet  up  there  but  thofe  of  the  GrandMa- 
fter  and  of  the  Order.        G  g  4 

•  The 
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The  26  of  ]une  the  whdie  Elect  wa^ 
difcQver'd  making  dir^dly  from  the 
G\x\)[oiEffimesiorKhodes\  aqid  coming 
to  that  part  of  the  Ifle  which  is.callM 
the  Fofs  Of  Hoky  8 miles  hoi^Rhodes^ 
they  came  to  an  Anchor;  which  not  a 
little  Gonfternated  the  women  and  com- 
mon people  of  the  City.But  the  Grand 
Mafter  without  the  lead  fliew  of  Alte- 
ration in  his  Countenance,  with  his  ac- 
cuftom'dconflancyandferenityj  went 
Upand  down  from  place  to  place  pro- 
viding for  every  thing  ;  and  that  very 
day,    which  feem'd  to  be'  the  moll 
terrible,  caus'd  Service  to  befeid,and 
Proceflioiis  to  be  made  with  the  feme 
order  and  tranquility,  as  if  it  had  bin 
in  a  time  of  undifturb'd  peace.  After 
that,  he  caus'd  the  Gates  to, be  fliut, 
andiltTu'doutof  his  palace  arm'd,  ^ 
attended  by   his  guards,  caufuig  the 
Drunis  to  beat,  and  tlie  trumpets  to 
found,  the  Souldiers  to  take  their  ap- 
pomted  Pofts,and  fet  up  the  ftandards 
dftdenfigns  upoftth^  ieveral  To\»^rs 
and  hafiiom^  which  a  fer  offafibrded 
a  noble  and  magnificent  fight,  rariv^d 
the  jcourage  oftheSquldiay,  and  fet- 
tled 
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tlcdthcRefoliitionofthe  people.  In 
the  mean  time  the  30  Galleys  made 
Up  to  Cape  St.  Martin^  there  to  keeb 
Guard,  and  to  furprize  fuch  Veflels 
as  ihpuld  come  to  bring  relief  to  the 
befieged.Late  in  the  evening  the  whol^ 
Fleet,  confifting  of  a  hundred  fail,  left 
the  Fofs  or  Hole^  and  paffing  by  th^ 
Vom  at  three  mites  dubnce,  came 
and  rode  in  another  part  of  the  Ifland 
ataplacecall'djp4r<3iw^<?/i;r,  fix  miles 
from  the  City;  becaufe  it  was  a  rode 
iecure  from  tide  Weft  winds  that  blow 
hard  in  that  Channel  .  Some  ckyes 
after  the  reft  of  the  Fleet  joyn'd,  and 
lay  there  at  an  Anchor  all  the  time  of 
the  Siege. 

There  were  in  tl^s  Fleet  a  hundred 
Galleys,  befides  the!  thirty  befpre  men-: 
tioned;  thirty  great  Galeafles,  fifteen 
M ahons,  t wentyf  lat-bottom  'd  Boats  , 
fixty  Fufts,  and  a  great  number  of 
Brigantines,  ten  or  twelve  great  Ships^ 
as  1^  as  Gallions,  carrying  provifions. 
Some  few  daies  after  arrived  more 
from  Syria^  and  other  parts;  fo  that 
the  whole  Fleet  confifted  of  400  Sail 
of  all  forts,  and  the  Army  of  two 

hundred 
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hundred  thoufandmen,  of  which  fixty 

thoufand  were  Pioneers. 

The  fame  day  that  the  Fleet  ar- 
riv'd  at  Taramholin^  the  Grand  Mailer 
difpatch'd  the  Chevalier  :fir<?/^/j  to  the 
Pope,  the  Chevalier  Andugar  to  the 
Emperour  and  King  of  Spaing  and  the 
Chevalier  D'Anfonville  to  the  Kings 
oi  England  imd  Frunce^  to  give  them 
notice  of  the  Siege,  and  to  crave  fiic- 
cour.  Other  Kiii^ts  he  difpatch'd 
away  to  buy  all  the  Ammunition  and 
war-like  Provifions  they  could^  and  to 
hallen  back  with  all  fpeed  to  Rhodes. 
He  alfo  fent  away  fummons  to  the 
abfent  Knights^  to  repair  forthwith  to 
the  defence  of  their  Ifland. 

The  Turks  were  thirteen  daies  be- 
fore they  made  oneihot,  or  any  other 
attempt,  by  reafon  that  the  Lycian 
Army  was  not  come  itp;butno  fooner 
was  that  Army  enterd  the  IflaiKi,  but 
the  Turks  began  to  fet  up  their  Pa- 
vilions, and  to  lodge  their  Cajmp  in 
a  place  out  of  the  reach  of  the  Rhodiam 
Artillery,  to  land  their  Guns,  mount 
and  plant  them,  opentheir  Trenches, 
and  make  their  approaches*    Then  it 

was 
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was  that  the  Grand  Mafter  left  his 
own  Palace,  and  took  up  his  Quarters 
in  St.  Marys  of  the  Vidtorie,  as  being 
the  weakeft  part  of  the  City,  and  upon 
which  the  T^rif^  in  ther  former  Siege 
had  made  their  cliiefeft  Ailaults.     Ajt. 
the  fame  time  alfo  the  Turks ^iox  a  be- 
ginning, rais'd  a  little  Penthoufe  of 
Boards,   from  whence  they  fliot  at 
the  Pofts  oiEfigland  and  Proveme.  But . 
the  Artillery  trom  the  Town  imme- 
diately raitfd  it,  and  kill  d  the  Can- 
noneers. -  After  that  they  r<us'd  two , 
other  Iktteriesupon  the  Hill  of  Saint 
Cojmus^  and  St:JDamian^    and  lliot  a- 
gainftthe  Pofts  of  ^glandznA  Spawy 
but  the  fliot  from  the  City  ruin'd  thofe 
in  the  fame  manner. 

As  the  Turks  ^ere  labouring  to  ad- 
vance their  Trenches  ta  the  place 
^'here  diey  defign'd  to  plant  their 
Canon, .  the  befieg'd  were  very  defi- 
•rous  to  make  a  Salley ;  to  which  the 
Grand  Mafter  having  giv'n  his  con- 
fent,  St.  Athanafims  Gate  was  opened, 
and  out  they  fell  upon  thofe  that  \{' ere 
working  in  the  Trenches ;  with  whom 
they  made  fuch  VifOrk,  that  the  Turks 

wer 
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were  atf  cut  to  pieces^  before  any  re- 
lief could  come  to  them.  .  But  then 
the  befieged  obferving  a  great  Body 
making  toward  them,    retir'd  skir- 
mifliing  under  the  ^glijh  and  Spa- 
ni/h  Guns,  which  then  playine  upon 
theEneniy,  madea  dreadml  navock 
among  them,   in  regard  they   came 
on  fo  thick,  that  it  was  impp/fible  fpr 
a  bullet  to  mifs.    The  Chriftians  a& 
terwards  made  fome  Sallies  with  like 
fuccefs;    but  becaufe  fomc  one  or 
other  ftill  fell,  the  Grand  Mafter  con- 
fidering  that  the  lofs  of  one*  man  was 
more  tc  him  then  die  lofs  of  a  hun- 
dred to  the  Enemy,  forbid  any  njore 
Sallies  to  be  made:    For  it  was  ob- 
ferv*d,  that  during  the  Siege  the  firik 
Army  was  recruiteS  with  above  a 
hundred  thoufand  men;    which  was 
an  eafie  thing  for  them  to  do,  having 
the  Land  fo  near  them  to  befriend 
them,  and  fucha  number  ofVefl^ 
everyday  ready  at  command. 

The  Salleys  being  over,  the  Tmrh 
advanced  theur  Trenches  with  more 
frfeedom.  So  that  diey  rais'd  in  feve- 
ral  places  abov^fixty*  Etotterics,chiefly 

againu 
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agaiilfl:  the  Pofts  oi'BsHgland^  Trovtnce^ 
Spain  and  Italy^  /but  the  ArtiUery 
from  the  Town  overthrew  fp  many, 
that  only  thirty  four  remain'd.^ 

At  tint  time  iirriv'd  at  Khodes  a 
Gentleman  whofe  nan^e  was  Gahriel 
Radin  Martinengo^  a  perfon  well 
itnown  for  his  skill  in  Fortifications, 
whom  Bozio  had  -perfwaded  to  leave 
Candy  and  come  to  the  affiflance  of  the 
Rhodians.  Him  the  Grand  Maftef 
highly  honoured,  gave  him  the  habit  of 
the  Order,  and  permiflion  to-  wear 
theCrofs;  made  him  fiipernitendant 
over  the  Artillery,  with  a  promife  pf 
tbeiirft  VacajicythatfelUh.the//^/i- 
an  Lang;uage:bofiQurs  which  he  higlily 
deferv'd,  l^icajriying  himfelf  ib  nobly 
and  vertuo3ifly-*U  the  tinie  of  thje 

Nowtbatihe,  Grand  JVjtafter  might 
fet  hira  at  Mrerk,  he  fignifi'd  his  defire 
to  know tfie  cwdition  of -i^^Turkifi) 
Army,  andtvhattheyintepd?d  to  do. 
Whereupon^  ar  Mariner,  bomjin  Tre- 
kizond^^tn  «j  the  fervice  of  theOrde]?, 
'  took  fevexi  or  eight  young  jmen  ^f 
his  acquuQtdnce,.  and  ha^^g  .^av'^l 

and 
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and  clad  themfelves  in  Turkifh  Hqbk, 
they  took  Melons,  Cowcuiiibers^  and 
other  fruits,  and fecretly  .embarked 
themfelves  the  next  night:  and  avoy- 
ding  the  Turkifti  FIeet,made  out  to  the 
Sea,  and  (o  return'd  by  break  of  day 
in  fight   of  KhoJeSy  as  if  they  had 
cdme  from  Turky.  From  thence  they 
made  to  the  Ca^e  •whiph  is  neareft  to 
Lyczay  where  the  Merchants  met  from 
all  parts  to  fell  Rdfrefhments  of  all 
forts^  to  the  Army,  r  There  they  put 
.  to  fale  their  Melons  andCpwcurabers, 
and  Irankly  inquired  what   news  x)f 
the  Ariiiy,    Th^  Turks ^    who  took 
them  for  ^natural '^tWj,  as  willingly 
fatisfy'd'  them,    and'>tyd   them  the 
whole  condition  of  thdrf'orces.  When 
they  hadTdld  all,  and  uhderftood  all, 
they  made  out  to  Sea  again,  having 
received  two  Turks  inw  their  Veflel, 
w^thmuch  entreaty,  c  that  were  weary 
of  an  Army  Life.    Th«fe  they  bound 
hand  and  foot,  and  brdUght  along  witli 
them  into  Rhodes^ '  3nd  f)refented  to    . 
the  Grand  Mafter,  ^vlio  ordcr'd  the 
Prior  of  St.  Giles^  ixii^Martineuga  to 
examinthem.    Thef^  t\^o  Turks  be- 

'  ing 
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ing  carry 'd  «{>  to  thefteeple  oiSt.]ohrty 
ihew'd  the  Prior  znd  Martinengo  how 
•  the  Quarters  of  the  Turkish  Army 
were  difpos'd;  told  them  the  Number 
of  the  Souldiers;  that  Solyman  himfelf 
was  fpeedily  expefted;  that  the  Soul- 
diers grew  out  of  heart,  and  mutined  a- 
gainft  theirCommanders,  being  weary 
of  a  war^to  which  they  cry'd  they  were 
lead  as  to  a  Slaughter  Houfe,  with 
many  other  things  not  believ'datfirft, 
as  being  thought  to  have  bin  fpokcn 
out  of  flattery,  or  to  procure  good  en- 
tertainment to  themfeives,  but  which 
were  mdeed  really  true.  For  Peri  'Qa- 
yj^obfervifigamanifeftand  dangerous 
Mutiny  in  the  Army,  difpatch'd  away 
aCourrier  to  Solyman  to  give  him. In- 
telligence, and  to  fupplicate  him  to 
come  in  perfon  forthwith,    that  he 
might  put  aftopto  die  fedition  by  his 
prefenceand  Authority.  Solyman  flies 
through  4/^^  the  lefswith  an  incredi- 
ble »fpeed,    and    embarking  at  Port 
Fifcoy  arrived  in*  BJoaies  the  iSth,  of 
J^/y,  where  he  was  received  with  great 
trfurtph,  and  lodg'd  himfelf  four  or 
five  miles  from  the  Gitykfi;  place 
-i^''  call'd 
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tall'd  Megdandray  out  of  the  iteach  of 
the  Canon,  flyman  held  a  council, 
and  refolv'd  upon  a  ftrid:  enquiry 
whence  the  Mutiny  proceeded,  and 
a  fevere  pumflira?nt  of  the  Authors. 
But  Peri  Bajha  by  Iiis  grave  renaon- 
flrances  foon  fottiied  and  appeas'd 
his  wrath.  He  laid  before  him  that 
this  mutiny  ratlier  proceeded  from  fear 
&  anapprehenfionofdangerthen  from 
Malice  orRebellion,  an(i  thatthereifore 
his  Majefty  might  by  his,  authority 
reduce  them  to  their  duty,  knowing 
that  the  Turks  had  the  OHaman  name 
infomucK  Veneration,  that  upon  his 
appearance  they  would  foori  recoUeft 
themfelves,  and  return  totj^eiy  Obedi- 
ence; but  that  Rigour  was  now  unfea- 
fonable,efpecially  agairifl:|:he  oldSoul- 
diers,  without  whofe- afliftance  he 
could  never  compafs^lo  gjrea^t  a  defign 
as  the  taking  of  Khodes.  'Solyman 
hearkened  to  his  advice,  aflembl^d 
all  the  Arniy  together,  made  them  lay 
down  their  .  Afmes^  :pid  proflrate 
themfelves  upom  tli^^^  Qtound :  then 
ikting  on  a  RoyalThrop^^^iajder  a  Bich

Eardi';  and  though  the  AroB^ry  of  the 
Omft^ans  continually  fir'd  upon  them, 
nevcithelefs  they  save  not  oyer  their

This  done>  the 
BeTieg^s  under  the  coHunand  of  the 
Bcg^erhey  oi  Natolifl  r«nov'd  their 
lotteries  *  agajnft  die  Tower  ofSt.  Ni- 
c^fl^asj  wfi^ch  they  ftirioully  play'd 
.i^op  for  the  ^pace  often  days  with 
'  ;;  ,1  :  twelve 
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:  welvegi'eat  pieces  ofOnon-  but  the 
\rtillery  From  the  ToWet  broke  afld 
•uin  *d  all  tt^eir  batteries^,  fa  that  the 
Eegkrhey  w^  cdflftraitt'd  to  chihge 
:he  form  of  hi^  batteries^  to  remove 
tiis  mantlets ;  X  wl^iich  are  made 
of  Earth  clofe  raram'd,  and  closed  with 
boards  faften'd  together  with  great 
fpars  of  timber)  to  d  ifmouHt  his  Gunsi 
and  plant  them  in  the  night^upon  great 

} platforms  without  gabions  or  Mant*^ 
et ,  with  which  playing  fecurely  all  \ 
the  nighty  when  day  appeared  they  co- 
vered them  again  •  with  Earth  and  gra- 
ve'.  Thus  they  made  above  joo  ihot 
which  onely  beat  down  a  paseofthe 
wall  on  the  weft-fide,  through  which 
appear'd  another  good  wall,  and  fo 
many  ftout  defendants,  that  thefe  dif- 
ficulties being  related  to  Sdythan^   he 
caused  the  fajd  Battery  to  be  removed, 
whereby    the  Chevalier    Caftellaine 
Captain  of  St.    Nicho/asTcwer   ac- 
quired great  honour.    At  the  fame  time 
theT«rifj.rais'd  14  Mantelets  againft 
the  Pofts  of  £«g/^Wand  Spah^  upon 
which  they  planted  Guns  of  a  prodi- 
gious bignefe,  and  play'd  upon  them 
H  h  J  for 
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for  a  month  together,  fo  that  they 
ruin'd  the  new  wall  of  the  Engli(h 
Platforni,while  the  old  wall  ftooden- 
tire;  befide  tliat  (hty  brought  through 
their  trenches  unto  die  Moat  three 
huge  peices  of  Canon,  with  which 
they  levelled  thedefences  of  theBafti- 
on  of  Spain^  and  beat  down  the  wall, 
by  the  ruins  whereof  the  Turks  might 
cafily  mount  the  Baftion.  The  fame 
Battery  they  rais'd  againft  the  Baftion 
oi  Provence  with  three  peices  of  Gi^ 
non  planted  upon  the  fide  of  the  Moat, 
and  in  a  finall  time  threw  down  more 
then  the  befiegers  in  a  long  time  were 
able  to  repair.  Then  the  Grand  Ma- 
tter leaving  St.  Maries  of  the  Viiiory 
came  to  St.  Athanafius  Gate,  and 
lodg'd  hknfelf  under  the  'Englifh  wall, 
ancithere  heconftituted  four  Captains, 
allotting  to  each  ten  Knights,  befides 
the  Ordinary  Guard  to  fuccoiir  and 
preferve  the  'Englijh  wall  Befides  all 
this,  the  Turks  continually  play'd  with 
their  Sacres  and  Falcons ,  and  o- 
tlier  fmall  Artillery ;  and  the  befieged 
did  the  like,  which  flood  them  in  no 
finall  flead  to  ruin   their  Mantlets^ 

and 
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and  difmount  their  peie^s.    Aniong 
the   reft,  a  Gulverin   ihot    pierced 
through  a  Mantlet  »pon  one  piec^i 
kili'd    five  men,   a«d  carry  *d  away 
both  legs  of  the  Turkijh  Canoneer,  of 
which  he  dy'd.     Solyman  was  madi 
troubrd  for  his  lofs,  infojnuch  that 
heiaid  he  had  rather  have  loft  one  of 
his  Balha's.  Nor  was  the //^//^i|i  Pod 
more  mercifully  handi'd,  which  was 
continually  battered  by  feventecnpie- ' 
<:es  of  Canon,  fothat  it  had  bin  an 
eafy  thing  to  have  mounted  the  wall 
by  the  ruins  that  fell  into  the  Moat 
Yet  though  this  long  battery  had  made 
a  sreat  breach  in  the  Italian  Poft,  yet 
would  not  the  befiegers  venture  an  af- 
fault,  but  onely  continued  to  make 
their  approaches  and  to  ruin  the  en- , 
trenchments^^j^;  defences  of  die  be- 
(ieged";  ^^hich  the  Chevalier  Marti- 
nengo  feeing,  with  the  Grand  Mafters 
penniffion,    made  a  fally  with  about 
an  hundred  choice  men,  and  falling 
upon  the  Enemy    unawares,    Idll'd 
&  put  to  flight  whatever  flood  in  their 
way,  and'fo  with  one  prifoner  and 
the  head  of  anodier,  returned  with 
H  h  4  great 
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great  appkufe.  The  Turh  diat  came 
in  heaps  to  the  relief  of  their  own, 
Were  miferably  totti  to  pieces  by  rfje 
Artillery  of  the  Town,  having  no 
ihelter,'  and  loft  a  greater  mmiber  in 
their  retreat  then  i%ir//»^)ijgv  flew. 

This  beingthecoflliditionof  theOity, 
the  Grand  Matter,  who  Iomw  it  would 
not  be  long  ere  they  gave  a  General 
Aflault,  dilpatch'd  away  Bojio  to  the 
Pope,  and  his  Secretary  into  iPr^5t^arr(r 
ana  to  theKingof  ^Ai»r^,  befeeching 
themtohaften  the  fuccours  which  he 
expeded  from  them/  Being  alio  de- 
firous  to  know  what  news  was  in  th& 
Turkijh  Camp,  one  Carpathio  a  Hho- 
dian  undertook  to  fatisfyhim,and  get- 
ting out  of  the  Port  in  a  Brigantme 
with  a  crew  of  good  Souldiers  clad  a|^ 
ter  the  7«rifi/^ manner,  he  coafted  a- 
long  the  flioar  as  far  as  the  Fofs^  where 
he  law  feveral  Souldiers  that  were  ta- 
king the  fre(h  Air  by  the  Sea-fide, 
who  immediately  difcovefd  him.  The 
Khodiot  put  on  a  bold  &ce,  and  in  the 
"turkijb  Language  cali'd  to  tliem#loud, 
and  told  them,  the  Bajha  had  fcntfor 

them, 
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them,  which  they  eafily  believ'd,  and 
went  aboard  the  crigMtim.Qtik.  of  the 
Turks  fiading  he  was  in  the  wrorig,dre  w 
bis  Sword  and  wounded  the  KhoJiot 
in  the  thigh,  for  which  the  KhaJiam 
Vepay'd  hrai  by  cutting  off  his  head; 
the  reft  bdng  ekv  n,  were  eaiily  ma- 
fter'd,  and  brought  to  the  Grand  Ma- 
iler. 

Now  MartiHCftga  feeing  the  great 
ruins  which  the  Enemies  Ajrtilleryhad 
made,  rais'd  barricadoes,  and  wrought 
entrenchments  upon  the  walls,  where 
he  planted  a  good  number  of  Guns, 
which  playing  into  the  Enemies  Tren- 
ches, Kill*d  a  great  Number  of  the 
Turks;  healfolodg'dfevcralSouldiers 
under  the  flielter  of  the  houfes,  who 
(hot  ince{&ntly,  and  made  a  great 
flaughter.  ♦ 

The  Batteries  of  the  Ti^r^j  not  fuc- 
ceeding  to  their  wiflies,  they  feU  to 
mining;  and  had  in  feveral  parts  of 
the  City  made  above  ftarty,  fo  that  of 
fix  parts  of  the  City,  five  in  a  few  days 
were  underminU  But  the  moft  part 
of  thofe  Mines  proved  ineffeftual,  be- 
caufe  of  the  Countermnies  which 

were 
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were  continually  made  round  about 
There  \fQS  one  diat  was  perceiv'd  in 
the  midft  of  the  Trench  oi Provence. 
But  Martinef^o  inunediately  enter'd 
'  the  Trend],  bpen'd  the  Mine,  and 
calling  in  barrels  of  Powder  and  other 
combuftible  (lufT,  burnt  andflifledall 
the  Turks  withia  Another  Mine  the 
Turks  made  under  the  Bulwark  of  Eir- 
g/iiir^/ which  play 'd  the  fourth  of  Sep- 
temher^  and  blew  upabove  feven  times 
nine  foot  of  the  wall,  and  fill 'd  the 
Moat  fo  full  ofrubbifli,  that  the  Tiritx, 
that  they  might  eafily  m'bunt  the  wait, 
and  come  on  furiouily  to  the  Af&ult 
with  therraccuftom'd  cries,  gain'dthe 
top  of  the  Baftion  immediately,  and 
fet  up  feven  of  their  Colours,  and  had 
made  themfelves  matters  of  it,  but 
for  an  Intienchment  which  Martinet^ 
had  made  the  day  before,  which  fto^ 
entire  about  four  foot  from  the  Ruins 
of  the  wall  Thatlntrenchmentftopt 
the  Enemy ;  and  thither  tiie  Knights 
ran  and  came  to  a  clofe  fight  with 
Pike  and  Sword ;  while  others  did  great 
mifchiefto  the  Enemy  with  hand-Gra- 
""  nadoes  and  other  Artificial  fires;  and 

there 
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there  it  was  that  Martinengo  and  the 
Chevelier  de  Bidou:^  did  wonders,  be- 
coming men  of  Extraordinary  valour 
and  courage.  Here  they  came  to  Sword 
and  Dagger,  andeventocoUerone  a- 
nothcr;  the  Turks  perceiving  that  if 
tliey  could  but  get  the  vidtory  here, 
they  might  ealiiy  get  into  the  City. 
And  indeed   that   iinall  handful  of 
Chriftians  thatfuftain'd  the  weight  of 
fuch  a  multitude,  could  not  have  bin 
able  to  have  held  out,  had  not  die 
Grand  Matter,   uponthe  noife  ofthe 
blowing  up  of  the  Mine  haftedto  their 
Relief,  and  with  the  Knights  ofthe 
referve,  and  the  Souldiers  of  his  guard, 
rufh'd  into  the  midft  of  his  Enemies, 
and  charged  them  fo  furioufly,  that  in 
a  fmall  time  a  good  part  of  them 
were  cut  to  pieces,   and  the  reft  fo 
fmartly  repulsed,  that  they  quitted  the 
fight,  and  fled  in  confiihon,  anddif- 
ordered  and  aftonifh*d  thofe  that  were 
coming  to  their  afliftance,  fo  that  nei- 
ther the  threats,  nor  Exhortations  of 
the  Captains  could  ftop  them.  Which 
the  General  Muftapha  feeing,  flew  out 
ofthe  Trenches  in  great  indignation^ 

crying 
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crying  to  th6  fugitives  aloud^  that  if 
they  would  not  teturn  to  the  Aflault, 
he  wou^ji  go  on  without  them,  and 
having  fo  faid,  boldly  march'd  toward 
the  breach. 
His  countenance  and  Language  \n- 

r'd  the  fugitives  with  new  vigour, 
that  they  rally'd  and  returned  with 
their  Bajha  more  refolutely  then  be- 
fore to  the  AfEult,  and  maintained  the 
fight  for  above  two  hours.  At  length  ^be 
Ghriftians  redoubling  their  courage, 
and  animated  by  the  prefence  and  Ex- 
ample of  the  Grand  Mafter,  fell  upon 
the  Turks  with  that  fury,that  being  no 
longer  able  torefift,  they  turned  their 
bacKs;  befides  the  Khoi/ian  Canoneers 
had  planted  certain  pieces. againft  the 
bottom  of  the  breach  which  played  up- 
on the  Turks  retiring,  fo  fuccefsfuUy, 
that  they  kill'd  more  then  were  (lain 
in  the  Aflault.  Two  thoufand  of  the 
Turks  wereflain  thatday  :  of  the  Rho- 
Jians  twelve  or  fifteen  flain  out-right; 
and  fifteen  or  twenty  wounded.  In 
the  midft  of  thefe  encounters  the  Che- 
valier DidierdeFuy  Governour  of 
FerraHa  gave  notice  to  the  Grand  Ma- 
tter, 
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fter,  that  he  had  taken  certain  Turh^ 
who  confels'd .  that  there  were  in 
fihodes  certain  Perfons  ot  Quality  who 
feot  the  Enemy  Intelligence  of  what 
was  dehberated  &  condixled  in  Coun- 
ci}^  and  of  all  that  was  done  in  the  CiQ^^ 
«and  that  the  Turks  weredi^ing^  lar^ 
'MinenereSt^J<?i&ArV^/<?Cl?^ccM  Thjs^ 
was  no  fnMtlltrouble  to  the  Grand  Ma- 
iler, fo  mjsh  j:he.marB..bccaufe.hc 
was  forc'dto  (Jonceal  his  r^ntmeotS, 
J^y  teafon  th^t  no  perfcms  were  nam*d. 
However  he  promis  'd  a.  large.  reM^trd 
rathofc  that  could  dMcoi^er  the  Mine. 
But  it  was  not  Jong  before  k  difcQViEif4       ^ 
it  felf  under  the  Baftioo  t>f  Ei^/^n^ 
by  feven  ^  clock  in  the  morning  upof 
the  ninth .  of  S<ftfmber^  ©yjarthrowing 
about  nine  y^ards  of  the^wall  next  to 
the  Mine  befoxe-mcntioa'd,  andcwn^ 
to  the  very  barf  iicado>beft>reth6y  met 
with  any  rdiftance^    ^t  when,  the 
Dread  and  terrour  was  once  over,  the 
Knights  refuming  their  wonted  cou^ 
rage  ^    put  the  Turks  Co  a  fliam^ful 
retreat,  till  forced  by  the  fwords  aodt 
fcimitarspfdijeirCoflanianders,  even 
Qf  jchejir  General  tumfel4  ^^retunfdi 

again 
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.  again  with  more  vigour,  and  renewed 
a  bloody  fight ;  but  the  Grand  Mailer 
coming  to  the  relief  of  his  own  with 
his  referve,fought  them  with  fo  much 
fury  for  three  hours,  that  the  Turks 
.no  loiter  able  to  abide  io  powei&l 
a  de^ce,  quitted  the%ht,  andretird 
into  their  Trenches,  leaving  one  of 
their  En%nes  behind  them.  This  Af- 
lauk  coft  the  Great  turk^i^  thou- 
fend  of  his  men,  and  three  Sangiacs ; 
of  the  Chriftians  abom:  50  were  flain 
knd  fome  of  the  Knights  wounded 

The  Turhs  repuisd  with  fomuch 
)o£^  in  two  adauits,  b^an  again  to 
murmur  ^d  difcommefld  the  enter- 
^rize  as  rafh  and  impolltbie*    Which 
Solyman  pereeiiring,  began  to  defpair, 
and  to  be  4Q!ffa)(^  agikifl:  ^i£/?^i&^. 
The  niean  tlmeiV;-/  Bajha  to  prelerve 
himfeif  in  the  good  Opinion  and  fa- 
vours of  the  Grand  Sigmdur,,  prefs*d 
him  continually  to  mak^  ^Hirious  bat- 
tery ofi7CaftcMis  agsdflftthe//^//^» 
Poft:    Butthebeficgedftill  repaired 
With  fo  much    fpe^  and  diligence-

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Upon  the  -^d.  q{  Scp;emhr Muflapha 
uricxpeaedly  fell  lipoh  the  Baftion, 
mounted  the  Ruins^  -ahd  fix'd  their 
Enfigns  neer  the  Rhaiian  Entrench- 
ments,  and  at  the  fame. time  endea- 
voured: to  make  tbeii'  itay  fbnfekrd. 
The  fight. wa£  terrible  and  doubtfuT: 
neither  was  iJ/wji^/A^  wanting  in  any 
part  of  a  jiK^icious  and  couragious  Cap* 
taia    Ackmat  alfo  at'  the  lame  time 
play'd  twoMincs^  one  in  the  Auvergr 
w^ir,  the  other  in  the  Spanijh  Poft. 
The Auvergniax  Mine  prov'd  ineffe- 
ctual ;    the  Sfatiifb   Mine    brought 
down  a  confiderabk  part  of  the  wall 
of  the  Burbacan  of  the  faid  Daftion.- 
Andyet^or  thefe  dreadful  Ruins,,  the 
Chriftianslo  well  behav'd  tiicmfelves 
in  everyplace,  tliattlie/^ri'j,  having 
loft  above  jcoo  men,  were  forced  tq 
retreat  with  fliamc  to  tiaeir  Trqichcs. 
Two  dayes  after  the  Jevoiflx  Phyfitiaa 
(often  fpok'n  of  before)  wasdifcovci^d 
ihoodng  an  Arrow  into  theTirii^. 
Camp,  with  a  Letter  faften'd  to  the 
end  of  it.  Thereupon  he  was  apprehen- 
ded;   and    upon    his    examination 
confcfs'd  that  he  was  a  ^y  for  the 
Ji  Turks; 
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Turks ;  that  he  h^d  lent  them  five  Let- 
ters; that  he  had.  given  thepi  ieveral 
advices  ;  and  had  encouraged  them  to 
continue  the  Siege:  For  wtiichHe  was 
-condemned  to  be  quarter'd 
.  After  thef^^Lepulfes,  and  the  giv- 
ing fire  to  thrqfe  bther  Mines  loon  atter, 
th^  did  littfe  or  no  harm,  tiie  Ba- 
jha's  confulte^  together,  and  relblv'd 
to  give  a  geneiral  allault  upon  fore  Ieve- 
ral places  ofthcCityallatatime.  Sok- 
iWi7»approv'd  their  Refolution,  allcm- 
brd  his  Captains^  together,  encou- 
rag'^  and  chcar 'd  them  up ;  and  afiur'd 
tliem  of  Victory ;  and  by  publick  Pro- 
clartiation  gave  the  common  Souldiers 
th6  whole  Plunder  oT  the  City.  ITius 
the  whole  Army  refum'd  their  won- 
ted  courage,  and  fiiU  of  Hopes  pre- 
pared themfelves  for  a  general  Aflault 
As  a  preparation  to  which  theB^^s 
order  the  Englijh  Bulwark,  the  Pofts 
oi Spain  and  Auvergne^  and  the  Italia» 
Platform  to  be  batter'd  for  two  daycs 
together,  onpurpofe  to  widen  and  en- 
lai^e  the  Breaches. 

The  Grand  Mafter  obferving  this 
tiniverfal  jpotion  of  the  Enemy,  and 

their 
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their  continual  Batteries  for  2/  days  to- 
gether, with  an  extraordinary  diligence/ 
prepar'd  for  his  defenccDay  andnight 
he  vifited  all  thePofts,  eameftlvbe- 
fought  every  ont  to  be  watchful  and 
ready;  and  having  taken  a  little  repofe 
inhis  armesjby  break  of  day  heirang'd 
theSouldiers  in  their feveralPofts;and 
diat  there  might  remain  no  fear  or 
afloniihment  among  them,  he  mad$ 
'\them  a  Ihort  fpeech ,  Declaring 
'  to  them  the  glorious  opportunity 
which  offer *d  it  felf  for  them  to  fig- 


**  qalize  their  Zeal  for  the  honourof 


God,  &  their  fidelity  to  their  Order 
and  die  welfare  ofChriftendom;^nd 
**  their  affe6tiontoaj>eople  that  had 
**  liv*d  under  their  Dominion  for  above 
**  7JOO  yesLTS.  He  gave  them  to  un- 
^  derfiand  how  ofteflthey  had  prov'd 
**  their  own  valour  and  the  tiniidity 
**  of  the  Enemy.  That  though  their 
^*  number  w^e  great,  ^^etthatthcre 
**  was  yet  a  fufficient  number  left  of 
f^brave  and  valiant  men  to  defend 
**ajufl:  caufe,  and  repel  the  force 
**  of  Ambition  and  perfidious  impie« 
^'  ty.  That  they  were  top  codi&cr 
Ii»  ^*thek 
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*^idieir  Eneani^s  were  a  fort  of  igpo- 
*5K»nt people,. fore 'd  on  by  thdrB«- 
^  y&rt's,  for  tear  of  epcurnng  ti»e  dif 
V  pleafure  of  tjbeir  Matter,  to  whom 
f  they  ha4«f]^^fente4<  tjaie^oterprize 
*^  fo  eftfy ;  tbftt.tltey  tbe»f^¥e5  were 
t  wRcfons  ©f  honour,  dedjeated  from 
iSfik  hjSBcy  to  the  fetvicte  of  God. 
^*'A»d  ther<^ehe  hcfoughjt  apd  coo 
**  jur'd  them  todo  their  dwtie?.- 

Th^.  7*<r^i  hy  break  of  day  dif- 
cbwga,  all  their  ArtiUmy  a^  once, 
thai:  they  might  pafs  the  Modt  un- 
der the  covert  of  the  fmoak;  apdthat 
doo,  they  boldly  fell  on  in  all  phces 
ft  once.    The  Qrand  Maftex  polled 
bimfelf  in  the  Englijh  Bwlwark,as  be- 
^gthe  weakeft  place.    Nor  \^asthe 
,^nijh  Artillery  a  litde.  favourabk 
to  the  E*gi^A  flaiiking  the  Tturhy  ^ 
making  a  great  (layght^r  among  them 
ijifomuch  that  they  were  aJmoft  m 
dy  to  reooyle;    whpn    Mtjiafha^ 
liettti^n^t  throwing  himfelf  among 
rf)^,,pray'd.  entreated,  threaten'd, 
promi&'d  and  heading  them  \m0y 
bfQi^ht  them  on  9^in;  thoiigh  to 
lii$  collating  theiiirft  manflain  with  a 

panoD 
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CanjcJn  'ftcdlet  as  he  was  mounting 
the    Ruins.    The  Turks'  eniag'd  by 
his  faH,  difcharg'd  their  fmall  flioi 
and  urrows^  like  hail^  upon  the  Bhd^ 
dians.    Attd  Muftafhn  obferving  their 
Metali,   fciit  them  MntinuaUy  frefli 
fupplies,  and  with  feinwords  and  pro- 
miles  exhorted  them  to  their  Duties^ 
Yet  could  they  not  fora  die  befeg'd 
to  ftir  1  foot,  who  in  thfe  view  of  a»e 
Grand  Mafter  with  an  invincible  coi»- 
rage  fdHi^M  all  that  Impetuofity, 
and  at  the  fame  time  fi>Qgnt  with  O' 
qua!  valour  and  obfttnaey.  in  sXX^i^ 
other  Carters.    The  xtty  wiNnea 
were  not  unTerviceablei;  while  fonie 
carry 'dBfead,'  Wine  and  odjer  refrefli- 
mentstothcSouldieis,  others  threw 
ftones ;   others  poured  down  boyfe 
ing  Oyle  and  water  upootiie  Enemy. 
But  the  grettcft  danger  of  the  Com- 
bat Kvas  in  the  Spantjh  Poft,  M^ere 
the  Ag4  General  of  the  }a»iffiiriesy 
having  pidc'd  <Mit  the  choiceftof his 
men,  itiardi'd  himfdf  to  the  Af&ult 
sjlhe  head  of  riiem,  who  foUow'd 
liilJUsd^fuchaRefoluton,  thatdiey 
I  i  J  cover  d 
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covered  all  the  Breach,  gaia'd  the 
platform  above,  and  planted  forty  of 
^ir  Enfignsuponit,  with  theiamQ 
violence rulhing  on  to  th^  Barricadt^^^ 
nbt  minding  the  prodigiotis  flaughter 
of  their  own  that  fell  on  every  fide. 
Thereupon  the  Knights  and  Souldiers 
in  xhtSpanijh  Bulvirark,  feeing  the 
diftrefsof  thofe  in  the  Poft,  ran  to  the 
flfliftance  of  their  friends^leaving  only 
ibmefewfor  a  guard  behind.  Which 
certain  of  the  Turh  that  lay  con- 
ceal'd  behind  the  rubbifli  perceiving, 
prefently  mounted  the  Bulwark)  and 
made  themfetves  Maftersof  it;  puU'd 
down  the  Ei^gns  of  the  Qiriluans, 
and  fettingup  their  own,  ciy *d  out  in 
their  own  Language,  Viaory^  and 
invited  their  Companions  to  affift 
them.  Upon, which  Achtnats  Rai- 
ment advanced;  but  the  Auvergnian  & 
Spanijh  Artillery  foon  .  flopped  their 
Career,  So  that  the  Gmnd  Mailer 
bei  ng  advertized  of  this  new  accident, 
left  the  V^ngUJh^  and  string  the 
Spanijh  Poft,  charged  the  En«ny  fo 
vigoroufly,  that  he  put  them  abfolutely 
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to  flight  ~  \rhen  feeing  the  SpMijhi 
Bafiionmaftcr'd  hyXhtJurh^htitxiv 
the  CorHSmnder  oi'^urhon  with  a" 
Company  of  flout  Souldiers  with  oih 
dti[r  to  enter  the  Midfeaftd  Cafemat, 
andjtdmoimt  the  Baftion.    Which  he- 
'did/oeffp(Stually,  tba:  in  a  fliorttime 
he  whdUy  regained  it,Notwithftanding^ 
ail  thisj 'the^^^^  with  frefli  forces  re* 
turn'd  to  the  aflault  of  the^/^^i/^^Poft^ 
and  the  Gfand  Mifter  having -left  a 
fufficient    Guard  in^  the  Baftiofl,  re- 
turn'd  to  the  defence  of  the  fame^s 
and  fending  for  two  hi«idred  frefll 
men  fr0m  St  Nich^Ia^  Tower,  ^ftef 
a  bloody  fight  of  fix  hours,    forced 
the  Turks  to  abandon -their  Colours, 
and  to  retreat  to  their  trenches,  jifter 
thelofs  of  above  lycooifiea    Sofy- 
man  >Vasfo  highly  incens'd  againft 
Muflapha  Upon  this  defeat,  that  he  con- 
demned him  to  be  Ihot  to  death  with 
arrows.    Peri  Bajha^  upoo  the  pre- 
furaption  of  hisAge^  his  merits,  and 
h^  Authority,    comil^  to  intercede 
for  Muftapha^  was  fentenc'd  to  the 
fame  death.

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tinu'd  the  fi^  with  the  fame  Vio- 
lence^fo  that  there  was  nbt^a  day  pais'd 
wherein  he  did  not  both  batter^  Af- 
fiiult  and  undermkie  the  defences  of 
the  City.  However  the  Grand  Ma- 
fter  remitted  nodikig  of  his  wonted 
care  and  diligence,  fighting  and  haz* 
arding  his  perfon  every  where,  where 
need  reqmr'd,  bqrond  what  was  rea- 
fonableror  a  perlon  of  his  degree  and

And  now  when  it  was  almoft  too 
kte,  dioiei  confpimdi^  and  treal(»is 
Wffe  di&6ver*d,  wlich  were  tl«s  loft 
of  the  Mlaid.    For  in  the  firft  pla<« 

d  perfon  of  great  wealtfi,  ret)iitai3bn 
and  alHaqces^  whojiiadidhec^argeof 
the.  forrifications,  ifie  bread  and  am- 
muiiitioa  was  perceive,  at  a  time 
and  ih  a  phce  veiryimuch  to  be  liif- 
pefted,  Ito:  have  ihot  an  arrow  into 
the  7«ri/,4  Camp,  who  was  thae- 
uponiaylbki  on,  examined;  and  put 
upon  tne  wrack,  bat  would  confefs 
nothing  to.  die  purpofe.  Next  to 
him  B/^JT  2)i(fr  Servant  to  the  Chan- 

'  cellour 
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cellour  D*Amaral^  was  tafcen  in  the 
fame  faft,  and  being  puttathe  Tor- 
ture, corifefs'd  his  Mafters  Treafon, 
declaring  how  he  had  wrote  to  the 
Turks  hnjhajs  to  contiuue  the  Siege, 
for  that  both  men  and  provifions  fairj 
in  the  City.  Thereupon  the  Graqid 
Mafter  caus'd  the  Chanceliour  to  be 
appretended,  who  bein^  examined 
and  tortur'd,  w9uldconfefs  nothing 
himfelf ;  but  being^cpayifted  by  fuffi* 
dent  tQffijtumi^  coaiirm'd  to  \m 
face  b/iii^  5?fvant,  his,  Servant 
wasjjiuig'd^  and  he  beheaded,  dying 
wi<;hout  any  fign  of  repentance  or 
Chriftian  dcvotioa 

}xi  thd  mean  time  the  Can9ii$  of  the 
Enemy  thundered  againfi;^ ^the  Baftioa 
of  Italy ^  where  they  ruin'd  all  the 
d(^fences  and  JSarricado's  tbat  Marti- 
nengohad  raised;  by  which  mean^ 
they  advaqc'd  ^eir  Trenches  to  the 
very  foot  of  the  Breach.  The  Baftioq 
of  England  "W^  alfo  beaten  down  to 
the  Ground,  and  the  moH:  part  of 
the  Barricado's  and  entrenchments  m- 
in'd,  fo  that  fome  advis'd  the  quitting 
and  .blowing  it  up.    Butbecaufe  that 
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fignifi'd  little  in  regard  of  the  vaft  tmux 
bers  of  the  7«r^j,  the  Gif arid  Mdftcr 
refolv'd  to  hold  itoitttodie  utmoft, 
and  to  that  tend  gaVe  the  comm^UKi  of 
it  to  the  Chevalier  J^*  de  Bin^  who 
kept  it  to  the  lad. 
At  this  time  arrived  the  Chevalier 
^  de  KvcqueMarfin  With  twelve  Knights, 
fi  hundred  Sanldiers  and  fottie  Ammu- 
nition. Rut  notwithflanding  tiiis 
fmall  rieliefj,'  the  Gi?aftdMafter6bfer- 
ving  'the  defpertte  condition  of  the 
Qty  (Fpf'now  in  fottie  places  there 
were  no  iother  deJ^Aces  tout  beknties 
Attd  bbaiids  iEetween  the;  Enemy  and 
him,  befidethafth&riiadfetuptljree 
Pravitidfis  witliin  me  tjky  nfeer  the 
Kht>drin^^^hi^^  %iway  to 

dtndj  f«r^  Souldi^s/  Atom 
and  vidtr^ls,  which  tte  toukeof  Can- 
dy had  provided,  as  ^i^^  Naples  to 
iiaften  tiieiiiccour^,  which  the  winter 
Jeafon  hindered  from  eomlng. 

In  thfe  mean  whfie  the  furh 
gave  too  ^e!]perate  TVfladts  upon  the 
Italian  arid.  Spanifii  Platforms,  but 
were  ftill  t^epuls'd  withthelolsofa- 

bove 
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love  5CPQ  men.  Infomncl)  that  Mk- 
m^t  finding  it  impoffible.  to  take  the 
City    by  force,  refolv'dj  to^give  no 
more  AllauUs,  Iwt  rathei:  capfe  tQ 
preferve  his  men^  who  were  grown 
quite  weary  of  the  Chrifl^o  valour; 
nevertheleis  he  continued  bis  batteries, . 
and  advanc  d  his  Trenches,  thinking 
to  creepby  degrees  into  the  City.  S^lyr 
man2\io  thinkuig  to  make  fliort  work 
cays'd  feverai  Letters  to  be  iliot  into 
the  City,inviting  the  Inhabitants  tof«r- 
render,  offering  them  all  the  Iqimuni-^ 
ties  they  could  defire;  and  threatning 
on  the  other  fide  in  cafe  of  obftinacy, 
all  the  feverity  imaginable.  Teri  alfo 
fuborn*d  aGenoefe^  who  haying  liber- 
ty to  fpeak  to  the  Knights,  adviz'd 
them  as   Chriftians  to  confider  die 
deplorable  condition  of  the  City,  and 
told  them  withal,  that  if  they  were 
fo  difpQs'd,  he  cpuld  put  them  in  a 
way  to  make  an  honourable  compo* 
fitipo,;  but  they  believing  him  to  be 
fome  impc^or,  fent  under  hand  by 
S^lyman  or  his  Bajha\    gave  little 
cr^ic  to  his  words.    Two  dayes  after 

he 
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became  to  the  fame  place,  pretend- 
ing he  had  a  Letter  from  the  Grand 
Si^niour,  but  then  they  bid  him  re- 
tire,  and  to  force  him  the  fooner  lb  to

Some  while  after  came  the  AlhantM 
Souldier  before  mentioned,  pretending 
Letters  alfo  from  Sofyman  to  the  Grand 
Matter.  But  then  me  Grand  Matter 
forbid  any  farther  Parly ing* 

However   thefe  offers  were  di- 
vulged abroad  in  the  City,  which  b^t 
jn  many  a  defire  to  hearken  to  propofi- 
tions  of  peace  as  more  regai^g  meir 
wives  and  Children  then  their  honour. 
And  it  was  carry 'd  fo  far,  that  fome 
of  the  Citizens  wentand  declared  their 
dei)res  to  the  Metropolitan^  and  fome      i 
of  the  Grand  Crofs,  requefting  them 
to  declare  their   grievances  to  the 
Grand  Matter.  But  he  feverely  checks 
them,  telling  theni  that  it  was  not  a 
requeft  to  be  mentioned;  that  they 
ihould  rather  refolve  to  die  for  the 
conimon  liberty,  and  the  Honour  of 
the  Order.    The  next  day  they  came 
and  befought  him  again'  to  provide 

for 
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for  the  Commod  f^fety,  for  that  they 
wereated  that  the  Citizefrs  Srodd 
yeUd  to  a  treaty,  rather  then  be  cut  in 
pieces  themfelves,  their. wives  and 
children.  Then  the  Grand  Matter  find- 
ing: himfelf  prefe'd  and  impMtun'd  of 
all  hands,  fubmitted  to  necciffipr,  and 
call'd  a  general  GouncU.  Sa  foon  as 
the  pouncil  was  £it,  a  Petition  was 
prefdited  to  the  Grand  Mjifter,  hum- 
bly requcfting  him  to  thinkof  a  Capi- 
tulation; or  at  leaft  to  give  them 
leave  to  fecure  their  wives  and  chil- 
dren ;  and  at  the  foot  of  thepetitioa 
was  an  intimation  that  if  the  Grand 
Mailer  would  not,  they  would  pro- 
vide for  them  themfelves.  In  this 
4iftrefs  the  Grand  Mafter;  defu*ous 
to  know  the  condition  of  the  City 
mote  particularly,  before  he  would 
refolve  any  farther,  required  the  ad- 
vice of  the  Fr/^r^/St,(?i^fx,  and  Mar- 
tintwgOy  who  both  decbr'd  in  full 
Council  diat  in  either  confciences,and 
upon  their  Honour  and  all^eonce, 
they  could  not  think  the  City  any 
longer  tenable,theEhemy  being  fodg  d 

forty 
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forty  yards  one  way>  and  30  yards  a- 
nomcr  way  withih  the  City^  lb  that 
k  was  impoflible  ibrtliom.  to  bitire 
aoy  Mrar,  nor  fgr  the  EiK^y  to  be 
beaten  out' 

Upott:tbe  advide  tod  Rclatioii  of 
two  futb  Judicions^  and  great  ixito, 
,th9  wbote  Cottodt  rcuoiidering  how 
imich  it  concern'd  than  to  preferve 
the  holy  Relique£  andt  the  fouk  and 
hpnouf  ofTomany  CfarbAian  Women 
wA  ChUdren,  and  die  evidentl  dan- 
ger of  the  whole  Ojfders  being  .tdiif^ 
fNierc'd.and  abolHIi'd^  if  all  that;  were 
there  iliouid  be  loft,  rcfohr'd  witii  one 
accord  to- Capitulate..  The  GIrahd 
MaftcrftilHay'dbcfdretfacm,  thetti- 
ty  that  lay  upon  tbrai  to  prefcivc 
rfie  hcmqur  of  thz  Order,  whidbiliad 
never  ye^  bin  defird  whh  a)py.£bttn 
of  cowardice  or  piafiHanimitT, '  ha^ 
vin^  alwaies  preferr'd  their  lionour 
and  Death  before  the  fa&tyof  th^ 
Liyes^  jfeut  the  Coimcil  overrid^d 
him  widi  fo  many  cfarcumftantiai  aqd 
folid  reaibns,  that  ke  was  c&a&r^d 
to  yield  to  theprefciir  and  inetrkafeld 

necelSty, 
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iiec^ffity,  and  their  grave  advice.  This 
defign    Heav  n  was    fo  far  pleased 
to  favour,  that  Solyman  began  firft. 
For  lie  firft  fet  up  an  Enfign  upon 
the  Church  of  St  Mary  de  Lermoni- 
tra  ;  aftd  then  the  Grand  Mafter  itt 
*up  another  upon  the  Mill  belonging 
to  the  Cofquin  Gate.  Immediately  two 
Turks  came  out  of  the. Trenches,  de- 
firing  to  parley  :upon  which  the  Grand 
Mafter  fent  forth  the  Prior  of  St.  Giles 
zndiMartinengo  ;    to  whom  the  T^ryfi- 
deliver 'd  a  Letter  from  ^olyman. 

This  Lettel:  w^'as  read  in  Council; 
wherein  Solyman  demanded  a  furren- 
der  of  the  Town,&  offer 'd  the  Knights 
liberty  to    be    gone^   with  fecunty 
for  their  perfonsand  their  Baggage: 
which  if  they  vv^ould  not  accept,  he 
was  refolv'd  to  put  all  to  the  fword. 
Thereupon   in    confideration    onely 
oi  the  people  and  Inhabitants  of  die 
Town,  the  fame  Refolution  was  a- 
gain  taken,  and  the  Chevalier  Antho- 
ny de  GroleCy    and    Rohcrt  Perucciy 
Judge  of  the  Caflilltans^  w^ere  com- 
miflionated  to  attend  Solyman.  So  fooa 
Kk  as

as  they  were  gone  forth,  a  near  Kinf- 
man  of  Achmats^  and  a  Trucheman 
much  favoured  by  the  Grand  Turk^ 
were  admitted  unto  Rhodes  as  Hof- 
tages,  and  a  truce  was  concluded  for 
three  dayes. 

The  next  day  Achmat  prefented 
the  Embafladours  to  Solymany  who 
declar  d  to  Him  what  they  had  in 
commiiTion,  Solyman  to  maintain  his 
Reputation,  firmely  deny^d  that  he 
haa  ever  wrote  or  fent  to  the  Grand 
Mafter;  neverthelefs  fince  the  Grand 
Mafter  had  fent  to  him  upon  the 
lame  Occafion,  he  commanded  them 
to  let  him  know  his  mind^  which 
was^the  lame  that  he  had  written,  ard 
denmnded  his  Refolutibn  within  three 
dayes,  and  that  in  the  mean  time 
there  ilioiild  be  no  working  toward 
th^  repair  of  their  forti^fications,  be- 
ing firmly  refolv'd,  though  all  Tur- 
ky  perilh'd,  not  to  ftir  out  of  the 
I{!and,till  he  had  Rhodes  if^hispoilef 
iion.  And  having  fo  fkid,  h^  difmis*d 
them.  Perucci  returned  to  the  City. 
hut'Acfjmatkc^t^c  ChevaUer  Grol/ee 

with 
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Wiihhim,  ledhiminta  his  PavHiom 
and  caused  him  to  drink  with  him  5 
and  difcourfing  of  feveral  paflages 
in  the  (lege,  Achniat  told  him  with 
a  great  olth  ;  that  above  forty  thou- 
fand  Turks  had  bin  darn  ^  and  as  many 
were  fick  ^nd  wounded.  Feruoci  ha- 
ving made  bis  report  to  the  Councili 
it  was  rcfdlv'd  upon  goodconfidera- 
tions  that  they  fliould  not  accept  thcfe 
conditions  the  firfltime,  but  fend  ci- 
ther Cdmm  iffionets. 

In  the  mean  time   certain  ofthA 
Citizens  took  upon  them,  and  were 
mightily  offended  that  the    Capitu- 
lation was  begun,  without  their  prL 
vity.     Declaring  alfo^that  they  would 
never  cbnfent  to  any  Yuch  conditions^ 
but  rather  die  with  their  Swords  irt 
their  hands  for  their  liberty,  then  fur - 
>^  render  themfelves  to  the  power  of 
the  Turk.    JFor  that  whatever  the 
Turk  j5r6mis'd,  he  would  be  fure  to 
exercife  nothing,but  rapine  and  (laugh- 
ter as  he  had  done  ^t)ielgrade.    The 
,  Grand  Matter  obferving  this  Grecian 
jficklenefs,  told  them  in  friendly  man- 
K  k  z  ner 
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ner  that  the  Rcfolutions  he  had  ta- 
ken, were  refolv'd  upon  upon  mature 
deliberation;which  confultations  were 
to  be  kept  fecret  that  they  might  not 
come  to  the  Enemies  knowledge, 
and  that  it  was  more  for  their  fafety 
then  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  that 
they  made  any  conditions  atalL  To 
which  purpofe  he  was  fending  away 
other  Commiflioners  the  better  to 
afTure  himfelf  of  Solymans  word  and 
fidehty.  With  which  anfwer  the  Ci- 
tizens fliew'd  themfelves  very  well 
fatisfy'd. 

Upon  this  two  other  Commiflio- 
ners were  difpatch'd  away,  Raymond 
Marquety  and  Lopezde  PaSy  both 
Spanijh  Knight?,  who  reprefented  to 
Solyman  that  the  Grind  Mafter  had 
to  confer  with  feveral  people  of  feve- 
ral  Nations  that  the  time  .  Limited 
was  too  iliort,  and  therefore  defir'd 
that  he  would  l?e  pleas'd  to  grant 
them  a  longer  time.  Solyman  not  re- 
lifliing  tliis  difcourfe  without  laying 
any  more,  commanded  Achmat  to 
continue  his  batteries,  which  were 

begun 
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begun  again  upon  the  15^^?.  ofD<?- 
cemher  and  fo  the  Truce  was  bro-^ 
k^n-    Solyman  however  detain'd  one 
of  the  Commiflioners,  which  fliew'd 
that  he  had  yet   feme  inclinations  to 
to  Capitulate.  The- Grand  Mafterob- 
ferving  the    Hoftility- begun  again,, 
and  that  tliieTi^r|j  advanced  with  their 
Trenches    farther    and  .  farther  into 
the   Town ,     fent    for   them   that 
hiti3er'd  the  treaty,-  and  protefted to 
live  and  die  with  them,   and  com- 
manded all  the  Inhabitants  to  repair 
home  to  their- Quarters  there  to.  keep 
guard,    and  that  no   perfon  fliould 
quit  his  Quarters  upon  pain  of  Death. 
This  Order   was  obferv'd   fqr  two 
days,  but  the  3/ a  young  man  left 
his    Quarters  and  went  and  lay  at 
home,  for  which  the  Grand  Mafter 
commanded  him  to  be  hang'd.  Some 
few  days  after  that,  all  the  reft  of  the 
Inhabitants   loft,  both  their  courage 
and  their*  patience,    and  forfook  the 
'walls  and  br^ches,  fo  that  the  Turks 
mi^ht  eafily  have  enter 'd,    had  not 
the   Grand  'Mafter    withftood  them 
K  k  3  with 
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with  that  fmall  handfHl  of  men  which 
he  had  left  hijm ;  which  fon\e  few 
(layes  after  vhs  a  little  aiigmeated 
by  the  coming  of  die  Chevalier  D'An- 
mgar^  and  the  QievaUgr  Farfan  an 
Englijh  raaq,with  a  hundred  Spujdiers 
{UKjfome Wipe.    : 

Tliis  Wine  .was  ^  grie?t  cor^ola^tiion 
to  ihe  City,    bjgfidies  t;h?.t  fh^    Ship 
made  fuch  Braj/ado  s  as  it  epter'd  the 
jport,.  that  the  Turks   gQneraUy  be- 
iiev'd  it  ha^  brought  ,a  B-cJipf  ^^  ^' 
bove  a  Thouiand  iBen.  However  the 
Turks  continued   their,  Ai&ults,  an(^ 
particularly  tJiey  made  a  violent  on- 
let  uoon  the  ^anijh  Bc^rhacan^  from 
whicli,  thou^  they  were  at  iirft  re- 
puls'd,  yet  returning  with  fuch  vaft 
numbers    the  Rhodians    were  over- 
M  hilm  d  and  opprefs'd  by  multitude, 
and  forc'd  to  retire  intp  the  City. 
The  Turks  having  gained  the  Barba- 
can^  prefently  came  to  tliefpotof  the 
Engltjh  wall^    and  by  the  Ruins  of 
thtBarhacan  got.to  the^p  ofit,   and 
there  planted  feyeral  of  their  Colours, 
The  Citizens  teholdin^  theExtream 

danger 
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danger  they  were^  in,  confefs'd  their 
fpliy,  and  befought  the  Grand  Mailer, 
as  the  common  Father,  to  provide 
for  their  fafety,  who  gave  them  li- 
berty to  conftitute  Deputies  df  their 
own  to  attend  Solyman^  and  to  ,pro- 
cure  particular  fecurity  from  him  for 
themlelves,  and  ordered  them  to  go 
along  with  the  Chevalier  Grollee. 

The  Grand  Mafler  however  ha- 
ving fome  hopes  of  relief,  to  the  end 
he  might  temporize  for  a  while,  fent 
jPerficci  firft  to  flifewto  Solyman a  Let. 
terofiJ^/^a;^^  his  Grandfather,  where- 
in he  bequeathed  his  maledidtion  to 
thofe  of  his  fucceflburs  that  ihould 
make  war  againft  Rhodes.  Perucci  ad- 
drefs'd  himielFto  Ackmat^  who  defi- 
rous  to  fee  the  Letter,  took  it,  and 
having  torn  it  to  pieces,  threw  it  un- 
der his  feet  in-^great  difdain.  Having 
fo  done,  he  fent  Perucci  back  to  the 
Grand  Mafter,  to  tell  him,  that*  if  he  . 
did  not  fuddenly  return  Solyman  an 
anfwer,  he  muft  expedt  to  Be  mifc- 
rabJe. 

K  k  4  How- 
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However    the  Grand  Mafter  bd 
one  more  delay,  which  was  to  ot- 
ter to  Solyman  by  the  propofal  of  the 
Chevalier  de  Grol'ee,  otherwife  call'd 
Fajfinny    the   expences    and  charges 
of  the  whole  fiege,  if  he  would  rife 
from  before  it.     But  Achmat  *  would 
not  fuficr  any  fuch  word  to.be  deli- 
ver'd  to  Solyman^   %ing  that  $alyman 
had  more  regard  to  his  honour  and 
his  Reputation  th^i  to  all  the  Riches 
in  the  World, "  At  length  the  Grand 
Mafter  finding  no  way-  to  avoy^    an 
agreement,    and    tha't  delay    would 
be  the  Lofs  oFall,  vanquifli'^  his  own 
cournge,  and  overwhelra'd  with  grief 
and  vexation,  gave  h  s  wprd  to  fur- 
render  thfc  Town  upon  the  conditions 
propos'd.     To  M'hich  purpofe  hefent 
away  tlieChevalier  Fajjm  &  the  Depu- 
ties ofthe  To\vn,who  were  prefented 
to  his  Majefty;  to  whom  the  Knights 
declared  that  the  Grand  Mafter  was 
now  refolv 'd  to  furrender  the  City 
Upon  the  conditions  propos'd  to  him, 
upon  a  full  afTurance  in  the  faith  and' 
prpmifcs  of  his,  Majefty,  and  hum.  ■ 

Hy 
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bly  entreated  him  to  favour  the  In- 
habitants in  the  petition  which  they 
had  to  prefent  to  him  for  their  peace 
and  fafety .    The  Inhabitants  befought 
him  to  remove  his  Army  ^  little  tar- 
theroff,  that  they  might  not  receive 
any   Injury  either  in. their   perfons 
or  goods,  and  that  thofe  that  Would 
be  gone  might  depart  in  fafety.    So- 
Ijman  accepted  the  offer  of  the  Grand 
Marter,  and  promised  to  obferve  in- 
violably every .  article  of  the  Capi- 
tulation.   "  That  the  Churches  lliould 
**  not  be^profand;  that  ndheof  the 
**  Children  fl^ould  be  carry 'd  away

"  fuiticient  to  carry  them  and  their 
*^  Subjeds     to  Candy.     That   they 
y^^  lliould  carry  off ^ as  many  of  theij

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"  gre^J:  .puns  as  they  could  Xoad: 
**  Th^ttheCaftfes  of  St  Peter ^  Lar^o^ 
^*  and  the  other  Iflan^ds  and  Fortret 
*•  fes  belonging  to  the  Order  fhall  be 
*'  furrender'd  to  Solyman.     After  that 
**  y4c%^?ient  into  the  City  400  Jani- 
'  faries  with  an  ^^^  to  take  poflelTi- 
on,  and  the  Grand  Mailer  fentinto 
the  .Camp  ^or  Hoftages  25  Knights, 
.**  and  as  many  Citizens,    who  were 
•*  by  4<^hmat  curteoi^y  entertain'd.      j 
Jh  the  meap  tirrie.  Achmat  came  | 
(to  vifit the. Grand  Mafter  in  the  Moat 
of  the   SMmJfi  Poft,    where    after 
fome    diicourfe     between     them, 
he  gave  the  Grand   J^^fter  Notice 
that  Sohfman  was  defirous  to  fee  him, 
and  therefore  adviz'd  him,    as   his 
bcft  courfe,    to  go  and  wait    upon  | 
him.    The  Grarid  Mafter  unwilUng 
to  provoke    Solyman^     and  to  give 
him  any  occafion  to  break  his  word, 
by     being     fever e    either    to    the 
Knights    or  the  Rhodians^     rfefolv'd 
to    follow    Achmats    advice.       The 
next  morning  therefore    he    went, 
in  a  plain  habit,  accompani'd    with 

fcveral 
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^veral  of  the  Knights  ;  aad   after 
he   had    attended  for  fome  .tinle 
before  Sofym^ns^  Tent,   he  was  pre- 
fented  with  a  noble  Veft,  that  So- 
lyman   gave   him;     which   fo  foon 
as  he  had  Dut  on,    he   was  iatrq- 
duc'd  into  me  Grand  Signiours  Pa- 
vilion, and    kjifs'd  his   hand.      Soly- 
man  received  him  curteo^fly,  chear'd 
him  up,'   and   told  him  by  his  in- 
terpreter,  that   it  was  a  common 
thing  to   loo/e  or    gain  Cities  and 
Sipniories   ;t;hrough    the    Inflability 
of  Fortune;    exhorted  him  to  take 
his  lofs  patiently,    and  aflur'd  him 
of   a  xnoff  punftual     performance 
of  all    his    promifes.    Then   turn- 
ing   to  his  own  people.   T  cannot   :i^ 
biit  pity,     faid  he,  this  brave  Man^ 
^fhom  in   his    Old    Age  y     tJeceJfity 
thus    compels   to    alandon    the    Seat 
of  his   own  Dominion.     The    Grand 
Mafler    return  d   him    thanl^s,     be- 
fought   him  to  remember  what  he  r  .VA 
had   promised,     and  fo  taking  his 
leave,   retif  d.    Solyman   caus'd  him 
V  .to 
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to  be  guarded  into  the  City,-  and' 
gavtf  habits  of  honour  to  all  the 
Knights  that  attended  him. 

Ihrtee  days  after  Solyman  •  him-i 
,  ■  felf  rode   to    view  "the   Trenches/ 

«  the   Batteries,     the    Breaches,     ansi 

the  Tower  of  St.  Nicholas.      Upon 
his   return   he    enter 'd     the  Palace 
attended    only    by  Achmat^     and  /- 
Irahimy^  tiien  a  Page,     but   highly 
b^lov'd    by   him ,     and .  ask^d    for 
^  the  Grand    Mafter.     When  he  faw 
him,  he  made'akind  of  offer  to  raife 
his    Turbant  from   his.  head    v^itli 
his  hand,  out  of  refpeft    not  per- 
mitting the  Grand  Mafter  to  make 
any    obeyfance  to  him  below  his 
dignity.  '  Bidding  him  fear  nothing, 
and  telling  him  vvithall,    if  he  had 
not  time    enough,  he  would   allow 
him  more.     The  Grand  Mafter  re- 
turned him  thanks,    but  defir'd   no- 
j^r^^  thing,  more   of  him    then  to-  be 
^  ^   mind^l  of 'his  -promife.     Thereupon 
Solyhian    remounted,  ^  and     having 
view'd  the  Church  of  St.  ]obn^  re- 
-  ttttn'd  to  his  Pavilion,  * 

Upon 
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•  Upon  New-years  day  the  Grand 
Matter  having  taken  his  leasee  of 
Solyman;  and  embark 'd  as  many 
of  the,  choiceft  great  Guns  as 
the;  tim^  would  permit,  attended 
by  all  the  Knights,  and  as  many 
of  the  beft  ot  the  Citizens,  who 
rather  chofe  to  follow  his  fortunes, 
then  fubmit  to  the  Tyranny  of 
the  Turks  ,  went  aboard  the  Gal- 
leys appointed  to  carry  the  difcon- 
folate  Traine,  and  the  beft  of  their 
goods,  andfteer'd  away  for  C^/z^y. 

Thus  did  The  Order  of  St.  >/^» 
loofe  Khodes^  after  they  had  held 
and  maintained  it  with  fo  much 
conftancy,  fo  much  Expence  of  trea- 
fure,  and  lofs  of  blood,  againft  the 
whole  power  of  the  Barbarous  Ma- 
hometans^ for  the  fpace  of  two  hun- 
and  thirty  years.
